Mr.  Bradley,  from  the  Committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  had 
been  referred  the  bill  entitled  **  An  act  in  amendment  of  Chapter  80  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  *  Of  Banks,' "  reported  the  same,  with 
the  proposal  to  amend  by  inserting  the  words  *'  time,  or"  before  the 
wora  *'  term,"  in  the  7th  line;  a^  thus  amended,  the  Committee  re- 
commended the  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  amendment  proposed  was  adopted,  and  the  bill 

Ordered^  To  be  enffroeeed  and  read  the  third  time. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Barrett, 

The  rule  having  been  suspended  by  unanimous  consent,  the  bill,  duly 
engrossed,  was  thereupon  read  the  third  time  and  passed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Barrett, 
The  reading  of  the  journal  of  yesterday  was  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  J.  Barrett,  from  the  select  Committee  on  Rales,  reported  the  fbt 
lowing  resolution,  whidi  was  read  and  paned  : 

Resohed,  That  the  Rules  of  the  Sedate  of  the  last,  be  adopted  as  the 
Rules  of  the  present  session,  as  fbUows  : 

1.  The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  or 
Assistant  Secretary,  previous  to  nine  o'elocK  in  the  morning  of  the  sec- 
ond HinTsday  of  October,  at  which  time  the  Senate  shaU  oe  called  to 
order.  The  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  called  over j  and  when  a 
quorum  shaQ  have  taken  Uieir  seats,  they  shall,  having  ^rst  takra  the 
necessary  oaths,  on  nomination  of  the  President,  appomt  a  canvassing 
committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  from  each  county,  to  join  such 
committee  as  the  House  of  Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  receive,  sort,  and  count,  the  votes  for  Governor,  lieutenant 
Grovemor,  and  Treasurer,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  joint  assembly 
of  both  houses. 

9.  The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  other; 
wise  speciaUy  ordered. 

3.  The  Iresident  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  ^ng  pres^ 
ent,  the  journal  of  the  preo^ng  day  shall  be  read,  and  all  errors  therein 
corrected. 

4.  In  case  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
time  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  those  present  shall  have  power 
to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  ot  other  officer,  after  the  absentees,  and 
compel  their  attendance. 

5.  Whenever  the  Senate  shall  assemble,  according  to  adjouitimenty 
or  at  the  commencement  of  a  session,  and  the  President  shall  he  absent,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  if  present^  if  not,  of  a  Senator,  to 
call  to  Older ;  and  the  Senators  present,  if  a  quorum,  shall,  by  ballot^ 
elect  a  President  pro  tempore, 

0.  No  Senator  shall  be  absent  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick,  or 
otiMrwise  neoeaearily  detained. 
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7.  No  Senator  shall  audibly  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise  interrupt 
the  business  of  the  Senate,  wlule  the  journals  or  other  public  papers  are 
being  read,  or  while  a  Senator  is  orderly  speaking  in  debate. 

8.  Every  Senator,  when  he  speaka,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  ad- 
dress the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

9.  No  meinl>er  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Senate  ;  and  Senators  who  have  once  spoken  shall 
not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for  the  purpose  of  explana- 
tion), to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has  not  spoken. 

10.  In  all  cases,  the  Senator  first  rising  and  addressing  the  Presi- 
dent (subject  to  the  restriction  of  rule  9),  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor, 
and  when  two  or  more  arise  at  the  same  Mme,  the  President  shall  name 
the  one  who  is  to  speak. 

11.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down,  and 
every  que8ti6n  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  without  debate, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 

12.  If  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  the  words  spoken,  the  ex- 
ceptional words  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing  by  the 
Senator  calling  to  order,  that  the  President  may  be  better  enabled  to 
judge  of  the  matter. 

13.  The  first  hour  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the 
reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  motions, 
resolutions,  and  the  introduction  of  bills;  afler  which,  the  orders  of  the 
day,  or  other  proper  business,  shall  be  announced,  always  commencing 
with  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  sitting.  The  first  hour  of  the 
afternoon's  sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  receiving  and  disposing  of 
reports  of  committees,  and  in  completing  the  business  of  the  morning 
hour ;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  the  Senate  will  again  take  up  the 
orders  of  the  day. 

14.  Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in  behalf 
of  the  committee,  and  shall  be  by  him  presented  to  the  State,  when  a 
call  for  repoits  is  made.  The  signer  of  each  report  shall  be  held  re- 
ponsible  for  the  accuracy  of  its  statements,  and  the  propriety  of  its  lan- 
guage, and  when  the  same  shall  be  under  consideration,  be  shall  be 
further  liable  to  give  additional  statements  of  facts,  or  other  explana- 
tions, in  answer  to  the  call  of  any  Senator. 

15.  The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  except  when  acting  as  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  embracing  the  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof 
as  may  be  affected  by  proposed  amendments,  and  also  the  names  of  Sen- 
ators, and  the  votes  which  they  give  on  every  question  decided  by  yeas 
and  nays,  shall  be  by  the  Secretary  accurately  and  concisely  inserted  in 
the  journals. 

16.  The  Senate  shall,  annually,  within  the  first  four  days  of  actual 
sitting,  elect  by  ballot,  (and  a  majority  of  all  present  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  choice,)  a  Secretary,  and  an  Assistant  Secretary,  who  shall  be  ex 
officio  Engrossing  Clerk,  who  shall  be  severally  sworn  to  the  faithful 
(iiscbarge  of  their  duties,  and  shall  hold  said  offices  until  superseded  by 
a  new  election.  The  Senate  shall  also,  within  tlie  same  time,  elect  the 
following  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  to 
wit :  On  Finance, — on  the  Judiciary, — on  Claims, — on  Education, — on 
Agriculture,— on  Manufactures, — on  Elections, — on  Military  Affairs, — 
on  Roads,— on  Banks,  and  on  Land  Taxes. 

17.  In  the  appointment  of  Standing  Committees,  (/except  the  one 
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mentioned  in  rule  1,)  the  Senate  >vi)l  proceed  by  ballot,  several] y  to 
appoint  the  chainnan  of  each,  and  then  by  one  balbt,  the  other  members 
necessary  to  complete  the  sanne.  In  the  election  of  a  chairman,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  given  shall  be  necessary,  bat  for  the  others  a  plurali- 
ty shall  be  soffioient.  AH  select  committees  shall  be  appointed  oy  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

18.  All  bills,  after  the  second  reading,  and  all  petitions,  memorials, 
remonstrances,  resolutions,  and  other  papers  calHng  for  legislative  ac- 
tion (except  such  as  bare  been  reported  by  a  committee),  no  objection 
being^  made,  shall  be  referred  by  the  President  to  appropriate  committees. 

19.  Before  %ny  resolution,  any  petition,  or  other  paper  shall  be  read, 
vrhether  the  same  shall  be  introdaeed  by  the  President  or  a  Senator, 
the  title  shall  be  fairly  endorsed  thereon  ;  and  a  brief  statement  of  its 
object  or  contents  shau  be  nvade  by  the  introducer. 

20.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  nAover,  if  re- 
quired thereto  by  the  President  or  a  Senator,  and  a  motion  to  lay  another 
motion,  the  latter  not  being  in  writing,  on  the  table,  or  otherwise  to  dis- 
pose of  it,  shall  not  be  in  order. 

21.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  before  it  is  passed  :  the 
President  shall  ^ive  notice  at  each  reading  whether  it  be  the  first,  sec- 
ond, or  third  ;  the  last  of  which  readings  of  public  bills  shall  be  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  first  reading,  unless  the  Senate  unanimously 
direct  otherwise.  Provided,  That  private  bills  shall  be  read  the  second 
time  by  their  title.  Resolutions  requiring  the  approbation  and  signa- 
ture of  the  Governor,  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  bills. 

22.  On  the  demand  of  a  Senator,  public  bills,  after  a  second  reading, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Senate  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

23.  The  final  question,  upon  the  second  reading  of  every  bill  which 
originated  in  the  Senate,  shall  be  *' Shall  this  bill  be  engrossed  and  read 
the  third  timet"  No  amendment  shall  be  received  at  the  third  reading, 
hut  it  may  be  committed  for  amendment  at  any  time  before  its  final  pas- 
sage. 

24.  Motions  on  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  sustained  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  1.  To  postpone  indefinitely.  2.  To  lay  upon  the  table. 
3.  To  commit.    4.  To  amend. 

25.  A  call  for  the  previous  question  shall  not  at  any  time  be  in  or- 
der. A  motion  to  adjoam  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

26.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  points,  the  same  shall 
be  divided  on  the  demand  of  a  Senator.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  in- 
sert shall  not  be  divided,  but  the  rejection  of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and 
insert  one  proposition,  shall  not  preclude  a  motion  to  strike  oiit  and  in- 
sert a  different  one,  or  a  motion  simply  to  strike  out ;  nor  shall  the  re- 
jection of  a  motion  simply  to  strike  out,  prevent  a  subsequent  one  to 
strike  out  and  ins^. 

27.  In  filling  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be 
first  in  order. 

28.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same  is  ob- 
jected to  by  a  Senator,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  Senate. 

29.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken,  on  the  call  of  a  Senator,  and 
every  Senator  present  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  Senate  ;  but  no 
Senator  shall  be  c<Mnpelled  to  vote,  who  was  absent  when  the  ques- 
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tion  was  suted  by  tbe  Pietktoiit,  nor  aball  aa^  pnii  be  pemuttad  to  vote, 
who  was  abeent  when  his  name  waa  called,  nor  aiier  the  daeision  of  Um 
^aestion  has  been  aonouaeed  from  the  Chair* 

30.  No  Senator  in  the  minority,  nor  one  who  did  not  vote  on  the  de- 
ciaion'of  a  ^laestioQ,  shall  bare  a  ri^fht  to  laofe  a  reconsideration  thereof ; 
nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order,  naleas  made  before 
the  eloae  of  the  next  day  of  actual  sitting  of  the  Senate  after  that  in  which 
the  Tote  was  taken,  and  before  the  bill,  resolution,  report,  amovdaMSt, 
address,  or  motion,  upon  ilirhich  the  vote  was  taken,  ahall  in  the  regular 
progress  of  business,  have  gone  out  of  the  posseseioa  of  the  Senate. 

31.  On  all  questions,  in  the  decision  oi  whiek  a  simple  majority  is 
leqotied,  when  the  Seaate  is  eqaaUy  divided,  the  Secretary  shall  uka 
the  easting  vote  of  the  President.  In  all  such  cases,  a  motion  for  re* 
connderation,  if  made  in  time,  shall  he  hi  order  frem  any  Senator  who 
voted  on  the  question. 

3d.  The  Pvesident  shall  have  the  right  to  call  upon  any  Senator  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  whenever  he  shall  find  it  aeoassary, 
temporarily,  to  retire;  bat  such  substitution  ahall  not  extend  beyond 
more  than  one  adjournment. 

33.  The  Senate,  having  taken  a  final  vote  on  any  question,  the  same 
shall  not  again  be  in  order  daring  the  same  session,  in  any  form  what- 
ever, except  by  way  of  reconsideration  ;  and  w))en  a  motion  for  reconsid* 
oration  has  been  decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered. 

34.  No  proposition  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  Senate  or  the  joint 
rules  of  both  Houses,  shall  be  acted  on,  until  the  same  shall  have  oeen 
before  the  Senate  at  least  twenty-four  hours. 

35.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  by  the 
Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary. 

36.  Reaorters  may  be  plaoed  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  mider  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary,  with  the  ap^obation  of  the  President. 

37.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  lobby  of  the  Senate 
Chamber,  except  the  Governor,  Treasurer  of  the  State,  Aaditor  of  Ac- 
counts, members  of  the  other  House,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
Senators  an(i  Representatives  in  Congress,  £x- Governors  and  Lieuten- 
ant Governors,  £x-Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Ex-S^natora  and 
Representatives  in  Congress,  Ex-Senators  of  the  State  Senate,  District 
Judge  and  Attorney  of  Sie  United  States,  members  of  other  State  Legis- 
latures, and  such  gentlemen  and  ladies  as  the  President  or  a  Senator 
may  introduce. 

38.  When  m  session,  the  Senators  shall  sit  with  their  heads  uncov- 
ered. 

39.  Upon  any  disorderiv  conduct  in  the  gallery,  the  President  may 
order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

40.  Whenever  a  bill  or  resolution  is  laid  on  the  table,  by  order  of 
the  Senate,  and  shall  have  remained  on  the  table  twenty-four  hours,  i( 
shall  be  snbwot  to  be  taken  np  by  the  chair,  and  pieaented  for  the  oon- 
siderasion  of  the  Senate,  without  a  call  or  order  on  the  aubject. 

41.  There  shall  be  one  door-keeper  and  one  assistant  door-keeper  of 
the  Senate  ; — and  the  President  may  employ  a  boy  to  attand  in  the  San- 
ate  Chamber. 

Mr.  Chittenden  presented  the  petition  of  Samuel  H.  Holman  of  Wes- 
ton and  44  others,  praying  for  legislation  for  the  improvement  of  Com- 
mon School  education. 
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Mr.  Morgan  preMiitedu  like  petilkm  from  J.  Morgan  of  Stoekbridge 
aad  19  pUkors. 

Mr.  Campbell  presented  a  like  petition  from  Thomas  H.  Palmer  of 
Plttsford  and  192  others,  and  the  memorial  of  Thomas  U.  Palmer,  ask- 
ing leffislatiye  attention  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  existing  Common. 
Sdiools^stem  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Simonds  presented  a  like  petition  from  A.  L,  Twilight  of  Brown- 
ington  and  40  otners. 

Mr.  Rich  presented  a  like  petition. from  Joseph  W.  Atwood  of  Shore* 
ham  and  75  others. 

Mr.  Bopus  presented  a  like  petition  from  J,  H.  Woroe«ter  q(  St. 
Johnsbury  and  lli'otbeis ;  and  m>m  James  Beattie  of  Rjegate  aad  86 
others. 

Mr.  Howe  presented  a  like  petition  from  J.  C.  Foster  of  Brattlehoro' 
and  36  others. 

And  these  petitions  were  respeetivdy  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education. 

The  memorial  of  Thomas  H,  Palmer  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
same  Committee. 

'  Mr.  Page  presented  the  petition  of  J.  W.  D.  Parker  and  39  others, 
praying  for  the  revival  of  the  Militia  law  of  1818. 
And  it  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

The  President  annoanced  to  the  Senate  his  approval  of  the  nominar 
tion  of  the  Sergeant-at-Anns,  of  Henry  Isham  as  Doorkeeper,  and  C, 
M>  RuBLBB  as  Assistant  Doorkeeper,  to  the  Senate ;  and  they  were 
severally  sworn. 

The  President  also  annonnoed  that  he  had  appointed  Charles  J. 
IjOOmis  Messenger  for  the  Senate,  under  the  4tst  Role. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr.  Merrill,  their 
Clerk  : 

Mr.  pREsroaNT :— ^The  House  of  Representatives  have  passed  a  reso- 
lution providing  for  a  Joint  Assembly,  to  elect  a  Secretary  of  State,  and 
an  Auditor  of  Accounts  against  the  State,  for  the  year  ensuing,  in 
which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  ^

Mr,  President  : — The  House  of  RepresaataUves  ooscur  with  the 
Senate,  and  adopt  the  amendmeot  to  the  resolution  providing  for  a  Joint 
Asaemblv  to  elect  a  Secretary  of  State,  and  an  Auditor  of  Accounts 
against  the  State,  for  the  year  ensuing.

A  message  from  the  (rovemor,  by  Mr-  Beaman,  Secretary  of  Civil 
ond  Military  Aflaxrs : 

Mjt.  President  : — I  am  directed  hy  the  Governor  to  transmit  to  the 
Senate  the  annual  Executive  Message  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  message  of  the  Governor  was  thereupon  read,  and  is  as  follows : 
fallow  citizens  of  the  Senate  and  Hmue  b/  Bepresentatives : 

The  guardianship  of  the  interests  of  this  Conu^oa wealth,  which  fall 
within  Uie  province  of  its  civil  government,  has,  by  the  fiivor  of  Provit 
denoe,  been  committed  \o  us  ;  and  we  come  togemer  for  the  purpose 
of  it9  execution.  If  we  would  discharge,  in  the  best  manner,  the  duties 
it  involves,  we  shall  beffin  and  end  every  thing,  with  a  recognition 
of  oar  dependence  upon  Him  '*  from  whom  all  good  oonnsels  and  all 
joet  works  proceed  y*  while  his  claims  upon  qur  fidelity  to  HiiQself, 
will  become  an  ever-present  incentive  to  fidelity  in  the  service  of  the 
people  we  represent^ 

The  year  which  is  drawing  toward  a  close  has  been  one  of  prosperT 
iCy  to  oar  people.  Though  threatened  dtought  has  repeatedly  filled 
them  with  apprehension  and  slarm*  they  have  finally  been  permitted 
to  reap  an  abundant  harvest, — thus  happily  finding  increaseo  motives 
to  gratitude,  in  deliverances  from  impending  danger,  rendered  the  more 
impressive  by  strong  contrast  with  )ess  favored  portions  of  our  country. 

A  great  trust  has  been  comoutted  to  us,  aa  the  constituted  guardians 
of  the  interests  of  this  people.  If,  in  the  struggles  connected  with  the 
election  which  has  sent  us  here,  we  have  suffeiid  unworthy  passions  to 
gain  aa  ascendency,  as  they  too  often  do  in  political  contests,  we  can- 
not come  here  and  enter  upon  the  sober  work  of  surveying  our  respon- 
sibilities, without  dismissing  them  all,  taking  each  other  bv  the  hand 
as  fellow-citizens  and  brethren,  and  striving  together  for  the  faith  of 
oor  fiithers,  and  the  furtherance  of  the  great  ends  for  which  they  estab- 
lished the  government  we  have  been  appointed  to  administer.  How 
shall  we  bmt  aooompliah  these  ends  within  the  brief  space  of  our  an- 
nual session  t  is  a  question  to  which  you  wil)  allow  tiifi  briefly  to  invite 
your  attention. 

The  institution  of  civil  government  is  designed  to  become  an  actively 
beneficent  agency.  The  restraint  of  force  is  fkr  from  bein^  its  only  eb> 
jeot.  Excepting  in  governments  purely  arbitrary,  law  derives  its  ener- 
gy from  a  force  extraneous  to  itself—- the  fbree  of  a  deep  and  abiding 
sentiment  of  veneration  for  law-^^a  love  of  order— habitual  self-restisint 
••—elevation  and  purity  of  moral  feeling,  ^nd  intelligence  to  guide  it 
wisely  in  the  complicated  afiairs  of  human  life. 

Civil  government,  then,  accomplishes  its  objeet,  not  when  it  punishes 
cfiine,  hat  when  it  prevents  its  eooualssion,—- not  by  providmg  jails 
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asd  penitentiariee,  but  by  prerenting  the  necesaity  of  tbetr  existence ; 
by  training  the  people,  as  rar  as  law  can  properly  interpose  its  power, 
to  intelligence  and  the  lore  of  virtue.  The  ikthers  of  our  Staite  felt 
this,  when,  with  characteristic  wisdom,  they  declared  in  the  oonsiitii- 
tion,  that  **law9  f<>r  the  encouragement  ofvirtne  and  the  prevention 
of  vice  and  immorality  ought  to  be  constantly  kept  in  force  and  duly 
executed  ;  and  a  competent  number  of  schools  ought  to  be  maintained 
in  each  town,  for  the  convenient  instruction  of  youth,  and  one  or  more 
grammar  schools  be  incorporated  and  properly  supported  in  each  county 
in  the  State."  T^us  were  ihe  encouragement  of  virtue,  the  suppres- 
sion  of  vice,  and  the  maintenance  of  schools,  deemed  so  vital  to  the 
wel&re  of  the  State,  as  to  demand  for  them  a  special  provision  in  its 
organic  law. 

So  large  a  portion  of  my  first  annual  message  to  the  General  As- 
sembly was  devoted  to  the  subject  of  education,  that  I  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  do  little  more  now  than  refer  you,  as  I  most  respectfully  do,  to 
that  message,  for  my  views  in  regard  to  it. 

The  present  has  been  truly  denominated  an  age  of  progrees.  The 
hnman  mind  is  vigorottoly  seixinfg,  and  carrying  out  to  practical  resolts, 
the  momentous  truths  which  respect  the  relations  of  men  to  each  other, 
and  the  appropriate  means  of  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  human  so- 
ciety and  government.  At  the  foundation  of  this  vast  movement  lies 
the  great  work  of  Education — the  work  of  developing  and  giving  a 
right  direction  to  mental  and  moral  power.  And  if  hnman  govera- 
tiient  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  institution  designed  to  perfect  the  purposes 
of  society,  and  improve  the  condition  of  man  npon  earth,  it  needs  no, 
labored  argument  to  show,  that  educatii^n,  thus  defined,  is  among  the 
hiffhest  duties  of  those  entrosted  with  its  administration. 

Nor  sbould  it  be  forgotten  that  there  are  rights  correlative  to  this  du- 
ty. Every  child  ia  the  State  h^s  a  right  to  be  educated — a  right  as 
essentially  reciprocal  to  the  claim  of  the  State  to  allegiance,  as  is  the 
right  to  protection.  The  question  whether  the  chiMren  of  a  State  shall 
be  educated,  is  no  more  a  question  of  mere  expediency,  than  is  the  ' 
qaestiott  whether  the  people  have  a  right  to  protection  from  foreign  ag- 
gression and  domestic  violence.  Indeed,  protection  from  the  effects  of 
ignorance  and  vice  is,  itself,  protection,  in  the  highest  sense,  from  all 
the  dangers  which  can  arise  within  the  limits  of  a  State.  Would  "we 
have  ol^dience  to  lawl  Iipt  the  chiMren  be  learned,  iii  the  common 
school,  as  well  as  at  the  domestic  fireside,  the  duty  of  self-control,  and 
of  reverence  for  the  law  of  eternal  rectitude  written  in  the  word  of 
God ;  while  the  development,  in  just  and  harmonious  proportions,  of 
their  whole  mind,  shall  give  them,  at  onoe,  a  conscious  sense  of  the 
worth  of  mind,  and  an  intelligent  conviction  of  the  great  purposes  it  is. 
fitted  to  accomplish. 

AH  the  children  in  Vermont — especially  the  children  of  the  poor — 
stand  m  the  attitude  of  just  claimants,  in  respect  to  education,  upon 
the  fostering  bounty  and  gnaidian  care  of  the  State.  And  what  lias 
Vermont  done  to  satisfy  this  chiim !  We  have,  indeed,  declared,  by 
law,  that  **  each  organised  town  shall  keep  and  support  one  or  more 
schools,  provided  with  competent  teachers ;"  that  the  towns  shall  be 
divided  into  school  districts ;  that  certain  district  offieers  shall  be  ap- 
pointed ;  that  taxes  shall  be  assessed  and  oollecied  to  build  school 
hoases  and  sopfiort  sehools ;  and  ttutt,  to  the  income  arising  fnm  tlMse 
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taxes  there  ehall  be  addbd,  for  tke  ciureat  use  of  eebools*  the  uiiiiially 
aoerttin^  inteieet  ef  tbe  eorphis  leveaiie  of  the  United  Btttes,  deposited 
with  this  State.  And  here,  with  the  exception  of  making  {ooviaon  for 
eertaiu  retoms  of  school  statasties,  we  have  left  the  Hiatter.  If  school 
houses  are  bnilt,  we  have  taken  no  eare  whatever  for  their  proper  looa* 
tion  or  eonstitiction ;  and  if  teachers  are  employed,  we  have  done  noth- 
ing in  regard  to  the  all-unportant  matter  of  their  qoalifieations,  aside  from 
the  barren  enactment  that  they  shall  be  **  competent."  What  shidl 
ooastitiite  conqpeteaey,  or  who  shall  judge  of  it,  are  matters  entir^y 
overlooked  in  onr  legislation.  The  reBolt  is,  an  admitted  and  lamenta- 
ble deficiency  in  the  qualifications  of  teachers ;  great  and  manifest  de- 
lects in  the  modes  of  instrection,  and  eonfmion  and  want  of  nnifiirmi* 
t^  in  regard  to  the  books  used  for  that  pnrpHose ;  while  a  large  proper* 
txm  of  onr  sdiool  hoases  are  located  m  highways,  with  lirae  regard 
to  comfort  or  fitness  in  their  internal  sttucture,  and  as  little  to  tasie 
and  bean^,  and  eonvenieoce,  in  the  gxoends  conaeeted  with  them ; 
if,  indeed ,  any  grounds  but  those  of  highways  are  this  connected .  And  " 
yet,  what  an  amount  of  aioiiey  is  annually  expended  for  the  use  of 
schools.  To  say  nothing  of  the  amount  expended  in  the  oonstrnction 
of  sshool  houses— of  which  we  have  no  means  of  for^iing  an  estimate 
— 4et  us  look  at  the  expenditure  for  teaching. 

From  the  statistics  returned  to  me  last  year,  from  159  of  the  940 
towns  in  the  State^  1  drew  the  eonchwien  in  my  report  to  the  General 
Assembly,  that  there  was  paid  to  teachers  in  the  whole  State,  exelueive 
of  teachers  of  selsct  schools— from  which  there  were  no  returns— the 
sum  of  $  lS8,e00  annually.  No  one  can  soberiy  oonrider  this  sub- 
ject, without  foehng  painfully  hnpressedvWith  a  convietaen  of  the  irtter 
waste  of  a  very  great  portion  of  this  large  sum.  It  is  not  extravagant 
to  say,  that  its  power  for  good  might  have  been  doubled,  and  more 
than  doubled,  if  it  had  been  expend^  under  a  system  of  supertisioii 
which  should  have  canied  into  the  schools^  teachers  folly  competent, 
and  modes  of  instruction  founded  upon  the  true  philoeophy  of  nuM,  and 
a  praetical  acquaintance  with  the  means  best  adaptet  to  its  true  and 
proper  edocatioe.  We  do  not  so  much  need,  at  ttie  pneent  monent, 
additional  pecuniary  means,  as  we  do  a  system  adapted  to  give  greater 
efltoaey  to  those  already  possessed,-^  system  which  shall  give  a  right 
directioft  to  efihrt,  and  make  it  eibdual  to  the  proper  eduMioB  of  the 
children  of  die  State.  The  whole,  so  fiir  as  the  aia  of  legitbtaoe  may 
he  property  invoked,  io  eomprehended  in  the  pfregnant  words  Si^rvit- 
irnir^Ro&pimiAiHhf,  We  have  now  nqthinff  that  deserves  the  name  of 
either.  We  haye  prsvided,  indeed^  for  lae  ovgaamatioo  of  districts, 
and  the  employ  meat,  of  teaehera  by  their  prudential  eemmlttess,  who 
aie  aatheriied  and  required  to  **  adi^  meesuTos  for  the  inspeetfon,  ex- 
amination, and  regulation  of  the  sehods,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
scholers  ia  learniBg."  Bttt  expeiieace  has  dbonwi,  abwdnntly,  that  aH 
this  is  eaavailiag  to  the  purpose  of  seeming  a  proper  examMSion,  er 
iwleed  any  examisBlion,  of  teachers,  er  a  proper  saperviaiott  of  the 
selioelBv  or  to  awaken  ^at  intenst  in  their  imptovemeety  amseg  pa* 
rents  sod  throoghont  die  community,  wh|eh  is  aa  hidispensable  to  tMir 
yigereea  health  aad  jnoiperi^,  as  a  p«re  and  hraebg  atasespheie  ia  te 
the  seppert  of  human  lifo. 

We  waatjisyatemef  sepervisien  wUehslMj|«eke  dn  power  of  hen-

r^  dittnet,  and  by  aveiy  child,  m  the  State.  Shell  we  have  it  f 
That  is  the  question ;  and  it  pieeeea  upoa  us  moie  argently  thao  any 
other  queetioa  within  the  nuwe  of  our  legislative  duties.  We  cannot 
avoid  its  consideration.  The  States  aronnd  os  aie  moving  onwaid  in 
the  work  of  improveosent ;  and  eo  ni]^t  have  been  considered  the 
claims  of  common  schools  npon  legislative  patronage, — so  manifest  the 
defects  of  M  systems  of  sapervision  and  instruction,  and  so  coaamen 
and  universal'  the  benefits  to  he  derived  from  improvements  in  both, 
that  party  spint  has  stood  silent  in  presence  of  this  great  question,  and 
all  dasses  and  all  partiea  have  made  common  cause  in  the  noUe  work  of 
educational  improvement.  ^ 

The  expense  of  carrvtng  inta  elieot  a  system,  of  adeqnate  snpervisioD 
need  not  be  great,  wfaife  its  benefits  will  be  inappreciable.  Dollars  and 
cents  cannot  meaanie  their  value.  We  readily  make  investments  in 
railroads,  and  other  improvements,  which  promise  a  return  of  pecnni* 
ary  profit;  but  what  are  such  investments,  in  comparison  with  those 
which,  in  the  process  of  educating  a  community  to  virtue  and  intelli* 
genes,  inAise  into  it  the  great  and  indispensable  elements  of  solid  and 
enduring  proaperity. 

I  oonunend  this  whole  subj^  to  your  earnest  consideratien,  nnder  a 
full  persuasion  that  an  awakened  and  greatly  advanced  public  senti- 
ment will  respond  a  hearty  approval  to  your  JbvoraMe^action  on  it. 

I  cannot  leave  the  subject  of  cosMnon  schools  without  devoting  a  km 
moments  attention  to  what  is  familiarly  denominated  *'the  School 
Fund."  The  foundation  of  this  fond  was  laid  in  1835,  when  the 
Gaaeral  Asssmldy  passed  an  act  sequestering  and  granting  to  the 
respective  towns  in  the  State,  for  the  benefit  or  common  schools,  the 
amount  of  the  avails,  accrued,  and  thereafter  to  accrue,  to  the  State, 
from  the  Vermont  State  Bank,  and  also  the  amount  of  Uie  State  funds 
accruing  from  the  six  per  cent,  on  the  nett  profits  of  the  banks,  re*> 
ceived  and  to  be  received,  and  the  amount  received  and  to  be  received 
fDom  licenses  to  pedlars.  It  Was  provided  that  said  funds,  with  the  ai»» 
nuallv  accnuQg  interest,  should  he  *^  invested  in  approved  hank  slocks, 
or  other  productive  securities,"  and  should  not  be  appropriated  to  the 
mse  of  schools,  until  the  amount  should  increase  to  a  sum,  whose  annual 
interest  should  be  adequate  to  defray  the  expenses  of  keeping  a  good 
free  common  school,  in  each  district  in  the  State,  for  the  period  of 
two  months. 

The  State  Taeasurer  was  constituted  a  commissioner  for  the  man^ 
ageoent  of  the  fund ;  who  thereupon  proceeded  to  invest  the  eame, 
by  loans,  for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  the  act. 

By  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1833,  further  loans  hum  the  fond 
were  prohibited,  aad  the  IVeasurer  was  directed  to  deposit  the  samtL 
in  the  treasury,  as  it  should  be  received,  and  to  keep  an  aoooam 
thereof;  and  annually  charge  the  State  with  the  interest  on  the  money 
thus  denosited-^whieh,  it  was  declared,  **  shall  be  considered  as 
borrowed  from  the  fund;"  and  the  TrssMrer  was  '^authoriaed  and 
directed  to  pay  out  said  money  on  any  appropriatioBS  aothoriied  1^ 
law-"  ^ 

Under  the  operation  of  this  act,  and  principally  in  conneetion  whh 
the  expenditure  of  $  117,000  for  the  erection  of  the  State  House,  the 
State,  from  time  to  iwae,  has  become  indebted  to  this  fond,  until  the 
indebtedaeis  now.amevnts,  ineloding  the  aecamnUtions  of  interest,  to 
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the  Mm  of  $dM,909  68,  wfa'^  there  k  dae  to  it  iVom  ind^idiials,  the 
sera  e€  9^10,590  94  ;  nuking  an  aggregate  of  $834,900  44. 

The  expedieney  of  eetittBuin^  this  fand  hae  lon^  been  qneetioeed. 
Upon  Atll  eoneidenkdon,  I  deem  it  my  doty  to  bring  Sie  aobject  to  yotr 
BoCioe,  and  to  anbmtt  the  question,  whether  any  present  or  proepeeliTe 
interest  of  the  people  reqairee  that  it  be  oontiniMd. 

The  first  qoestion  to  be  considered  is,  when  will  the  fond  become 
available  fbr  the  nse  of  schools  ;  that  is,  when  will  the  annnally  accroing 
interest  be  '*  adequate  to  defhiy  the  expenses  of  keeping  a  good  free 
oomnHNi  sehool,  in  each  distHet  in  the  State,  for  the  period  of  twe 
months." 

The  nnmber  of  school  districts  in  the  940  towns  in  the  State  taking 
the  retams  of  last  year  fVom  159  towns,  which  gave  1809  districts,  as 
the  basis  of  calcidation— may  be  estimated  at  9790.  If  it  be  assumed, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  calculation,  that,  by  the  time  the  f^md  will  be* 
coma  available,  the  nnmbe^of  the  dietricts  will  hate  increased  ten  per 
cost,  on  the  present  nambei'--'Which  may  be  regarded  as  not  an  improb*- 
aUe  inerease  within  thirty^three  years — we  shall  have  3000  <hstricts  M 
he  provided,  from  the  avuls  of  the  fond,  with  a  good  school  two  months 
in  each  year.  Estimating  the  expense  of  keeping  such  sehool  twe 
mooths,  in  the  then  advao<M  stage  of  edocationa]  Improvement,  at  $40, 
there  would  be  required  the  sum  of  $  190,000,  as  the  aeeraing  interest 
•f  the  i^ind,  to  render  it  available ;  which  is  the  interest,  at  six  per  cent, 
fm  $9,000,000. 

The  qoestion  now  arises — ^within  what  time  will  the  fbnd  probably 
•eenmolate  to  $9,000,000!  Its  present  amonnt  is  $934,900  44^the 
mnooal  interest  on  which,  at  six  per  cent.,  is  $  14,094  09.  The  aver- 
age anmial  income  from  the  six  per  cent,  of  bank  {profits,  font  the  last  six 
yeaors,  has  been  $3,069  86;  and  from  pedlar's  Ikenses  $1,146  59; 
•moonting  to  $4,816  88  ;  which  may  be  assumed  as  the  annual  addi- 
tion to  the  fund,  hereaftor,  (Vem  these  sources.  The  avails  of  the  Vet^ 
ilMiat  State  Bank  have  nearly  ceasod  to  add  anything  to  the  fund,  and 
should  not  be  made  the  basis  of  any  calculation  tor  the  fhtnie. 

We  have,  then,  the  elements  of  the  calcuktion,  namely,  the  present 
anouBt  of  the  fbnd,  ttie  interest  thereon  for  one  year,  and  the  probable 
aminal  iaeone  from  the  bsnk  tax  and  pedl«r*s  lieenses.  The  process 
of  aoeumnlation  by  amually  compoundng  the  interest,  aecordhig  to  the 
aet  constituting  the  fund,  will  produce  $9,000,887  70  on  the  first  of 
January,  1878 ;  ao  that  the  chUdren  who  shall  be  in  Hfe  in  that  year, 
will  reap  the  first  firuits  of  the  fVmd,  if  it  shall  be  so  long  continued. 
This  assumes,  however,  the  doubtftil  position,  that  six  per  cent,  inter- 
Mt  may  be  reaHsmd  throufrbeot  the  entire  intervening  period  of  thirty- 
two  ymn  andihrea  mon/Jw,  and  makes  na  alkiwance  for  losses  aM 
the  expense  of  tnaoaging  the  fend. 

The  great  qtMatioo  is  now  presented— what,  in  refbnnte  to  this  fbnd, 
in  our  duty  to  the  generation  of  1878?  Admitting,  of  course,  tint  it  is 
«ur  duty  to  labor  mr  the  benefit  of  that  generation,  the  question 


wiU  that  generatioA  be  reaUy  benefitted  by  a  eontiiiQaMc  of  the  fundi 
If  we  eould  send  it  Inrward  to  them,  reaHy  invested  in  *^  amroved  bank 
etodw,  or  ether  yferfii<ftwg  seeuiMes,"  aecerduig  to  ilielawof  1896, 


tlM^  night,  perhaps,  be  benefitted  ;  though  the  expediency  of  aoeumu^ 
Imiiig  adieol  funds,  so  Inrffe  as  te  have  the  efifeet  of  lelsxing  personal 
eftmsf  beghif  w  he  ^ueauoned.     But  ao  fhr  as  we  send  them  e  fbrnd-, 
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oonsktiDg  of  a  d«bt  die  from  tlie  Stote,  we  Mud  tb«m  a  fand  eotiidj 
unprodoctiTe— a  fond  which,  wheo  it  reftohas  thenO)  will  conaiftt  merely 
in  their  iodehtednea*  to  themeelTes.  If  we  would  make  it  otherwiBe. 
we  most  tax  the  people  of  this  gesttation  te  aa  amoaal  auffiBieDt 
lo  eztJAffuish  the  indebtednew  of  the  State  te  the  fuad ;  aad  hxnu§(  thoa 
drawn  the  amoant  &om  the  pooketa  of  the  people,  iaTeet  it  in  *'  prodae- 
tire  aeeotitiee,''  and,  in  that  oondition,  tend  it  forward  to  the  genera- 
ttoa  of  1878.  But  who  is  prepared  to  do  this !  Who  will  rote  &r  satb 
a  tax  ?  None,  it  may  be  confidently  aflkmed.  Nor,  it  may  he  affiratrd 
with  equal  oonfidenoe,  will  our  sucoesMMB  be  willing  to  do  it,  five,  ten, 
twenty,  or  thirty  years  hence,  when  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  shall, 
by  the  odmpounding  of  interest,  have  become  greatly  incteased.  Of 
what  benefit,  then,  will  the  fand  be  to  them,  aaless  it  can,  by  some 
fiscal  magic,  be  made  spontaneously  to  yi^  the  iolecest,  and  pour  it 
into  the  treasuries  of  the  towns  for  the  use.  of  schools ! 

The  whole  operation,  so  £ur  as  it  purposes  to  benefit  the  generatioii 
of  1878,  is  a  delusioB.  It  is  the  people  borrowiug  of  theassWes,  and 
adding  the  annual  interest  to  debt  against  themselves,  and  sending  this 
accumulated  indebtedness  forward  to  become  the  indebtedness  of  a  gen- 
•ration  thirty-three  years  hence,  for  the  purpose  of  benefittiM  that  gen- 
eratbtt*  The  truth  is,  that,  instead  of  seodmff  them  a  beoent  we  shall 
send  them  a  burden,  which,  if  wise,  they  wiU,  by  aboUshing  the  fundv 
shake  ofi";  namely,  the  burden,  if  they  would  eazry  the  act  ooaatil»- 
ting  the  fund  into  effect— of  raising  the  interest  on  it  by  direei 
taxation,  to  be  paid  into  the  Stale  treasury,  mimis  the  expense  ef  col- 
lection, for  the  puqKwe  of  being  sent  by  the  conmiiaBioner  of  the  fund 
bask  to  the  people,  to  be  expended  for  the  use  of  schools.  It  will  noi 
be  very  nnnalnnl  for  the  tax-payers  of  that  day  to  entire,  why  they 
should  support  their  schools  by  such  a  complicated  and  expensive  pn^ 
oess,  rather  than  by  the  sim^e  and  cheaper  one  ef  taxing  themeelf  ea 
for  the  purpose,  in  theii  respective  towns  or  distiiols. 

If  fntnre  generations  woiud  not  be  benefitted  hy  this  fund,  neither 
will  the  present.    This  is  self-evident.    Why,  then,  continue  it  f 

In  these  remarics  I  am  understood,  of  oonrse,  to  have  imoken  of  that 
part  of  the  fund  which  consists  of  the  indebtedness  of  Uie  Slate,  amoant* 
Mg  at  this  time,  to  the  sum  of  $334,300  50.    An  ant  to  aamd  this  in* 


debtedneas,  would  leave  to  be  disposed  of;  the  som  of  $10,500  04,  in- 
Tested  in  individual  seouritiea,  bearing  interest.  None  would  think  of 
an^RBring  this  sum  to  accumulate,  even  with  the  addition  of  the  six  par 
oent»  on  hnk  profits,  and  the  income  from  pedlar *s  licenses,  with  a 
view  of  maldnff  them  available  for  schools,  uader  tha  act  of  1895. 

The  deaMuuTfor  fiuids  to  aid  in  putting  in  opention  a  ayslem  of  eonir 
men  sehool  improvement,  such  as  the  State  needs  and  pmio  sentimnnt 
evidently  demands,  suggests  the  dirsetion  whiah  mwht  ba  ffiven  to  a 
|nrt,  ar  all,  of  these  soaroea  of  income,  when  released  fioa  their  pres- 
ent oomioction.  It  is  behevad  that  the  annually  aoevaiag  interest  on 
that  pcvtkm  of  the  prosit  school  fimd  loaned  on  private  seemkies,  to* 
gather  with  the  annual  income  foom  pedlar's  lisensas,  weakl  be  sufl» 
eient  for  that  pnrpese.  We  mav  thna  inatttata  a  sfatem  of  Snperriiian 
and  Aeooantafaiity,  whkh  ahall  sivn  eeneontiation  and  energy  ta  tha 
psesant  efforts  to  raiae  the  atandaid  and  mabiply  the  focilkies  of  ednnap 
tien,  until  the  minds  of  the  nnss  of  onr  diydr8n*-4he  hap^  mmgliag 
of  the  poor  wi  the  rich  tegethei^-nhall  fed  its  a^naWmng  and  etefatiiy 
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poim.  ThQ8,  wl^  «oiifarriii|^  anbelasitial  benefits  on  the  present  gen- 
eratioD,  we  maj  send  forward  an  inflnence,  which  shall  itow  on,  in  a 
continiiaUy  widening  stream  of  benefits  and  blessings,  to  the  i^nerations 
that  shall  sooceed  ns  to  the  end  of  time. 

Shonld  it  be  found  that  no  interest  of  the  present,  or  of  future  gen- 
erations, oaa  be  benefitted  by  a  continnaDoe  of  the  State  indebtedness 
to  the  fund  of  whieh  I  hare  spoken,  and  tiie  indebtedness  should  be 
caileelled,  the  State  debt  would  then  stand  as  fdlows :

The  balaaoe  in  the  Treasury  on  the  13th  of  September  was  $  18,417  97

To  what  extent  the  aerrioe  of  the  coming  3rear — a  portion  of  which 
neeessarily  constitutes  a  draft  en  the  present  babmces  in  the  treasury 
and  on  taxes— will  persiit  the  application  of  a  part  of  those  balances 
towards  the  exlinguiahment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Stale,  may  be 
^ietermined,  upon  the  careful  examination  whieh  ought  to  be  made  into 
«Tery  branch  of  expenditure,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  there  can 
be  any  reduction,  oonsisteittly  with  the  publie  interest.  In  looking  at 
the  expenditures  of  past  years,  J  have  been  struck  with  the  large  amount 
^is^orsed  under  the  heads  of  "  Supreme  and  County  Court  orders," 
and  '*  Clerics  of  Courts  for  the  expenses  of  Supreme  and  Coun^  Courts," 
srhich  have  risen  ftom  $S0,405,  in  1839,  to  $28,970,  hi  1845.  The 
amoQat  disbarsed  under  these  heads  during  the  last  seven  years,  has 
been  $  184,300,  ai«raging  $96,398  per  annum.  I  would  suggest  the 
fcopriety  of  an  exammation  into  the  details  oif  these  large  items  of  ex* 
peoditors— in  nsmi  to  whicli  it  may  possiUy  be  found  that,  in  a 
oeorse  of  years,  abuses  have  crept  in,  requiring  corrective  legislation. 

The  treasury  is  happily  relieved  from  a  charge  which,  for  many 
years,  hung  upen  it,  m  the  form  of  ''  military  orders,"  which,  for  the 
Im  years  previous  to  and  including  the  year  1843,  when  they  ceased 
te  be  a  dran  on  the  treasury,  amomtted  to  the  sum  of  $  18,501.  I  am 
bappy  to  say,  that,  by  a  law  of  last  year,  the  people  are  reheved 
froaa  the  stiu  mere  burdensoaie  tax  of  annual  traimngs  of  the  enrolled 
mililia. 

It  may  be  reasonably  hoped  that,  by  a  praoticaUe  and  not  injurious 
xednfition  of  eipenditures,  particelariy  in  the  heavy  items  to  whieh  I 
)»ve  referred,  a  sum  may  ne  saved  which,  with  a  fixed  appropriation 
<if  the  income  ^m  the  bank  tax— relieved  fiem  its  present  pledge  to 
the  school  fiond — ^mirht,  within  a  moderate  period,  extmguish  the  entire 
indebtedness  of  the  Stale. 

The  reference  I  have  made  to  the  items  of  expenditure  in  connection 
with  the  Supreme  and  County  Courts — a  large  portion  of  which  results 
from  cikainal  proseeutions-^-suggests  a  topic  of  much  interest,  to  which 
I  W9B]d  eall  year  attentifln. 
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The  great  parpoee  of  crimhial  law  ia  refbnnation.  This  purpose 
lies  at  the  foundation  of  the  Penitentiary  system,  which  combines  with 
iinprisoonient,  hard  labor,  and  a  course  of  ^oral  discipline  snited  tu 
bring  back  ofl^nders  to  the  paths  of  rectitode  and  virtue.  But  this  sys- 
tem is  applieaUe,  hnder  on?  laws,  only  to  the  lugher  offences,  leaying 
a  large  class  of  offendere  without  the  benefit  of  any  such  reforming 
process,  and  substituting  for  it,  confinement  in  the  county  jails— in  some 
cases,  with  the  ahernatiTe  of  the  payment  into  the  county  or  town 
treasuries,  for  non-payment  of  which  imprisonment  necessarily  follows. 

Whether  confinement  in  the  county  jails  is  inflicted  as  a  punish- 
ment, or  resuks  from  inability  to  pay' fines,  it  obriously  has  an  eflfect 
entirelr  the  reyerse  of  reformation.  It  is  impossible  to  visit  a  con- 
irict,  thus  thrown  into  a  county  jail,  with  little  or  no  attention  to  any 
except  his  mere  animal  wants,  wilhout  feeling  painfully  impressed 
with  a  eonviction,  that  it  is  au  unnatural  and  momtrous  perversion 
of  the  power  of  punishment.  Without  emplo3rment  or  exercise,  the 
convict  IS  left  to  the  corroding  and  maddening  influence  of  the  refleiN 
tion  that  he  is  an  outcast  from  the  charity  and  8ym|Atby  of  the  worNI; 
and  that  the  law  and  its  executioners  are  alike  his  enemies.  Every 
moment's  continuance  of  such  oon&nement  tends  to  weaken  his  pur- 
poses of  amendment,  and  prepare  him  for  abandonment  to  the  commis- 
sion of  higher  ofifenoee.  There  ore  eases  in  which  this  is  not  true  ; 
but  they  constitute  the  exception  and  not  tfie  rule.  If  the  history  of 
all  the  State  Prison  convicts  were  fuHy  disclosed,  its  would  probably 
be  found  that  a  lar^e  portion  of  them  have  been  tenants  of  county  jails, 
in  punishment  for  mferior  offences. 

The  remedy  for  this  evil  is  obvioosi-  It  ja  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  penitentiary  discipline  to  minor  oflences,  by  means  of  Houses 
of  Correction  in  each  county— 4o  be  made  comfortable  in  their  struo- 
ture  and  accommodations,  and  to  be  connected  with  such  arrangementa 
for  the  profitable  employment  of  the  inmates,  and  the  exercise  of  such 
firm  ana  steady  discipline,  as  sound  wisdom  and  the  spirit  of  Christian 
kindaess  may  suggest.  By  sucb  means  may  oflenders  be  made  useful 
to  the  public  during  the  necessary  continuance  of  their  confinement,, 
while  the  higher  purpose  shall  be  answered,  of  impressing  upon  their 
minds,  by  every  thing  they  shall  see  around  them,  that  they  are  men — 
bound  to  society,  not  by  the  law  offeree  merely,  but  by  the  higher  law 
of  moral  obligation,  as  well  aa  by  the  sympathies  of  our  common  na- 
ture. 

Such  a  course  of  treatment  would,  doubtless,  have  a  very  happy  in- 
fluence upon  *'  vagrants  and  idle  and  disorderi^  pertons,"  for  whose- 
restraint  and  discipline  our  laws  make  no  provision,  save  that  of  the 
town  poor  houses,  which,  by  the  21st  section  of  chapter  17  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  are  constituted  Houses  of  Correction, but  which,  while 
they  involve  the  evil  of  an  unnatural  minglinff  of  the  aged  and  infirm 
poor  with  the  restive  and  troublesome,  can  seldom  be  made  to  accom- 
plish, u>  any  considerable  extent,  the  purposes  of  correetion  and  re» 
form. 

The  bearing  upon  our  whole  sjrstem  of  criminal  justice,  of  socb«a 
process  of  discipline  as  may  be  carried  into  efifeot  in  county  houses  of 
correction— especially  in  the  cases  of  juvenile  ofifenders— is  obvious.— 
Its  salutary  eSbcto  would,  in  due  time,  be  visible  in  diminished  drafts- 
upon  the  State  Treasury  for  the  expenses  of  erimiual  proceoding^;  in  & 
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dimiAttbed  number  of  oooTiots  in  the  State  PiieoO)  tad  in  inereMlnf 
peece,  order  and  obedienoe  to  law,  tbronghoat  the  oommmii^. 

I  bare  reoeired  the  ninth  anntud  report  of  the  Tmeteea  and  Sopei^ 
intendent  of  the  Vermont  Aeylum  for  the  Ineaae,  vrhxAk  presents  a  very 
gratifying  exhibition  of  the  oonditioo  and  proepeets  of  that  institation, 
under  its  present  excellent  and  efficient  jjoremment. 

Daring  the  past  year  S94  hate  been  admitted  into  the  Asylom,  90 
Lave  been  discharged,  and  263  remain.  Three  hundred  and  nxty-three 
hate  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the  Asylom  within  the  entire  year.  Of 
the  90  disebarged,  60  haye  recovered.  Of  the  48  **  recent  cases  "  dis- 
charged, there  have  been  43  recoveries.  In  the  51  chronic  cases  dis- 
eharped,  the  reeoveries  have  been  but  16.  The  great  importance  of 
obtaming  the  benefit  of  the  Asylum  in  the  early  stages  of  insanity,  is 
thus  rendered  amMreot. 

The  annual  state  appropriation  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  poor 
was  increased,  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  $8.000 ; 
in  consequence  of  which  the  number  of  patients  at  the  Asylum  has  i»- 
ereased  during  the  past  year,  so  as  to  reader  the  erection  of  additional 
buildings  necessary.  Additional  buildinfls,  to  contain  about  80  rooms, 
are  partly  finidied  and  occupied,  atod  wifi,  it  is  expected,  be  conmleted 
by  the  first  of  Norember  next,  when  all  the  buildings  will  be  sumcient 
for  the  aocommodatioa  of  about  300  patients—*  number  deetaied  by 
the  Trustees  to  be  as  large  as  is  desirable  in  one  asylum. 

The  report  states  that  such  an  amount  of  funds  will  be  received  from 
other  sources,  as  to  supenede  the  necessity  of  an  application  to  the 
Leffi8ktur6  for  assistance  to  defiey  the  expense  of  the  additioBal  gocom- 
modations. 

Since  ihe  fintt  of  January  last,  137  patients  have  shaored  in  the  State 
appropriation,  of  whom  19  have  been  discharged  i;  leaving  of  these  cases, 
lib  now  in  the  Asylum.  The  existing  State  appropriation  has  paid  a 
little  more  than  three  fifths  of  the  expense  of  those  who  have  been  in 
the  Asylum,  as  State  beneficiaries,  during  the  past  year  ;  leaving  the 
temainder  ta  be  paid  by  those  who  sent  them  there ;  and  it  is  estimated 
by  the  Trustees  that  tile  appropriation  will  be  adequate  to  defray,  during 
the  next  year,  but  one-third  of  the  expense  of  the  present  number  of 
State  beneficiaries.  They  suggest  the  desirableness  of  an  increased  ap* 
propriation,  so  as  to  defray  nearly  one-half  the  expense  of  that  num- 
ber. I  concur  in  this  suggestion.  An  increased  appropriation  would 
probably  have  the  effect  of  inducing  towns  to  place,  and  keep,  at  the 
Asylum,  insane  poor  persons  who  might  otherwise  be  deptived  of  its 
benefits.  There  is  a  class  of  cases  in  which  entire  recovery  might  be 
effected  by  a  contianance  beyond  the  limit  of  the  present  State  appro- 
pnation,  when  a  restriction  to  that  limit  might  render  the  appropriation, 
as  to  them,  of  little  value.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  insane  poor 
should  not,  through  insufficient  inducement  to  towns  to  continue  them 
at  the  Aeylum,  be  returned  uncured  to  the  miserable  condition  which, 
through  the  humanity  of  our  leffisladon,  they  may  have  been  permitted 
to  exchange  for  the  substantial  comforts  and  the  improving  infiuence 
of  that  institution. 

The  estaUishment  of  the  Asylum,  with  its  excellent  system  of  treat- 
ment, while  it  has  had  the  effi^  of  disclosing  the  terrible  secrets  of  in- 
sanity, has  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  benevolent  with  a  reasonable 
hope  of  giving  effectual  rdief  to  a  large  portion  of  the  insane,  and  of 
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auoiMeriiig  gieally  to  the  comfort  of  tboae  wbo  hare  by  bng^  negleci 
become  inoonible.  No  object,  proper  for  legi^atiTe  aid ,  makes  a  etrpnger 
apoeal  to  oar  liberality  than  this. 

tJpoa  entertog  on  the  doties  of  Commiwtioner  of  the  Deaf  and  Damb^ 
I  directed  iaqiiiries  to  the  Supeiiiitendrat  of  the  itmeriean  Asj^om  at 
Hartford,  Conaectiout,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaininff  information,  in  son* 
dry  particulars,  in  rmid  to  the  past  connection  of  that  institution  wiUi 
the  education  of  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  at  the  expense  of  this  Staler 
and  rooeired,  in  reply,  a  statement  specifying,  a^^reeably  to  my  request) 
the  names  and  residence  of  persons,  supportid,  m  whole  or  in  part,  by 
this  State— -the  times'  of  their  admission  and  discharge,  the  period  of 
their  instruction  at  the  public  expense,  and  the  amount  paid  for  each^ 
by  the  State.  I  transmit  the  statement  herewith,  to  the  House  of 
RepresentatiTes,  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly.  It  appears 
that  from  the  year  1817,  but  principally  since  the  year  1835,  118  have 
been  educated,  itf  whole  or  in  part,  by  this  State,  at  an  expense,  up  to 
the  1st  of  May  last,  of  the  sum  of  $38,118  35. 

I  have  made  orders  for  the  admission  into  the  Asylum  of  8.  The 
Whole  number  now  in  the  Allium,  at  the  pablic  charge,  is  SO.  Of  the 
approptiation  for  this  object,  there  has  been  expended  during  the  past 
year  the  sum  of  $  1,060  01. 

/  The  Asrlum  is  under  a  very  competent  and  inteUigent  Superintend 
denoy,  and  is  evidently  deserving  the  continued  patronage  of  the  State. 

In  execution  of  my  duty  as  Conmiissioner  of  the  Blind,  1  have  made 
orders  for  the  admission  pi  two  blind  persons  into  the  New  England 
Institurkm  for  the  Blind,  at  Boston*  The  expenditure  for  the  support 
of  the  blind  during  the  past  year,  has  been  $1,120. 

In  execution  of  the  law  of  the  last  session  providing  for  a  Qedogical 
Survey  of  the  State,  I  appointed  Prof.  Charles  B.  Adams,  of  Middlelrary, 
Princ^Md  Creologiat.  Mr.  Adams  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  appotut* 
ment  m  March  last ;  since  which  time  he  has  been  laboriously  engaged^ 
with  the  aid  of  well' qualified  assistants,  in  prosecuting  a  Grociogical  and 
Mineralogical  survey  of  the  State.  The  law  having  made  it  the  duty  of 
the  Geoloffist  to  report  annually  to  the  Governor  the  progress  of  the 
work,  he  has  made  to  me  his  first  annual  report,  which  I  diall  hereafter 
communicate  to  both  branches  <^  the  General  Assembly. 

The  labors  of  the  first  year  of  the  survey  have  been  mainly  and  appro* 
priatdy  directed  to  a  general  reconnokanoe  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose 
of  detennnining  its  general  geological  features,  including  the  limits  of  the 
several  rock  formations,  preparatory  to  more  minute  investigations  in 
subsequent  years.  How  well  this  part  of  the  survey  has  been  perform* 
ed,  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Geologist  when  submitted  to  you.— > 
From  a  h»ty  examination  of  it,  I  have  ^n  led  to  believe  that  it  will 
be  found,  by  thoee  competent  to  judffe,  to  furnish  evidence  that  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  work  thus  for  has  well  folfilled  the  purpose  for  which  the 
snrvey  was  instituted.  The  report  will  be  found,  I  think,  to  contain 
more  valuable  informacion  than  is  usually  embodied  in  preliminary  re* 
ports,  especially  in  the  department  of  economiral  geology,  upon  which  ^ 
on  account  of  its  great  practical  importance,  I  have  directed  the  Geolo* 
gist  to  bestow  special  attention  throughout  the  entire  survey. 

The  report  contains  a  statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  survey,  brought 
down  to  ike  15th  of  September,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $  1,336  39, 
and  an  estimate  for  the  balance  of  the  gMlogical  year  ending  on  the 
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fiat  of  Muoh  neit,  beiogr  i688-*-*iiiio«ntiBg  iir  the  entixe  yeur  to  liM 
am  of  i  1,999  39.  it  will  be  seen  that  this  sum  ^lls  within  the  limit 
of  the  ananal  i^ropnation  for  the  enrrej. 

In  the  perfbrauinee  of  the  difficnlt  and  rei|K>nflilde  duty  of  appoiotioff  a 
State  Gedogiaty  I  have  experienoed  no  litne  embanaasment  iVoin  the 
limited  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation  of  $9,00(^an  amount  eon* 
KMlerably  below  that  of  similar  appropriationa  in  other  States,  and  mneh 
below  the  sum  previoosly  estimated  aa  necessary  for  the  snrvey  of  thia 
Slate, — an  aaaoont,  howe? er,  whioh  I  have  felt  bound  to  make  the  im» 
movable  Umit  of  all  my  ealeulations  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work.  I  ^ 
have,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  restrict  the  Geologist  and  hia  as- 
aiatants  to  obmpeasationB  below  those  usually  allowed  for  suoh  servieee, 
*— in  regard  to  which)  however,  1  dtem  it  fortlmate  that  I  have  beea 
ahle  to  seeure,  for  compensations  so  inadequate,  services  so  effieient  and 
Tahnble.  I  am  inelmed  to  tfamk  tliat  justice  to  those  engaged  in  the 
smvey,  as  well  as  to  the  survey  itself,  demands  some  additioii  to  the  ap» 
propnatibn  for  the  tervioe  of  the  remainiag  two  years. 

The  Deolsgist  will  herealker  Tq»ort  to  me,  as  the  law  makea  it  his 
duty  to  do,  an  estimate  for  the  enenses  of  the  next  year,  whieh  I  witt 
tanamit  for  Ike  oonnderation  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  law  authorizing  the  survey,  makea  no  provision  fmr  preserving 
enites  of  specimens  for  any  purpose.  The  preservation  of  a  suite  to  form 
a  State  cabmet  being,  however,  obviously  indispensable,  I  have  given 
evden  to  the  Geologist  to  that  efiect.  I  hare  received  formal  applica« 
tions  for  suites  of  specin^ns,  from  Middleburr  College,  from  the  Medi* 
eal  Colleges  at  Woodstock  and  Castleton,  and  from  the  Troy  Conference 
Academy  at  Poultney.  The  obvious  importance  of  hating  coUeotioas 
of  apeeiBiens  illostxating  the  geology  and  auneralogr  of  Uie  Stfcte,  to 
form  cafainetB  in  these  institutions,  as  well  aa  in  the  Verinont  knd  Nor^ 
wieh  Universities,  has  induced  me,  though  without  authority  of  law^ 
to  direct  the  Geologist  to  make  his  collection  sufficiently  large  to  ena- 
hie  hhn  to  furnish  -complete  sets  to  all  these  institutXMM,— in  reeard  to 
which  I  confidently  anticipate  the  sanction  of  the  G^eneral  Assembly,  in 
the  small  additional  appropriation  which  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
additional  expense. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  a  deep  and  general  interest  haa  been  manifost- 
ad  by  the  people,  in  the  survey  as  it  has  progressed,  which,  it  is  hoped, 
maj  be  regarded  as  an  earnest  of  what  is  to  be  expected  through  its  en- 
tire eottrse.  The  science  of  geology,  though  possessing  high  practical 
interest,  is  but  little  understood  by  Uie  mass  of  the  pecmle.  I  regard  it, 
therefore,  as  not  among  the  least  important  benefits  of  the  survey  which 
the  MberaHty  of  the  General  Assembly  has  audiorixed,  that  it  will  awaken 
among  all  dasses  a  more  general  interest  in  the  sioience,  and  have  the 
afisct  of  directing  the  aetiye  minds  of  our  people— especially  the  young 
of  both  sexes— 40  its  study — a  study  so  well  adapted  to  disdimne,  expand 
and  cdevate  the  mind,  while  it  ^oea  forth  to  investigate  and  admire  the 
neefril  and  mysterious,  the  beautiful  and  sublime  of  the  Creator's  works. 

By  a  resohition  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  the  Isst  session,  ii 
was  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  requeat  the  delivery  by  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  of  **  the  four  brass  cannon,  taken  by  the  Green  Moun> 
tain  Boys,  from  the  British  at  Bennington,  on  the  16th  of  August, 
1777,"  and  to  cause  the  same  whoa  received,  to  be  deposited  in  the 
State  House.    In  obedience  to  the  requirement  of  this  resohition,  I  ad^ 
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diested  the  Seeietary  of  Wat  on  the  91tt  of  Jaanary  last,  nqo60Cniff 
the  delitery  of  the  eamioii;  To  thk  I  reoeiTod  a  reply,  dated  tne  90ch 
of  February,  eayiog  that,  * 'should  the  gans  refema  to  be  found  in  the 
poieewioQ  of  tb^  ordnaooe  oorpa,  they  are  among  the  other  trophiet  of 
the  war  of  the  revolntiDn,  and  are  held  as  poblio  property  of  the  United 
States ;"  and  enggeeting  an  application  to  Congreae  m  an  order  lot 
'  their  delivery. 

In  reply  to  a  sabeeqnent  oommnnication  from  me,  aaking  that  an  i»> 
qniry  might  be  made  ror  the  purpose  Of  asoertaining  the  nnmher  of  thd 
eannon  taken  at  Bennington^  then  in  the  possession  of  the  United 
States,  and  their  location,  I  reoeifed  a  letter  firom  the  Secretary  of 
War,  eorering  a  report  from  the  Ordnance  Department,  by  which  it 
appeared  that  there  were,  at  the  United  States  arsenal  at  Washington, 
two  brass  gnns,  reported  as  three  pounders,  and  marked  "  taken  fimn 
the  Germans  at  Btonington,  Aognst  Id,  1777;"  and  that  '<  no  other 
tro(riii6s  captured  on  that  occasion  are  known  to  be  in  the  possosaion 
of  the  goTemment."  Copies  of  this  conespondenee,  numbered  from  1 
10  6  iiMlttsire,  are  herewith  communicated  to  each  branch^  the  Gen- 
eral Aasenbl^^k 

An  application  to  Congress  being  thus  rendered  necessary,  I  leeom^ 
mend  such  ftirther  action  as  shall  be  deemed  appropriate  to  eflect  the 
ap^icatioo,  and  reiider  it  available. 

The  necessity  of  more  efiectoal  provision  for  preventing  the  evils  re* 
sttltinq^  from  the  praotioe  of  taking  unlawful  interest,  induces  me  agaia 
to  invite  to  it  the  attention  of  the  General  AssemUy. 

Our  laws  have-  long  prohibited  the  taking  of  interest  above  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum.  All  the  reasons  which  have  induced  the 
enactment  and  continuance  of  the  prohibition,  obvioualy  urge  its  edbrce- 
nent.  Indeed  it  is  urged  by  the  additional  oonsideratioii  that  habitual  im- 
punity to  the  violation  6f  any  law,  tends  to  weaken  the  force  of  all  law. 
.  If  the  law  is  to  remain  on  the  statute  book,  it  should  not  be  left  without 
adequate  provision  for  its  enforcement.  No  such  provision  now  exists. 
The  only  remedy  is  by  an  action  for  money  had  and  received,  or  goods 
sold  and  delivered,  for  the  recovery  of  the  interest  received  unlawfully, 
to  be  sustained  by  common  law  evidence  of  its  payment — a  process 
which  experience  has  abundanUy  shown,  can  very  rarely  be  made  avail* 
'  able.  To  leave  the  enforcement  of  so  important  a  righf  to  the  chance 
disoo^piy  of  testimony  to  a  transaction,  which,  from  its  veiy  nature^ 
is  guarded  with  the  profoundest  seoreev,  is  but  a  mockery  of  justice. 

I  mibmit  whether  some  provision  should  not  be  made,  which  shall 
give  a  remedy,  better  suited  to  the  nature  of  the  caso  a  remedy  which 
shall  find  its  means  of  enforcement  in  an  appea],  in  some  form^  to  the 
eonscienoe  of  the  receiver  of  unlawful  interest. 

Our  connection  vnth  the  Federal  Union,  whose  povrar  reachesj  and 
deeply  afiects,  our  interests,  makes  it  our  ri^ht  and  our  duty,  frequently 
to  review  its  legislation,  and  subject  its  pohoy,  present  and  prospective, 
to  examination.  This  duty  has  never  been  more  imperative  than  at  the 
Ijressnt  moment,  not  only  on  account  of  the  great  importance  of  the  ques- 
tions in  issue  before  the  country,  but  firom  a  consideration  of  the  obvi* 
ous  and  increasing  tendency  to  a  course  of  Federal  administration  wholly 
partisan  in  its  character,  and  so  bent  on  securing  sectional  ascendancy, 
or  ministering  to  purpoees  of  political  ambition,  as  to  lose  sight,  too 
often,  of  the  just  limits  of  constitutional  power* 
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'  Smeetfae  iast  session  of  the  Greneral  Aasembly  an  important  step  ha» 
beeo  taken,  towainds  the  annexation  of  a  foreign  goternment  to  onr  0)0^ 
federaoj.  Thik  has  been  done  by  the  adoption  of  a  joint  reselntion  by 
Congress,  declaring  its  eonsent  that  *'-tbe  territory  properly  indnded  in, 
and  rightfolly  belonging  to  the  repoblio  of  Texas,  may  be  erected  into 
a  new  State,  in  order  that  the  same  ii»y  be  admitted  as  one  of  the  States 
of  this  Union."  This  consent  is  declared  to  be  giren  upon  the  oonditioB 
that  the  oODStitation  to  be  formed  by  the  people  of  Texas,  shall  be  trana- 
mitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  States «'  to  be  laid  before  Congress 
for  its  final  action,  on  or  before  the  first  of  January  next,"  and  with  a 
provision, among  others,  that  *'  new  States  of  convenient  size,  and  haT-^ 
mg  snfildent  population*  may,  by  the  consent  of  said  State,  be  formed 
out  of  the  territory  thereof,  and  entitled  to  admission  under  the  proTis* 
kms  of  tho  Federal  Constitution." 

To  this  resolution  there  was  added  another,  to  the  efifeot  that  if  the 
President  should  deem  it  most  advisable,  instead  of  submitting  the  fors^ 
going  resolution  to  the  RepuUio  of  Texas,  as  an  overture  for  admission^ 
to  negotiate  with  that  Republic,  then  that  the  admission  might  be  efSet^ 
ted,  either  by  treaty,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Senate,  ot  by  artteles  to  be 
submitted  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress,  as  the  President  might  direct. 

Upon  the  passage  of  these  resolutions,  the  President  prmseeded  to 
aet  upon  the  first,  and  forthwith  sisdinutted  it  to  Texas,  as  an  overtute 
for  its  admission.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  overture,  a  oonvration  was 
called,  which  has  formed  a  conetitution  which  has  been  submitted  to  the 
people  of  Texas  for  their  action  on  the  18th  of  the  present  month,  h 
vrill  probably  be  ratified,  and  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  at  its  n^xt  session  for  their  appoval,  which  is  an  indispensable 
prerequisite  to  admission  into  the  Umon. 

The  (ineetion  of  annexatipfn  being  thus  an  open  question,  the  Ststsa 
may,  with  a  view  to  its  final  decision,  as  well  as  in  reference  te  their 
duty,  upon  a  possible  consummation  of  the  measure,  properly  subject 
it  to  the  ordeal  of  severe  scrutinv.  I  deem,  theiefore,  no  apology  neoesi' 
sary  for  inviting  to  it  your  particular  attention,  nor  for  the  expression  of 
my  convietiou  Siat  Vermont  should  firmly  resist  every  advance  towarda 
the  consummation  of  a  measurer  so  utterly  subversive  of  her  rights  as 
a  member  of  the  existing  Confederacy. 

This  meditated  invasion  of  our  rights  is  not  to  be  regarded/  or  trea- 
ted, as  an  ordinary  violation  of  the  Constitution,  for  which  the^e  may 
be  a  constitutional  remedy  in  the  interposition  of  the  judickl  power.— 
No  judicial,  power  can  Qfi^uaUy  reach  the  case.  Let  the  deed  be  done 
<-*-the  foreign  State  admitted,  and  its  Senators  and  Representatives  be 
actually  in  Congress,  and,  practically,  a  decision  of  the  Suj^reme  Court 
would  be  powerless.  The  truth  i»,  the  measure  ia  essentially  revolu- 
tionary. It  ia  a  fraud  upon  the  Constitution,  and  utterly  subversive  of 
it— changing  essentially  our  domestic  Federal  relations,  and  creating  a 
IMW  union,  of  which  neither  the  present  Constitution,  nor  mutual  con- 
fidoiee  wiU  constitute  the  bond  ;  a  union  whose  only  bond  will  be,  the 
apprehended  evils  of  actual  separation,  since  it  is  impossHile  that  oonfi- 
dence  or  afieetion  can  exiat  where  there  is  an  abiding  sense  of  flagrant 
injusliee  and  usurpation. 

Maeh  has  been  said  in  regard  to  the  ^  compromises  of  the  Coastita* 
tbn"  in  favor  of  Skvery :  and  so  sensitive  are  the  South  on  thissubjeet 
>  tenacious  of  the  coocesaioDS  vnrnng  from  Um  North,  aa  the  pxioa 
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#f  the  Union,  thtt  the  hare  propesal  by  the  lesiriataTe  ofMaeeachn- 
setts,  to  amend  the  ConetiUitMm  by  ibelishiag  the  skve  repreeentatiott 
io  CoDf  nae,  has  been  deaounoed  aa  little  lest  than  treason  to  the  Union. 
Bat  this  ireiy  oeapromise  carries  with  it  an  irresistible  irgtunent 
a^nst  the  fieamiTe  of  annexation.  A  sligrht  oonsideration  of  tbe  snbjeet 
mil  render  it  apparent,  that  the  oomproraise  seeuring  a  slave  represen* 
tation,  most  hate  had  reference  to  a  anion  within  the  then  Hmits  of  the 
United  Ststea,  beeauee  it  concerned  a  sectional  interest,  Uie  adjasoanent 
of  which  in  the  compromise,  most  necessarily  hsTs  had  respect  tode^ 
inite  territorial  limit»— otherwise  the  balance  rai^ht  be  destroyed,  and 
the  compromise  practically  nuUtfied,  by  the  addition  of  foreign  slare 
Stales,  i^ing  to  the  slate  interest  an  nnlooked  for  and  permanent  pre» 
pondenukce  in  the  Union. 

And  each  noUification  will  be  the  effect  of  oonsommating  the  measure 
of  annexation.  The  compromises  touching  the  question  of  slsrery  will 
be  at  an  end-^^^s  deagrly  so,  as  would  be  one  of  two  dependent  and  re« 
ciraoeal  obUgattons  between  individuals,  where  the  other  had  been  vio* 
lated. 

The  tnth  is,  that,  at  the  time  of  securing  the  great  and  fatal  conoes« 
aiott  of  the  slave  representatioQ^ — by  whose  votes  in  Congress  almoal 
every  question  afieotinff  the  relative  interests  of  the  sl^e  and  non* 
alavehol^yuiff  States,  inclading  the  question  of  annexatioo,  has  been  de* 
eided— no  thought  was  any  where  entertained,  of  extending  the  bounds 
of  slavery  beyond  the  then  limits  of  the  United  States.  It  was,  on  the 
contrary,  the  universal  expectation  that  slavery  would  decline,  and  at 
no  distant  period,  cease  to  mar  oar  Federal  Ubkhi.  It  wss  in  the 
^irit  of  this  anticipation  that  it  was  declared,  in  the  articles  of  eompaet 
embodied  in  the  celebrated  Ordinance  of  Oonjness  of  '87  for  the  govern* 
meotofthe  Tenitory  North  West  of  the  River  Ohio— which  naased 
with  but  one  dissenting  -vote— that  *'  there  shall  be  neither  uavery 
nor  involuntary  servitude  therein,  otherwise  than  in  the  punishment 
of  crimes."  And  what  still  more  strikingly  evinces  tbe  spirit  of  those 
tiroes,  and  the  true  bearing  of  that  ordinance  in  respect  to  slavery,  the 
preamble  to  the  articles  of  compact  dedared,  that  they  were  ordained 
*^  for  extending  the  fundamental  prindplea  of  civil  and  religious  liberty 
which  form  the  basis  whereon  these  republics,  their  laws  and  constitu- 
tions, are  erected." 

If  it  had  been  asserted  in  the  Convention  that  formed  the  Constttotion, 
that  under  the  clause  dedaring  that  '*  new  States  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Congress  into  this  Union,"  foreign  slave  States  might  and  would 
eome  in,  it  is  very  manifest  that  the  elaase  would  not  have  been  adopt- 
•d  without  an  exprees  negation  of  such  a  construction— much  more, 
that  a  provision  for  the  representation  of  three-fifths  of  the  slave  popu- 
lation would  not  have  been  permitted  a  place  in  the  Constitution.—^ 
The  fact  that  audi  a  provision  was  made  is  therefore  coodusivtt  evidence 
that  the  admission  into  the  Union  of  foreign  dave  States  under  the 
Oonstitntion,  enteied  into  no  one's  conceptions,  and  would  have  been 
esMsdy  graded  against  if  suggested  from  any  quarter. 

It  follows  that  every  assertion  by  the  Sooth  of  the  sacredness  of  the 
slave  representation  compromise,  is  an  argumenl  out  of  its  own  mouth, 
that  the  introduction  of  foreign  sUire  States  into  the  Union  is,  itself,  a' 
violation  of  the  compromises  of  the  Conscitation.— 'And  it  furtiiermore 
£iDowSy  that  sQoh  introduction  of  foietgn  dave  States,  in  efiect  disdiarges 
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the  Nprtbfrom  its  oblijntiDu  to  a  ooatiaoanoe  of  the  sIftYe  repreeentation 
— «  repieoeotatioB  sofficieotly  onerous  when  eoafined  to  the  Cansltht' 
iional  iJnkm,  but  intolenibU  when  exteoM  to  a  new  rnion*  formed  by 
the  introdaetion  of  foreign  slave  States,  for  the  purpose  of  perpetaating 
the  domiaioii  of  the  slave  power.  Let  the  Sooth  either  rennqoish  the 
unrighteous  advantage  of  the  slave  representation,  or  cease  to  press 
for  the  adoussioD  of  foreign  slave  States.  To  claim  both  is  an  aggrava-^ 
tion  of  injustiee,  eqnallra  only  by  that  of  the  system  for  whose  support 
mDd  continuance  it  is  perpetrated. 

Equally  unjust  and  absurd  is  it  to  claim  aif  execution  of  the  eonstitu* 
tional  stipolatioQ  for  the  surrender  of  fb^tives  from  oppvession,  and  for 
protection  against  domestic  violence,  while  the  right  is  claimed  and  ex« 
eroised  to  augment  and  perpetuate,  indefinitely,  the  burden  of  these 
obligations,  by  the  annexation  of  foreign  slave  States  to  the  Union. 

Slavery,  moreover,  is  an  element  of  weakness,  inviting  invasion, 
which  the  Constitution  binds  the  nation  to  repel,  in  whatever  quarter  it 
aaay  threaten.  How  long  an<)  to  what  extent  this  obligation  is  to  be 
binding,  may  hereafter  be^nne  a  question.  The  advocates  of  annexation 
woald  do  well  now  to  consider  it ;  as  they  wouM  also  the  queetion,  to 
what  extent  there  shall  be  maintained,  at  an  enormous  expense,  a  navy 
to  prevent  the  coastwise  slave  trade,  destined  to  acquire  unwonted  aotiv* 
ity  mader  annexation  policy. 

To  these  motives  ior  resisting  the  oonsunmation  of  the  threatened 
vieasare,  most  be  added  its  injustice  to  Mexico,  and  &e  disgrace  of  ^- 
petrMing  it,  beeaose  she  is  unable  to  resist.  And  to  rend^  this  injus- 
tiee the  more  fiagrant,  and  the  graspisff  spirit  in  which  the  whole  atn 
nexatioB  movement  originated  and  has  been  conducted,  the  more  mani* 
lioet,  it  would  now  seem,  that  the  Executive  is  pushing  a  claim  to  ter- 
ritory as  a  part  of  Texas  dearly  beyond  any  limits  ever  assigned  to  the 
dsftttaeat  of  that  name,  and  not  even  in  possession  of  the  government 
to  whom  the  overture  for  annexation  has  been  made. 

The  impotence  of  Mexico  may  be  to  us  an  eflfoetnal  protection.  We 
are  prc^Moly  safe  from  the  injury  her  sense  of  wrong  may  prompt  her 
t»  iniiot.  But  who  shall  protect  us  from  the  just  judgement  of  an  iitf 
partial  world,  or  blot  the  stain  of  injustice  from  the  pages  of  cur  coun- 
try's history  ! 

In  reference  to  the  position  sometimes  taken,  that  the  action  already 
had  upon  the  sabjjeet  of  annexation  precludes  us  tnm  fhr^er  opposition 
to  the  measaie,  it  is  snfteient  to  say,  that  no  right  can  be  preduded 
l^  any  action^  oSfthe  chatacier  of  that  legislation  under  which  the  over- 
ture to  Texas  baa  been  made.  It  is  an  attempt  to  annex  by  joiirt  resc^  - 
lotion  of  Coagfess -*^he  unconstitutionality  ol  which  was  so  apparent 
that  it  beeame  neeessary  to  connect  with  it  an  ahemative  resMUtion 
providing  fcr  annexation  by  trsaty.  It  waa  by  the  union  of  such  an 
alternative,  that  conscientioos  scruples  as  to  annexation  by  joint  reso- 
Imkm  weie  quieted,  tfaoo|^  the  ahemative  left  it  in  the  power  of  the 
Pneldeot  to  give  efisct,  as  he  has  done,  to  the  joint  resolution  itself, 
and  th«s  do  the  very  thing  which  those  seruples  would  not  allow  could 
be  dooe« 

We  kavu,  thus,  a  double  violation  ef  the  Constitution  ;  to  which  must 
be  added,  the  Ihet  that  the  President  eleet  made  his  appearance  at  the 
aoHM  efaeiion  and  turned  the  trsmbling  scide,  by  thiowing  into  it  the 
wu%bt  ef  his  iaeobhig  etfcial  patronage. 
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SliaU  such  an  aot,  eanied  by  Moh  means,  have  the  efirot  io^thia^iee 
conutry,  ofeondudiag  aod sileiiein^  oppoaitioii  loan  imeonaiiiniiiated 
meaaure?  Let  the  apirit  of  free,  initthgeiit  and  uii8«lidQed  Yennoat 
.anawer. 

And  where  will  Yenaont  aoon  be,  if  the  polby  of  fqg:eigo  aanexation 
ia  to  prevail,  and  become  the  settled  policy  of  the  eoantry  ?  She  wUl 
be  in  the  condition  of  an  appendage  of  a  vast  alare  empire,  embraeinff, 
pot  Texas  only,  bat  California,  and  finally  erery  jpart  of  Mexioo — lul 
of  which  will  be  overrun  by  slave-huldere,  who  will,  m  due  time,  dechuPt 
iadepeadenoe,  and  claim  and  obtain  admission  into  the  Union. 

But  annexation  may  be  consummated !  Slavery  may  triumph.  li 
may  aecore  a  ma^rity  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  Statea.  It  may  an- 
nul the  compromises  of  the  constitution,  and  destroy  the  bond  that  holds 
these  States  together.  What,  then,  ahall  Yermont  do!  What  it  will 
be  her  tigki  to  do,  admita  of  no  question.  If,  from  a  xegaid  to  peace, 
she  shall  forbear  to  exercise  her  right,  it  should  be  with  a  solemn  de*- 
daration  to  the  Union  and  the  world,  that  she  thereby  acknowledgee  Be 
ri^ht  of  annexation,  and  forbears  from  no  diminished  eonvictioa  that  it 
will  subvert  the  Constitutioo,  and  essentially  destroy  the  Union  of 
which  it  is  the  bond ;  and  that  she  reserves  the  right  of  such  future  ae*' ' 
tion  as  cironmstances  may  suggest. 

But,  in  the  event  of  annexation,  there  will  remain  a  great  piaetical 
duty  for  us  to  perform.  -It  will  be,  to  go  to  the  very  verge  of  our  con- 
stitutional power  to  effect  the  aMition  of  alavery,  as  '*  the  chief  evil 
in  our  country,  and  the  great  crime  of  our  ace.''  Slavery  will,  by  a»- 
nexationt  have  been  taken  under  the  speciar  protection  of  the  natienal 
government,  and  made  in  the  highest  sense^  a  national  institutioo ;  and^ 
Aenoeforth  will  become  a  leading  and  controlling  element  in  the  Union, 
It  will  then  be  seen  in  a  stron^r  and  clearer  light  than  it  has  ever  been. 
The  success  of  annexation  will  have  signally  illustrated  its  character  \ 
and  the  time  is  not  distant,  when  it  will  be  able  no  longer  to  aiyast  tie 
iniuenoe  in  the  scale  of  parties,  so  as  to  maintain  its  ascendancy  by 
Northern  eo-operation ;  for  the  North  will  have  learned  the  indii^penea* 
hie  necessity  of  union,  in  order  to  roll  back  the  tide  of  its  usurpations, 
and  so  change  the  policy  of  the  government  that  it  shaU  ceaae  to  make 
the  support  oif  slavery  an  object  of  Special  and  paramount  regaid.  If 
the  North,  for  the  sake  of  peace,  shall  submit  to  annexatioB,  Uie  South 
must  submit  to  the  legitimate  and  inevitable  couseauences  of  thus  fore* 
ing,  everywhere,  an  investigation  of  the  merits  of  davery,  and  a  thor« 
ough  exposure  of  the  impossibility  of  long  maintaining  a  Union,  eia* 
bracing  the  hostile  and  irreconcilable  elemeata  of  slavery  and  freedom* 

I  have  received  ftom  the  Executives  of  several  of  the  Sutes,  «eso- 
lotions  of  their  respective  legislatures,  touching  the  subject  of  annexa* 
tion,  which  I  shall  hereaf^  communicate  fSor  the  eeoMdeiation  of  the 
Greneral  Assembly. 

Among  the  papers  received  fVom  the  Eboecutives  of  other  Slates  is  the 
solemn  Dedaration  and  Protest  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Maesaehasetis, 
against  the  laws  of  South  Cardiua,  under  which,  colored  dtiaeas  of 
Massachusetts  are  arrested  on  board  her  ships  in  the  harbors  of  Sooth 
Carolina,  imprisoned  in  the  jails  of  that  StaiB,  and  mM  into  perpetual 
slavery,  in  default  of  their  commaoders  to  give  bonds  te  redeem  them 
and  to  pay  the  expense  of  their  detentio^-«ll  which  Maseaehueens 
asserts  Lb  in  violation  of  that  dause  of  the  ConstitutioB  of  the  Unked 
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Stiites,  wbioli  d^dsns  that  **  the  dtiieiis  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  priTilegee  asd  immanitiea  of  citizeiM  in  the  several  States/' 

To  protaet  her  ettixens  from  the  exeoation  of  these  laws,  Massachu- 
setts eommissioDed  one  of  her  most  distinmiished  oitisens  to  prooeed 
to  Soilth  Carolina,  for  the  porpoee  of  instituting  such  process  as  should 
hrinir  the  qaestton  of  the  oonstitutionality  of  these  proceeding  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  it  is  a  matter  of  history,  that 
the  agent,  on  appearing  in  South  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  execu- 
ting a  oommission,  thus  looking  to  a  peaceful  and  orderly  appeal  to 
the  appropriate  jqdicial  tribunal,  was  driTcn  away  by  threats  of  personal 
Tidence  of  s  mob ;  and  that  subsequently,  the  leffislature  sanctioned  the 
set  of  the  mob  by  making  an  order  '*  to  expel  *'  the  agent  from  the 
State.    Against  this,  also,  Massachusetts  protests. 

I  have  received  from  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  the  proceedings 
relened  to»  of  the  legislature  of  that  State.  I  have  also  received  from 
the  Ghivemors  of  the  Stat««  of  Arkansas  and  Alabama,  resolutions  of 
the  legislatuTes  of  those  States,  approving  the  outrage  committed  on 
tbe  agent  of  Massachusetts ;  and  firom  the  Governor  of  Connecticut, 
issolutions  of  the  legislature  of  that  State,  declaring  that  the  act  of 
South  Carolina  is  <*  a  palpable  and  dangeroqs  violation  of  the  national 
compact."  I  shall  herealler  transmit  these  papers  with  others  on  va^ 
lisus  subjeets,  received  from  the  Executives  of  other  States,  Ibr  |he  use ' 
of  the  Qeaerai  Assembly. 

I  have  made  this  special  reference  to  the  prooeedings  of  South  Car- 
olina, for  the  purpose  of  bringing  themt  into  immediate  connection  vrith 
the  Idndred  subject  to  which  fhave,  at  some  length,  invited  your  atten- 
tion, and  of  submitting  to  you  the  propriety  and  duty  of  a  foil  con- 
wIsratioQ  of  these  extraordinary  proceedings,  and  an  expreesion  of 
the  sense  entertained  by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  of  their 
trie  character  and  tendency.  It  would  seem  evident  that  the  Union 
cannot  be  maintained,  if  peaceable  attempts  to  appeal  to  the  appropriate 
jodicial  tribunal  for  the  settlement  of  great  constitutional  questions, 
Mvolving  the  relative  rights  of  the  States,  are  to  be  put  down  by  mob 
violence,  and  the  added  sanction  of  legislative  authori^. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that,  upon  an  attempt  by  South  Carolina  to 
enforce  tlie  same  laws  against  colored  British  subjects,  and  the  remon-* 
•trance  of  the  British  ffovemmeot  to  that  of  the  United  States,  South 
Carolina  desisted  ;  ana  yet  she  rigorously  enforces  them  against  one  of 
her  sister  States,  and  adds  the  extreme  aggravation  of  rudelv  expeJHng 
fnm  her  territory  an  agent  of  that  State,  rather  than  allow  him  a 
residence  long  enough  to  perfect  the  process  of  submitting  the  qoes* 
tiOD  of  differenee  to  the  decision  of  the  constitutiona]  tribunal. 

Several  of  the  slave  States,  it  is  understood,  have  laws  on  this  sub- 
jset,  simfkr  to  those  of  South  Carohna.  Their  enfbroement  in  Louisia- 
na induced  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  to  send  sn  a^nt  to  that 
State  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  a  similar  process,  who  was  also  driven 
from  the  State  li^  threats  of  mob  violence. 

If  slavery  eamiot  exist  without  the  protection  which  such  an  exemp- 
tioii  fWns  eonsiitutienal  law  will  give  it,  then  it  is  evidcAnt  that  slavery 
Md  the  eonstittttioo  are  at  nrreconcilable  variance. — Massachusetts  has 
foibome  to  retaliate,  and  contented  herself,  for  the  present,  with  a  sol- 
«mi  pretest  and  appeal  to  the  wotU  and  ia partial  posterity,  against 
those  acts.    But  it  ii  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  there  will  be  no  limit 
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to  ftorbearance  ;  or  tbtt  the  Umon  csd  alwars  wiUntlmd  the  power  of 
such  attempts  to  rend  it  asander. 

The  qaestioa  of  protection  to  labor,  in  its  otherwise  minoos  competi- 
tion with  the  starved  and  cheapened  labor  of  other  countries,  oontinnes 
to  be  one  of  undiminished  interest.  Indeed  its  interest  has  increased, 
gs  efforts  to  giro  ascendency  to  free  trade  principles  hare  become  more 
active  and  systematic.  Of  the  existence  of  such  Activity  and  system, 
we  have  but  too  conclusive  evidence,  in  all  the  indications,  official  aad 
semi-official,  of  the  new  administration.  It  is  |iven  out,  in  wajrs  not 
to  be  misunderstood,  that  the  head  of  the  financial  department  is  indus* 
UioQsly  engaged  in  maturing  a  plan  for  redaeiog  the  tariff  to  the  *'  r^- 
enne  standard.'*  What  that  staiiidard  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  school  of 
political  economists  to  which  the  Secretarjr  belongs,  may  be  gathered 
from  a  very  elaborate  report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  at  t^e  first  session  of  the  38th  Congress, 
in  m^tkich,  it  was  declared,  that*- 

'*  Every  duty  is  to  be  considered  and  is  properly  denominated  a  rev* 
enuc  duty,  the  rate  of  which  yields  the  latest  amount  of  revenue  from 
the  importations  of  the  article  upon  whidi  it  is  imposed  ;  and  every  duty 
is  to  be  considered  and  b  properly  denominated  a  protective  duty,  the 
rate  of  which  is  so  high  as  to  diminish  the  amount  of  revenae  derived 
from  the  importations  of  the  artiole  upon  which  it  is  imposed,  and  tiM 
rates  of  which  require  to  be  reduced,  to  increase  the  revenue.  And 
when  a  given  amount  of  revenue  is  desired  to  be  raised  upon  any  givei^ 
article  of  importation,  the  comnfittee  regard  the  hweU  rtde  of  duly  which 
will  effect  the  result,  as  the  true  and  legitimate  revcmi^  du^y."  The 
conuuittee  add—*'  The  protection  afforded,  under  a  revenue  tariff  thus 
defined,  they  would  denominate  incidental.  The  proteetion  affi>rdedby 
a  protective  tariff,  aooording  to  the  same  definition,  is  direot  and  posi- 
tive*-^pemtes  to  diminish  or  destroy  the  revenue,  and  oonstitittes  an  ea(« 
ercise  of  the  power  to  lay  sjui  collect  duties,  entirdy  indefensible  ia 
principle  and  policy," 

It  thus  appears  that  "  direct  and  positive  proteetion  ''^that  is^  pro* 
tection  which  has  the  efl^t  to  diminish  revenue  from  any  given  artide, 
is  entirely  indefensible  in  principle  and  policy — ^the  onlv  albwable  pro- 
tection behig  that  which  is  «'  incidental"  to  a  revenae  duty — that  is,  in* 
eidental  to  that  duty  which,  without  any  reference  to  protection,  will 
yield  '*  the  largest  amount  of  revcinue  from  the  importations  of  the  ar* 
tide  upon  which  it  is  impoMd." 

The  mere  statement  or  this  doctrine  is  snffideot  to  show  that  it  strikes  a 
fatal  blow  a^  the  principle  of  protection,  because  that  rate  of  dnty  can,  ob- 
viously, fjimish  no  stable  protection,  which  is  made  to  depend,  not  on  the 
degree  of  protection  it  will  f^imish,  but  on  the  amount  of  revenae  it  will 
yield-— since  it  is  well  known  that  a  rate  of  duty  on  a  given  artide,  whioh 
will  yield  linle  or  no  protection,  may  be  the  very  tate  which  will  yield  the 
most  revenue.  There  is  not  a  protected  interest  in  the  country  that  eon 
stand  a  single  year,  under  the  a^pplication  of  such  a  principle  as  this. 

The  true  principle  mav  he  thus  stated :— A  tariff  which,  while  it  shall, 
in  the  aggregate  of  its  uuties,  yield  the  amount,  and  no  more  than  the 
amount,  needed  fbr  the  treasury,  shall  be  so  adjusted,  ia  its  details,  as 
to  throw  so  much  of  that  aggregate  upon  arttdes  needing  pmieotiM« 
as  to  give  the  protection  ueeifed— the  halaoce  being  thrown  apoa  avtt< 
des  needing  little  or  no  protectioa. 
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cectain  questions  propotradedto  manu&cUxreTsand  othera,  to  be  answer- 
ed withoat  oath  or  croes-examination — ^information,  to  enable  him  1o 
«arry  hia  destmetive  parpose  into  execation. 

Yermont  has  too  deep  an  interest  in  the  great  question  thus  about  to 
be  forced  to  a  fearfal  and  perilous  issue,  to  remain  indifierent  or  silent. 
It  is  due  to  the  greet  value  of  our  interests  involved  in  the  true  principle 
•of  prote<^on,  tbix  we  thoroughly  scrutinize  the  fidse  principle  on  which, 
by  a  combination  of  its  pretended  ^ends  with  its  opea  enemies,  protec- 
tion is  to  be  made  to  rest.  The  imminency  of  the  impending  danger 
would  seem  to  call  for  ^  decided  expression  of  the  Genera]  Assem- 
4>ly  on  this  subject. 

I  have  received  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Amencan 
Peace  Society  a  communication  on  the  eubject  of  Peace,  with  a  request 
that  I  would  lay  it  before  the  Greneral  Assembly.  In  compliance,  I  send 
herewith  copies  of  the  communication  for  your  consideration.  This 
request  appears  to  be  part  of  a  general  movement  of  that  Society  to  ia- 
pTMS  upou  the  rulers  of  States  and  Nations  the  duty  of  reconsidering  the 
question  of  war,  as  it  stands  connected  with  the  temporal  and  «piritual 
interests  of  men,  and  to  inculcate  the  importance  and  practicability  of 
superseding  its  supposed  necessity,  by  the  pdnciple  of  Arbitration,  ap- 
plied to  nations  as  it  now  is  to  individuals. 

It  woald  seem  necessary  to  do  little  more  than  to  announce  this  objeor, 
to  secure  for  it  the  favorable  consideration  o^  the  rulers  t>f  every  Chris- 
tian people.  War  is  the  greatest  of  all  the  calamities  that  ever  afflicted 
'the  hun&an  race  ;  and  yet  the  world,  after  having  beeti  involved  in  its 
crimes  and  felt  the  terrific  sweep  of  its  desolations,  for  near  sixty  cen- 
turies, aeems  but  just  awaking  from  the  delusion  that  it  is  neoessarr, 
and  consistent  with  the  spirit  and  principles  of  a  religion  whose  ail- 
pervading  element  is  iove. 

Our  own  country,  more,  perhaps,  than  almost  any  other,  nepds  this 
awakening  influence.  The  freedom  liappily  enjoyed  by  our  people, 
■seems  to  engender  the  restless  spirit  favorable  to  war,  while  it  receives 
additional  impulse  from  the  popular  appeals  incident  to  our  system  of 
iree  safirage,— appeals  made,  often,  by  men  who  love  distinction  and  ex- 
citement more  tnan  their  country,  'while  their  appeals  act  on  minds  in 
no  condition,  from  the  association  of  numbers  and  other  causes,  to  feel 
their  true  individual  responsibility  for  the  crimes  mid  consequences  of 
war. 

The  maxim — *^  In  peace  prepare  for  war,"  is  moreover  a  standing  ex- 
citement to  war, — ^performing  the  double  office  of  provoking  aggression, 
and  prompting  inconsiderate  and  rash  resistance  to  it.  The  state  of  so- 
ciety in  the  Southern  and  South  Western  portions  of  our  Union  is  an 
illustration  in  private  life,  of  the  practical  results  of  this  maxim — so 
-apnarently  just,  and  yet  so  really  questionable. 

There  is,  however,  a  preparation  for  war,  which  does  not  invite  h. 
It  is  the  preparation  of  simple,  open-hearted,  uniform  fairness  and  jus- 
tice,— the  exhibition  of  a  stronger  solicitude  to  do  right,  than  to  exact 
It  from  others ;  and  a  sensibUity,  which  habitually  feels  that  the  stain  of 
dishonor  is  inflicted  not  by  suflTeriuff  wrong,  but  by  doing  it.  The  nation  . 
who  shall  cultivate  this  q>irit — ^who  ehaU  fairly  gain  the  reputation  of 
The  Jtuly  will  possess  a  defence,  in  an  age  ruled,  as  this  is  beginning 
to  be,  by  enTightened  public  sentiment,  more  sure  and  eflfective  than  the 
power  of  fortificadons,  and  armies,  and  navies,  combined,  can  give. 
S3 
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BttI  while  tiM  Mfixii  of  peaoe  and  a  lonipaloiis  reffud  to  jpitioey  w9» 
by  their  silent  iiiflneaee»  check,  if  they  do  not  entirely  rabdae,  the  spint 
of  ag([reaeion,  they  will  not,  neeeenrily,  preient  the  ocenneBoe  or  mr 
tenattonri  difbreneee,  nor,  in  the  present,  if  in  any  future  state  of  the 
worid,  supenede  ^he  necessity  of  some  Ibnnal  proTiskm  for  their  ad^ 
Justment.  This  necessity  suggests  a  resort  to  the  prineiple  of  Arbi- 
tration, and  the  intaroduotioo  into  tieatieB  between  nations,  of  stipulatione 
to  that  efieet. 

It  is  to  the  furtherance  of  this  object,  by  acting  on  the  public  senti- 
nent  of  our  own  ctHintry  and  the  ^orid,  jhat  the  American  Peace 
Society  solicits  the  action  of  the  General  AssemUy  of  this  Stato  ;  and 
I  could  faasdly  be  innled  to  the  performance  of  a  more  gratofbl  duty 
than  to  become  the  medium  of  askiDg  your  attention  to  it,  and  recom- 
mending, as  I  do,  sndk  action  as  may,  in  your  wisdom,  most  effoctnaQy 
lend  the  influence  of  this  State  in  furtherance  of  this  great  moTement 
of  jpeace  on  earth  and  good  will  towards  men.  The  gOTenment  of 
the  United  States  has  already,  in  three  memorable  instances,  submitted 
matters  of  difference  with  other  nations  to  the  arbitrament  of  friendly 
powers — in  two  of  them,  with  results  which  have  been  efiectoal  to  the 
settlement  of  the  diflerences  submitted. 

I  must  be  permitted  to  add  an  expression  ei  the  sense  I  entertain 
of  the  great  yalue  of  the  efforts  of  the  friends  of  peace,  through  the 
organization  of  peace  societies,  in  dispelling  the  delusion  so  looff  prev- 
alent  in  regard  to  war,— exposingr  the  anti-Christian  prindj^es  on 
which  it  has  so  long  rested,  and  showing  the  extent  to  which  it  Has 
paralysed  the  indwtry,  wasted  the  wealth,  corrupted  the  morals,  bru- 
talined  the  passions,  blasted  the  hopes,  and  rrtaDy  injured  the  high- 
est interests  of  men.  The  results,  thus  far,  of  the  quiet  and  perscTer- 
ing  efforts  of  these  associatioosy  1ib»  fbmished  a  most  ff ratifying  ilhis* 
tration^  of  the  silent  power  of  trotbi,  in  the  hands  of  Christian  bener- 
olence,  to  reform  and  save  the  world. 

It  oily  remains  for  me  to  tender  to  the  General  Assembly  my  hearty 
eooperatipn  in  erery  wise  and  well  directed  eflfort  to  promote  the  public 
ffocra— trusting  that  we  shall  all  feel  how  much  we  need  the  wisdom 
toat  comes  from  aboTe,  to  enable  us  to  comprehend  the  true  character 
of  that  good,  and  direct  us  to  the  adoption  of  measures  best  adapted  to 
ensure  its  iraccessful  accomplishment.

lir.  J.  Barrett  {nreaeoted  the  petitioo  of  Rdlin  Riciimond,  of  Barnard, 
and  46  others,  praying  for  kgislative  action  in  promotion  of  tbe  improTe* 
neat  of  Conunon  Sc£)ol  education. 

Mr.  Chittenden  preaeated  a  like  petition  from  O^ies  H.  Baeoom  ef 
Orwell)  and  86  othara. 

And  theae  petitiona  wen  xeqpeetiTely  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Edacatioo. 

Mr.  Billings  from  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  re- 
port Joint  Rules  of  the  two  Houses,  rejported  tne  Joint  Rules  of  the  last 
session,  and  recommended  their  adoption. 

And  the  question  being  taken,  the  Joint  Rules  thus  reported  were 
adopted,  on  tne  part  of  the  Senate,  as  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  two  Houses 
for  the  wesent  sesnon ;  and  are  as  follows : 

1.  A.  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  U^e  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatiyes  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  certain  State  and  County  officers,  and  Judges  of  Probate,  in 
wl^  tbe  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  shall  officiate  as  Clerk.  It  ahall  be  formed  only  at  such  time, 
and  for  such  specific  purpose,  as  may  be  expressed  in  a  concurrent  res- 
olution of  both  hou&e8  :  and  may  adjourn  m>m  time  to  time  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Greneral  Assembly. 

3.  The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the  resolutions 
ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Cleric  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

,  3.  Previous  to  the  meetinj;  of  any  jmnt  assembly  for  the  election  of 
county  officers  and  Judges  or  Probate,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
HoQse  of  Representatives,  from  the  several  counties,  shall  meet  in  con- 
ventions, and  make  a  nomination  of  aU  the  officers  to  be  elected  in 
their  respective  counties,  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  residing  in  the  several  Probate  districts,  shall  meet  ia 
convention  and  make  nomination  of  the  Judoes  of  Probate  for  their  res* 
pective  districts,  and  present  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  joint 
assembly ;  and  no  nomination  of  any  county  officers  or  Judges  of  Probate 
shall  be  finaUy  acted  on  by  the  joint  assembly,  until  the  same  shaU  have 
been  submitted  to  the  aforesaid  conventions. 

4.  The  rules  of  the  Senate,  so  £ir  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed 
in  regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly. 

5.  A  jomt  committee  of  three  S^tors  and  ttoe  Representatives 
ahall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  houses  respect- 
ively, to  whom  may  be  referred  all  documents  transmitted  by  die  Cover* 
nor  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
that  House  from  which  they  were  received. 

6.  The  committeea  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  to 
whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  referred,  may,  for  the 
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purpose  of  facilitatiDg  business,  meet  together  as  a  ioint  committee,  and 
make  a  joint  or  separate  report  to  either  or  both  houses,  as  they  may 
think  expedient. 

7.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  Hous^ 
of  Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference  and  appoint  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall  also  appoint  a 
committee  on  its  part,  sndi  committees  shidl  meet,  at  a  convenient  hour, 
to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen,  in  the  conference  room,  and  state 
to  each  other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  house  for  its 
vote  on  the  subject  maiter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely  thereon,  and 
make  report  of  their  doings  to  their  respective  houses  as  soou  as  may  be. 

8.  Committees  of  coi&rence  shall  consist  of  an  equal  nnmber  from 
each  house,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them  to  that  house 
which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement. 

9.  When  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses,  they 
shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  house 
respectively. 

10.  After  bflfs  have  passed  both  houses,  and  a  certificate  showing 
the  one  in  which  they  respectively  originated  has  been  duly  endorsed 
thereon,  they  shall  be  delivered  to  a  joint  standing  committee  of  two 
Senators  ana  two  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  be  des- 
ignated the  Committee  on  Bills,  who  shall  make  careful  examination, 
and  see  that  they  are  correctly  engrossed,  and  when  satisfied  of  their 
accuracy,  shall  piesent  them,  first  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, and  then  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  for  their  official 
signatures,  and  having  obtained  them,  they  shall  forthwith  deliver  them 
to  the  Grovemor  for  his  approval,  and  shall  make  true  report  to  both 
houses  of  the  day  on  which  such  bill  was  delivered  to  the  Governor, 
which  shall  be  diiW  entered  upon  the  ioumal  of  each  house. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  one  house, 
is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  in 
which  the  same  shall  have  passed ;  and  all  such  rejected  bills  or  res- 
olutions, with  the  accompanying  papers,  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left 
in  cnst(^  of,  the  house  which  first  acted  upon  them. 

12.  £!ach  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded ;  and  should  such  bill  or  resolution 
pass  both  houses,  the  same  papers  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Governor. 

13.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disagreement, 
a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

14.  No  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  one  house,  shall  be  sent  for 
concurrence  to  the  other,  on  either  of  the  two  last  days  of  the  session.

The  House  have  passed  a  resolution  rehttive  to  the  public  Military  prop- 
erty of  the  State,  in  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.

Resoivedf  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepreseTitatives,  That  the 
Governor  be  requested  to  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  such  an 
extension  of  the  privilege  heretofore  granted  to  this  State,  for  storing 
munitions  of  War  in  the  United  States  Arsenal  at  Vergennes,  as  wiU 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  existiog  wants  of  this  State  in  Siat  respect. 

Resohed,  That  if  such  application  shaU  be  successful,  the  Quarter 
Master  General  be  directed  to  cause  all  the  Military  property  of  the 
State,  not  lawfully  distributed  and  held  by  the  Militia,  to  be  collected 
and  placed  in  said  Arsenal  for  repairs  and  safe  keeping. 

And  said  resolutions  were  read  and  paseed. 

The  resolutions  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  directing  the 
Governor  forthwith  to  cause  certain  Military  propeixy  of  the  State  to  be 
collected  and  repaired,  and  placed  in  safe  keeping,  was  taken  up  and 
read.

Eesohedf  Not  to  concur  in  the  passage  thereof. 
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A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr.  Merhll,  their 
Clerk: 

Mr.  President  : — ^I  am  directed  to  .annoance  to  the  Senate,  that  the 
GoTemor  has  returned  to  the  House  of  Representatives  the  bill  (^^,  36) 
entitled  **  An  act  to  pay  Guy  C.  Sampson  tho  sum  therein  mentioned," 
which  has  heretofore  passed  the  two  Houses,  together  with  his  objec- 
tions to  giving  the  same  his  aoprobation  and  signatpre,  and  that  the 
House  have  reconsidered  the  said  bill,  and  resolved  a^ain  to  pass  the 
same;  and  I  am  further  directed  to  transmit  the  said  bill,  with  the  ob- 
jections of  the  Governor  thereto,  to  the  Senate,  for  their  action. 

The  obiections  of  the  Governor  to  the  bill  enutled  '*  An  act  to  pay 
Gay  C.  Sampson  the  sum  therein  mentioned,"  were  thereupon  read, 
and  are  as  follows : 
To  the  House  of  Represenialives  : 

I  have  received  and  considered  a  bill  presented  to  me  for  approval,  en- 
titled '*  An  act  to  pay  Guy  C.  Sampson  the  sum  therein  mentioned," 
and  herewith  return  the  same,  with  my  objections  there:o,  to  the  House 
of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated. 

It  is  dedared  in  the  bill  that  the  sum  therein  directed  to  be  paid,  is 
"  for  labor  and  expenses  in  preparing  a  digested  Index  of  all  such  por- 
tions of  the  Revised  Statutes  passed  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  as  have  been  altered  or  repealed,  and  all  public  acts  passed 
sioee  such  revision,  with  the  public  laws  passed  at  the  session  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State,  for  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
four." 

It  appears  that  the  service  in  question  was  perfonned  by  Mr.  Samp- 
son, under  ao  appointment  made  by  the  Governor,  in  pursuance  of  the 
following  resolution,  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly : 

'* Resohed,  by  the  SenaUmdHtnm  of  Bepre$entain>es,  That  the  Gov- 
ernor be  requested  to  appoint  some  person  to  make  a  digested  Index  of 
an  such  portions  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  passed  in  1830,  as  have  been 
repealed  or  altered,  and  all  public  acts  of  this  State  passed  since  said 
revision,  with  the  public  laws  passed  at  the  present  session  of  this  Legis- 
huore,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  with  the  laws  passed  at  this 
session.  Provided^  the  whole  expense  of  publishing,  with  compOinff 
the  same,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars, — and  provided  it  shall 
not  cause  a  delay  in  the  publication  of  the  laws  passed  at  the  present 
session,  of  more  than  ten  days." 

It  will  be  obeerved,  on  an  inspection  of  the  resolution,  that  the  Index 
was  to  be  published  with  the  laws  of  the  session  of  1844.  It  became 
the  duty,  therefore,  of  Mr.  Sampson,  to  furnish  an  index  in  season  to  be 
in  the  bands  of  the  person  who  had  contracted  to  print  the  laws,  by  the 
time  he  was,  by  his  contract,  to  have  them  ready  for  delivery — which 
it  appears  was  on  the  first  of  December. 

As  the  Governor  was  to  cause  the  Index'to  be  published,  it  was,  of 
course,  to  be  sent  to  him,  when  completed, — and  that,  for  the  obvious  rea- 
son that  he  would  be  held  responsible  (as  by  the  resolution  it  was  evidently 
inteuded  he  should  be,)  for  its  correctness.  The  General  Assembly  could 
not  have  intended  to  impose  on  him  the  duty  of  publishing  any  Index  which 
might  be  fumishec^  him  by  the  person  he  should  appoint,  because  it 
would  have  subjected  him  to  the  hazard  of  severe  censure  for  sending 
forth  an  erroneous  or  defective  Index,  besides  suspending  the  pubtio  in- 
terest upon  the  same  hazard.    The  Legisiature  evidenuy  intended  the 
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doable  eecunty  of  ordinary  ctre  in  making  the  appotntmeiit,  and  the 
Bubseqaent  supervision  of  the  Governor  himself—else  they  would  baTO 
provided  that  the  person  appointed  to  prepare  the  Index,  and  not  the 
Crovemor,  should  cause  it  to  be  publishcKd. 

But  notwithstanding  this  obvious  and  necessary  oonstrsction,  Mr. 
Sampson  took  upon  himself  to  determine  that,  after  making  the  appoint- 
ment, I  had  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  matter ;  and  tl^t  the  Index 
was  not  to  be  sent  to  me,  but  lo  the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  that  he 
was  bound  to  see  that  it  was  published  with  the  laws— their  publication 
being  subject  to  his  superintendence.  He  accordingly  sent  the  Index  to 
the  becretary ;  but  not  until  the  38th  of  November,  two  days,  only, 
before  it  was  to  go  into  the  hands  of  the  printer  for  publication.  The 
Secretary,  on  the  29th,  very  properly  sent  it  to  me.  i  On  examining  a  few 

{)age8, 1  found  several  errors  in  the  references  to  the  pamphletjaws  pub- 
isbed  since  the  revision — the  appropriate  references  being  to*"  the  years 
of  their  passage,  and  the  pages  of  the  pamphlets  in  which  they  were 
published — which  in  numerous  cases  were  found  erroneous  in  one  or 
both  these  particulars.  Great  errors  and  deficiencies  were  also  found 
in  the  descriptive  part  of  the  Index,  while  to  a  great  number  of  impor- 
tant unrepealed  sections  of  laws,  there  was  no  reference  whatever.  Of 
sections  not  thus  noticed,  I  have  found  more  than  thirty,  on  a  recent  ex- 
amination of  about  one  half  the  Index. 

The  errors  to  which  I  have  referred,  were  specified  in  a  paper  accom- 
panying my  communication  on  this  subject,  to  the  Senate,  on  the  Zd 
instant ;  with  which  I  also  sei^t  the  Index  itself,  with  a  request  that  it 
might  be  preserved  in  the  archives  of  that  body,  as  appropriate  evidence 
of  my  fidelity  to  the  trust  committed  to  me.  The  index  and  accompa- 
nying explanation  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  of  the  S«i- 
ate,  before  whom  I  was  request^  to  appear,  and  by  whom  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  my  specification  of  errors  was  correct,  and  that  the  Index, 
as  it  came  to  my  hands,  was  not  such  as  should  hare  been  published. 

I  did  not  publish  the  Index  ;  and  but  for  the  previous  preparation  of 
another  without  my  authority,  which  at  that  juncture  I  decided  to~  ac- 
cept, none  would  have  been  published. 

but  it  has  been  contended,  that  the  Index  should  have  been  returned 
to  Mr.  Sampson  for  correction  ;  and  that  because  it  was  not,  he  is  en- 
titled to  compensation  for  making  it,  though  it  was  fatally  defective. 
To  this  position  I  will  devote  a  moment ^s  attention. 

Upon  examining  the  Index  on  the  29th  of  November — the  day  that  1 
received  it — ^I  not  only  saw  that  I  could  not  order  its  publication,  but 
that  if  I  should  return  it,  I  could  not  trust  to  any  corrections  which  Mr. 
Sampson  mxshi  make,  without  a  subsequent  inspection  of  it,  since  very 

Soss  errors  had  escaped  him  in  a  copy  prepared  with  apparent  care,  fbr 
e  press.  And  besides,  as  he  had  denied  my  right  of  supervision  in 
the  case,  I  h«d  reason  to  doubt  whether  he  would  submit  the  Index  to 
me  after  he  should  have  attempted  to  correct  it.  The  proper  correc- 
tions would,  moreover,  have  involved  the  necessity  of  re-constiuctiog, 
and  re-drafUng  it,  which,  it  was  apparent,  could  not  be  effected,  and  the 
whole  submitted  to  me,  and  necessary  time  allowed  me  for  its  re-exam- 
ination, before  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  when  the  printing  of  it 
should  be  completed^-much  less  could  all  this  have  been  done  with- 
in the  twenty-four  hours  which  only  remained  between  my  examination 
of  it,  and  the  first  of  December.    Indeed,  it  could  not  have  even  reached 
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Mr.  Sampson — his  residoDce  then  being  at  Montpelier — about  seventy 
miles  distant  from  me — until  the  first  of  December, — the  da^  when  it 
shoold  bare  been  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  at  Burlington,  in  a  condi- 
tion to  be  published. 

1  did  not,  therefore,  return  it  to  him  ;  and  I  am  unable  to  see  upon 
what  principle  my  omission  to  do  it  can  lav  a  foundation  for  a  claim  on 
bis  part,  for  compensalion.  It  is  evident  that  my  return  of  it  could  not 
have  resulted  in  its  publication  with  the  laws,  which,  before  it  could 
have  reached  the  hands  of  the  printer,  would  hare  been  completed,  and 
in  the  process  of  delivery  to  the  SheriflSb  for  distribution,  and,  of  course, 
that  even  if  corrected,  it  could  not  have  been  made  available  to  the  State 
in  the  way  contemplated  in  the  Resolution  under  which  it  was  prepared 
—namely,  its  pubhcation  with  the  laws  of  the  last  session. 

The  truth  is,  it  was  the  duty  of  Mr.  Sampson  to  prepare  an  Index — 
not  a  defective  one,  but  an  Index  fit  to  bejnStished — in  such  season  that 
it  might  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  by  the  first  of  De- 
cember. Having  failed  to  do  this,  he  failed  to  do  the  duty  which,  by 
acoeptiog  the  appointment,  he  contracted  to  perform.  And,  having 
thas  failed,  I  am  unable  to  see  on  what  principle  applicable  io  the  ordi- 
nary afi^rs  of  life,  he  can  be  entitled  to  compensation ; — how,  indeed, 
he  IS  more  entitled  to  it  than  one  would  be  who,  having  encaged  to  fur* 
nish  an  article  of  manufacture  by  a  given  time,  furnished  a  defective 
one,  unadapted  to  thie  purposes  of  its  construction. 

But  Mr.  Sampson  claims  that,  having  performed  labor,  under  an  Ex- 
ecutive appointment,  it  is  hard  for  him  to  lose  it,  and  that  he  needs 
compensation  for  it.  But  the  question  is  not  one  of  necessity,'  but  of 
principle ; — ^not  whether  labor  was  performed,  but  whether  it  was  worth 
any  thing, — not  whether  the  article,  which  was  the  product  of  that  la- 
bor, could  have  been  re-produced  in  a  more  perfect  form  at  some  subse- 
quent time,  but  whether  it  could  have  been  re-produced  within  the  time 
when  it  must  have  been  forthcoming  in  a  state  of  reasonable  perfection, 
in  order  to  have  served  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature  in  providing  for 
it. 

Pressed  by  this  view  of  the  matter,  Mr.  Sampson  has  even  contended 
that  though  the  Index  might  have  been  imperfect,  and  could  not  have 
been  made  otherwise  in  season  for  publication  with  the  laws  of  last  year, 
yet  that  it  should,  (to  use  the  language  of  his  letter  to  me  of  the  5th  of 
February  last,)  have  been  "sent  back  for  correction,"  and  **  have  rest- 
ed until  1845  for  the  action  of  the  Legislature,  as  (to  continue  his  lan- 
guage) the  proviso  says, — ^in  case  it  shall  not  delay  the  printing  of  the 
laws  more  than  ten  days — plainly  implying,"  (still  to  continue  his  lan- 
guage,) **that  there  might  not  be  time,  and  then  the  index  need  not  be 
pnuished." 

Such  has  been  Mr.  Sampson's  reasoning  on  the  subject — ^reasoning  as 
defective  as  was  the  Index  he  sent  me  for  publication. 

I  admit  that  I  made  a  mistake  in  appointing  him  to  the  service  m  ques- 
tion—dioogh  it  was  done  upon  what  I  deemed  a  satisfhctory  recommen- 
dation ;  bat  I  cannot  admit  that  he  is  entitled  to  compensation  for  work 
seknowledged  to  be  worthless,  or  that  he  could  justly  claim  to  be  allow- 
ed intil  the  present  seMon  of  the  Legislature  to  make  it  what'it  should 
bs. 

For  the  reasons  thus  stated,  I  feel  constrained  to  perform  the  unplea- 
sant duty  of  declining  to  approve  and  sign  the  bill  allowing  Mr.  Samp- 
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ton  sixty  doUars  for  the  service  in  question,  and  to  return  it  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  for  their  re-consideration.  I  need  hardly  say  that  I 
feel  no  little  embarrassment  in  the  performance  of  this  duty,  because  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  thus  returning  bills  places  the  Chief  Magistrate 
in  a  position  of  conflict  with  the  representatives  of  the  people.  Ishould 
feel  an  additional  embarrassment,  from  the  consideration  that  my  own 
agency  has  been  concerned  in  the  transaction  in  question,  had  I  not  un- 
derstood that  the  Committees  of  Claims  in  both  Houses  have  especially 
exonerated  me  from  al]  blame  in  this  matter.  I  am  left,  therefore,  to 
a  consideration  of  the  simple  question  of  the  jtfstice  of  the  claim,  to  which 
I  am  asked  to  give  ihe  sanction  of  my  approval.  On  this  point  I  have* 
with  perfect  ueedom,  and  yet  with  perfect  respect  for  the  Generd 
Assembly,  expressed  the  convictions  of  my  own  judgment,  and  the 
grounds  of  them. 

I  will  only  add,  that  I  perform  this  act  with  the  less  reluctance,  be- 
cause it  still  leaves  the  bill  within  the  control  of  bare  majorities  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  with  whom  1  am  very  happy  to 
be  permitted  to  leave  the  responsibility  of  giving  the  efl^t  of  law  to  an 
act  which  my  own  judgment  cannot  approve.

Resolved f  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

1.  That  the  practice  of  nations,  of  resorting  to  arms  for  the  settle- 
ment of  international  disputes,  has  no  tendency  to  secure  the  rights  of 
the  injured  party,  and  often  gives  the  aggressive  nation  an  opportunity 
of  repeating  the  abuse,  and,  by  claiming  the  right  of  power,  of  subjuga- 
ting such  injure<1  party  to  its  ruthless  sway. 

2.  That  we  regard  Arbitration,  ad  a  recognized  substitute  for  war ; 
that  this  method  of  adjusting  international  difiBculties  relinquishes  no 
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right ;  sacrifices  no  interest ;  startles  no  prejudice ;  is  adapted  to  the 
present  state  of  tlie  world ;  and  is  consistent  with  sound  policy, — ^it  is  a 
measure  level  to  the  comprehension  of  the  people,  and  commends 
itself  to  all ;  it  is  simple,  practicable,  and  hkely  to  succeed. 

3.  That  a  system  of  aidjudication,  founded  on  a  well-digested  code 
of  international  laws,  and  adminbtered  by  a  standing  court,  or  board  of 
mutual  reference,  is  preferable  to  the  occasional  choice  of  umpires,  who 
act  without  the  restraint  of  established  principles  or  laws. 

4.  That  it  is  our  earnest  desire  that  the  government  of  the  United 
States  would,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  take  measures  for  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  Powers  of  Christendom,  to  the  establishment  of  a 
General  Convention,  or  Congress  of  Nations,  for  the  purpose  of  settling 
the  principles  of  international  law,  and  of  organizing  a  high  Court  of 
Nations,  to  adjudge  all  cases  of  difficulties  which  may  be  brought  be* 
fore  them  by  the  mutual  consent  of  two  or  more  nations. 

6.  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy 
of  these  resolves  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  Vermont  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  with  instructions  to  use  their  influence, 
as  they  may  have  opportunity,  in  furtheranoe  of  this  important  object.

I  know  that  the  sepaiatiOB  of  those  mho  haw 
associsted  together  as  we  ha^e  been,  in  tins  Senate  Chamber,  is  efsr 
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calculated  to  sthr  op  the  deep  fountains  of  the  heart.  And  I  will  not  at- 
tempt to  denj  or  aisgoise  the  operation  of  influences  of  this  character 
on  my  owmfeelings.  Bat  the  sentiment  of  gratitude  which  I  hare  ex- 
pressed is  not  one  which  is  prompted  merely  by  the  peculiar  influences 
of  the  occasion— the  mere  transient  emotion  of  the  passing  momentr^but 
one  of  which  my  bosom  has  often  been  conscioQS  daring  the  present  ses- 
sion. And  I  rejoice  that  an  occasion  thus  presents  itself  for  me  to  ex- 
press it.  For  that  self-same  kindness  of  jfeeling,  which  now  finds  uttei^ 
ance  in  the  language  of  the  resolution  with  the  proceedings  accompanying 
it,  has  been  constantly  exhibited  in  your  conduct  during  the  present 
session.  And  if  I  have  met  with  any  thing  of  success  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  the  station  I  have  oceupied---while  I  am  not  on  the  one 
hand  so  destitute  of  disoemment  as  not  to  be  able  to  attribnte  that  suc- 
cess to  its  true  and  proper  causa,  I  am  not  on  the  other  hand  so  dcToid 
of  sensibility  as  not  to  be  impressed  with  a  profound  sense  of  obligation 
for  the  kin(uiess  invohed  in  it.  As  regards  the  cause  to  which  I  impute 
whatever  of  success  I  may  have  attained,  I  believe  that  a  conviction  has 
generally  prevailed  in  the  minds  of  Senators— one,  too,  which  I  must  be 
permitted  to  say  has  but  done  justice  to  my  motives — ^that  it  has  been 
at  aU  times  my  earnest  desire  to  deal  out  even-handed  and  impartial  jus- 
tice to  all.  Under  the  kindly  operation  of  this  charitable  belief  on  your ' 
parts,  mat  as  have  been  my  defidendes,  I  have  been  treated  with  a  de- 
cree of  generous  forbearance,  and  received  a  kindly  co-operation,  which 
me  occopant  of  such  a  place  could  rarely  expect  to  experience.  It  has 
seemed  to  be  the  uniform  purpose  and  desire  of  Senators,  not  to  embar- 
n^,  but  to  facilitate  and  aid — not  to  render  the  duties  of  the  Chair  wea* 
risome  and  anxious,  bat,  sol  far  as  possible,  easy  and  delightful.

Jou  will  believe  me  when  I  assure  you,  that  the  kindness,  which  you 
ave  in  this  manner  manifested,  is  deeply,  and,  as  I  trust,  indelibly  en- 
graven on  my  heart.

And  ^ough  a  ripple  may  sometimes  appear  open  the  sunaoe, 
yet  it  soon  sinks  affaininto  smooth  tranquility  after  the  breath  wtuch  ex- 
cited it  has  passed  away.  And  have  we  not  had,  during  the  present 
session,  experience  of  the'truth — a  truth  dear  to  humanity — ^that  diftr" 
CBces,  whenier  of  private  or  poHttcal  opinions,  are  not  incompatible  with 
the  warmest  personal  esteem?  Have  we  not,  during  our  intercourse 
bete,  Mt  gradually  entwinbg  around  our  hearts  cords  of  almost  frater- 
nal regard  ?  Brief  as  the  season  of  our  intercourse  has  been,  it  Jias  not,

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And  now,  Senators,  accept  once  more  my  warmest  thanks  for  yoor 
kindness,  and  especially  for  the  present  gratifying  testimonial  of  it,  and 
permit  me  to  assnre  yon,  indivukiallj/y  of  my  deep  ^nd  ardent  interest  in 
yoor  welfure  and  happiness  through  life.  *

Secretary  of  War : 

Sir  : — By  a  Reaolotion  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
VermoDt,  at  its  late  session,  it  is  made  my  duty  to  request  of  the  Gen- 
eral Goremment  the  deUverjr  to  this  State  of  the  four  brass  cannon 
taken  by  the  '*  Green  Mountam  Boys  "  from  the  British  at  Bennington, 
on  the  16th  ,of  August,  1777.  Their  possession  is  desired  for  the 
purpose  of  their  being  permanently  deposited  in  the  State  House  as  a 
memorial  of  the  Talor  of  the  Green  Mountain  Bo^,  in  the  memorable 
engagement  referred  to ;  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  it  will  give  to  the  Ex- 
ecutiTe  of  the  United  States  great  pleasure  to  oomply  wiu  a  request  dic- 
tated by  a  desire  to  honor  Uie  memory  and  cherish  the  spint  of  such 
men. 

I  am  not  entirely  advised  whether  all  the  cannon  alluded  to  are  in  the 
possession  of  the  General  Grovemment. — Some  of  them  I  think  I  have 
•een  in  the  Arsenal  at  Washington,  with  engravings  indicatmg  that  they 
^^ore  taken  at  Bennington,  and  I  am  informed  that  there  is,  probably, 
one  or  more  of  them  in  the  Arsenal  at  Watervliet,  in  the  State  of  New- 
York, 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  cause  inquiry  to  be  made  in  regard 
to  the  cannon  referred  to,  and  to  respond  to  this  communication  at  your 
^vliest  convenience. 

I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Ordnance  Office,  advising 
ine  that  the  quota  of  aims  that  will  be  due  in  the  year  1846  to  the  Sitate 
of  Vermont,  will  aflKrant  to  about  900  mndcets,  and  asking  me  to  de^ig^ 
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nale  the  kind  of  anns  which  will  be  wanted,  and  whether,  if  it  be  field 
Artillery,  the  appropriate  eqaipments,  harness,  &c.,  will  be  required .— 
Before  making  reply  to  this  inquiry  I  desire  to  ascertain  whether,  in 
case  any  of  the  cannon  requested  can  be  found,  the  carriages  necessary 
for  their  mounting,  together  with  the  equipments,  harness,  &c.,  would 
be  furnished  in  lieu  of  an  equiTaleut  value  of  the  arms  due  this  State ; 
^nd  if  so,  to  what  portion  of  the  300  muskets  they  would  be  eqoiTalent.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Exbel- 
lency's  letter  of  the  21st  ultimo,  reporting  the  substance  of  a  resolution 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont,  in  relation  to  ''  brass  canndti 
taken  by  the  *  Green  Mountain  Boys '  from  the  British  at  Bennington 
on  the  16th  of  Aug.  1777." 

Should  the  guns  referred  to  be  found  in  the  possession  of  the  Ord- 
nance Corps,  they  are  among  the  other  trophies  of  the  Wax  of  the  Rev- 
.  olution,  and  are  held  as  public  property  of  the  United  States.  It  would 
not  be  deemed  proper  for  this  Department  to  have  them  delivered  as 
your  Excellency  suggests,  as  part  of  the  arms  provided  by  existing 
laws  for  armin^r  the  militia.  Bat  as  the  General  Assembly  indicate  a 
wish  to  have  the  cannon  captured  at  Bennington  placed  in  the  State 
House  of  Vermont,  it  is  respectlrilly  suggested  that  the  application 
should  be  made  to  Conmss — who,  it  is  believed,  have,  during  the  pres- 
ent session,  entertained  a  proposition  for  selecting  some  place  of  depos- 
ite  for  Revolutionary  trophies.

A  reaohnioniiras  passed  by  die  Legislature  of  this  State,  at  its 
last  session,  dkeedng  me  to  request  of  the  G«Mral  Government  the  de- 
livery of  the  caaaoo  takea  by  the  *^  Green  Movitatn  B^"  at  Ben* 
nington,  in  the  year  1777,  *  to  be  deposited  in  the  State  House  of  thb 
State.  In  oompuanoe  with  that  instruction,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  on  the  21st  of  January  last,  to  which  I  reoetved  a 
reply  declining  the  delivery,  and  suggesting  an  appKoation  for  tbcm  to 
Congress. 

In  that  reply  the  Seeietary  said^-'*  It  wotld  not  be  deesMd  pioper 
for  this  Departmeot  to  have  them  delivered  as  ymr  EzceUeiM^  tug- 
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gests,  as  mirt  of  the  aims  provided^  by  existing  laws  for  arming  the 
militia."  1  deem  it  due  to  myself  to  correct  a  misapprehension  into 
which  the  Secretary  seems  to  have  fallen.  I  did  not  request  that  the 
cannon  should  be  delivered  to  Vermont  as  part  of  the  amis  provided  lor 
arming  the  militia.  After  making  the  request,  I  suggested  the  inquiry 
"  whether,  in  case  any  of  the  cannon  requested  can  be  found,  the  car- 
riages necessary  for  their  mounting,  together  vrith  tiie  equipments,  har- 
ness, &c.,  would  be  furnished  in  lieu  of  an  equivalent  value  of  the 
arms  due  this  State."  Vermont,  I  need  hardly  say,  could  n^  consent 
to  ask  for  the  possession  of  those  trc^hies  of  '*  Green  Mountain  "  valor, 
upon  any  such  ground  as  the  reply  to  my  letter  supposes  me  to  have 
assumed,  but  feels  that  she  has  a  strong  claim  to  them  upon  the 
ground  of  the  agency  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys  in  their  capture-— as 
honoraMe  to  them,  as  it  was  siffnall^  instrumental  in  turning  the  tide 
of  war,  at  one  of  the  most  critical  penods  of  he  Revolution. 

As  preliminary  to  an  application  to  Congress,  which  seems  to  have  be- 
come necessary,  unless  you  should  reconsider  your  predecessor's  decis- 
ion, I  haye  to  request  that  you  will  do  me  the  favor  to  cause  inquiry  to 
be  made,  as  soon  as  practicable,  for  the  purpose  of  asoeitaimnff  the 
number  of  cannon  taken  at  Bennington,  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
United  States,  and  their  present  location,  and  that  the  result  of  such 
inquiry  may  be  communicated  to  me. 

They  may  all,  I  believe,  be  readily  identified  by  an  engraving  on 
each,  indicating  their  capture  on  the  16th  of  August,  1777.

It  would  affi>rd  me  great  pleasure,  if 
consistent  with  my  public  duty,  to  promote  the  views  of  the  Legislature 
of  Vermont,  and  the  wishes  of  your  Excellency. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  report  of  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Ordnance 
Bureau  of  this  Department,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  two  brass 
cannon  captured  at  Bennington  on  the  16th  of  August,  1777,  are  safely 
preserved,  as  well  as  other  trophies  of  the  Revolution. 

It  is  believed  the  Executive  has  no  authority  to  dispose  of  any  tro- 
nhies  which  are  held  in  charge  of  this  Department  for  the  eonotry. 
How  far  Congress  may  be  disposed  to  gratify  the  State  of  Vermont,  in 
yieldinff  to  her  these  trophies,  which  her  gallant  sons  had  so  distin* 
guished  a  share  in  captunng,  your  Excellency  must  judgB.  I  certainly 
should  not  offer  any  personal  objections  to  such  di^K)eition  of  the  can- 
non captured  at  Benmngton.

Sir  : — Oq  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  Governor  of 
Vermont,  of  the  83d  of  April,  referred  to  this  Department,  I  canaed 
inquiry  to  be  made  in  relation  to  the  guns  captured  in  Bennington  in 
1777. 

In  reply  to  m^  inquiries,  1  learn  that  there  are,  at  the  United  States 
Arsenal  near  this  city,  two  brass  guns,  reported  as  three-pounders,  and 
marked, ''  Taken  from  the  Germans,  at  Bennington,  August  16, 1777.'* 
No  other  trophies,  captured  on  that  occasion,  are  known  to  be  in  pot- 
session  of  the  Government.  These  guns,  as  well  as  other  trophies  of 
the  kind,  are  preserved  (at  the  Arsenals  where  they  are  deposited)  with 
care. 

They  are  public  propeity,  and  I  know  of  no  other  way  of  delivering 
them  to  the  State  of  Vermont  but  by  a  Resolution  of  Congress.  The 
letter  of  Gov.  Slade  is  herewith  returned.

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We  find,  also,  that  at  the  last  aessioD  of  the  Legialatare,  three  thou- 
sand dollars  was  granted  for  the  relief  of  the  Insane  Poor  of  the  State, 
to  be  drawn  by  the  Trustees  in  the  month  of  Au^st  annually,  with  a 
provision,  that  if  in  any  year,  the  expense  of  supporting  such  Insane 
Poor  at  the  Asylum,  at  $  1,50  per  week,  including  the  expense  of 
transporting  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per'  mile,  should  be  less  than 
three  thousand  dollars,  the  Trustees  should  not,  for  such  year,  be  enti- 
tled to  a  greater  sum  than  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  expense. 
That,  on  reference  to  the  Trustees'  Keport  to  the  Auditor  of  Accounts, 
it  appears  that  the  expense  of  such  support  and  transportation  at  the 
Asylum,  from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  first  day  of  August  last, 
inclusive,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $  4,930  78,  which  sum  exce^ing  said 
appropriation,  said  Trustees  have  drawn  said  three  thousand  dollars,  and 
distributed  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  towns  which  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  proyisions  of  said  act.  That  one  hundred  and  thirty-, 
seven  patients  of  this  class  have  received  the  benefit  of  this  appro- 
priation, the  annual  exnense  of  whom,  at  the  Asylum,  would  be  about 
ten  thousand  dollars.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  amount  now 
appropriated  would  pay  but  about  one-third  of  the  expense  of  support- 
ing the  Insane  Poor  at  the  Asylum,  and  will  hardly  afford  a  sufficient  in- 
ducement for  the  towns  to  send  their  Insane  Poor  there.  To  secure 
the  Jl>enefit3  of  the  Asylum  to  this  unfortunate  class,  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  annual  appropriation  be  increased  two  thousand 
dollars,  which  would  leave  about  half  the  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
several  towns  on  whom  their  support  devolves. 

Your  Committee,  considering  the  large  amount  appropriated  by  the 
State,  and  the  importance  of  the  Institution,  recommend  that  a  Commis- 
sioner, residing  in  the  vicinity,  be  anpually  appointed  by  the  Legislature 
'to  visit  the  Asylum  monthly,  or  oftener,  and  act  in  concert  with  the 
Trustees,  and  report  to  the  Legislature  annually  the  condition  and  man- 
agement of  the  Asylum,  with  such  suggestions  as  the  interests  of  the 
Institution  and  the  State  may  seem  to  require. 

From  the  foregoing  facts  the  Committee  find  that  the  Institution  is  in 
a  prosperous  condition,  and  has  been  judiciously  managed,  and  strongly 
recommend  it  to  the  fostering  care  of  the  State,  for  its  influence  in  di- 
minishing, in  so  great  degree,  the  volume  of  human  misery. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  APPOINTED  TO  EXAMINE  INTO 
THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  VERMONT. 

[referred  to  on  page  53  of  t^e  journal.] 

To  Hie  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont :' 

The  undersigned,  appointed  Commissioners  to  visit  the  University  of 
Vermont,  and  examine  its  condition,  submit  the  following  Report : — 

That  they  attended  the  annual  examination  of  the  students  preceding 
the  Commencement.  This  examination  occupies  some  two  or  three 
weeks,  and  is  very  thorough  and  efficient.  It  is  carried  on  in  the  sever- 
al branches  of  studies  pursued  in  the  institution,  in  such  a  manner  as 
eflfectually  to  test  the  proficiency  of  the  students.  The  results  are  care- 
fnlly  noted  down,  so  that  from  an  inspection  of  them,  it  is  easy  to  esti- 
mate with  tolerable  accura!cy  the  real  attainments  of  each  student.  Un- 
like the  examinations  made  in  this  and  similar  institutions  some  years 
aeo,  it  is  not  now  easy  to  pass  along  creditably  with  a  superficial  knowl- 
edge of  any  particular  science  or  study. 

The  exercises  at  Commencement  were  highly  creditable.  Some  of 
the  productions  evinced  a  high  degree  of  mental  cultivation,  a  thorough 
discipline,  and  would  not  discredit  men  of  riper  years  and  greater  expe- 
rience. 

We  have  no  hesitation  in  awarding  to  the  Faculty  of  the  institution  a 
high  degree  of  praise  for  energy,  devotion,  and  untiring  industry  in  the 
discharge  of  the  various  and  arduoas  duties  which  devolve  upon  them. 
We  believe  its  patrons  and  iriends  and  the  public  generally  are,  and 
have  reason  to  be,  entirely  satisfied  with  the  system  m  instruction  pur- 
sued, and  the  thoroughness  and  completeness  with  which  it  is  carried 
on. 

The  services  of  the  Faculty  are,  in  our  view,  enhanced  by  a  considera- 
tion of  the  manifold  embarrassmentsf  arising  from  straightened  means, 
and  other  causes,  which  have  been  beyond  their  control. 

If  under  such  circumstances  they  have  been  content  to  labor  on  with 
unabated  ardor,  regardless  alike  of  discouragements  at  home  and  tempt- 
ing offers  from  abroad,  we  cannot  but  feel  that  both  the  institution  and 
the  community  have  reason  to  congratulate  themselves. 

Is  it  wise  or  prndent  to  permit  the^  embarrassments  to  continue,  and 
increase,  as  they  inevitably  must  do,  unless  aid  is  derived  from  the  State, 
or  from  some  other  source  ?    We  are  informed  that  efforts  are  making  to 
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relieve  the  Universily  from  the  load  of  debt  which  now  weig^hs  it  down, 
by  an  appeal  to  the  liberality  of  individuals — an  appeal  which  has  here- 
tofore indeed  been  liberally  responded  to  ;  but  we  cannot  but  think  it 
ungenerous  to  rely  solely  on  this  resource.  We  would  hope  that  the 
Legislatare  will  not  rest  contented  to  say,  '^  Be  ye  wanned,  and  be  ye 
clothed,"  but  in  some  form  come  in  aid  of  the  benevolent  efforts  of  pri- 
vate individuals,  by  some  substantial  testimonials  of  regard. 

As  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say 
that  they  are  not  materially  different  from  what  they  were  one  year  ago, 
when  our  Report  was  made.  We  beg  leave  to  refer  to  that  Report,  as 
containing,  we  believe,  a  pretty  accurate  statement  of  its  debts  and  pro- 
perty, as  well  as  its  annual  income  and  expenditures. 

The  present  indebtedness  is  not  far  from  $  35,000.  The  books  of 
the  Treasurer  are  kept  by  a  rigid  system  of  double  entry.  Every  dollar 
of  the  funds  can  be  at  once  accounted  for,  and  every  dollar  of  debt  ex- 
plained. The  debt  was  mainly  incurred  by  the  erection  of  College 
buildings — the  purchase  of  land,  books  and  apparatus — the  payment  of 
salaries  of  officers  and  teachers — the  accumulation  of  interest,  &c. 
We  do  not  find  ariy  reason  to  apprehend  that  it  was  improvidently  or 
rashly  incurred.  Its  appliances  and  means  of  imparting  instruction  are, 
in  our  opinion,  not  loo  numeroas  or  extended  for  usefulness  and  respect- 
ability. Indeed,  it  cannot  maintain  its  present  elevated  ground  in  com- 
parison with  other  similar  institutions  in  this  and  the  neighboring  States, 
without  the  means  of  still  further  enlarging  the  scope  of  its  operations 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  progressive  advancement, of  science  and  learn- 
ing shall  require.  We  can  have  no  hesitation  in  declaring  our  entire 
conviction,  that  if  the  Legislature  deem  the  maintenance  of  collegiate 
institutions  within  our  State,  on  a  par  with  others  in  other  States,  as  an 
object  worthy  of  any  other  than  a  barren  and  merely  nominal  patronage, 
this  has  just  claims  to  its  regard.  It  is  in  saccessml  operation,  it  is  fa- 
vorably located  in  the  midst  of  a  rapidly  increasing  popnlation,  in  a 
healthful  position,  and  easily  accessible  by  a  well  settled  country  on 
every  side.  It  has  already  sent  forth  annually  for  many  years  nombers 
of  young  men  with  minds  thoroughly  disciplined — well  indoctrinated  in 
liberal  studies — with  habits  o^  patient  industry — with  sound  principles 
of  morality,  which  have  well  fitted  them  for  a  high  degree  of  usefulness 
in  the  Church,  in  the  Judicial  and  Medical  Professions,  and  iii  various 
other  useful  and  necessary  avocations  in  an  active  and  flourishing  com- 
munity. 

The  debts  against  the  institution  must  be  paid  in  some  way,  or  it 
must  cease  its  usual  operations,  dispose  of  its  property,  and  wind  up  its 
afl^rs.  It  is  not  a  money-making  institution,  and  never  was  designed 
to  be  such.  It  cannot  enter  into  trade  or  manufactures  or  agriculture. 
Like  the  judiciary  or  common  school  system,  it  must  be  supported  and 

.  sustained  directly  from  a  consideration  of  its  eminent  usefulness  and 
great  value  and  importance  to  the  community  at  large. 

The  aim  of  a  University  is  to  garner  up  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and 
experience,  which  are  matured  in  the  progress  of  time,  and  to  diffuse 
throughout  the  whole  community  the  rays  of  liffht  and  knowledge.  The 

'  ^reat  system  of  common  school  education — that  of  academical  educa- 
tion— ^the  liberal  professions  and  arts — ^the  operations  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts — the  system  of  Civil  Engineering  now  every  day 

increasing  in  importance, — in  short,  every  branch  of  legitimate  business 
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in  life— are  all  dependant  in  a  great  measure  upon  the  IJniTersity  or 
College  for  Bootire  power.  It  is  this  fountain  that  feeds  and  sustains 
them  all,  and  without  which  they  will  all  droop  and  die. 

Should  these  remarks  prove  inadequate  to  convince  the  friends  of 
popular  jedttcation  of  the  truth  of  our  position  respecting  the  relationship 
existing  between  higher  institutions  of  learning  and  common  8chools,let 
them  suppose  all  institutions  of  learning  above  common  schools,  to  be 
stricken  out  of  existence,  together  with  all  the  influences  and  results 
which  flow  from  them,  and  then  seriously  ask  themselves  what  eflfect 
such  a  step  would  have  on  the  intelligence  of  the  present  and  coming 
generations.  Let  Grammar  schools.  Academies,  Law  schools.  Medical 
schools,  Museums,  Scientific  and  Literary  Associations,  Colleges,  Uni- 
versities, Theological  Institutions — all  be  annihilated,  and  what  would 
become  of  the  civilization  and  intelligence  of  the  people  t  Let  the  men 
who  are  directly  or  indirectly  indebted  to  these  institutions  for  their  abil- 
ity and  usefulness,  be  also  removed  from  among  us,  as  Legislators,  Pub- 
lic Qflicers,  Clergymen,  Judges,  Lawyers,  Physicians,  Engineers,  Pro- 
fessors, Lecturers,  Normal  Teachers,  writers  of  Literary  and  Scien- 
tific works — ^let  all  the  varied  and  substantial  information  which  thej 
receive  and  impart  to  the  masses  be  withheld,  and  what  would  their 
condition  speedily  become !  Could  the  intelligence  and  virtue  and  liberal 
patriotism  necessary  to  the  perpetuation  of  the  free  institutions  under 
which  we  have  the  happiness  to  live,  continue  to  exist?  Assuredly  not. 

Such  then  being  the  relations  and  such  the  influence  of  liberal  study, 
on  the  strength  and  stability  of  the  State — such  its  relation  to  the  wants 
of  the  State  and  the  well  being  of  the  people  at  large,  we  cannot  but 
commend  to  the  serious  attention  of  the  Lecislature  the  importance  of 
affording  substantial  and  liberal  aid  to  the  University  of  Vermont.  A 
subscription  in  aid  of  its  funds  has  been  commenced  under  favorable  au- 
spices. All  reasonable  assurances  are  made  tbat  generous  aid  will  be 
extended  by  the  benevolent  and  philanthropic  abroad,  in  case  the  State 
and  its  citizens  act  a  liberal  part.  Let  the  Government  of  the  State  set 
a  liberal  example,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  suppose  it  will  be  follow- 
ed.   All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR, 

RELATING  TO  THE  GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 
[referred  to  on  page  57  of  the  journal.] 


To  Ute  Senate  and  House  of  Representalives : 

1  traDsmit  herewith,  to  each  branch  of  the  Greneral  Assembly,  the  re- 
port made  to  me  by  the  State  Greologist,  of  the  estimated  expense  of  the 
Greologi<5al  Survey  for  the  ensuing  year,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  contem- 
plates the  necessity  of  a  small  additional  expenditure  for  the  purpose  ,of 
preserving  six  additional  suits  of  specimens  for  certain  literary  and  med- 
ical institutions. 

To  those  at  all  familiar  with  the  subject,  the  importance  is  obvious  of 
depositing  suits  of  specimens  illustrating  the  Geology  and  Mineralogy  of 
the  State,  in  each  of  the  institutions  referred  to— institutions  to  which 
so  m^y  of  our  young  men  resort  for  an  education  which,  in  the  present 
state  of  science,  cannot  be  regarded  as  complete  without  some  knowl- 
edge of  the  interesting  and  useful  science  of  Geology. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  appropriation  in  the  act  authorizing  the  sur- 
vey is  much  below  appropriations  for  similar  surveys  in  other  States. 
The  experience  of  the  past  yter,  moreover,  shows  that  the  progress  of 
the  survey  has  been,  necessarily,  somewhat  retarded  by  the  collection  of 
additional  suits  of  specimens  for  the  institutions  referred  to,  made  under 
the  order  which  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  to  the  Geologist  and  his 
assistants.  The  additional  labor  and  expense  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Geologist,  equivalent  to  the  services  and  travelling  expenses  of  an  addi- 
tional assistant ;  in  which  opinion  Messrs.  Hall  and  Thompson,  employed 
as  assistants  during  the  past  season,  concur. 

The  sum  required  to  meet  the  additional  expense  is  not  large,  while 
the  object  to  be  attained  is  of  very  great  importance  to  the  profitable 
study  of  the  science  of  Geology  by  the  young  men  and  women  of  this 
State. 

While  the  Geologist  has,  from  motives  of  delicacy,  refrained  from 
making  an  estimate  which  would  embrace  a  provision  K)r  an  addition  to 
liis  own  salary,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  repeat  the  suggestion  made  in 
my  annual  message,  that  it  would  be  but  justice  to  him  and  his  assist- 
ants, that  their  compensations  should  be  somewhat  increased — the  sum 
to  which,  after  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  purvey,  I  have, 
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by  the  pesent  appropriatioD,  been  comneUed  to  reatrict  them,  behig 
greatly  below  the  compeDsatioDs  allowed,  for  similar  services  in  other 
States.  ^  WILLIAM  SLADE.

To  His  Excellency  William  Slade  ; 

Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  law  providing  for  a  Geological  Survey  of 
Vermont,  which  makes  it  the  daty  of  the  Geologist  to  submit  an  estimate 
of  the  expenses  of  the  ensuing  year,  I  have  to  state  that  the  account 
and  estimates  of  the  current  year  on  page  85  of  the  Report,  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  submit  on  the  first  insl.,  may  be  taken  as  estimates  for  the 
ensuing  year : — ^with  the  exception  of  the  expenses  necessarily  incident 
to  the  collection  of  the  six  suits  of  specimens  for  the  literary  and  med- 
ical institutions  mentioned  in  your  Excellency's  Annual  Message,  for  * 
which  no  provision  was  made  in  the  act  authorizing  the  survey,  amd 
which  were  not  thereforcu^ontemplated  in  the  appropnation  deemed  suf- 
ficient to  secure  the  objects  of  the  survey.  The  labor  of  getting  oat, 
trimming,  padcing,  examining  at  the  depot,  and  patting  tickets  on  sev- 
eral thousand  specimens — must  necessarily  consume  mach  time,  besides 
involving  additional  expense  of  transportation,  and  of  the  fixtures  and 
rent  of  a  place  of  deposit.  The  whole  addition  is  fully  equivalent  to  the 
services  and  travelling  expenses  of  one  assistant,  and  the  sum  of  two 
handred  and  fifty  doUars  per  annum,  is  the  least  amount  requisite  to 
meet  this  expense.

To  the  Senate :    . 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Senate,  that  I  have  this  day 
transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  nse  of  the  General 
Assembly,  sundry  resolutions  and  other  proceedings  of  the  Legislatures 
of  several  States  of  the  Union,  referred  to  in  my  annual  message  of  the 
11th  instant,  namely : 

The  report  of  a  special  joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Le* 
gislature  of  Massachusetts,  on  the  subject  of  the  annexation  of  Texas  to 
the  United  States,  with  the  resolutions  of  the  Lef^sl^ture  relative  there- 
to, adopted  previous  to  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  making  over- 
tures to  Texas  for  its  admission  ;  together  with  resolotioDs  of  the  same 
Legislature,  adopted  subsequently  to  the  passage  of  said  resolution  of 
overtures :  ■  '  , 

Also  resolutions  of  the  Legislatures  of  Ohio,  Delaware,  and  Rhode 
Island,  against  the  measure  of  annexation — and  of  the  Legislatures  of 
New-Hampshire  and  Alabama  in  favor  of  the  same  : 

Also  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois  disapproving  the  propo- 
sal by  Massachusetts  to  amend  the  constitution  so  as  that  the  number  of 
free  persons  shall  be  the  basis  of  the  representation  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States ;  and  resolutions  of  the  State  of 
Alabama  declaring  said  proposed  amendment  to  be  evincive  of  a  disposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  Massachusetts,  to  dissolve  the  Union  : 

Also  resolutions  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire,  asserting  the  right 
of  the  United  States  to  the  territory  of  Oregon,  to  the  54th  degree  of 
North  Latitude  :

Also  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Maine,  protesting  against  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  case  of  Thomas  W.  Dorr  ;  and  resolutions  of  Rhode  Is- 
land expressive  of  its  sense  of  the  interference  of  Maine  in  the  matter : 

Also  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  approving  the  proceed- 
ings of  Rhode-Island  in  the  case  referred  to : 

Also  resolutions  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire,  in  favor  of  a  tariff 
for  revenue,  with  incidental  protection — against  a  distribution  of  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands, — in  favor  of  the  system  of  the  In- 
dependent Treasury, — and  declaring  that  newspapers  ought  to  pass 
free  of  postage  to  every  part  of  the  State  where  printed ; 

Also  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Alabama  a^inst  the  altering  or  abol- 
ishing of  the  veto  power, — against  a  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands, — against  a  hi^h  protective  tariff, — against  the 
tariff  of  1842, — against  a  national  bank, — against  repudiation  of  State 
debts,  and  declaring  that  the  joint  occupancy  of  Oregon  by  England  and 
the  United  States  should^ cease  : 

Also  resolutions  of  North  Carolina  asd  Indiana  approving  the  plan  of 
an  exchange  of  laws  and  judicial  decisions  between  the  several  States  ; 
and  of  the  latter  State  against  a  repudiation  of  State  debts : 

Also  a  copy  of  a  memorial  to  Congress  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Missouri,  in  4vor  of  an  extension  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  over 
the  territory  of  Oregon. 

I  also  transmit  herewith  to  the  Senate,  for  the  use  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, resolutions  ot  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina,  requesting  the 
Governor  of  that  State  to  expel  from  its  limits  an  agent  of  Massachu- 
setts, charged  with  the  duty  of  taking  measures  to  carry  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  the  question  of  the  validity  of  certain  laws  of 
South  Caiolina  by  virtue  of  which  colored  citizens  of  Massachusetts  are 
seized  on  board  the  ships  of  Massachusetts  in  the  harbors  of  South  Car- 
olina, and  imprisoned  and  sold  into  slavery  in  default  of  their  command- 
ers to  redeem  them  and  pay  the  expense  of  their  detention  : 

Also  the  Declaration  and  solemn  Protest  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
against  said  laws  of  Soutli  Carolina,  and  against  the  expulsion  of  the 
agent  of  Massachusetts  from  its  limits : 

Also  resolutions  of  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Alabama,  approving 
the  expulsion  of  the  agent  of  Massachusetts  from  South  Carolina  :    and 

Also  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  disapproving  the 
proceedings  of  South  Carolina. 

I  also  transmit  to  the  Senate  a  copy  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Republic  of  Texas,  dated  on  the 
4th  of  July  last,  and  transmitted  to  me  by  the  President  of  that  Repub- 
lic, expressive  of  its  sense  of  **  the  services  rendered  by  Major  General 
Andrew  Jackson,  to  the  cause  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,'*  and,  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  Republic,  tendering  to  him  the  homage  of  the 
nation's  gratitude. 

I  also  transmit  to  the  Senate,  a  memorial  addressed  to  me  by  Mr.  Al- 
exander Vattemare  of  Paris,  on  the  subject  of  **  international  exchanges 
of  the  productions  of  nature  and  of  mind,"  with  a  request  that  I  would 
lay  it  before  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State.  Mr.  Vattemare  has 
long  been  engaged  in  making  arrangements  for  effecting  such  exchange- 
es, and  has  established  for  that  purpose,  a[Depot  at  Paris,  where,  in  the 
language  of  his  memorial,  **  every  State  can  forward  the  productions  of 
her  intellect,  industry,  government  and  natural  resources,  and  exhibit 
them  to  Europe," — Paris  being  **  the  literary  and  intellectual  centre  of 
the  continent— a  place  from  whence  they  can  be  discriminatingly  dis- 
tributed, and  whence  the  Igovernments,  writers,  painters,  sculptors,  en- 
gravers, geologists,  and  other  learned  sons  of  France,  can  offer  their 
gifts  to  the  members  of  the  American  family." 

Mr.  Vattemare  says  he  has  established  the  Depot,  by  request  of 
many  of  the  first  men  of  both  continents,  and  that  he  has  been  appointed 
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as  agent  to  effect  exchanges,  by  the  Lenslature  of  Maine,  and  the  Na- 
tional institute  in  the  District  of  Colambia,  and  asks  a  small  appropria- 
tion to  cover  expenses  of  transportation,  postage,  &c. — his  own  services 
being  gratuitously  rendered. 

I  deem  this  a  matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  me  in  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  it,  with  a  view  to  the  furnishing  to 
the  Depot  of  exchanges  at  Paris,  such  of  the  laWs  and  documents  of  this 
State  as  may  fall  wiUiin  the  description  in  the  memorial  referred  to- 
being  persuaded  that  we  shall  receive*  in  return,  more  than  an  equiva- 
lent for  any  expense  we  may  ineur  for  this  object.

REPORT 


OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE,  RELATING  TO  THE 
STATE  PRISON. 

V  [RErERRED  TO  OM  t»AOB  73  OF  THE  JOURKAL.] 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  in- 
structing <<the  Committee  on  Finance  to  inquire  as  to  the  laws  on  the 
State  Prison,"  having  ^iyen  the  subject  referred  to  them  the  consider- 
ation which,  in  their  opinion,  its  importance  required,  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  Report : 

It  will  be  perceivea,  by  reference  to  the  resolution  under  which  the 
Committee  acted,  that  they  were  authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  pa- 
pers, if,  in  their  opinion,  they  should  deem  it  necessary  to  a  proper  ex- 
amination of  the  subject.  In  order  to  aid  them  in  coming  to  a  decision 
on  this  part  of  the  inquiry,  they  sought  information  of  persons  most 
likely  to  be  acquainted  with  the  affairs  of  the  prison,  and  among  others, 
of  the  Superintendent  and  one  of  the  Directors  ;  and  came  to  the  con- 
clusion not  to  exercise  the  authority  thus  given  them. 

In  deciding  on  the  remaining  part  of  the  subject,  (to  wit)  whether  an 
alteration  in  the  existing  Laws  is  necessary,  the  Committee  had  little 
aid,  except  what  an  examination  of  the  Reports  of  the  Superintendents 
and  Directors  of  the  Prison,  and  other  oflScial  papers,  afforded  them. 

Afler  an  examination  particularly  of  the  Keports  of  the  Directors, 
the  Committee  saw,  at  least  apparent  contradictions  in  the  Reports 
themselves.  To  illustrate  this,  tne  Committee  refer  the  Senate  to  the 
Reports  of  the  Directors  for  the  years  1843,  /44,  and  '45.  It  will  be 
seen  by  the  Report  for  1843,  table  (C.)  on  the  94th  page  of  the  Audi- 
tor's Report,  that  the  assets  of  the  Prison  for  that  year  were 

$26,430  13 
And  that  its  liabilities  were  13,905  08 

Leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Prison,  Ist  Sept.  1843,

tion of  the  a^rs  of  the  Prison  is  to  be  secured,  mainly,  by  a  selection 
of  such  officers  as  will  bring  to  its  service  the  capacity  and  efficiency 
that  are  necessary  to  the  success  of  all  private  transactions. 

The  Committee  report  also  the  accompanying  bill  (Senate  bill  No. 
35)  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  pass.

From  the  Uniform  Militia  I  have  not  received  sufficient  returns  to  be 
cnhraced  hi  this  report. 
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It  has  been  asoertained  that  to  the  repeal  of  that  proTiaioii  of  the  Act 
of  1843,  granting  a  small  annual  allowance  to  the  clerks  of  companies 
and  other  officers,  whose  duty  it  was  to  perform  the  thankless  and  labo- 
riobs  task  of  keeping  records  and  rolls,  issuing  orders,  and  especially 
making  the  returns,  is  owing  the  deficiency  of  nearly  one  half  the  re- 
turns of  the  last  ye^r.  It  was  assumed,  in  framing  the  act  of  1843,  that  if 
the  payment  of  officers  for  attending  dnlls,  heretofore  allowed  by  the  Act 
of  1837,  should  be  dispensed  with,  the  payment  of  a  small  sum,  triffing 
in  itself,  though  inadequate  in  the  aggregate,  to  certain  officers  whose 
duties  were  laborious,  would  secure  faithful,'  correct  and  full  returns, 
with  decided  adfantage  to  the  State.  A  provision  for  the  payment  of 
such  officers  wa^  embraced  in  that  Act,  and  returns  were  thereupon  re- 
ceived comparatirely  more  full  and  correct  than  at  any  year  previous. 
By  the  Act  of  1843,  this  prorision  was  repealed  ;  and  as  a  consisquenoe, 
but  a  few  more  than  haltof  the  required  returns  were  then  made.  Of 
the  Uniform  Militia,  d)ut  fire  returns  have  been  made  during  the  present 
year.  I  need  not  say  that  this  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  encourage- 
ment has  been  affi)rded  them,  either  to  assemble  together,  increase  tl^ 
numbers,  or  to  do  any  duty  whatever. 

Qualified  young  men  cannot  he  found 'to  accept  the  offices,  which  car- 
ry with  them  arduous  duties,  little  honor,  and  no  compensation.  It 
avails  little  that  there  are  penalties  ;  if  there  are  none  upon  whom  they 
can  be  infiicted.  It  avails  little  that  offices  and  duties  are  created  for 
the  benefit  ot  the  State,  if  there  are  none  to  be  found  who  will  consider 
it  worth  their  while  to  accept  the  one  and  discharge  the  other.  It  is  of 
small  advantage  that  laws  are  enacted,  if  no  adepuUe  provision  be  made 
fbr  their  execution.  And  it  has  lung  been  too  evident  to  be  new,  that 
th^  part  of  government  is  not  the  ateapest  which  is  not  faithfully  and 
well  administered,  in  which  its  subordinates  derive  no  encouragement, 
and  its  superiors  feel  no  pride,  no  responsibility. 

The  ccrtcunty  and  perfection  of  returns,  together  with  the  efficiency  of 
the  system,  depends,  more  than  upon  any  one  thing  else,  upon  the  fer* 
mancncy  of  the  laws,  it  is  not  so  much  the  kind  of  law,  not  so  much 
the  perfection  of  a  system,  provided  it  meets  the  general  requirements 
of  a  system,  as  the  stability  of  that  law  ;  the  uniform  operation  of 
that  system ;  as  the  establishing  the  basis  of  permanent  principles  and 
steady  action.  A  law  setting  forth  certain  prescribed  duties  to  be  per- 
formed one  year,  and  repealed  the  next,  begets  a  total  want  of  con- 
fidence in  the  necessity  of  those  duties  and  a  consequent  carelessness 
and  neglect  in  the  discharge  of  them. 

An  Act  guaranteeing  certain  rights,  privileges  or  immunities,  upon 
compliance  with  certain  conditions,  promulgate  one  year  and  abrogated 
the  next,  has  the  efilect  to  deter  all  from  complying  with  those  conditions, 
and  consequentlv  from  availing  themselves  of  those  rights.  It  is  the 
fickleness  of  the  laws  that  presents  the  subject  matter  of  universal  com- 
plaint. Scarcely  are  its  subjects  prepared  to  carry  into  efifect  one  sys- 
tem, before  another  is  substituted ;  and  that  in  turn  gives  place  to  a 
third,  before  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  of  its  merits. 

The  iastability  of  the  militia  laws  is  undoubtedly  owing  to  a  continual 
and  progresshe'change  in  the  opinioM  of  community,  first  as  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  much  of  the  time  and  expense  devoted  to  militaiy  duty,  and 
finally,  as  to  the  utility  of  any  system  of  laws  whatever.  The  importaDce 
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and  value  of  such  a  system  have  seemed  to  decrease  in  direct  proportion 
as  we  have  receded  from  the  time  and  circumstances  which  have  made 
it  the  main  object  and  perfect  aim  of  those  who  established  it ;  as  though 
the  farther  in  the  distance  we  viewed  danger,  the  greater  may  be  our  m- 
dulgence  in  relaxing  our  vigilance.  The  change  of  opinion,  on  this 
subject,  has  been  so  rapid,  that  it  is  rather  a  matter  of  reproach  than  of 
merit,  lo  be  wiser  than  oitr  fathers. 

Public  opinion  has  so  suddenly  germinated  in  the  hot-bed  of  excite- 
ment, and  so  prematurely  borne  its  fruit,  that  we  have  neglected  to  per- 
ceive the  region  in  which  it  vegetates,  and  the  atmosphere  which  sur- 
rounds it ;  and  with  due  submission  I  would  say,  it  becomes  us  to  look 
back  from  the  fancied  eminence  upon  which  we  so  confidently  stand,  to 
the  place  from  which  we  started. 

Indiscriminate  and  censorious  epithets,  and  ridicule  even,  have  so 
characterized  the  language  of  the  day,  upon  the  subject  of  the  militia, 
that  a  recurrence  to  the  opinions  of  those  who  have  gone  Wfore  us,  may 
teach  us  a  lesson  of  prudence  and  discretion,  if  not  of  wisdom.  If  the 
militia  are  liable  to  all  the  censure  for  inefficiency  and  worthlessness 
which  is  alledged,  we  forget  who  it  is  that  has  made  them  so.  They 
are,  and  will  ever  remain,  what  the  government  and  the  people  make 
them  to  be.  They  cannot  be  better  thai)  the  means  so  pitifully  afford- 
ed will  permit. 

^It  is  indeed  adding  insult  to  injury ;  it  is  a  refinement  of  cruelty,  to 
point  the  finger  of  derision  at  any  class  of  community  for  being  where 
we  ourselves  have  placed  them.  With  such  degrading  views  of  the 
militia,  as  unnecessary  and  nothing  worth,  as  a  shadowy  and  immaterial 
theory,  to  scout  which  i$  deemed  the  height  of  patriotism,  and  in  which 
to  entertain  no  belief,  is  the  perfection  of  reason  ;  it  may  become  us  to 
permit /m^/ic  opinion y  as  it  is  so  brilliantly  steaming  onward  to  perfec- 
tion, to  pause  amidst  the  fraq^ments  of  its  systems  which  it  has  strewn 
around  it,  and  let  the  voice  of  the  past  be  heard  for  a  moment — whether 
it  be  for  our  self-gratulation,  or  whether  it  be  for  our  wisdom. 

'*  The  devising  and  establishing  a  well  regulated  militia,"  says  the 
Father  of  his  country,  *' would  be  a  genuine  source  of  legislative  honor, 
and  a  perfect  title  to  public  gratitude.  And  I  therefore  entertain  a  hope 
that  the  present  session  will  not  pass.  Without  carrying  to  its  full  energy 
the  power  of  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  thus 
providing,  in  the  language  of  the  Constitution,  for  calling  them  forth  to 
execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  inva- 
sions." •  *  •  •  # 

^'With  the  review  of  our  army  establishment,  is  necessarily  connect- 
ed that  of  the  militia.  It  will  merit  inquiry,  what  imperfections  in  the 
existing  plan  further  experience  may  have  unfolded.  The  subject  is  of 
so  much  moment,  in  my  estimation,  as  to  excite  a  constant  solicitude 
that  the  consideration  of  it  may  be  renewed,  until  the  grea^st  attainable 
perfection  shall  be  accomplished.  Time  is  wearing  away  some  of  the 
advantages  for  forwarding  the  object,  which  now  better  deserves  the 
persevering  attention  of  the  public  cocmcils." 

'*My  soUcitude  to  see  the  militia  of  the  United  States  placed  on  an 
efl&cient  establishment,  has  been  so  often  and  so  ardently  expressed,  that 
I  shall  bat  barely  recall  the  subject  to  your  view  on  the  present  occc>- 
sbn." 

*'  A  goremment,"  says  Gen.  Knox,  "  whose  measures  must  be 
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the  resalt  of  multiplied  deliberations,  is  seldom  ia  a  situation  to  produce 
instantly  those  exertions  which  the  occasion  may  demand  ;  therefore  it 
ought  to  ppssess  such  energetic  establishments  as  should  enable  it,  hy 
the  vigor  of  its  own  diizenSf  to  control  revolts  as  they  arise,  instead  of 
being  convulsed  by  them."         •         •         •         •         •  • 

**  The  strength  of  the  government,  like  the  strength  of  any  other  Tast 
and  complicated  machine,  will  depend  upon  a  due  adjustment  of  its  sev- 
eral parts ;  its  agriculture,  its  commerce,  its  laws,  its  finance,  its  system 
ofd^encey  and  its  manners  and  habits,  all  require  consideration  and  the 
highest  exercise  of  political  wisdom."  •  •  •  •  «  An  energetic  na- 
tional militia  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  ct^al  security  of  a  free  republic, 
and  aot  a  standing  army,  fiirming  a  distinct  class  in  the  community."  * 
•  •  ••  (<  Every  State  possesses  not  only  the  right  of  personal  service 
from  the  members,  but  the  right  to  regulate  the  service  on  principles  of 
equality  for  the  general  defence.  All  being  bound,  none  can  complain 
of  injustice  on  being  obliged  to  perform  his  equal  proportion.  There- 
fore It  ought  to  be  a  permanent  rule,  that  those  who  in  youth  decline  or 
refuse  to  subject  themselves  to  the  course  of  military  education  estab- 
lished by  the  laws,  should  be  considered  as  unworthy  of  public  trust  or 
public  honors,  and  be  excluded  therefrom  accordingly.'* 

'*  A  naval  power,"  says  John  Adams,  **  next  to  the  miHtia,  is  the 
natural  defence  of  the  United  States." 

**  Uncertain  as  we  must  ever  be  of  the  particular  point  in  our  circum- 
ference where  an  enemy  may  choose  to  invade  us,  the  only  force  which 
can  be  ready  at  every  point,  and  competent  to  oppose  them^  is  the  body  of 
neighboring  citizens  as  formed  into  a  militia."  «  *  *  ** These  consider- 
ations render  it  important  thai  we  should,  at  every  session,  continue  to 
amend  the  defects  which  from  time  to  time  show  themselves  in  the  laws 
for  regulating  the  militia,  until  they  are  sufficiently  perfect,  nor  should 
we  now  or  at  an^  time  separate  until  we  can  say  we  h^ve  done  OTcry 
thing  for  the  mihtia  which  we  could  do  were  an  enemy  at  our  door." 

"  Considering  that  our  troops  are  employed  for  local  purposes,  and 
that  our  militia  is  our  general  reliance /or  great  and  sudden  emergencies, 
you  will  doubtless  consider  this  institution  worthy  of  a  review,  and  give 
It  those  improvements  of  which  you  find  it  susceptible." 

^*  In  the  meantime,  you  will  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  expedi- 
ent for  a  state  of  peace,  as  well  as  of  war,  so  to  organize  or  to  class  the 
militia,  as  would  enable  us,  on  any  sudden  emergency,  to  call  for  the 
services  of  the  younger  portion,  unincumbered  with  the  old,  and  those 
having  families.  •  •  *  1  cannot,  then,  but  earnestly  recommend  to  your 
early  consideration  the  expediency  of  so  modifying  our  militia  system, 
as,  by  a  separation  of  the  more  active  part  from  that  which  is  less  so, 
we  may  draw  from  it,  when  necessary,  an  efficient  corpse,  fit  for  real 
and  active  service,  and  to  be  called  to  it  in  regular  rotation." 

•*  For  a  people  who  are  free,  and  who  mean  to  remain  so,  a  well  or- 
ganised and  armed  militia  is  their  best  security." 

*•  Whatever  may  be  the  course  of  your  deliberations  on  the  subject  of 
our  military  establishments,"  writes  Madison,  '*  I  should  fail  in  my  duty 
in  not  recommending  to  your  serious  attention  the  importance  of  giving 
to  our  militia,  tite  great  breastwork  of  oitr  security  and  resource  of  our 
power,  an  organization  the  best  adapted  to  eventual  situations,  ibr  which 
the  United  States  ought  to  be  prepared." 
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Monroe  writes,  **  Bat  it  oaght  always  to  be  held  prominently  in  yiew, 
that  the  safety  of  these  States,  and  of  eferything  dear  to  a  free  people, 
nnist  depend*  in  an  eminent  degree  on  the  miBtia.  Invasion  may  be 
made  too  formidable  to  be  resisted  by  any  land  or  naval  force,  which  it 
would  comik>Tt,  either  with  the  principles  of  our  government  or  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  United  States,  to  maintain.  In  such  cases  recourse 
must  be  had  to  the  great  body  of  the  people ^  and  in  a  manner  to  produce 
the  best  effect.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance,  they  be  so  organized 
and  trained  as  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency.  The  anangement 
should  be  such  as  to  put  at  the  command  of  the  government  the  ardent 
patriotism  and  youthful  vigor  of  the  country.  Ii  formed  on  equal  and 
jast  principles,  it  cannot  be  oppressive.  It  is  the  crisis  that  makes  the 
pressure,  and  not  the  laws  which  provide  a  remedy  for  it.  This  ar- 
rangement should  be  formed,  too,  in  time  of  peace^  to  be  the  better  pre- 
pared for  war.  With  such  -an  organization  of  such  a  people,  the  United 
States  have  nothing  to  dread  from  foreign  invasion.  At  its  approach, 
an  overwhelming  force  of  gallant  men  might  always  be  put  in  mo- 
tion." 

**  The  organization  the  militia,''  says  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  *'  is 
yet  more  indispensable  to  the  liberties  of  the  country.  It  is  only  by  an 
efibctive  militia  that  we  can  at  once  enjoy  the  repose  of  peace,  and  bid 
defiance  to  foreign  aggression  ;  it  is  by  the  militia  that  we  are  constitu- 
ted an  armed  nation,  standing  in  a  perpetual  panoply  of  defence,  in  the 
presence  of  all  the  other  nations  of  the  earth.  To  this  end  it  would  be 
necessary,  if  possible,  so  to  shape  its  organization  as  to  give  it  a  more 
UQtted  and  active  energy.  There  are  laws  for  establishing  a  uniform  mil- 
itia throuprhout  the  United  States,  and  for  arming  and  equipping  the 
whole  body.  But  it  is  a  body  of  dislocated  members,  without  the  vigor  of 
unity  and  having  little  of  uniformity  but  the  name.  To  infuse  into  this 
most  important  institution  the  power  of  which  it  is  susceptible,  and  to 
make  it  amiable  for  the  defence  of  the  Union,  at  the  shortest  notice,  and 
at  the  smallest  possible  expense  of  time,  of  life,  and  of  treasure,  are 
aaiong  the  benefits  to  be  expected  from  the  persevering  deliberations  of 
Congress."  ? 

''i)nt  the  bulwark  of  our  defence  is  the  national  militia,  which,  in 
the  present  state  of  our  intelligence  and  population,  must  render  us  in- 
vincible. As  long  as  our  government  is  administered  for  the  good  of 
the  people,  and  is  regulated  by  their  wiU  ;  as  long  as  it  secures  to  us 
the  rights  of  person  and  property ,  liberty  of  conscience  and  of  the  press , 
it  will  be  worth  defending ;  and  so  long  as  it  is  worth  defending;  a  pa- 
triotic militia  will  cover  it  with  an  impenetrable  egis.  Partial  injuries 
and  oeeasional  mortifications,  we  may  be  subjected  to ;  but  a  million  of 
armed  icemen,  possessed  of  the  means  of  war,  can  never  be  conquered 
by  a  foreign  foe.  To  any  just  system,  therefore,  calculated  to  strength- 
en this  natural  safeguard  of  the  country,  I  shall  cheerfully  lend  all  the 
aid  in  my  power." 

It  is  now  perceived,  vrith  what  erroneous  views  the  public  have  been 
inoculated  by  designing  men,  and  thereby  abused ;  and  that  in  the 
mnids  of  those  who  think  ^thout  prejudice  and  for  tlie  good  of  the 
whole  nation,  there  is  reason  and  judgment  in  this  matter  not  apparent 
on  the  surface.  It  is  futile  to  say  that  these  are  the  opinions  of  men 
fonned  immediately  at,  and  founded  upon  the  incipient  dawning,  and  an 
important  crisis  of  the  republic,  upon  causes  which  no  longer  exist.    It 
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becomes  the  duty  of  sacb  to  declare  when  those  caasesshsll  cease,  so 
long  as  human  nature  shall  survive. 

It  is  Tain  to  say  that  all  this  is  needless — that  the  maintenance  of  any 
system  of  militia  is  expensive,  unnecessary  and  worthless.  I  am  aware 
tnat  the  current  of  opmion  has  of  late  turned  almost  resistlessly  towards 
a  belief  in  the  inutility  and  utter  abolition  of  any  system,  But  it  is  not 
the  less  true  that  such  an  opinion  has  passed  on  without  its  landmarks 
and  the  confines  which  should  bound  it.  A  system  we  have  by  an  act 
of  Congress,  and  an  organization  we  have  under  the  laws  of  Cktngress. 
Should  we  therefore  carry  out  this  vague  and  short-sighted  opinion  of 
the  many,  without  reference  to  its  merits  or  results,  we  should  find  out- 
selves  thrown  at  once  upon  those  laws  of  Congress,  which  it  would  be- 
come the  Executive  to  see  executed,  by  the  training  of  the  whole  militia 
between  the  ages  therein  prescribed.  It  is  true  l£at  a  right  to  exemp- 
tion from  military  duty  is  reserved  to  the  States,  but  it  remains  a  ques- 
tion whether  that  right  can  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  militia,  so  as  to 
defeat  the  letter,  spirit  and  design  of  those  laws.  We  can  perhaps  ex- 
empt a  class  of  our  citizens  from  military  duty  upon  an  enrollment  and 
inspection,  as  has  been  done  in  another  State.  But  even  there  they 
have  encountered  grave  considerations  and  mighty  objections,  founded 
upon  the  question,  whether  they  are  not,  even  in  this  extension  of  the 
exemptive  power,  trenching  upon  forbidden  ground.    . 

We  have,  then,  a  large  class,  illegally  or  lawfully,  exempted  from 
military  duty.  The  remainder  are  therefore  entitled  to  our  particular 
consideration  and  provision.  In  regard  to  these,  then,  what  remains  to 
be  done  ?  Is  the  uniform  militia  such  an  efiective  class,  under  our  sys- 
tem, as  any  State  would  be  proud  to  recognize  ?  Are  we  ourselves  sat- 
isfied as  to  its  fitness  and  efficiency  for  any  emergency,  such  as  has  oc- 
casionally resulted  in  the  contempt  and  breach  of  all  law  and  order  in 
other  States ;  or  do  we  rely  upon  the  superior  intelligence  and  equanim- 
ity of  our  people  to  restrain  those  passions,  common  to  mankind,  and 
which  often  bnng  under  their  control  alike  the  learned  and  the  igporantt 
Is  it  such  a  well  organized  and  discipliued  militia,  as,  being  the  founder 
of  which  would,  according  to  the  Father  of  his  Country,  <>ntitle  a  man  to 
lasting  gratitude,  and  to  the  merit  of  being  considered  the  benefactor  of 
his  race  ? 

Under  the  operations  of  the  Act  of  1843,  the  uniform  companies  were 
beginning  to  receive  new  life,  and  especially  with  the  anticipation  of 
having  that  encouragement  extended  to  them  which  they  ought,  and 
reasonably  eiCpected  to  receive.  For  the  want  of  this  encouragement,  I 
am  under  the  necessity  of  reporting  that  I  have  disbanded  a  number  of 
uniform  companies  within  the  present  year,  that  others  are  diminishing 
in  numbers,  and  that  nearly  all  are  dispirited  and  manifest  a  want  of  en- 
ergy  and  discipline.  Another  State  which  has  adopted  the  system  of 
an  uniform  militia  as  their  principal  military  dependence,  have  afiforded 
encouragement  by  granting  a  small  compensation  to  each  member  of  a 
uniform  company  annually.  And  there  can  be  no  reason  why  a  recom- 
pense of  some  kind  should  not  be  granted  to  a  class  of  our  citizens  who 
contribute  an  extra  portion  of  their  time,  involving  great  expense,  in  or- 
der to  acquit  themselves  well  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties  required 
of  them  by  the  laws  and  the  rules  of  discipline.  The  State  can  afiR>rd  to 
pay  their  militia,  and  they  should  not  be  surprised  that  justice  should 
demand  it. 
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By  disbanding  the  enrolled  militia  and  repeaKng  the  act  exempting 
their  polls  from  taxation,  they  have  called  back  a  lar^  sam  into  the 
tieasary  and  now  appropriate  to  the  use  of  the  State,  from  the  returns 
it  will  be  perceived  that  the  enrolled  militia,  whose  polls  now  form  an 
item  of  taxation,  amount  to  more^than  twenty  thousand.  Estimating 
each  poll  at  one  dollar,  the  least  amount,  and  we  have  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  now  saved  to  the  State.  It  is  now  asked  that  some 
portion  of  this  sum  may  be  bestowed  upon  the  uniform  militia,  instead 
<if  the  present  exemption  from  taxation.  But  this  is  not  all  that  is  re- 
quired. Should  the  State  contribute  of  its  funds  with  ever  so  liberal  a 
hand,  and  stop  there,  it  would  be  lavishing  its  mone^  without  an  object 
or  an  end.  Aside  from  the  numerical  force  of  the  militia,  in  its  diadpTine 
consistB  its  efficiency.  The  discipline  of  the  militia  has  been  the  constant 
theme  of  legislators,  both  National  and  State,  ever  since  the  foundation 
of  the  Republic.  The  way  and  means  which  would  be  available,  alone 
prevented  its  accomplishment.  The  necessity,  the  importance  of  this 
object,  is  not  only  admitted  but  enforced  by  the  constitution  of  the  gener- 
al government,  of  this  State,  and  by  the  oft-repeated  admonitions  of 
presidents,  governors  and  statesmen ;  and  to  this  object  should  the  at- 
tention of  this  State  be  directed,  and  steadily  directed,  until  the  object 
is  attained.  I  therefore  respectfully  reconmiend,  that  to  this  end,  the 
number  of  companies  in  each  brigade  be  limited.  And  that  the  uniform 
militia  be  required  to  assemble  by  reffiment  or  brigade  and  do  camp  duty 
three  or  four  days  annually,  and  at  toe  same  time  be  drilled  faithfully  in 
the  schools  of  the  soldier,  the  company,  the  battalion,  and  in  the  evo- 
lutions of  the  line.  That  the  Commander  in  Chief  be  empowered  to 
procure  from  the  military  institution  within  our  borders,  nine  of  its  stu- 
dents annually,  members  of  its  highest  class,  and  standing  first  in  merit, 
and  distribute  them,  one  in  each  brigade,  to  drill  them  in  and  teach  them 
the  several  branches  above  named.  This  will  create  a  spirit  of  emula- 
tion in  the  institution  itself,  and  will  make  it  useful  to  the  State  by  dif- 
fusing its  advantages  among  its  citizens. 

This  will  be  accomnlishing  aii  object  within  our  own  limits  and  with 
the  advanta^  which  few  states  possess.  We  are  encouraging  our 
own  institutions  and  making  them  benefit  ourselves,  and  commingling 
their  usefulness  with  the  mass  of  the  people. 

A  mSitia  system,  therefore,  of  some  kind,  it  is  perceived,  is  necessary 
for  the  long  existence  of  a  republic.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  expe- 
diency. It  should  be  no  longer  a  bauble  for  childhood.  We  have  tri- 
fled with  this  subject  until  we  have  made  ourselves  a  reproach  and  a  by- 
word. A  portion  of  our  citizens,  classed  as  the  militia,  have  been 
treated  without  consideration,  without  respect,  as  a  needless  and  useless 
appendage  to  the  government  of  a  State.  We  have  not  considered  the 
imlitia  as  a  part  of  our  government,  prescribed  by  the  constitution, 
and  therefore  coming  under  our  supervision  and  protection.  A  militia 
system  we  must  have.  There  is  no  alternative.  If  we  have  none  of 
our  own,  we  are  compelled  to  adopt  that  which  Congress  has  provided  ; 
by  which,  all  within  the  prescribed  ages  must  perfonp  military  duty. — 
The  way  is  dear  and  plain,  then,  to  have  a  good  and  efficient  uniform 
militia. 

The  repeal  of  the  Act  exempting  the  polls  of  the  enrolled  militia  from 
taxa^tion,  leaves  ample  means  within  the  control  of  the  Sute  to  grant  a 
compensation  to  each  member  of  the  uniform  militia.    It  cannot  be  ex^

pected  that  young  men  oi  talent  and  bnunesi  habits — and  without  such 
any  system  is  nothing  worth— will  incur  the  expense,  time,  study  and 
exercise  required  in  application,  for  even  a  partial  military  knowledge 
and  practice,  which  they  can  so  easily  avoid,  by  merely  an  enroUmintt, 
how  much  so  ever  the  love  of  military  science  may  prompt  them.  If 
there  are  those,  who,  in  the  face  of  these  obstacles,  have  voluntarily 
assumed  these  duties,  it  is  because  they  have  possessed  somewhat  of  the 
spirit  of  their  fathers,  whose  voice  they  still  seem  to  hear,  and  whose 
footsteps  have  not  in  effect  passed  away  from  the  green  hills  around 
them.  By  meeting  this  subject,  as  meet  it  we  must,  like  legislators, 
like  men,  by  encouraging  the  militia  as  we  should,  and  proviifing  oom- 
petent  instructors,  we  sludl  raise  up  the  flower  of  our  youth  to  the  study 
and  practice  of  that  science,  which  will  promote  a  love  for  their  govern* 
ment  and  a  zeal  for  the  honor  of  their  State.

TO  OUR  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  FEDERAL  GOVERN- 
MENT, TEXAS,  AND  SLAVERY.

Yoar  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  maoh  of  the  Gk>Tenior'8 
message  as  relates  to  oar  opimeGtion  with  the  Federal  GoTomment, 
Texas,  and  Slayery,  respectfully  report : 

That,  in  their  opinion,  the  sabiect  matter,  to  whidi  the  attention  of 
the  Legislature  is  called  by  the  (rOTemor  in  the  portion  of  Ids  message 
referred,  is  one  of  vast  importance, — not  merely  to  the  general  interests 
of  the  Union,  and  therefore  reauiring  the  notice  of  each  member  of  the 
Union, — ^but,  in  particular,  to  Vermont,  as  one  of  the  non-slareholding 
States,  and  therefore  calling  specially  for  cateful  consideration  on  the  part 
of  her  people  and  her  Legislature,  and  for  earnest  remonstrance  and  un- 
tiring edfoit,  if  it  be  in  fact  true  that  the  inviolability  of  the  Constitution 
isthroatened,  the  implied  incidents  and  conditions  of  the  Union  abroga- 
ted,  and  an  influence  and  extent  given  to  the  representation  of  the  three- 
fiflhs  of  the  slave  population  of  Sie  Southern  States,  which  was  never 
contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  and  which  would  utter- 
\y  destroy  that  balance  between  the  representation  of  the  North  and  the 
South,  which  we  believe  the  Constitution  contemplates. 

That  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  annexation  of  foreign  states  to  our 
Confederacy,  in  the  manner  in  which  that  power  is  attempted  to  be  ex- 
ercised by  the  Executive  under  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress,  is  an 
infiringement  of  the  power  delegated  by  the  individual  States  to  the 
Genenl  Government,  is  a  proposition  which,)  in  this  State,  and  at  Uiis 
day,  it  is  needless  for  us  to  demonstrate.  It  is  shown  by  the  hct  that 
the  ccmfening  upon  the  Executive  a  mmwud  power,  even,  to  carry  into 
efiect  the  plui  of  Annexation,  could  only  be  obtained  by  annexing  to  the 
resolution  first  oflfered,  another,  which  provided  for  consummating  An- 
nextion  by  pursuing  the/omu,  at  least,  provided  for  the  transaction  of 
matters  of  such  grave  moment,— and  that  the  scruples,  based  upon  con- 
stitutional law,  of  those  who  were  willing  to  sanction  the  measure 
when  provided  for  by  treaty  stipulations,  forbade  their  sanctioning  by 
their  votes  that  same  measure,  vdien  ^  cnly  plan  oflSsred  was  the  one 
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since  acted  upon.  We  thick  we  are  jastified,  then,  in  assuming  that 
the  measQie,  in  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  eff^eded,  has  not  even  re- 
ceived  the  sanction  of  a  majority  in  Congress. 

And,  farther  than  this,  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  Annexation  of 
Texas  is  fully  proved  by  the  extent  and  scope  of  the  very  arguments 
adduced  in  support  of  the  opposite  doctrine.  For  the  argument  which 
attempts  to  demonstrate  that  the  measure  is  compatible  with  the  spirit, 
the  provisions,  and  the  general  basis  of  the  Constitution,  eaually  dem- 
onstrates that  the  annexation  to  the  Union,  of  California,  Mexico,  the 
South  American  Republics,  Canada,  the  West  India  Islands,  and  so  of 
each  and  every  European  country,  is  within  the  same  spirit,  and  is 
equally  consistent  with  the  same  provisions.  % 

That  the  consummation  of  the  Annexation  of  Texas  will  abrogate 
many  of  the  implied  incidents  and  conditions  of  the  Union,  and  give 
to  the  provisions  for  the  common  welfare  and  defence  of  the  States, 
and  the  incidents^  connected  with  the  power  of  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government,  an  extent  never  contemplated,  and  the  oare 
supposition  of  which  would  have  seemed  incredjble,  almost,  to  the  fra- 
mers  of  the  Constitution,  we  consider  equally  dear.  It  is  shown,  by 
the  eagerness  with  which  the  measure  has  been  pressed  forward  by  the 
slaveholdin^  States,  and  by  the  fact  that  the  preponderance  alone  of 
votes  based  upon  slave  representation  carried  the  measure,  that  it  is 
deemed  by  the  South  a  measure  to  be  consummated,  even  al  the  hasard 
of  disunion.  The  dread  of  disunion^ — a  feeling  which  should,  and  will, 
do  more  to  preserve  the  unity  of  our  Confederacy  than  all  ebe,  will 
alone  prevent  that  consequence  from  ensuing. 

Not  the  least  among  the  evils  which  must  result  from  the  contnnuna- 
tion  of  Annexation,  is  the  ahnost  unlimited  extent  which  will  thereby  be 
given  to  the  power  and  patronage  of  the  Executive.  That  power  has 
increased,  and  grown  with  the  growth  of  our  country,  until  it  has  a^ 
tained  an  extent  and  influence  sufficient  to  corrupt  those  apparently  the 
most  incorruptible.  But,  by  the  Annexation  of  Texas,  the  exercise  of 
that  power  will  be  extended  over  new  States,  and  under  ciicumstances 
requiring  more  and  merer  the  exercise  of  discretionary  powers,  and  at 
the  most  dangerous  time  for  its  exercise  in  the  spirit  of  integrity  and 
upightness ; — for  this  alarming  addition  is  made  at  a  time  when  oar 
Government  has  degenerated  to  a  government  of  party,  and  that  party 
acting  under  the  baneful  influence  of  that  dogma  in  modem  political 
cree£ — *'  The  ^>oils  of  office  belong  to  the  victors." 

Again,  if  the  State  of  Vermont  does  her  duty  as  a  member  of  the 
Contederacy,  she  will  protest,  to  the  utmost  of  her  ability,  against  the 
Annexation  of  Texas  to  the  Union,  as  a  measure  direaly  inconsistent 
with  the  declared  object  of  the  Union,  as  set  forth  and  manifested  in  tfie 
Constitution.  The  object  of  the  establishment  of  the  Constitution  was 
declared  to  be  **  to  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  to  secure  the  bless- 
ings of  Uberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity ; ' ' — and  this  was  based  upon, 
and  was  a  practical  application  of,  the  doctrine  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, which  dedared,  as  a  se^-evident  truth,  <<  that  all  men  are 
created  equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inal- 
ienable rights  :  that  among  these  are  life,  hberty^  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness."  The  deliberate  adoption,  then,  by  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  of  any  measure  so  directly  calculated  as  is  the  Annexation  of 
Texas  to  promote  the  extension  of  Slavery,  and  the  consequodt  curtail- 
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meot  of  those  rights  of  man  which  they  have  deliberately  declared  to  be 
inalienable,  would  be  utterly  at  variance  with  their  declared  dociiinee 
and  their  daty.  As  a  Confederacy,  formed  for  the  avowed  pnrpose  of 
extending  liberty,  and  the  blessin|r8  of  freedom,  it  is  our  duty  to  do 
every  thing  in  our  power  to  curtail  the  limits  of  slavery.  We  should 
be  derelict  to  this  duty,  if  we  failed  to  protest,  earnestly,  and  with  our 
might,  against  the  consummatioQ  of  the  Annexation  of  Texas  to  our 
Union. 

Yet  we  believe  this  subject  should  be  cautiously  and  temperately  ap- 
proached, and  fully  examined  and  discussed,  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
any  measures  calculated  in  the  slightest  degree  to  weaken  the  fabric  of  our 
Union.  There  is  a  point  beyond  which  submission  becomes  ahnost  acrime. 
Yet  we  should  be  sure  that  that  point  is  attained,  before  we  array  ourselves, 
by  word  or  act,  against  that  Union,  which,  in  times  past,  has  been  our 
glory  and  our  safety.  The  Annexation  is  not  yet  consummated.  There 
yet  remain  important  acts  for  Congress  id  perform.  And  we  trust  that 
an  overruling  Providence  will  yet  interpose,  to  prevent  that  which 
w^uld  be  a  national  wrong,  as  well  as  a^  national  shame.  As  upholders 
of  the  supremacy  of  law,  we  can  but  take  such  measures  for  the  expres- 
sion of  our  views,  as  the  law  will  sanction ;  and  we  should,  therefore,  . 
as  a  State,  make  ourselves  heard,  and  exert  all  that  influence  which  our 
position  gives  us  in  Congress,  in  oppositibn  to  any  further  measures 
being  taken,  which  shall  consummate  wiiat  has  been  commenced,  and 
fix  that  as  the  settled  policy  of  the  country,  which  is  now  but  in  its 
inception. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved  J  by  the  Benate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Vermont  : 

That,  in  the  name,  and  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Vermont, 
we  do  protest  against  the  Annexation  of  Texas  to  the  United  States,  as 
a  measure  inconsistent  with,  and  in  direct  hostility  to,  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  firanght  with  the  most  serious  danger  to  the 
well  being,  the  integrity  and  the  existence  of  the  Union. 

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  our  Rep- 
resentatives be  requested,  to  use  their  utmost  exertions  and  influence  to 
prevent  the  consummation  of  the  measures  now  commenced  for  the  pur- 
pose of  effecting  such  Annexation,  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  ihp  foregoing  resolutions  to  each  of 
our  delegates  in  Congress,  and  likewise  a  copy  to  each  of  the  Execu- 
tives of  the  several  States  in  the  Union,  to  be  laid  before  the  first  meeting 
of  their  respective  Legislatures.

ERNMEt^  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  FOR  EXPEi^SES 
INCURRED  DURING  THE  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR.

Tb  the  Senate : 

IharereodTeda  communication  from  Henry  Stevens,  Esq,, 
relatiTe  to  the  collecting  of  papers  illustrative  of  the  earlf  history  of 
the  **•  New  Hampshire  Grants,"  which  I  herewith  transmit  to  the  Sen* 
ate,  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly.  Mr.  Stevens  was  ^i»pointed 
in  1841  to  investigate  the  facts  touching  a  supposed  claim  of  this  State 
on  the  government  of  the  United  States,  for  expenses  incurred  in  the 
revolutionary  war ;  and,  in  the  prosecution  of  his  inquiries,  discovered 
numerous  papers  connected  with  oar  early  history,  as  appeais  by  re- 
ports made  by  him  to  the  Crenel  Assembly  in  1842  and  1843,  and  by  a 
report  made  to  me  at  the  last  session,  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  my 
predecessor  to  examine  the  papers  collected  by  him. 

The  oommunioation  herewith  sent,  refers  to  various  papers. which 
Mr.  Stevens  deems  it  important  to  obtain  in  order  more  fully  to  illas* 
tnte  the  history  of  '<  The  Grants,"  and  for  defraying  the  expense  of 
proouring  which  he  asks  an  additional  appropriation. 

He  has  alto  collected  sundry  manuscnpt  papers  connected  with  the 
early  administration  of  the  government  of  this  state,  which  he  deems 
it  important  should  be  bound  in  volumes  for  preservation  and  the  con* 
venience  of  future  reference. 

He  also  suggests  the  propriety  of  arranging  the  files  and  records  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  date  of  1778,  and  for  several  subsequent 
years,  the  preservation  of  which  he  deems  important  to  a  correct  knowl- 
edge of  the  eariy  judicial  history  of  the  State. 

The  subject  6f  collecting  and  preserving  the  papers  oonneeted  with 
the  early  and  extraordinary  history  of  this  State,  is  one  of  great  interest. 
Other  states  have  made  similar  collections ;  and  a  verv  valuable  and 
extensive  collection,  forming  a  documentary  history  of  the  Colonies  of 
North  America,  is  in  the  process  of  publication  by  the  United  States—* 
several  volumes  of  which  are  in  the  State  Library.  Such  coUectioDs 
are  of  great  importance  for  the  purposes  of  history.  It  is  obvious, 
l^pwever,  that  much  care  and  judgment  are  requisite  in  making  selec* 
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tions  from  the  materials  which  will  be  disclosed  upon  a  search  for  the 
papers  of  revolntionary  times. 

1  transmit  Mr.  Stevens's  communication  for  fhe  information  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  such  action  thereon  as  the  sabject  may,  in  its 
wisdom,  seem  to  demand.

HENRY  STEVENS'S  REPORT. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  tlie  Stale  of  Vermont : 

Having  been  appointed  by  your  predecessor  a  Commissioner 
to  investi^te  the  facts,  and  ascertain  whether  this  State  has  a  just  claim 
upon  the  Government  of  the  United  Slates  for  expenses  incurred  during 
the  Revoltitionary  War,  my  first  Report  was  made  October,  1849 ;  my 
second  Report,  October,  1843.  These  Reports,  with  such  documents  as  I 
bad  then  collected,  were  referred  to  a  Committee  who  reported. to  your 
Excellency,  and  by  your  Excellency  were  transmitted  to  the  General 
Assembly,  October,  1844. 

Permit  me  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  said  former  Re- 
ports, so  far  as  relates  to  important  Documents  being  discovered,  and 
the  necessity  of  procuring  copies.  These  Docnments  relate  to  parties 
ular  Historical  Incidents  connected  with  the  early  history  of  this  State. 

The  controversy  with  New  York,  from  A.  D.,  1764,  to  May  lOih, 
1775,  is  first  in  importance.  Documents  in  relation  to  this  subject  have 
been  recovered,  so  far  as  can  be  reasonably  expected  to  be  found  in  this 
country.  There  are,  however.  Documents  in  Her  Majesty's  State  Pa- 
per Office  in  London  :  The  Correspondence  of  the  Agents  of  the  Green 
Mountain  Boys  and  their  Attorney  :  The  Corrcspondei>ce  of  the  Gover- 
nor of  Now  York  and  the  Agent  of  New  York  in  relation  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Grants :  The  Correspondence  on  the  part  of  the  Governor 
of  New  York,  with  the  Grovemor  of  Canada,  soliciting  Military  aid,  in 
order  to  subdoe  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  A.  I).  1772  to  1775  :  The 
Correspondence  of  the  Governor  of  Canada,  from  1769  to  May,  1780, 
in  relation  to  the  New  Hampshire  Grants. 

Most  of  the  Correspondence  between  the  leading  men  in  Vermont 
and  the  Commanding  General  of  Canada,  from  May  1780,  during  the 
Revolutionary  War,  had  been  recovered,  but  not  all. 

Your  kind  letter  of  introduction  to  Hon.  Edward  Everett,  American 
Minister  then  in  London,  was  in  due  time  forwarded  to  my  son  Henry, 
and  by  him  was  deliyered  to  Mr.  Everett,  on  the  9 let  of  July  last.  Mr. 
Everett  received  him  with  kindness,  and  entered  warmly  into  his  under* 
taking,  and  the  next  day,  being  full^  acquainted  with  his  desires,  wrote 
to  the  Ear)  of  Aberdeen,  and  solicited  permission  for  him  to  make  cer» 
tain  examinations  of  the  Public  Archives  in  Her  Majesty's  State  Paper 
Offiee,  and  on  the  3l8t  he  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  a  note  from  Mr. 
Everett  enclosing  a  eopy  of  his  letter  to  Lord  A.  and  his  Lordship's 
reply,  granting  him  the  required  privilege  of  examining  the  manv- 
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scripts.  I  wish  to  establish  the  fact  that  this  State  exi8te<]^  independent 
of  any  of  the  thineen  United  States,  and  not  accountable  to  them  or 
their  repreasntatives,  for  liberty,  the  gift  of  the  bene0cent  Creator;  hav- 
ing existed  as  an  entire  Corporation  or  body  politic,  before  the  union  or 
confederation  of  the  other  Slates  ;  the  first  Association  and  elect  Body 
Politic  on  the  Continent  upon  the  then  Revolutionary  establishment ;  and 
therefore  did  not  belong  to  the  Confederacy.  Again,  there  is  much  inter- 
esting^ crjrre«pondcnco  between  the  leading  men  in  this  State  and  Gene- 
ral Washington,  General  Lincoln,  General  Gates,  and  other  officers,  as 
well  as  distinguished  individuals,  which  go  to  show  the  part  that  Ver- 
mont took  at  the  most  critical  period  of  the  American  Revolntion,  com- 
mencing July,  A.  D.  1780.  This  correspondence  goes  to  show  the 
grand  policy  which  the  leading  men  of  Vermont  were  desirous  of  pursu- 
ing, and  which  on  the  26th  of  October,  1780,  was  fully  determined  upon, 
in  a  letter  to  General  Carlton.  This  communication  was  favorably  re- 
ceived and  answered  by  the  British  General.  This,  with  other  correspon- 
dence, was  forwarded  to  the  Commanding  General  of  the  American  Army. 

Early  in  the  Campaign,  A.  D.  1781,  while  Lord  Comwallis's  troops 
were  ravag'mg  the  inhabitants  of  nearly  the  whole  territory  of  the 
Southern  Department,  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Ameiican  Army 
became  well  satisfied  that  the  Green  Mountain  Boys  were  not  only  able, 
but  determined  to  give  full  efiect  to  the  policy  they  had  adopted. 

I  believe  I  am  AUly  iustified  when  I  say  that  the  leading  men  in  this 
State  satisfied  General  Washington  that  several  Regiments  of  the  Con* 
tinental  troops  could,  with  safety,  be  ordered  from  the  Northern  to  the 
Southern  Department,  and  that  General  Benjamin  Lincoln  be  required 
to  take  conmiand  in  the  Southern  Department.  Washington  oridered 
Lincoln  and  said  Regiments  to  the  Southern  Department,  and  General 
John  Stark  to  take  command  in  the  Northern  Department. 

Washington,  in  his  letter  to  General  Stark,  June  25th,  1781,  says: 
**  Upon  finding  it  necessary  for  the  operations  of  the  Campaign,  to  recall 
the  Continents  troops  from  the  Northward,  I  have  ordered  600  Militia 
from  the  counties  of  Berkshire  and  Hampshire  to  that  quarter. 

'*  I  am  induced  to  appoint  yon  to  this  coomiand,  from  your  knowledge 
and  influence  among  the  inhaibitants  of  that  country.  I  rely  upon  it,  you 
will  use  your  utmost  exertions  to  draw  forth  the  force  of  the  country 
from  the  Ureen  Mountains  and  all  contiguous  territory,  and  I  doubt  not 
your  requisitions  will  be  attended  with  success,  as  your  personal  influ* 
ence  must  be  unlimited  amongst  those  people  at  whose  head  you  have 
formerly  fought  and  conouered  with  so  much  reputation  and  glory." 

Lincoln  took  command  in  the  Southern  Department, — Stark  in  the 
Northern.  It  was  the  adopting  this  policy  that  brought  the  CaiBpaign 
of  1781  to  so  favorable  an  issue. 

The  Green  Mountain  Boys  may  say  that  their  fayohte  General,  Lin- 
coln, upon  their  reoommendation,  received  the  sword  of  the  Bntish 
General,  Lord  Comwallis,  at  the  time  of  his  surrender. 

It  is  due  to  our  Revolutionary  Patriots  and  Fathers  that  the  cones- 
pondenoe  alluded  to  be  secured. 

While  we  speak  of  the  exploits  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys  in  the 
Campaign  of  '75,  '76,  and  '77,  we  can  now  apeak  of  the  important  ser- 
Tioes  rendered  the  American  Colonies  in  the  Campaign  of  A.  D.  1780 
and  1781.  These  servieec  eaimot  at  this  particular  penod  be  loo  highly 
appreciated. 
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The  TeporC  of  said  Committee  in  lelstion  to  the  cofileetioo  of  Manu- 
aoriptsmMehyme,  traaemitted  to  ymir  Ezeellencjin  October  last,  re- 
commended an  annual  m>propriation  in  order  to  complete  said  collection 
in  relation  to  the  part  Vermont  took  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  to 
complete  copying  into  a  book  certain  Rolls  and  Yottcfaers  of  Military 
service  lately  discovered.  An  appropriation  was  made  not  to  exceed 
one  bondred  dollars.  It  is  found  that  said  sum  is  insufficient  to  complete 
the  colleetiott  as  recommended  by  said  Committee  and  your  Excellency 
to  the  Assembly. 

I  herewith  transmit  to  your  Excellency  two  Tolumes  of  Gieneral  Hal- 
deroond's  Correspondence,  lately  receiyed  fronf  London. 

I  made  known  to  said  Committee  many  interesting  documents  remain- 
ing ia  the  State  Departments  of  our  sister  neighboring  States,  as  well  as 
in  the  hands  of  individuals,  which  ought  to  be  procured.  It  was  thought 
that  copies  could  be  procured  through  the  Post  Office.  This,  however, 
in  a  great  measure,  is  found  to  be  impracticable. 

T^B  past  year  I  have  made  such  collections  of  documents  as  I  could, 
thron^fh  the  Poet  Office.  In  examining  the  manuscript  papers  in  the 
M  military  chest,  containing  the  Voucheis,  I  have  found  oraers  drawn 
on  the  Treasurer  from  the  origin  of  Croverament  in  this  State,  to  A.  D. 
1793.    These  several  Vouohm  I  have  classed  as  fdbws : 

First — Pay  Rolls,  and  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  Military 
service,  and  expenditures  conneeted  therewith. 

Second — ^Debentures  of  the  Assembly  and  Council,  including  all 
Vouchers  pertaining  to  each  year*s  expenditures,  commencing  March 
13th,  1778,  ending  1792. 

Third — All  documents  connected  with  confiscated  estates.  > 

Fourth— Debentures  of  Supreme  Court,  and  their  orders  drawn  on 
the  Treasurer,  commencing  A.  D.  1778  to  1793. 

Fifth — ^Miscellaneous  papers  containing  hisumcal  facts  of  importance. 

I  do  earnestly  reconmiend  that  a  small  appropriation  be  made  for  the 
bbding  of  the  manuscript  papers  into  suitable  volumes,  with  an  index 
to  each.  I  further  recommend  that  all  manuscript  papers  in  the  State 
Department,  previous  to  the  time  that  Vermont  was  admitted  into  the 
Union,  be  properly  aitanged  and  bound. 

These  Dsanuscripl  papers  contain  many  important  facts  as  to  establish- 
ing Grovernment.  iu  this  State,  and  its  administration,  from  1775  to 
1799.  The  manuscript  papers  formerly  pertaining  to  the  Treasurer's 
Office,  'and  papers  belonging  to  the  State  Department  from  A.  D.  1775 
to  1792,  win  make  from  30  to  40  volumes. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  Pay  Rolls  and  Vouchers  in  the  State  De- 
partment, which  go  to  shew  Military  service  during  the  Revoluiionary 
War,  be  carefully  examined,  and  a  statement  be  imide  of  the  name  of 
each  individual  who  served  six  months  or  more,  during  ^aid  War,  in 
this  State.  It  appears  to  me  to  be  a  duty  we  owe  to  those  Revolutionary 
Patriots,  their  Widows,  and  Heirs,  that  they  be  furnished  with  this  in- 
fomnaion  free  of  charge. 

Permit  me  also  to  recoipmend  the  importance  of  arranging  the  Files, 
Dockets,  and  Records  of  the  first  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  A.  D. 
1778,  aad  so  on,  for  several  years,  now  deposited  a^  Rutland.  These 
papers  are  the  prop^rty'of  the  State.  The  early  history  of  the  Judi- 
eiary  of  this  State  can  never  be  written  with  aeeuraey,  without  these 
.Files  and  Records. 
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The  fint  law  of  this  State,  Maich  IStli,  1778,  provides :  *'  That 
no  maa's  life  shall  be  taken  away ;  no  man's  honor  or  eood  name 
stained;  no  man's  person  shall  be  arrested,  restrained,  banuhed,  dis- 
membered, nor  in  any  way  panished ;  no  man  shall  be  deprired  of  his 
wife  or  children ;  no  man's  goods  or  estate  shall  be  taken  away  from 
hiro,  nor  in  any  way  endamaged  under  color  of  law,  or  conntenanoe 
of  aathority,  unless  it  be  by  virtue  of  some  express  law  of  this  State, 
warranting  the  same,  established  by  the  Greneral  Assembly,  or  in 
case  of  the  defect  of  such  law  in  any  particular  case,  by  some  plain  rule 
warranted  by  the  Word  of  God." 

Cases  did  occur  wherein  the  Supreme  Court  did  decide,  and  caused  a 
record  to  be  made  "  warranted  by  the  Word  of  God."  The  acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  March,  June,  and  October,  1778, 
were  never  recorded.  The  several  laws  were  copied  and  distributed  to 
organized  towns,  and  all  public  officers.  Most  of  these  lavre  have  been 
recovered. 

Notwithstanding  the  Report  of  the  Hon.  Committee,  made  to  your 
Excellency  last  year,  against  this  State  presenting  their  claim  for  Rev- 
olutionary expenditures,  I  earnestly  recommend  that  measures  be  taken 
to  cause  a  further  consideration  of  this  important  subject. 

The  collection  made  the  past  year  adds  much  to  the  previous  coUee- 
tion  in  oonnectum  with  this  subject. 

All  which  I  submit  to  your  Excellency's  consideration.

ANNUAL    REPORT 
OF  THE   QUARTER  MASTER  GENERAL.

Sm: 

My  ADiiiial  Report  to  your  Excellency  has  been  nnsroidably 
delayed,  in  consequence  of  my  absence  from  the  State.  There  has 
been  so  little  change,  however,  dnring  the  past  year,  in  the  disposition 
of  the  Public  Military  Property,  that  a  statement  of  the  sitontion  of  it 
would  be  almost  identically  the  same  as  that  submitted  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislatare.  I  have  issued  no  arms  to  Uniformed  Companies  ' 
since  tfie  date  of  my  last  Report,  though  1  am  unofficially  informed  that  *. 
one  or  two  quotas,  of  ninety  or  one  hundred  stands,  have  been  distribu- 
,  ted  by  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General.  With  this  exception,  the 
arms  and  other  Public  Military  Property  remain  precisely  as  they  were 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1844 ;  and  I  take  the  liberty  to  transmit  to  your 
Excellency  the  statement  which  accompanied  my  Report  for  that  year, 
as  fumishme  the  best,  and  (in  consequence  of  the  extensive  neglect  of 
the  several  Regimental  Quarter  Masters  to  make  the  Reports  required  by 
law,  to  this  Office)  the  only  information  in  my  possession  respecting 
'*  the  situation  and  disposition  "  of  that  property. 

I  have  received  returns  from  no  Regimental  Quarter  Masters,  except- 
ing those  of  the  First,  the  Fourteenth,  the  Nineteeth,  the  Twentieth, 
and  the  Twenty-Sixth  Regiments ;  leaving  twenty-two  Regiments  un- 
feported.  These  returns  disclose  no  new  facts  respecting  the  condition 
of  the  pnblic  property ;  and  while  the  fidelity  of  these  ^ve  Quarter  Mas- 
ters, (Messrs.  Mattison,  Conant^  Tabor,  Currier,  and  Banks,)  is  un- 
questionably most  praiseworthy;  the  neglect  of  prescribed  duty  into 
which  the  others  have  fallen,  however  censurable  it  may  be  deemed,  can 
scarcely  excite  surprise,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  inconsiderable 
compensation  which  the  State  granted  for  their  services  in  inspecting 
the  public  property  within  their  several  regiments,  and  in  making  the 
returns  to  this  Office,  has  been  wholly  taken  awav.  It  was  easy  to  an- 
ticipate the  effixst  of  this  proceeding,  and  the  result  has  completely  fulfilled 
the  anticipation.  The  public  is  no  better  served  without  compensatioD, 
than  the  individual. 

The  radical  change  in  the  militia  system  of  the  State,  effected  by  the 
law  43fi  1844,  left  an  amount  of  the  public  military  property,  large  in 
S  13 
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quantity,  bat  by  no  meanB  of  corresponding  importance  and  valne,  in  the 
possession  of  the  several  disbanded  companies  of  the  enrolled  militia  of 
the  State.  I  am  aware  that,  without  any  unauthorized  exercise  of  au- 
thority, I  might  have  caused  this  property  to  be  ooUected.  But  I  have 
felt  myself  restrained  from  pursaing'this  course  from  two  principal  con- 
siderations :  In  the  first  place  the  State  has  no  Arsenal  in  which  they 
could  be  deposited  for  safe-keeping,  and,  as  I  apprised  your  Elxcellenoy 
in  my  last  Report,  the  permission  granted  to  this  State  by  the  General 
Groyemment,  to  place  a  specified  amount  of  public  property  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  Arsenal  at'  Vergennes,  for  storage,  has  been  already  very 
considerably  exceeded.  In  the  second  place,  though  to  collect  this 
property  is  made  the  daty  of  the  Quarter  Master  General,  I  have  re- 
frained from  exercising  it,  because  it  would  necessarily  be  attended  with 
no  inconsiderable  expense  to  the  State  ;  and,  as  no  damage  to  the  prop- 
erty thus  dispersed  could  be  reasonably  apprehended  from  the  delay,  i 
have  preferred  to  await  the  instructions  of  th^  Legislature,  or  such  an 
expression  of  their  wishes,  in  the  premises,  as  is  always  ameaUe,  to 
say  the  least,  to  a  public  officer  upon  whom  devolves  the  unpleasant  da- 
ty of  disbursing  the  public  money.  A  portion  of  this  property,  consbt- 
ing  of  books  of  records,  tactics,  &c.,  is,  without  douot,  of  very  littte 
value ;  while  another  portion,  such  as  musical  instruments,  flags,  &c.y 
should,  unquestionably,  be  collected  and  preserved.  I  do  not  permit 
myself  to  doubt  that,  either  from  your  Excellency,  or  from  the  Legisla- 
ture, such  instructions  will  be  communicated  to  this  Department  as  the 
public  interest  may  seem  to  demand,  and  as  will  relieve  the  Quarter 
Master  General  from  any  imputation  of  unnecessarily  exercising  his 
official  authority.

REPORT  AND  RESOLUTIONS 


OF  THE  MINORITY  OP  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  RAISED 
ON  SO  MUCH  OF  THE  GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE  AS  RE- 
LATES  TO  THE  A^EXATION  OF  TEXAS,  &c. 


[BEFERRED  to  on  page  104  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 


The  andersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Comroittee  to  whom  was  referred 
80  much  of  the  GoTemor's  Message  as  relates  to  our  connection  with 
the  Federal  Goyemment,  Texas  and  Slavery,  respectfully  reports  : 

That  sfler  mature  deliberation  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in  that 
portion  of  his  Excellency's  Message  referred  to  said  committee,  and  as 
much  exammation  of  the  same  as  his  other  duties  would  permit  him  to 
bestow  upon  them,  he  has  not  been  able  to  coincide  in  the  argument  ' 
or  to  assent  to  the  conclusions  of  the  majority  of  the  committee,  as  set 
forth  in  their  report.  The  undersigned  therefore  begs  leave  to  state 
briefly  the  views  entertained  by  himself  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in 
that  portion  of  his  Excellency's  Message  above  referred  to,  and  the  rea< 
sons  of  his  dissent  from  the  conclusions  of  the  majority  of  the  C6mmit- 
tee. 

The  time  which  the  nndetsigned  has  been  able  to  five  to  the  consid* 
oration  of  this  snbject  has  been  altogether  too  limited  to  enable  him  to 
go  into  anything  like  a  general  discussion  of  the  vast  number  of  matters 
connected  Mrith  it,  and  inasmuch  as  tlie  ben^ts  or  evils  of  the  annexa- 
tion of  Texas  to  the  United  States  (which  is  the  matter  mainly  discuss- 
ed by  his  Excellency,  and  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee),  are  so 
soon  to  be  felt  and  practically  realized,  mere  theorizing  and  speculation 
upon  the  subject  becomes  comparatively  unprofitable.  The  argument 
of  the  above  mentioned  portion  of  his  Excellency's  Memage,  and  the  re- 
port of  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  ate  mainly  directed  to  the  un- 
constitutionality of  the  measure  of  annexation,  and  the  conclusion  of 
i)oth  is,  that  the  Constitution  does  not  .warrant  it.  Were  the  question 
new,  and  this  the  first  tiine  in  the  history  of  this  Government  that  the 
question  had  arisen  whether  Congress  possesses  the  power  to  incorpo^ 
rate  into  the  Union  territory  not  originally  belonging  to  it,  the  under- 

a'  ^ned  entertains  no  doubt  but  that  it  might  rightfully  and  constttution- 
y  do  so.  , 

but  the  question  is  not  new,  and  the  undersigned  does  not  regard  the 
question,  at  this  period  in  ike  history  of  our  nation,  as  open  to  discus- 
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sioD,  sboe  tlie  acquisition  of  the  immense  territory  of  Louisiana  and  the 
Florid98,  which  has  been  recognized  and  acted  upon  by  eTery  depart- 
ment of  the  Government. 

The  aoqoi&ilioa  of  Louisiana,  bs  an  authority  upon  this  question,  de- 
rives additional  weight  from  the  fact  that  it  was  so  soon  aRer  the  for- 
mation of  the  CoDsiilntioD,  as  to  have  been  participated  in  by  many  of 
theframersof  that  iosirnment,  and  it  was  consummated  under  the  auspi>- 
ces,  aod  during  the  administration  of  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  them, 
and  a  man  who  is  at  this  day  admit'ted  by  all,  to  have  been  one  of  its 
soundest  and  ablest  expounders. 

The  repealed  allemi^ts  on  the  part  of  our  Government  in  former  years 
to  secure  tlie  annexation  of  Texas  to  this  nation,  especially  during  the 
administration  of  John  Quiocy  Adams,  through  Mr.  Henry  Clay  as  Min- 
ister of  Slate,  go  strongly  to  f^bow  that  it  was  Ihen  considered  by  those 
eminent  statesmen  as  no  violation  of  the  CoDstiiuiion. 

It  is  also  argued  by  his  Excellency,  aod  by  the  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  the  measure  is  unconsututiooal,  because  slaveiy  exists  in  a 
portion  of  the  States  composing  the  Union,  and  in  the  country  proposed 
to  be  annexed ;  and  it  is  also  urged  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution 
could  not  have  anticipated  any  extension  of  territory  having  slave  popu- 
lation, at  the  time  of  fixing  the  ratio  of  vepreseotaiion,  as  it  might  disturb 
the  equilibrium  between  the  fcee  and  slave  States. 

The  undersigned,  in  common  with  men  of  all  parties  at  the  North  and 
many  at  the  South,  regards  the  institniion  of  Slavery  9m  a  moral  and  po- 
litical evU,  and  deprecates  its  exist^ce  in  the  nation,  aod  desires  as  ar- 
dently as  any  one  can  do,  to  see  it  abolished  by  any  pcoper  and  constita- 
tional  means ;  but  at  the  same  time,  he  is  entirely  unable  to  perceive  any 
connexion  between  that  institution  and  the  question  of  annexation,  so 
far  as  regards  its  cmislUiUionaliiy, 

If  the  question  of  Slavery  is  to  be  brought  into  the  discussion  at  all,  it 
should  onlv  be  as  to  the  expediency  of  the  measure. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  at  the  time  of  tlie  formation  of  the  Constita- 
tion,  it  was  hoped  and  believed  that  the  institution  of  Slavery  would  be 
of  but  short  duration,  aod  hence  it  did  not  enter  the  minds  of  those  men 
who  framed  it,  to  provide  for,  or  preserve,  any  equilibrium  between  free 
and  slave  siates  or  territory,  aod  the  vei7  eitisteuce  of  that  opinion,  al- 
though erroneous,  clearly  shows  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution 
had  not  that  matter  in  mind  when  they  piovided  for  the  admission  of  new 
States  into  the  Union. 

An  objection  is  also  made  to  th^  form^  under  which  the  measure  of 
annexation  is  proposed,  that  if  Texas  is  annexed  at  all  it  should  be  in 
treaty  form,  aod  not  in  the  manner  propoead  by  the  Resolutions  adopted 
by  Congress  at  tlie  last  session  ;  aod  to  furiber  this  objection,  it  is  said 
that  those  Resolutions  were  adopted  only  by  adding  the  last. 'which 
provided  that  it  might  be  done  by  treaty,  it  the  President  should  so  ' 
elect.  ^    ' 

The  undersigned  has  not  been  able  to  bring  himself  to  believe  that  the 
mete  form  under  which  annexation  should  tcdce  place  is  very  important, 
provided  the  Consvitoiioo  authorizes  it,  and  does  not' directly  point  out 
any  particular  manner  in  which  it  shall  be  done.  Aud  if  the  object  be 
merely  to  gpt  the  voice  of  the  nation  upon  the  subject,  the  mode  adopted 
would  seem  to  be  prefeiible  to  the  other,  as  thereby  the  measure  repeiv- 
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ed  the  approbation  of  both  branchea  of  Congreaa.  whereaa  a  treaty  for 
the  aame  parpoee  would  receite  the  a^aent  of  tbe  Seuate  only. 

That  tbe  Reaolationa  were  adopted  merely  by  adding  the  laat  to  ailenee 
conatitutional  acruplea,  can  hardly  be  true,  as  it  was  expressly  provided 
that  it  might  be  done  in  either  form,  and  it  woold  seem  to  be  atrange 
that  any  man  could  be  found  in  Congress  who  would  vote  that  it  might 
be  done  a^eeably  to  the  Constiiutioo,  or  in  a  manner  not  agreeable  to 
the  Cooatitution,  as  the  President  should  direct. 

The  last  resolution  was  added  undoubtedly  to  remove  any  difScplty  in 
the  way  of  carrying  out  the  measnre  of  annexation,  as  a  matter  of  mere 
expediency,  and  not  for  fhe  purpose  of  allayiiig  any  constitutional  scru- 
ples in  tiie  mind  of  any  member  of  Congress. 

It  is  also  urged  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  that  the  preamble 
to  the  Constitution  of  tbe  United  Siaies,  in  declaring  tbe  objects  of  the 
Union  to  be  '*  to  promote  tbe  general  welfare,  and  to  secure  tlie  ble8»- 
iogs  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posteiity,"  beara  a  construction  on* 
fiivorable  to  tbe  anoexlition  of  Texas. 

It  has  been  our  boast,  that  our  frame  of  government  was  the  meet 
congenial  to  liberty  of  any  in  the  civilized  world,  and  that  under  it,  civil 
liberty  was  better  protected  and  more  fully  enjoj^ed  than  under  any 
other.  If  we  are  sinceie  in  this,  and  if  it  be  true,  is  it  not  more  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  spirit  of  the  above  extract  from  the  preamble  of  tbe 
Constitution  to  endeavor  to  enlarge,  by  all  rigbtfnl  and  peaceful  means, 
the  area  of  freedom  as  much  as  possible,  and  confer  tbe  blessings  of  free 
and  enlightened  government  to  a  still  wider  extent,  than  to  selfishly  oon« 
fine  these  blessing  to  ourselves  alone  ? 

These  suggestions  are  peculiarly  forcible,  when  we  remember  that 
mnch  the  largest  portion  of  the  present  iohabitanis  of  Texaa  are  emi- 
grants from  the  United  Slaves,  born  and  edncaicd  under  our  government, 
and  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  principles  of  civil,  republican  liberty. 

Without  further  discussing  ibe  question  of  constiiuiionality,  the  un- 
dersigned would  merely  pdd,  that  in  his  opinion  the  adoption  of  such 
conclusions  as  his  Excellency,  and  iSie  majority  of  tbe  Committee,  have 
come  to  upon  this  subject,  would  be  most  disaetrons  to  the  welfere  of 
tbe  Union,  and  entirely  subve^^ive  of  ibe  sfme,  and  that  ibe  most  ar- 
dent wish  of  tbe  gre»tesl  enemy  of  this  Union  would  be  fully  answered 
could  such  sentiments  come  to  be  generally  enteriuined.  K  their  con- 
clusions be  correci,  the\e  ai*e  many  of  tbe  siates  which  bave  for  a  great 
number  of  vears  been  treated  and  considered  as  members  of  the  Federal 
Union,  such  no  longer,  and  tbis  great  national  confederacy  exista  only 
by  mutual  su^'ajice.  Such  dot  irioes  would  seem  to  be  too  appalling, 
and  too  fearful  in  their  consequeuoes,  to  meet  with  favor  at  the  hands  of 
any  lover  of  his  country. 

But  if  the  annexation  of  Texas  can  be  accomplished  wilhout  violating 
the  Constitution,  is  it  expedient  t  Against  its  expediency  two  objections 
seem  mainly  to  be  urged  by  his  Excellency,  and  by  the  majority  of  the 
Committee. 

First,  That  it  will.tend  to  strengthen  the  slave-holding  portion  of  the 
Union,  to  the  detriment  of  the  non-slave-holdinff  portion.  i 

Second,  That  it  is  unjust  to  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

Let  us  then  for  a  roomefit  consider  tbe  effect  of  the  measure  upon  the 
institution  of  Slavery,  and  what  effect  would  probably  be  produced  by  it. 
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If  Tezaa  becomes  a  part  of  this  Union,  she  of  course  besomes  snbject 
lo  the  law  of  Congress  making  the  foreign  slare  trade  piracy,  and  any 
increase  to  the  present  small  number  of  slaTos  within  her  units,  must 
be  from  the  United  States,  and  therefore  as  mnch  as  the  slave  popula- 
tion is  thus  increased  there,  just  so  much  must  it  be  diminished  within 
the  limits  of  the  present  Union. 

In  relation  to  tnis  snbject,  two  facts  are  incontrovertible.  First,  That 
slave  labor  can  be  much  more  profitably  employed  in  Texas  than  in  any 
portion  of  the  United  States,  iu  consequence  of  the  greater  fertility  of 
the  soil,  and  its  better  adaptation  for  all  the  products  of  slave  labor. 
Second,  That  slave  labor  in  all  the  more  northern  slave  states,  has  be- 
come in  fact  wholly  nnprofitable,  so  much  so,  that  many  individuals  own* 
ing  large  plantations  and  large  numbers  of  slaves,  are  obliged  almost 
annually  to  sell  a  portion  of  their  slaves,  to  procure  the  means  to  sup- 
port the  remainder.  Hence  the  strongest  of  all  laws,  that  of  self-inter- 
est, would  seem  to  require  that  the  slave  population  of  the  northern 
slave  states,  in  the  event  ^f  annexation,  should  be  removed  to  this  new 
country,  where  vacant  lands  are  abundant  and  cheap  ;  and  it  is  no  mere 
vision  of  fancy  to  presume  that  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  years,  so 
much  of  the  dave  population  will  be  removed  that  several  of  the  pres- 
ent northern  slave  states  will  become  free,  and  thus  the  balance  of  pow- 
er between  the  two  sections  of  the  Union  be  fully  preserved. '  Btft 
whether  these  expectations  will  be  realized  or  not,  the  undersigned  be- 
lieves that  he  may  at  least,  with  safety,  adopt  the  language  of  a  very 
distinguished  statesman,  and  one  well  acquainted  with  )nis  subject,  and 
say  :  **  That  the  subject  of  slavery  ou^ht  not  to  afiect  the  question, one 
way  or  the  other.  Whether  Texas  be  independent,  or  incorporated  into 
the  United  States,  I  do  not  believe  it  will  prolong  .or  shorten  the  du- 
ration of  that  institution.  It  is  destined  to  become  extinct  at  some  dis- 
tant day,  in  my  opinion,  by  the  inevitable  laws  of  population,  and  it 
woold  be  nnwise  to  refuse  a^  permanent  acquisition,  which  will  last  as 
long  as  the  globe  remains,  on  account  of  a  mere  temporary  institution." 

But  is  it  true  that  the  measure  is  unjust  towards  Mexico,  and  has 
she  any  right  to  complain  t  It  is  now  nearly  ten  yeara  since  Texas 
threw  off  her  allegiance  to  the  Mexican  Government,  and  dedared  her- 
self independent,  and  from  that  day  to  this  has  maintained  her  indepen- 
dence against  the  power  of  Mexican  arms.  And  it  is  now  several 
yeare  since  her  independence  was  acknowledged  by  this  Government 
and  several  othera  of  the  principal  nations  of  the  world. 

If  Bflfexico  had  tt^e  will  and  the  power  to  re-possess  herself  of  her  re- 
volted province,  she  has  had  ample  time  and  opportunity  to  do  so,  and 
neither  the  law  of  nations  nor  the  law  of  nature  require  that  Texas 
should  always  be  treated  as  a  Mexican  province,  because  she  was  once 
so.  After  having  been  independent  dejacto^  for  ten  yeara,  Mexico  has 
no  right  to  complain  if  other  nations  treat  her  as  *'  of  right,  free  and  in- 
dependent." 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  observations  in  reply  to  the  objec- 
tions which  have  been  urged  against  the  measure,  the  underaigned 
begs  leave  to  suggest  a  very  few  of  the  reasons,  why  he  believes  it  ex- 
pedient to  annex  Texas  to  this  Grovernment. 

It  is  well  undentood  that  for  a  great  number  of  years  the  United 
States  have  been  the  great  producen  of  cotton  for  the  world.  It  is 
also    as  well  underatooS  that  for  a  long  tiiae  past,  Great  Britain  has 
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been  eDdeavoriDg  to  make  some  shift  to  supply  her  manofactuiers 
with  that  great  staple,  without  being  dependent  upon  the  product  of  the 
United  States.  For  this  purpose,  cotton  raising  has  been  attempted  in 
her  East  India  possessions,  and  in  other  places ;  but  all  these  efforts  and 
schemes  have  signally  failed.  As  a  last  resort,  she  turned  her  eyes 
upon  Texas,  and  hence  has  arisen  that  feverish  anxiety  on  the  part  of 
that  Groyemment  to  prevenr  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  the  United 
States. 

By  having  .Texas  remain  independent,  and  with  a  reciprocal  treaty 
between  her  and  Great)  Britain,  Texan  cotton  would  drive  that  of  the 
United  States  out  of  the  British  market,  and  British  manufactures,  in 
turn,  would  supply  the  Texan  market  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  those 
of  the  United  States. 

If  our  present  system  of  restrictive  duties  is  to  be  kept  up  (as  it  un- 
doubtedly will  be  to  some  degree) ,  the  acquisition  of  Texas  must  necessa- 
rily be  of  incalculable  advantage  to  the  manufacturers  and  producers  of 
the  north,  as  her  great  and  growing  demand  must  necessarily  be  sup- 
plied by  the  people  of  the  northern  States  to  the  exclusion  of  foreign 
goods.  ' 

Asa  measure,  then,  of  mere  pecuniary  advantage,  it  commends  it- 
self atronclv  to  the  enterprise  and  desire  uf  honest  gain,  for  which  the 
people  of  New  England  are  es{>ecia]ly  celebrated. 

Any  person  will  discover,  by  a  glance  at  the  map  of  the  northern  part 
of  this  continent,  that  geographical  symmetry  demands  thatTexas  be  an- 
nexed to  the  United  States,  and  all  men  of  military  science  agree  that  in 
a  military  point  of  view  the  defence  of  this  country  requires  in  us  the 
possession  of  that  territory. 

It  seems  also  to  be  well  understood  that  Texas,  even  if  able  to  main- 
tain her  independence  in  name,  can  only  do  so  by  becoming  by  treaty 
stipulations  a  mere  dependency  of  some  more  powerful  government ; 
and  what  government  that  would  be,  her  own  situation  and  productions 
and  the  already  expressed  Anxiety  of  Great  Britain  to  prevent  the  mea- 
sure of  annexation,  fully  disclose.  And  shall  we  be  stolid  enouffh  to 
deprive  ourselves  of  the  British  market  for  our  cotton  and  the  Texan 
market  for  our  manufactures? 

Texas  is  admitted  to  be  a  country  rich  in  the  fertility  pf  its  soil  and  in 
all  the  other  natural  resources  of  wealth,  and  that,  under  the  auspices 
and  genial  care  of  this  government,  it  would  soon  become  a  fruitful 
source  of-wealth  and  power  to  us  as  a  nation.  Why,  then,  should  we 
refuse  to  receive  her  to  our  embrace,  as  another  member  in  this  great 
family  of  States?  The  undersigned,  upon  a  full  view  of  this  sul>jeot, 
is  irresistibly  impelled  to  the  conclusion  that  every  reason  exists  in  fa- 
vor, and  none  against,  the  measure  of  annexation  ;  and  the  voice  of  the 
nation  has  already  been  sounded  in  its  favor.  / 

But  his  Excellency  emphatically  asks,  **  In  case  the  measure  be  eon- 
summated,  what  shall  Vermont  do  ?"  The  undersigned,  for  himself,  has 
DO  hesitation  as  to*  what  is  now  the  interest  and  duty  of  Vermont  in  this 
matter,  or  as  to  what  will  be  her  daty  afler  the  measure  shall  have  been 
fully  carried  out.  It  is  simply  to  do  all  in  her  power,  through  her  rep- 
resentatives on  the  floor  of  Congress,  to  bonsunmiate  the  measure,  and 
when  it  shall  be  carried  through,  to  be  the  first  to  meet  her  new  sister  at 
the  very  threshhold,  greet  her  with  kindly  welcome,  and  rejoice  at  the 
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extension  of  those  great  principles  of  dvil  liberty,  which  are  so  well  en- 
joyed and  prodace  such  incalculable  good  within  her  own  borders. 

The  undersigned,  therefore,  submits  the  following  resolutions  and 
reconunends  their  adoption : 

Resolved,  by  the  SsncUe  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Slate  of 
Vermont : 

That  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  this  Union,  as  proposed  by  the 
joint  resolutions  of  Ckin^ress  at  the  last  session  thereof,  is  a  measure 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  our  constitution  of  Na- 
tional Goyernmeot,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  practical  construc- 
tion which  the  same  has  received  since  the  earliest  period  of  our  history 
as  a  nation. 

Resolved,  That  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  the  United  States  is  a  mea- 
sure highly  advantageous  to  the  Union  at  large,  and  especially  to  this 
section  thereof,  and  that  the  tendency  of  the  same  will  be  to  perpetuate 
our  free  government  and  our  free  institutions. 

Resolved,  **  That  the  measure  of  annexation  ought  not  to  be  affected 
by  the  question  of  ^lavery,  and  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  refuse  a  per* 
manent  acquisition  which  will  last  as  long  as  the  globe  remains,  on  ac- 
count of  a  mere  temporary  institution." 

Rjsoloed,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  our  Re- 
presentatives be  requested,  to  use  their  uimoat  exertions  and  influence  to 
consummate  the  measo'-es  now  commenced  for  the  purpose  of  eflfecting 
such  annexation ;  and  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  each  of  our  delegates  in 
Congress,  and  likewise  a  copy  to  each  of  the  Executives  of  the  several 
States  in  this  Union,  to  be  laid  before  the  first  mseting  of  their  respective 
Legislatures.  ^ 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

•  MESSAGE 

FROM  THE  GOVERNOR  RELATIVE  TO  SAMPSON'S  INDEX. 

[referred  to  ok  page   104  OF  THE   JOURNAL.] 


To  the  Senate: 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  following 
joint  resolution  was  adopted  : 

**  Resolved f  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  the  Gov- 
ernor be  requested  to  appoint  some  person  to  make  a  digested  Index  of 
all  such  portions  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  passed  in  1830,  as  have  been 
repealed  or  altered,  and  all  public  acts  or  this  State  passed  since  said 
revision,  with  the  public  laws  passed  at  the  present  session  of  this  Legis- 
lature, and  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  with  the  laws  passed  at  this 
session.  Provided,  the  whole  expense  of  publishing,  with  compiling 
the  same,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars, — and  provided  it  shafl 
not  cause  a  delay  in  the  publication  of  the  laws  passed  at  the  present 
session,  of  more  than  ten  days." 

In  execution  of  the  duty  thus  enjoined  on  me,  I  appointed  Guy  C.  Samp- 
son to  perform  the  service  contemplated  in  the  resolution.  Mr.  Samp* 
son  prepared  an  Index,  which  was  submitted  to  me,  butf  which  I  decided 
not  to  cause  to  be  published.  For  the  making  of  this  Index,  Mr. 
Sampson  now  makes  a  claim  on  the  State — alledging  that  it  was  im- 
properly rejected.  As  this  directly  involves  ohe  question  of  my  fidelity 
to  the  trust  committed  to  me  by  the  resolution,  and  as  I  hold  myself,  in 
an  important  sense,  responsible  for  that  fidelity,  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  under  whose  authority  I  acted  in  making  an  appoint- 
ment to  the  service  in  question,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  transmit  to  one 
of  the  branches  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  1  do,  herewith,  the  reject- 
ed Index,  and  to  request  that  it  be  preserved  among  its  archives,  as  ap- 
propriate evidence  touching  the  question  of  my  fidelity  to  the  trust  m 
this  case  committed  to  me. 

From  the  nature  of  the  case,  there  would  seem  to  be  a  necessity  that 
the  transmission  of  the  Index  should  be  accompanied  by  some  explana- 
tion of  the  circumstances  under  which  it  was  rejected,  and  a  specifica- 
tion of  its  errors  and  deficiences.  Such  deification,  so  far  as  I  have 
examined  the  Index,  I  herewith  send,  and  request  that  it  may  be  preserv- 
ed with  the  Index  for  future  reference. 

As  the  resolution  directed  me  to  cause  an  Index  to  be  published,  I,  of 
oourse,  expected  that  the  Index  to  be  prepared  by  the  person  appointed 
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to  perform  that  service,  would  be  sabmitted  to  roe  when  completed ;  and, 
as  It  was  provided  in  the  resolution,  that  it  should  be  published  with 
the  laws  of  last  session,  and  that  its  publication  should  not  cause  a  dela^ 
in  the  publication  of  the  laws,  of  more  than  ten  da3rs,  I  expected  that  it 
would  be  submitted  to  me  in  season  for  the  needful  exammaiion  befoie 
the  time  when  the  publisher  of  the  laws  was,  by  his  contract,  obliged  to 
complete  their  publication,  which  was  on  the  first  of  December. 

Mr.  Sampson,  however,  viewed  the  matter  difierently ;  and,  ntfflect- 
ing  to  send  the  Index  to  me,  transmitted  it  to  the  Secretary  of  btate, 
claiming  that  he  was  bound  to  cause  it  to  be  published  as  he  had  prepar- 
ed it,  and  that  afVer  having  made  the  appointment^  the'Grovemor  bad 
nothing  further  to  do  with  the  matter.  The  Secretary  received  the  In* 
dex  on  the  27th  of  November,  and  on  the  28th  very  properly  sent  it  to 
me.  Upon  an  examination  of  a  portion  of  it,  I  found  it  so  erroneous 
and  defective  that  I  could  not  take  the  responsibility  of  causing  its  pub- 
lication ;  and  as  there  was  not  sufficient  time  before  the  fint  of  De- 
cember to  return  it  to  Mr.  Sampson  at  Montpelier,  for  correction,  and 
as  its  correction,  in  fact,  involved  the  necessity  of  its  almost  entire  re- 
construction, causing,  necessarily,  a  delay  far  beyond  the  first  of  De- 
cember, I  did  not  return  it.  ' 

It  only  remiins  for  me  to  say,  that  the  defects  and  errors  of  the  Index 
will  appear  upon  a  comparison  of  it  with  the  laws,  to  which  it  purports 
to  be  an  Index, — a  part  of  which  defects  and  errors  I  have  pointed  out 
in  the  explanation  which  accompanies  it, — ^to  which  I  respectfully  refer 
the  Senate,  and  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  they  consist,  mainly,  of 
erroneous  references  to  the  years  when  laws  were  passed — of  numerous 
defective  and  erroneous  descriptions  of  enactments,  and  an  omission  of 
any  reference  whatever,  to  a  great  number  of  important  sections  of  un- 
repealed laws,  besides  other  errors  not  capable  of  being  convenieotly 
classified.

REPORT 

OF  THE  BANK  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MEMORIAL  OF  THE 
BANK  OF  MONTPELIER. 

[referred  to  on  page  114  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  now  in  session  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial 
of  the  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  Montpelier,  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  the  following  is  the 
result  of  their  inqairies  and  deliberations. 

The  TarioQS  acts  limiting  the  issues  as  well  of  the  modern,  as  of  the 
older  banks  in  the  State,  are  substantially  the  same  in  their  phraseology, 
which  admits  of  two  constructions  ;  the  one  restricting  their  circulation 
to  twice,  or  thrice,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  the  amount  of  their  respec- 
tive capitals,  and  the  other  allowing  an  additional  amount,  equal  to  their 
deposits. 

The  18th  Section  of  the  General  Banking  Law  is  as  follows :  "  No 
such  bank  shall  issue  bills,  or  otherwise  contract  debts,  to  a  greater 
amount  than  the  amount  of  the  deposits,  and  twice  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  actually  paid  in." 

The  construction  heretofore  put  upon  the  language  thus  used,  by  the 
practice  of  the  banks,  sanctioned  by  aU  the  Bank  Commissioners,  and 
all  former  Legislatures,  so  far  as  a  knowledge  of  the  fact  without  cen- 
sure may  be  so  construed,  goes  to  favor  the  most  extended  litmtation 
which  the  language  admits. 

But  in  ^iew  of  the  whole  matter,  your  Committee  think  no  Legisla- 
tive action  had  better  be  had  upon  Uie  subject.  If  there  be  any  doubt  as 
to  the  construction  that  should  be  put  upon  the  language  used  in  limiting 
bank  issues,  the  Committee  think,  as  individual  rights  and  interests  may, 
and  probably  have,  become  involved  in  the  long  practice  of  the  banks, 
of  predicating  a  part  of  their  circulaUon  upon  their  deposits,  that  the 
question  should  'be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  courts  upon  any  case  that 
may  arise,  without  embarrassment  from  any  Legislative  mterference ;  an^ 
your  Committee  are  the  more  read  v  to  recommend  this  course,  as  the 
most  liberal,  and  the  most  restricted  construction  which  the  phraseology 
of  the  acts  referred  to  may  admit,  do  not  materially  vary  in  importance, 
as  the  deposits  in  any  bank  in  the  State  can  never  be  veir  considerable 
in  amount  at  any  time,  owing  to  our  inland  position,  and  the  non-com- 
mercial character  of  our  population. 

We  therefore  conclude  by  recommending  that  no  furtlier  action  be 
had  upon  the  memorial  of  the  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  Montpelier ;  and 
that  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
subject.

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MILITARY  AFFAIRS,  ON  RES- 
OLUllON  DIRECTING  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  COLLECT 
STATE  ARMS,  &c.,  AND  ON  REPORT  OF  THE  QUAR- 
TER MASTER  GENERAL. 

[referred  to  on  page  114  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

To  the  Senate: 

The  Committee  on  Military  Afl&irs  to  whom  were 
referred  the  Report  of  the  Quarter  Master  General,  and  a  joint  resolu- 
tion re^aesiing  the  Goyernor  forthwith  to  cause  the  property  and  funds 
pertaining  to  the  Military  Department  to  he  collected,  repaired  and 
placed  in  the  public  Arsenal,  or  some  other  place  of  security,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
Report: 

It  appears  to  your  Committee,  from  an  examination  of  the  existing 
Militia  Laws  of  the  State,  that  ample  provision  is  already  made  for  the 
performance  of  the  service  which  the  Resolution  proposes  to  assign  to 
the  Governor.  By  Sectious  104,  251,  252  and  253  of  the  law  passed 
Nov.  12, 1842,  it  is  made  the  special  duty  of  the  Quarter  Master  Greneral 
to  provide  for  the  collecting,  cleaning,  repairing  and  safe  keeping  of  the 
military  property  of  the  State,  and  your  Committee  are  not  apprised  that 
any  complaint  has  been  made  that  this  duty  has  been,  in  any  respect, 
improperly  neglected.  The  Report  of  that  officer,  referred  to  your  Com- 
mittee, discloses  the  reasons  why  he  has  not  felt  himself  called  upon  to 
cause  the  public  property,  in  the  possession  of  the  numerous  companies 
of  the  Enrolled  Militia  disbanded  by  the  operation  of  the  law  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  to  be  collected.  Those  reasons,  be- 
ing principally,  the  want  of  a  Public  Arsenal  in  which  this  property 
could  be  placed  for  safe  keeping,  and  the  expense  which  would  be  likely 
to  result  from  this  service,  appear  to  your  Committee  to  justify  the 
course  which  the  Quarter  Master  General  has  thought  proper  to  pursue. 
The  want  of  a  State  Arsenal  for  the  preservation  and  secure  keeping  of 
the  large  amount  of  military  property  which  is  owned  by  the  State,  and 
which  is  annually  increasing,  is  becoming  a  serious  evil.  That  the  Le- 
gislature will  ultimately  perceive  the  necessity  of  appropriating  an 
amount  sufficitnt  for  the  construction  of  such  an  edifice — ^for  which  pur- 
pose it  is  probable  that  from  $  3,000  to  $  5,000  wquld  be  requiroi — 
youf  Committee  do  not  doubt.    The  present  value  of  the  military  pro- 
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perty  of  the  State  is  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  it 
18  a  description  of  property  which  requires  caieful  attention  to  preserve 
it  from  rapid  depreciation.  Your  Committee,  however,  do  not  propose 
to  recommend  any  appropriation  at  the  present  session  of  the  ijegi^a- 
ture,  though  they  deem  the  subject  of  such  importance  as  to  deserve 
serious  consideration.  That  some  steps  should  be  at  once  taken,  never- 
theless, to  furnish  facilities  for  the  storage  and  safe  keeping  of  the  mili- 
taiy  property  of  the  State,  cannot  be  questioned.  Believing  that  the 
existmg  laws  on  the  subj^  are  amply  sufficient  to  secure  the  proper 
management  of  this  property,  and  that  no  public  interest  requires  tnat 
any  portion  of  the  prescribed  duties  of  the  Quarter  Master  General 
should  be  assigned  to  the  Goremor,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Resolution  referred  to  them  ought  not  to  pass ;  and  they  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resohedy  hy  the  Senate  and  Hottse  of  Representatives^  That  the  Ctov- 
emor  be  requested  to  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  such  an  exten- 
sion of  ithe  privilege  granted  to  this  State  for  storing  munitions  of  war  in 
the  U.  S.  Arsenal  at  Vergennes,  as  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  exist- 
ing wants  of  this  State  in  that  respect. 

Resolved  J  That  if  such  application  should  be  successful,  the  Quarter 
Master  General  be  directed  to  cause  all  the  military  property  of  the 
State,  not  lawfully  distributed  and  held  by  the  Militia,  to  be  collected 
and  placed  in  said  Arsenal  for  repairs  and  safe  keeping.

OF  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LICENSE  LAW. 


[referred  to  on  page  123  of  the  journal.] 


To  ihe  Hon,  Senate  now  in  session  : 

Yoar  committee  appointed  on  the  resolation  relative  to  the  operation 
of  the  License  law  of  1844,  and  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  entitled 
**An  act  to  repeal  all  laws  regulating  the  safe  of  spirituous  liquors, 
wine,  ale  or  beer,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  said  resoln* 
tion  under  consideration,  and  have  made  inquiries  under  said  resolution, 
so  far  as  their  limited  time  would  permit.  They  find  that  in  several  of 
the  counties  in  this  State,  Commissioners  have  been  elected  who  were  in 
favor  of  licensing  to  a  limited  extent,  while  in  others  Commissioners 
have  been  elected  who  have  refused  to  grant  any  license  other  than  for 
medicinal,  chemical  and  mechanical  purposes.-  In  some  of  the  latter 
counties  there  has  been  an  acquiescence  under  the  law.  while  in  others 
there  has  been  a  strong  opposition  to  the  law,  and  its  provisions  have 
been  rendered  wholly  inoperative. 

From  what  your  Committee  have  been  able  to  learn,  they  are  not  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  expedient  to  repeal  the  law  of  the  last  session 
relating  to  licenses,  but  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  right  of 
supervision  ought  to  be  vested  in  the  Commissioners,  and  that  they 
should  be  empowered  to  annul  any  license  by  them  granted,  whenever 
the  public  good  shall  require  it.  They  therefore  report  the  accompany- 
ing bill  and  reconunend  its  passage.  Your  Committee  have  also  bad 
the  bill  entitled  **  An  act  to  repeal  all  laws  regulating  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uoos  liquors,  wine,  ale  or  beer,  under  consideration,  and  are  of  opmion 
that  the  same  ought  not  to  pass.  All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  Committee  find  some  pay-rolls  that  have  not  been  recorded  with 
other  papers  which  are  not,  in  view  of  your  Committee,  of  much  impor- 
tance to  record.  It  appeared  further  to  your  Committee  that  there  ar^ 
documents  relating  to  the  early  history  of  this  State  that  would  be  desi- 
rable to  have.  Some  of  these  documents  are  in  the  departments  at 
Washington,  New  York,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  and  Con- 
necticut, and  some  in  the  bands  of  individuals.  Also  copies  of  corres- 
pondence with  the  Governor  of  Canada  before  the  War  M  the  Revolu- 
tion and  durins[  the  same. 

Your  Committee  were  also  informed  by  Mr.  Henry  Stevens,  that  co- 
pies of  said  correspondence  and  other  papers  in  relation  to  tfi^  early  his- 
f<fy  of  Vermont,  can  be  procured  from  Her  Majesty's  Slate  Papers  in 
London,  for  a  reasonable  compensation. 

There  was  not  such  information  before  your  Committee  as  would,  in 
their  opinion,  justify  any  considerable  amount  of  expenditure  for  tlie 
above  purpose,  or  for  recording  and  arranging  papers  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  but  would  recommend  that  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  of  this  State  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  in  procuring  such  documents  as  he  may  deem  of 
importance.  '

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State — shall,  from  time 
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to  time,  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  Treastiry ;  ascertain  the  amount 
of  debts  due  to  the  State,  and  the  claims  against  it :  report  the  amount 
of  taxes  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  support  of  Government,  and  in- 
quire whether  any,  and,  if  any,  what  measures  ought  to  be  adopted  the 
better  to  equalize  the  public  burdens,  secure  the  accountability  of  public 
agents,  and  otherwise  improve  the  financial  concerns  of  the  State  ;  to 
be  denominated  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  conside- 
ration all  matters  relating  to  the  militia ;  to  be  denominated  the  Commit- 
tee on  Military  Affairs, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  relating  to  the  Judiciary :  to  be  denominated  the  Ju- 
cftcian/ "Committee . 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  claims  against  the  State ;  to  be  denominated  the  committee 
of  Claims, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  relating  to  Roads  ;  to  be  denominated  the  Committee 
on  Roads, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  membei;^  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  relating  to  Banks ;  to  be  denominated  the  Commit- 
tee on  Banks, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  relating  to  Domestic  Manufactures ;  to  be  denomi- 
nated the  Committee  on  Manufactures, 

A  Committee  consisting  6f  five  members,,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  relating  to  Agriculture ;  to  be  denominated  the  Com- 
mittee of  AgricuUure, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  matters  relating  to  Land  Taxes ;  to  be  denominated  the 
Land  Tax  Committee. 

A  Committee  of  two  members  from  each  county,  to  make  up  the 
Grand  List. 

A^  Committee  of  one  member  frohi  each  county,  to  take  into  consid- 
eration dl  subjects  referred  to  a  member  from  each  county ;  to  be  denom- 
inated the  General  Committee. 

A  Committee  of  five  members,  to  take  into  consideration  all  Literary 
and  Scientific  subjects ;  to  be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Education. 

A  Committee  of  one  member  from  each  county,  whose  duty  it  riiall 
Ji>e  to  receive  and  distribute  all  public  documents  and  papers,  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  members;  to  be  denominated  the  DisiriJbuiing  Com- 
mittee. 

A  Committee  consisting  of  five  members,  to  take  into  oonuderation 
all  matters  relating  to  the  StaterPrison ;  to  be  denominated  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  State  Prison, 

A  Committee  consisting  of  three  members,  to  be  denominated  the 
Committee  of  Revision;  to  whom  every  bill  of  a  public  nature,  originat- 
ing in  this  House,  shall  be  submitted  before  it  is  reported  to  the  Mouse 
b?  a  committee :  and,  in  case  it  shall  be  altered  or  amended  in  the 
House,  before  it  is  engrossed  for  a  third  reading ;  and  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  examine  and  revise  the  same,  and  compare  it  with  the  exist- 
ing laws ;  and  the  said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  any  alter- 
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atioDS  in  the  (mm  and  language,  withont  propoaing  aneh  alteiationa  or 
amendmenta. 

Sec.  3.  No  oommittee  aball  ait  dariog  the  aeaaion  of  the  Houae, 
withont  leave  from  the  Houae. 

Seo.  4.  AH  couunitteea  ahall  hare  a  right  to  report  by  bill. 

Sbc.  6.  All  committeea  ahall  be  made  by  the  Speaker,  but  any  ap- 
poiotraent  made  by  him,  may,  on  motion  of  a  member,  be  oyerruled  by 
the  Houae ;  in  which  caae  the  Houae  shall,  on  the  nomination  of  a 
member,  immediately  fill  Ihe  vacancy. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  com- 
mittee, Lf,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  he  shall  be  a  member  of  two 
other  conmiittees. 

Sec  7.  When  the  House  shall  have  ordered  the  appointment  of  a 
committee,  the  Speaker  shall  be  entitled  to  one  recess  of  the  House,  in 
which  to  inake  the  appointment. 

OF    THE    RIGHTS   AKD    DUTIES  OF  THE  SPEAKER    AND  OTHER  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  8.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  call  to  order  and  proceed  to  business ;  caus- 
ing the  journals  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  r^ad  at  the  opening  of  the 
House  on  each  day,  unless  #therwise  ordered  by  the  House.  Be  shall 
preserve  order,  and  may  speak  on  all  questions  of  order  in  preference 
to  any  other  member,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpoee  ;  and  shall 
decide  on  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  Ae  gallery 
or  lobby,  the  Speaker  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

Sec  10.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  tranagress  the 
rulea  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member  ma^  call 
to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed 
to,  decide  the  aame  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  &vor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  ;  if  otherwise, 
and  the  case  require,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

Sec  11.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion without  permission  from  the  House ;  nor  shall  he  speak  the  second 
time  while  the  floor  is  claimed  by  a  member  who  has  not  spoken  to  the 
question  under  consideration. 

S'Bc  13.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave  of  absence,  is  sick,  or  unable  to  attend. 

Sec.  13.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  to  any  question,  on  mo- 
tion of  a  member,  and  when  taken,  and  also  on  a  division  of  the* 
House,  every  member  present  shall  vote^  tlnless  excused  by  the  House ; 
but  no  member  shall  he  compelled  to  vote  who  was  not  present  when 
ihe  question  was  stated  from  the  Chair,  nor  shall  «ny  one,  in  taking 
the  yeas  and  nays,  be  permitted  to  vote,  who  was  not  present  when  hia 
name  was  called. 

Sec.  14.  No  member  in  the  minority,  or  who  did  not  vote  on  any 
question,  shall  have  a  right  to  move  for  reconsideration  thereof,  nor 
shall  a  motion  for  reconsideration  bo  in  order,  unleas  made  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  passing  of  such  vote. 

Sec  15.  Every  member  on  presenting  a  resolution,  shall  state,  short* 
ly,  the  object  of  it,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  propriety  of 
expression  therein  used. 
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Sec.  16.  E^eit  motioD  MH  be  redaoed*  to  wntiog  by  the  moyer,  if 
reqiiired  by  the  Sbeaker,  or  any  other  member. 

OBC.  17.  The  Speaker  shall  have  a  right  to  eall  apon  any  member  to 
diaeharffe  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  whenever  from  inoispontion  or  other 
cause,  he  shall  find  it  necessary  temporarily  to  retire  from  it ;  and  when 
the  Honse  shall  have  resolved  itself  into  committee  of  the  whole,  the 
Chairman  shall  be  named  by  die  Speaker. 

Sec.  18.  All  petitions  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  read- 
ing, unless  the  reading  be  demanded  by  a  member. 

Skc.  19.  The  House,  having  decided  on  any  question,  it  shall  not 
again  be  brought  before  the  l£)use  in  any  form  whatever,  during  the 
^ame  session. 

Sec.  80.  When  a  motion  shall  be  made  for  a  call  of  the  House,  the 
call  shall  be  ordered,  if  said  motion  is  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 

Sec.  21.  No  motion  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  acted 
upon  until  it  shall  have  been  before  the  House  at  least  twenty-four 
hours. 

THE  ADMISSION  OF  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  NOT  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  33.  The  Governor,  Lieut.  Governor,  Jhe  Treasurer  and  Sec- 
retary of  State,  Auditor  of  Accounts,  and  members  of  the  State  Senate, 
Senators  and  members  of  Congress,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  District  Judge,  Attorney  and  Marshal  of  the  United  States,  and 
such  as  have  previously  held  those  offices ;  the  members  of  the  Council 
of  Censors ;  the  clergy,  and  such  as  may  be  introduced  by  a  member, 
shall  be  admitted  to  seats  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

Sec.  33.  Counsel  may  be  admitted  to  advocate  any  cause,  if  permit* 
ted  by  three^fourths  of  the  members  present. 

BILLS. 

Sec.  34.  No  bill  shall  pass  the  House  until  it  shall  have  been  read 
three  several  times,  the  last  of  which  shall  beat  least  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  first  reading,  and  the  third  reading  of  all  the  bills  of  a  public 
nature,  shall  be  ordered  for  some  particular  day. 

Sec.  36.  Every  bill  shall  be  engrossed  before  it  is  read  a  third  time, 
and  at  the  third  reading  it  shall  not  be  amended  in  the  House,  unless  by 
unanimous  consent ;  but  it  may  be  committed  for  amendment. 

Sec.  36.  All  private  bills  shall  be  read  a  second  time  by  their  titles 
only,  unless  the  reading  shall  be  called  for  by  a  member. 

MOTIONS. 

Sec.  37.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order,  and  shall  be 
determined  without  debate. 

Sec.  38.  Motions  on  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  sustained  in  the 
following  order :    . 

1.  To  dismiss. 

3.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  commit. 

5.  To  amend. 

Sec.  39.  The  rules  may  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present.

Mr.  Speaker  : — ^I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  eommonicate  to 
the  Hocse  of  Representatives  a  message  in  writing. 

Which  message  was  read,  and  is  as  follows : 
FeUow  cUizens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  guardianship  of  the  interests  of  this  Commonwealth,  which  fall 
within  me  province  of  its  civil  government,  has,  by  the  favor  of  Pro  vi- 
olence, been  committed  to  us ;  and  we  come  together  for  the  purpose 
•of  its  execution.  If  we  would  discharge,  in  the  best  manner,  the  duties 
it  involves,  we  shall  begin  and  end  every  thing,  with  a  recognition 
of  our  dependeftoe  upon  Him  *'  from  whom  all  good  counsels  and  all 
just  works  proceed  ;*'  while  his  claims  upon  our  fiieiity  to  Himself, 
will  become  an  ever-present  incentive  to  odelitj  in  tlie  service  of  the 
people  we  represent. 

The  year  which  is  drawing  toward  a  close  has  been  one  of  prosper- 
tty  to  our  people.  Though  threatened  drought  has  repeatedly  filled 
them  with  apprehension  and  alarm,  they  have  finally  been  permitted 
to  reap  an  anuadant  harvest, — thus  happily  finding  mcreased  rootivee 
to  gratitude,  in  deliverances  from  impending  danger,  rendered  the  more 
Impressive  by  strong  contrast  with  less  favored  portions  of  our  country. 

A  great  trust  has  been  committed  to  us,  as  the  constituted  guardians 
of  the  interests  of  this  people.  If,  in  the  struggles  connected  with  the 
election  which  has  sent  us  here,  we  have  suffered  unworthy  passions  to 
gain  an  ascendency,  as  they  too  often  do  in  poKtical  contests,  we  can- 
not come  here  and  enter  upon  the  sober  work  of  surveying  our  respon- 
sibOities,  witheut  dismisung  them  all,  taking  each  other  bv  the  hand 
as  fellow-citizens  and  brethren,  and  striving  together  for  the  faith  of 
onr  fathers,  and  the  furtherance  of  the  great  ends  for  which  they  estab- 
lished the  government  we  have  been  appointed  to  administer.  How 
shall  we  b^t  accomplish  these  ends  within  the  brief  space  of  our  an- 
nual session  ?  is  a  question  to  which  you  will  allow  me  briefly  to  invite 
your  attention. 

The  institutisn  of  civil  government  Ib  designed  to  become  an  actively 
beneficent  agency.  The  restraint  of  force  is  far  from  bein^  its  only  oi- 
jeeL  Excepting  in  governments  purely  arbitrary,  law  denves  its  enev- 
gy  from  a  force  extraneous  to  itself— the  force  of  a  deep  and  abiding 
aentiment  of  veneration  for  law — a  love  of  order — habitual  self-restraint 
•»<levation  and  purity  of  moral  feeling,  and  intelligence  to  guide  it 
wisely  in  the  complicated  affsiis  of  hnman  life. 

Civil  government,  then,  accomplishes  its  object,  not  when  it  punishes 
crime,  but  when  it  prevents  its  commission,— not  by  providmg  jaik 
and  penitentiaries,  but  by  preventing  the  necessity  of  their  existence ; 
by  training  the  people,  as  nr  as  law  can  properly  interpose  its  power, 
to  intelligence  and  the  love  of  virtue.  The  fathers  of^our  State  fell 
this,  when,  with  charaetenstio  wisdom,  they  declared  in  the  constitu- 
tion, that  '*  laws  for  the  enoc/urageroent  of  virtue  and  the  prevention 
of  yioe  and  immorality  ought  to  m  constantly  kept  in  force  and  duly 
executed ;  and  a  competent  number  of  schools  ought  to  be  mainlined 
in  eaeh  town,  for  die  oenyenient  instruction  of  youth,  and  one  or  more 
grammar  schools  be  incorponted  and  property  supported  in  eaeh  county 
in  the  State."  Thus  were  the  enoonragement  of  virtue,  tiie  suppres* 
siou  si  viee,  and  the  mabtenanoe  of  aehoolsi  deemed  so  vital  to  the 
H9 
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wel&i«  of  the  Stata,  as  to  demand  for  them  a  apoeial  proyiaioii  io  its 
•rgaoio  law. 

So  laarge  a  portioa  of  xxty  firat  annual  message  to  the  General  As* 
sembly  was  defoted  to  the  snbjeet  of  education,  that  I  deem  it  neoes- 
sarj  to  do  little  more  now  than  refer  you,  as  I  most  respeetfolly  do,  to 
that  message,  for  mr  views  m  regard  to  it. 

The. present  has  been  truly  denominated  an  age  of  progress.  The 
human  mind  is  rtgoronsly  seking,  and  carrying  out  to  practi^  results^ 
the  momentous  troths  which  respect  the  relations  of  men  to^each  other^ 
and  the  appropriate  means  of  acoomplisbtng  the  pnrpoees  of  hnman  so- 
ciety and  government.  At  the  foundation  of  this  vast  movement  lies 
the  great  work  of  Edoeation^-*the  work  of  develoi>ing'  and  giving  a 
right  direction  to  mental  and  moral  power.  And  if  human  govern- 
ment is  to  be  reganled  as  an  instttution  designed  to  perfect  the  purposes 
of  society,  and  improve  the  condition  of  man  upon  earth,  it  needs  no 
labored  argument  to  show,  that  education,  thus  defined,  is  among  th» 
hiffhest  duties  of  those  entrusted  with  its  administration. 

Nor  should  it  be  forgotten  that  there  are  rights  oorrelalrve  to  this  du- 
ty. Every  child  in  the  State  has  a  right  to  be  educated-Hi  right  as 
essentially  reciprocal  to  the  claim  of  the  State  to  allegiance,  as  is  the 
right  to  protection.  The  question  whether  the  chfldren  of  a 'State  shall 
be  educated,  is  no  more  a  question  of  mere  expediency,  than  is  the 
question  whether  the  people  have  a  right  to  protection  from  foreign  ag- 

Esion  and  domestic  violence.  Indrnd,  protection  frem  the  efl^^  of 
ranoe  and  vice  is,  itself,  protection,  in  the  l^ghest  sense,  from  all 
dangere  which  caii  arise  within  the  limits  of  a  State.  Would  we 
have  o^dience  to  law!  liet  the  children  be  learned,  in  the  common 
school,  as  wd!  as  at  the  domestic  fireside,  the  duty  of  self-conbol,  and 
of  reverence  for  the  law  of  eternal  rectitude  written  in  the  word  of 
Qod ;  while  the  development,  in  just  and  harmonious  proportions,  of 
their  whole  mind,  shall  give  them,  at  once,  a  conscious  s^se  of  the 
worth  of  mind,  and  an  intelligent  conviction  of  the  great  purposes  it  is 
fitted  to  accomplish. 

AH  the  children  in  Vermont— especially  the  children  of  the  poor — 
stand  in  the  attitude  of  just  claimants,  in  respect  to  education,  upon 
the  fostering  bounty  and  guardian  careof  the  State.  And  what  has 
Vermont  done  to  satisfy  tms  claim  ?  We  have,  indeed,  declared,  by 
law,  that  "  each  organized  town  shall  keep  and  support  one  or  more 
schools,  provided  with  compelent  teachers;''  that  the  towns  shall  he 
divided  into  school  districts;  that  certain  district  officers  shall  he  ap- 
pointed ;  that  taxes  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  to  build  school 
houses  and  support  schools ;  and  that,  to  the  income  arising  from  these 
taxes  there  sbsU  be  added,  for  the  current  use  of  schools,  the  annuallr 
acoruinpf  interest  of  the  surplus  revenue  of  the  United  States,  deposited 
with  this  State.  And  here,  with  the  exception  of  making  provision  for 
certain  returns  of  school  statistics,  we  have  left  the  matter.  If  sehocrf 
houses  are  built,  we  have  taken  no  care  whatever  for  their  proper  locs- 
tion  or  construction ;  and  if  teachers  are  employed,  we  have  done  noth- 
ing in  regard  to  the  all-important  matter  of  their  qualifications,  aside  firom 
the  barren  enactment  that  they  shall  be  **  competent."  What  shaB 
oonstitate  competency,  or  who  shall  judge  of  it,  are  matters  entirely 
overlooked  in  our  legislation.  The  result  is,  an  admitted  and  laments 
ble  defiemicy  in  the  qualifications  of  teachers;  great  sod  manifest  ds- 
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fyetB  in  the  modes  of  instmotioa,  and  oonfocioD  and  want  of  muforiBi* 
tf  in  regard  to  the  books  used  for  tbat  pnrpnose ;  while  a  large  propor- 
tion of  our  school  hoases  are  located  in  highways,  with  liSe  regard 
to  comfort  or  f^ness  in  their  internal  stmcture,  and  as  little  to  tasie 
and  beaoty,  and  con? enience, in  the  gioonds  connected  with  them; 
if,  indeed,  any  grounds  bat  those  of  hi^ways  are  thus  connected.  And 
yet,  what  an  amount  of  money  is  annually  expended  for  the  use  of 
sehoote.  To  say  nothing  of  the  amount  expended  in  the  construction 
of  school  hoases— -of  which  we  hare  no  means  of  formiog  an  estimate 
— ^let  us  look  at  the  expenditure  for  teaching. 

From  the  statistics  returned  to  me  last  year,  from  150  of  the  340 
towns  in  the  State,  1  drew  the  conclusion  in  my  report  to  the  Greneral 
Assembly,  ^at  there  was  paid  to  teachers  in  the  whole  State,  exclusive 
of  teachers  of  select  schools — ^from  which  there  were  no  returns — the 
sum  of  $  128,000  annuallY.  No  one  can  soberly  consider  this  sub- 
ject, wiUiout  feeling  painnilly  impessed  with  a  conviction  of  the  utter 
waste  of  a  ver^  great  portion  of  this  large  sbro.  It  is  not  extravagant! 
to  say,  that  its  power  for  good  might  have  been  doubled,  and  more 
than  doubled,  if  it  had  been  expended  under  a  system  of  supervision 
which  ^ould  have  carried  into  the  schools,  teachers  fully  competent, 
and  modes  of  instruction  founded  upon  the  true  philosophy  of  mind,  and 
a  practical  acc^uaintance  with  the  means  best  adapted  to  its  true  and 
proper  education.  We  do  not  so  much  need,  at  the  present  raombnt, 
additional  pecuniary  means,  as  we  do  a  system  adapted  to  give  greater 
eflSMAoy  to  those  akeady  possessed,— a  system  which  shall  give  a  right 
direction  to  effort,  and  make  it  eflbctual  to  the  proper  education  of  the 
children  of  the  State.  The  whole,  so  fax  as  the  aid  of  legislation  ma^ 
be  properly  invoked,  is  comprehended  in  the  pregnant  words — Si^pervit' 
i^u — iesponsibiUtf.  We  have  now  nothing  that  deserves  the  name  of 
either.  We  have  provided,  indeed,  for  the  Organisation  of  districts, 
and  the  employment  of  teachers  by  their  prudential  committees,  who 
are  authorixed  and  required  to  *'  adopt  measures  ibr  the  inspection,  ex- 
amination, and  regulation  of  the  schools,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
scholars  in  learning."  But  experience  has  showo,  abundantly,  that  all 
this  is  nnavailing  to  the  purpose  of  securing  a  proper  examination,  or 
iodcM  any  examination,  of  teachers,  or  a  proper  supervision  of  the 
schools,  or  to  awaken  that  interest  in  their  improvement,  among  pa^ 
rents  and  throughout  the  community,  which  is  as  indispensable  to  their 
vigorous  health  and  prosperity,  as  a  pure  and  bracing  atmosphere  is  to 
theisupport  of  human  lim. 

We  want  a  system  of  supervision  which  shall  make  the  power  of  ben- 
eficent legislation  felt,  through  competent  and  discreet  affen'oies,  in  eve- 
ry district,  and  by  every  child,  in  the  State.  Shall  we  have  it? 
That  is  the  question  ;  and  it  presses  upon  us  more  urgently  than  any 
other  qnestion  within  the  range  of  our  legislative  duties.  We  cannot 
avoid  its  consideration.  The  States  around  us  are  moving  jonward  in 
the  work  of  improvement ;  and  so  ur;^t  have  been  considered  the 
claims  of  common  schools  upon  lej^islative  patronage,— so  maniiest  the 
defects  of  M  systems  of  supervision  and  instroction,  and  so  common 
and  universal  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  improvements  in  both, 
tbat  party  spirit  bas  stood  silent  in  presence  of  .this  greav  question,  and 
all  classes  and  all  parties  have  made  common  cause  in  the  noble  work  of 
•doeatioBal  improf ement. 
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The  expetne  of  cftrrying  int0  effect  a  systam  of  adequate  saperTiBio& 
need  not  be  great,  while  its  benefits  will  be  inappreciable.  DoUaia  aKl 
cents  cannot  measate  their  Talne.  We  readily  make  investments  in 
faihoads,  and  other  improvements,  which  promise  a  retnm  of  pecnni- 
ary  profit ;  bnt  what  are  sach  investments,  in  oompanson  with  those 
which,  in  the  process  of  edaeating  a  oommnnity  to  virtae  and  intelli- 
irence,  infose  into  it  the  great  and  indispensable  dements  of  solid  and 
eodnring  prosperity. 

I  commend  this  whole  subject  to  your  earnest  consideration,  nnder  m. 
full  persuasion  that  an  awakened  and  greatly  advanced  pnblic  senti- 
ment will  respond  a  hearty  approval  to  yonr  favorable  action  on  it. 

I  cannot  leave  the  snbject  of  common  schools  withoot  devoting  a  few 
moments  attention  to  what  is  familiarly  denominated  **tlie  School 
Fund."  The  foundation  of  this  fund  was  Isid  in  18S5,  when  the 
General  Assspibly  passed  an  act  sequestering  and  granting  to  tbe 
rospeetive  towns  in  the  State,  for  the  benefit  of  common  scbook,  the 
amount  of  the  avails,  aocrued,  and  thereaAer  to  accrue,  to  the  Stale, 
^om  the  Yermont  State  Bank,  and  also  the  amount  of  the  State  funds 
aeeming  from  the  six  per  cent,  on  the  nett  profits  of  the  banks,  re- 
ceived ud  to  be  received,  and  tbe  amount  received  and  to  be  Teceived 
from  licenses  to  pedlars.  It  was  provided  that  said  funds,  with  the  an* 
noallr  accruing  interest,  should  be  ''  invested  in  approved  bank  stocks, 
or  other  productive  secupties,"  and  should  not  be  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  senools,  until  the  amount  should  increase  to  a  sum,  whose  annual 
interest  should  be  adequate  to  defray  the  expenses  of  keeping  a  ffood 
free  common  sohod,  in  each  district  in  the  State,  for  the  period  of 
two  months. 

The  State  Treasurer  was  constituted  a  commissioner  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  fund ;  who  thereupon  proceeded  to  invest  the  saae, 
by  loans,  for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  the  act. 

By  an  act  passed  in  the  year  18S8,  fortiier  loans  from  the  find 
were  prohibited,  and  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  deposit  the  same 
in  the  treasury,  as  it  should  be  received,  and  to  keep  an  aocount  thereof, 
and  annually  charge  the  Sute  with  the  interest  on  the  money  thus 
deposited — ^which,  it  was  declared,  "  shall  be  considored  as  borrow- 
ed from  the  fond ;"  and  the  Treasurer  wbb  "  authorised  and  directed 
to  pay  out  said  money  on  any  appropriations  au^orized  by  law." 

Under  the  operation  of  this  act,  and  principally  in  connection  with 
the  expenditure  of  $  117,000  for  the  erection  of  the  State  House,  the 
State,  from  time  to  time,  has  become  indebted  to  this  fund,  until  tbe 
indebtedness  now  amounts,  including  the  accumulations  of  interest,  to 
the  sum  of  $984,808  50,  while  there  is  due  to  it  from  individuals,  the 
sum  of  $  10,500  04  ;  making  an  aggregate  of  $sm,900  44. 

The  expediency  of  continuing  this  fund  has  lonff  been  qoestioaed. 
Upon  full  consideiation,  I  deem  ft  my  duty  to  bring  Sie  snbject  to  yenr 
notice,  and  to  submit  tbe  question,  whether  any  present  or  pTOspeotive 
ntevest  of  the  people  requires  that  it  be  continued. 

The  first  question  to  be  considered  is,  when  will  die  fond  become 
available  for  the  use  of  sohools ;  that  is,  when  will  the  annually  aoeming- 
interest  be  **  adeqsaie  to  deftay  the  expenses  of  keeping  a  good  free 
common  school,  m  each  district  in  the  State,  for  the  period  of  tw<^ 
months.'' 

Tbe  mmber  of  school  districts  in  the  940  towns  in  the  Snte  nkhig 
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the  xetoms  of  hat  y^ar  from  150  towns,  which  gave  1800  distnois',  m 
the  beau  of  calouktioo — voaj  be  eatimated  at  3730.  If  it  be  aaamned, 
for  the  purpose  of  the  ealciuatioD,  that,  by  the  time  the  fund  will  be- 
come aTailaUe,  the  immber  of  the  districts  will  have  increased  ten  per 
cent,  on  the  present  number — ^which  may  be  regarded  as  not  an  improb- 
able increase  within  thirty*tbree  years — we  shall  have  3000  districts  to 
be  provided,  from  the  ava^s  of  the  fund,  with  a  good  school  two  months 
in  each  year.  Estimating  the  expense  of  keeping  such  school  two 
months,  in  the  then  advan<^  stage  of  educational  improvement,  at  $40, 
there  would  be  required  the  sum  of  $  120,000,  as  the  accruing  interest 
of  the  fund,  to  render  it  available ;  which  is  the  interest,  at  six  per  cent, 
on  $S,000,000. 

The  question  now  arises — ^within  what  time  will  the  fund  probably 
accumulate  to  $3,000,0001  Its  present  amount  is  $  334,900  44— the 
annual  interest  on  which,  at  six  |Msr  cent.,  is  $  14,094  03.  The  aver-  . 
age  annual  income  from  the  six  per  cent,  of  bank  profits,  for  the  last  six 
years,  has  been  $3,669  86;  and  from  pedlar's  licenses  $1,146  53; 
amounting  to  $4,816  38  ;  which  may  be  assumed  as  the  annual  addi- 
tion to  the  fund,  hereafter,  from  these  sources.  The  avails  of  the  Ver- 
mont State  Bank  have  nearly  ceased  to  add  anything  to  the  fund,  and 
should  not  be  made  the  basis  of  any  calculation  for  the  future. 

We  have,  then,  the  elements  of  the  calculation,  namely,  the  present 
amount  of  the  fund,  the  interest  thereon  for  one  year,  and  the  probable 
amiaal  income  from  the  bank  tax  and  pedlar's  licenses.  The  procees 
of  accumulation  by  annually  compounding  the  interest,  according  to  tU^ 
act  constituting  the  fdnd,  will  produce  $3,000,367  79  on  the  first  of 
January,  1878 ;  so  that  the  children  who  shall  be  in  life  in  that  yeai^ 
will  reap  the  first  fruits  of  the  fond,  if  it  shall  be  so  long  continued. 
This  assumes,  however,  the  doubtful  position,  that  six  per  cent,  inter* 
est  may  be  realized  throuffhont  the  entire  intervening  period  of  ihtrty- 
two  years  and  three  numins,  and  makes  no  allowance  for  losses  and 
the  expense  of  managing  the  fund. 

The  great  question  is  now  presented — what,  in  reference  to  this  fund, 
is  our  duty  to  the  generation  of  1878?  Admitting,  of  coarse,  that  it  is 
our  duty  to  labor  K»r  the  benefit  of  that  generation,  the  question  is— 
will  that  ceneration  be  really  benefitted  by  a  continuance  of  the  fund ! 
If  we  ooiud  send  it  forward  to  them,  really  invested  in  *'  approved  bank 
stocks,  or  other  productive  securities,"  according  to  the  law  of  1836, 
they  miffht,  perhaps,  be  benefitted  ;  though  the  expedienc}^  of  accumu- 
lating sraool  funds,  so  large  as  to  have  the  efiect  of  lelaxing  personal 
efforts,  begins  to  be  questioned.  But  so  far  as  we  said  them  a  fund, 
consisting  of  a  debt  due  from  the  State,  we  send  them  a  fund  entirely 
unproductive— a  fund  which,  when  it  reachee  them,  will  consist  merely 
in  their  indebtedness  to  themselves.  If  we  would  make  it  otherwise, 
we  must  tax  the  people  of  this  generation  to  an  amount  sufScient 
to  extinguish  the  inoebtsdness  of  the  State  to  the  fond ;  and  having  thas 
drawn  the  amount  from  the  pockets  of  the  people,  invest  it  in  '*  produc- 
tive securities,''  and,  in  that  condition,  send  it  forward  to  the  graera- 
tion  of  1878.  But  who  is  prepared  to  do  this  ?  Who  will  vote  for  such 
ft  tax !  None,  it  may  be  confidently  affirmed.  Nor,  it  may  be  affirmed 
with  equal  confidence,  will  our  successors  be  willing  to  do  it,  five,  ten, 
twenty,  or  thirty  years  henee,  when  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  shall, 
by  the  componndmg  of  interest,  have  become  greatly  increased.    Of 
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what  benefit,  then,  will  the  fnnd  be  to  them,  nolees  Hean,  hy  some 
fiscal  magic,  be  made  aponlaaeoaslT  to  yield  the  interest,  and  poor  it 
into  the  treaaariee  of  the  towns  for  the  tne  of  schools  t 

The  whole  operation,  so  fiir  as  it  purposes  to  benefit  the  generation 
of  1878,  is  a  dehision.  It  is  the  people  borrowing  of  themMlTes,  and 
adding  the  annual  interest  to  debt  against  themselves,  and  sending  this 
aecomolated  indebtedness  forward  to  become  the  indebtedness  of  a  gen- 
eration thirty-three  years  hence,  for  the  purpose  of  benefitting  that  gen- 
eration. The  truth  is,  that,  instead  of  seodine  them  a  benefit  we  uiall 
send  them  a  burden,  which,  if  wise,  they  will,  by  abolifiihiDg  the  fund, 
shake  ofl^;  namely,  the  burden,  if  they  would  carry  the  act  constitu- 
ung  the  fund  into  efiect— ^f  raising  the  interest  on  it  by  direct 
taxation,  to  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  minus  the  expense  of  col- 
leetion,  for  the  purpose  of  being  sent  by  the  commissioner  of  the  fund 
back  to  the  people,  to  be  expoMed  for  the  use  of  schools.  It  will  not 
be  very  unnatural  for  the  tax-payers  of  that  day  to  enquire,  why  they 
should  support  their  schools  by  such  a  complicated  and  expensive  pro-, 
oess,  rather  than  by  the  simple  and  cheaper  one  of  taxing  themselves 
for  the  purpose,  in  their  resnective  towns  or  districts. 

If  future  generaiions  would  not  be  benefitted  by  this  fund,  neither 
will  the  present.    This  is  self-evident.    Why,  then,  continue  it  1 

In  these  remarks  I  am  understood,  of  course,  to  Imve  spoken  of  that 
part  of  the  fund  which  consists  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  State,  amount- 
ing at  this  time,  to  the  sum  of  $324,300  ftO.  An  act  to  annul  this  in- 
debtedness, would  leave  to  be  dispCNBed  of,  the  sum  of  $  10,500  M,  in- 
vested in  individual  securities,  bearing  interest.  None  would  think  of 
ittffiering  this  sum  to  accumulate,  even  with  the  addition  of  the  six  pdr 
cent,  on  bank  profits,  and  the  income  from  pedlar *s  licenses,  with  a 
view  of  making  them  available  for  schools,  under  the  act  of  1835. 

The  demand  ibr  funds  to  aid  in  putting  in  operation  a  system  of  com- 
mon school  improvement,  such  as  the  State  needs  and  public  sentiment 
evideptly  demands,  suggests  the  direction  which  might  be  given  to  a 
part,  or  all,  of  these  sources  of  income,  when  released  from  &eir  pres- 
ent connection.  It  is  believed  that  the  annually  accruing  interest  on 
that  portion  of  the  present  school  fund  loaned  on  private  securities,  to- 
gether with  the  annual  income  from  pedlar's  licenses,  would  be  sufii- 
cient  for  that  purpose.  We  may  thus  institute  a  B3r8tem  of  Supervision 
and  Accountability,  which  shall  ffive  concentration  and  energy  to  the 
present  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  and  multiply  the  facilities  of  educa- 
tion, antil  the  minds  of  the  mass  of  our  children— the  happy  mingling 
of  the  poor  and  the  rich  together — shall  feel  its  equalizing  and  elevating 
power.  Thus,  while  conferring  substantial  benefits  on  the  presenbgen- 
oration,  we  may  send  forward  an  influenoe,  which  shall  flow  on,  in  a 
continually  widening  stream  of  benefits  and  blessings,  to  the  generatioBS 
that  shall  succeed  us  to  the  end  of  time. 

Should  it  be  found  that  no  interest  of  the  present,  or  of  future  gen- 
eratioos,  can  be  benefitted  by  a  oontinuance  of  the  State  indebtedness 
to  the  fund  of  which  I  have  spoken,  and  the  indebtedness  should  be 
cancelled,  the  State  debt  would  then  stand  as  follows  :

To  what  extent  the  Mrvice  of  the  coming  yeai-*a  portion  of  which 
oeceBsaiily  constltntes  a  draft  on  the  present  balances  in  the  treasury 
and.  on  taxes — will  permit  the  application  of  a  part  of  those  balances 
towards  .the  extinguishment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  State,  may  be 
determined,  upon  the  careful  examination  Which  ought  to  be  made  into 
every  branch  of  expenditaie,  with  a  ^iew  to  ascertain  whether  there  can 
be  any  reduction,  consistently  with  the  pubbc  interest.  In  looking  at 
ahe  expenditures  of  past  years,  J  have  been  struck  with  the  la«ge  amouni 
disbiwBed  under  the  heads  of  *<  Supreme  and  County  Court  orders," 
and  ''  Clerks  of  Courts  ibr  the  expensesof  Supreme  and  County  Courts," 
-which  have  risen  isom  $20,406,  in  1839,  to  $38,970,  in  1846.  The 
amount  disbursed  under  these  heads  during  the  last  seven  years,  has 
been  $184,300,  averaging  $26,328  per  annum.  I  would  suggest  tha 
propriety  of  an  examination  into  tlie  details  of  these  large  items  of  ex* 
penditure — in  regard  to  which  it  may  possibly  be  found  that,  in  a 
course  of  years,  iKuses  have  crept  in,  requiring  corrective  k^gislation. 

The  treasury  is  happily  relieved  from  a  charge  which,  for  many 
years,  hung  upNon  it,  m  the  form  of  *'  military  orders,"  which,  for  the 
five  years  previous  to  and  including  the  year  1843,  when  they  ceased 
to  be  a  dralt  on  the  treasury,  amunnted  to  th^  sum  of  $  1£^1.  I  sm 
happy  to  say,  that,  by  a  law  of  last  year,  the  people  are  relieved 
from  the  stiU  more  burdensome  tax  of  annual  traimngs  of  the  enrolled 
nfilitia. 

It  may  be  reasonaUy  hoped  that,  by  a  practicable  and  not  injurioga 
reduction  of  expenditures,  particularly  in  the  heavy  items  to  which  I 
have  referred,  a  sum  may  be  saved  which,  with  a  fixed  appropriation 
of  the  income  from  the  bank  tax^-relieved  from  its  present  pledge  to 
the  school  fund — might,  wiUiin  a  moderate  period,  extinguish  the  cntira 
indebtedness  of  the  otate« 

The  reference  I  have  made  to  the  items  of  expenditure  in  connection 
with  the  Supreme  and  County  Cotirts--a  large  portion  of  which  results 
from  criminal  prosecutions— suggests  a  topic  of  much  interest,  to  which 
I  would  call  your  attention. 

The  great  pprpose  of  •criminal  law  is  reformation.  This  purpose 
lies  at  the  fonn^tion  of  the  Penitenliary  system,  which  combines  with 
imprisonment,  hard  labor,  and  a  course  of  moral  discipline  suited  to 
bring  back  offenders  to  the  paths  of  rectitude  and  virtue.  But  this  s^ 
tem  is  ^>plicahle,  under  our  laws,  only  to  the  higher  offences,  leaviog 
a  large  class  of  offenders  without  the  benefit  of  any  such  "reforming 
process,  and  substituting  for  it,  confinement  in  the  county  jails — in  some 
cases,  with  the  alternative  of  the  payment  into  the  county  or  town 
treasuries,  for  non-payment  of  which  imprisonment  necessarily  follows. 
^  Whether  confinement ,  in  the  county  jails  is  inflicted  as  a  punish" 
ment,  or  results  from  iiMibility  to  pay' fines,  it  obviously  has  an  effect 
•ntbrely  the  reverse  of  reformation.     It  is  impossible  to  visit  a  con- 
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▼let,  tkoB  thrown  into  a  eonntj  jail,  with  little  or  no  attrition  to  an^ 
exeept  hia  mere  animal  wants,  without  feeling  painfiiUy  impressed 
with  a  oonTiction,  that  it  is  an  tmnatmal  and  monstrovs  perversion 
of  <he  power  of  ponishroent.  Without  employment  or  exercise,  th» 
convict  18  Mt  to  the  corroding  and  maddening  ^influence  of  the  reileo* 
tlon  that  he  is  an  outcast  from  the  charity  and  sympathy  ef  the  world ; 
and  that  the  law  and  its  executioners  are  alike  his  enemies.  Every 
moment's  continuance  of  such  confinement  tends  to  weaken  his  pur> 
poses  of  amendment,  and  prepare  him  for  abandonment  to  the  commis- 
sion of  higher  oflfences.  There  are  cases  in  which  this  is  not  true  ; 
but  they  constitute  the  exception  and  not  the  rule.  If  the  history  of 
ail  the  State  Prison  convicts  were  fully  disclosed,  it  would  proMbly 
he  found  that  a  large  portion  of  them  have  been  tenants  of  county  jails, 
in  punishment  for  inferior  otfences. 

The  remedy  for  this  evil  is  obvious.  It  is  the  applicaden  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  penitentiary  discipline  to  minor  oflenees,  by  means  of  Rouses 
of  Correction  in  each  county — to  be  made  comfortable  in  their  strue- 
ture  and  accommodations,  and  to  be  connected  with  such  arrangements 
for  the  profitable  employment  of  the  inmates,  and  the  exercise  of  such 
firm  snd  steady  discipline,  as  sound  wisdom  and  the  spirit  of  Christian 
kindness  may  suggest.  By  such  means  may  ofifenders  be  made  usefhl 
to  the  public  during  the  necessary  continuance  of  their  confinement, 
while  the  higher  purpose  shall  be  answered,  of  impressing  upon  their 
minds,  by  every  thing  they  shall  see  around  them,  that  they  are  men-^ 
bound  to  society,  not  by  the  law  of  force  merely,  but  by  the  higher  law 
of  moral  obligation,  as  wdl  as  by  the  sympathies  of  our  common  na^ 
tore. 

Such  a  course  of  treatment  would,  doubtless,  have  a  very  happy  in* 
ftuenee  upon  '^vamnts  and* idle  and  disorderly  persons,"  for  whose 
restraint  and  discipline  our  laws  make  no  provision,  save  that  of  the 
town  poor  houses,  which,  by  the  Slst  section  of  chapter  17  of  tbe 
Revised  Statutes,  are  constitnted  Houses  of  Corre€tion,but  which,  while 
they  involve  the  evil  of  an  unnatural  miaglinr  of  the  aged  and  infirm 
poor  with  the  restive  and  tronblesome,  can  seldom  be  noade  to  aceom* 
plish,  to  any  considerable  extent,  the  purposes  of  correction  and  re- 


The  bearing  apon  our  whole  system  of  criminal  justice,  of  such  a 
process  of  disctpmse  as  may  be  carried  into  efl^t  in  county  houses  of 
correction — espeeially  in  the  eases  of  juvenile  ofienders — is  obvious. — 
Its  salutary  emcts  would,  in  due  time,  be  visible  in  diminished  drafts 
upon  the  State  Treasury  for  the  expenses  of  criminal  proceedings ;  in  a 
diminished  number  of  convicts  in  the  State  Prison,  and  in  increasing 
peace,  order  and  obedience  to  law,  throughout  the  community. 

I  have  received  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  and  Super* 
intendent  of  the  Vermont  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  which  presents  a  very 
gratifying  exhibition  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  that  institution, 
under  its  present  excellent  and  eflScient  government. 

During  the  past  year  894  have  been  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  99 
have  been  discharged,  and  903  remain.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-three 
have  enioyed  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum  within  the  entire  year.  Of 
the  99  (hscharged,  69  have  recovered.  Of  the  48  **  recent  cases  "  dis- 
charged, there  have  been  43  recoveries.  In  the  51  chronic  cases  dis- 
charged, the  recoveries  have  been  but  16.    The  great  importance  of 
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dbttMtg  the  benefit  of  tht  Asyhim  in  tke  early  ettges  of  inennhy,  is 
thnii  rendered  apparent. 

The  annual  State  appropriation  ibr  the  benefit  of  the  foaane  poor 
was  inoreaaed,  at  the  laat  aeaeion  of  the  General  Aaaeaiibbr»  to  $  9,000 ; 
in  consequence  of  which  the  nnmber  of  patients  at  the  Asjkin  has  in- 
creased during  the  past  year,  so  as  to  render  the  ereotion  of  additional 
boildfaigs  necessary.  Additional  bnydnigs,  tooontak  about  SO  roonM, 
mre  pai^  finished  and  occupied,  and  wffl,  it  is  expected,  be  con^let^ 
by  the  first  of  November  next,  when  all  the  buildings  will  be  suffidenf 
for  the  accommodation  of  about  900  patients — a  number  deemed  by 
the  Trustees  to  be  as  large  as  is  denranle  in  one  asylum. 

The  report  states  that  such  an  amount  of  ftmds  will  be  reeeircd  from 
other  sources,  as  to  supersede  the  necessity  of  an  application  to  ther 
Legislature  for  assistance  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  aoditioBal  accom- 
modations. 

Shice  the  first  of  January  la^t,  187  patients  have  shared  in  the  State 
appropriation,  of  whom,  19  have  been  disoharg^  ;  leaving  of  these  eases, 
lid  now  in  the  Asylum.  The  existing  State  appropru4ion  has  paid  a 
little  more  than  three  fifttis  of  the  expense  of  those  who  have  been  isf 
the  Asylum,  as  State  beneficiaries,  during  the  past  year ;  leaving  the 
remainder  to  be  paid  by  those  who  sent  them  there ;  and  it  is  estimateiit 
by  the  Trustees  that  the  ap propnalioii  will  be  adequiite  to  defray,  during 
tibe  next  year,  but  one-third  of  the  expense  of  the  present  number  at 
State  beneficiaries.  They  suggest  the  desirableness  of  an  inereased  ap-^ 
propnation,  so  as  to  defray  nearly  one-half  the  expense  of  that  num* 
ber.  I  concur  in  thb  suggestion.  An  increased  appropriation  would 
probably  have  the  eflbot  of  inducing  towns  to  place,  and  keep,  at  ih9 
Asylum,  insane  poor  persons  who  might  otherwise  be  deprived  of  its 
benefits.  There  is  a  class  of  cases  in  which  entire  recovery  might  be 
e^9cted  by  a  continuanee  beyond  the  limit  of  the  present  State  appro^ 
priation,  when  a  restriction  to  that  Hmit  might  reader  the  appropriatum, 
as  to  them,  of  liule  value:  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  msane  noor 
ahoold  not,  dirough  insufficient  indueeoMnt  to  towns  to  oontraue  uien 
at  the  Asylum,  be  returned  uncured  to  the  miserable  conditien  whieh^ 
through  the  humanity  of  our  legislation,  they  may  have  been  permitted 
to  exchange  for  the  substantku  comforts  and  the  improving  iafiueBoe  . 
of  that  institution. 

The  establishment  of  the  Asylum,  with  its  excellent  system  of  treat'' 
laent,  while  it  has  had  the  efi^t  of  disclosing  the  terrible  secrets  of  in- 
sanity, has  gladdened  the  hearts  of  the  benevolent  vrith  a  reasonable 
hope  of  giving  efifectual  relief  to  a  large  portion  of  the  insane,  and  of 
ministering  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  those  who  have  by  long  negleot 
become  incnrable.  No  object,  proper  for  legiriasive  aid,  makes  astrongat 
appeal  to  our  Jiberality  than  this. 

Upon  entering  on  the  duties  of  Cornndsnoner  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
I  directed  inquiries  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  American  Asylum  at 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information,  in  sun- 
dryparticulars,  in  regard  to  the  past  connection  of  that  institution  with 
the  education  of  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  at  the  expense  of  this  State, 
and  received,  in  reply,  a  statement  specifying,  a|freeably  to  my  request, 
the  names  and  residence  of  persons,  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
this  State— the  times  of  their  admission  and  discharge,  the  period  of 
their  instruction  at  the  public  expense,  and  the  amount  paid  for  each 
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hy  the  State.  I  tnuumii  the  ilaftmneiit  hnewitb,  to  tlia  Hove  of 
BepresentatiTeo,  for  the  oae  of  the  Geoenl  AaeeaiUy.  It  appeen 
that  fron  the  year  1817,  but  piinoipaUy  einoe  the  year  1695,  113  ha^e 
heea  edacated,  ia  whole  or  in  part,  by  this  Stale,  at  an  expeoee,  np  to 
the  l«t  of  May  last,  of  the  mm  of  $38,118  86. 

I  have  made  orders  for  the  admisaioa  into  the  As^om  of  8.  The 
whole  number  now  in  the  Asylum^  at  the  paUic  charge,  is  90.  Of  the 
Eppropriation  for  this  object,  there  has  been  expended  doiiag  the  past 
year  the  sam  of  $  1,960  91* 

The  Asrlnm  ii  under  a  t^  competent  and  intelligent  Snpennten- 
denoy,  and  ii  eridendy  deserving  the  continued  patronage  of  the  State. 

In  execution  of  my  duty  as  Conunissibner  of  the  Blind,  1  have  made 
«rders  for  the  admission  of  two  blind  persons  into  the  New  England 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  at  Boston.  The  expenditure  for  the  su^ort 
of  the  blind  during  the  past  year,  has  been  $  1,190. 

In  execution  of  the  law  of  the  last  session  proriding  for  a  Geological 
Survey  of  die  State,  I  appointed  Prof.  Charles  B.  Adams,  of  Middletary, 
Principal  Geologist.  Mr.  Adams  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  appeint- 
nent  u  Mareh  last ;  since  which  time  he  has  been  laboriously  engaged, 
with  the  aid  of  well  qualified  assistants,  in  prosecuting  a  GeologiMl  and 
Bfineralogioal  survey  of  the  State.  The  law  having  made  it  the  duty  of 
the  Geoloffist  to  report  annually  to  the  Governor  the  progress  of  the 
work,  he  has  made  to  me  his  first  annual  report,  which  I  s^dl  hereafter 
communicate  to  both  branches  of  the  General  AssemUy. 

The  labom  of  the  first  year  of  the  survey  have  been  mainly  and  appro* 
priately  directed  to  a  general  reoonnoisance  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose 
ef  determining  its  gCMral  geological  features,  including  the  limits  of  the 
several  rock  formations,  preparatory  to  more  minute  investigations  in 
subsequent  years.  How  weU  this  part  of  the  survey  has  been  perfoon- 
ed,  wilLappear  in  the  report  of  the  Geologist  when  submitted  to  you. — 
From  a  hasty  examination  of  it,  I  have  ^en  led  to  believe  that  it  will 
be  found,  by  those  competent  to  judge>  to  fomish  evidence  that  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  work  thus  for  has  wdl  fulfilled  the  purpose  for  which  the 
survey  was  instituted.  The  report  will  be  found,  I  think,  to  contain 
more  valuable  information  than  is  usually  embodied  in  preliminary  re-* 
ports,  especially  in  the  department  of  economical  geology,  upon  whichi 
on  account  of  its  great  practical  importance,  I  have  directed  the  Geolo- 
gist to  bestow  special  attentimi  throughout  the  entire  survey. 

The  report  contains  a  statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  survey,  brought 
down  to  Uie  16th  of  September,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $  1,336  99, 
and  an  estimate  for  the  balance  of  the  geological  year  ending  on  the 
first  of  March  next,  beingr  $  668— amounting  for  the  entire  year  to  the 
sum  of  $  1,999  99.  it  will  be  seen  that  this  sum  falls  within  the  limit 
of  the  annual  ^tppropriation  for  the  survey. 

In  the  performance  of  the  difficult  and  respoosibleduty  of  appointing  a 
State  Geologist,  I  have  experienced  no  little  embarrassment  from  uie 
limited  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation  of  $  9,000-— an  amount  oon* 
siderably  below  that  of  similar  appropriations  in  other  States,  and  mudi 
below  the  sum  previoualy  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  survey  ef  this 
State, — an  amount,  however,  which  I  have  felt  bound  to  make  the  im> 
movable  limit  of  all  my  calculations  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work.  I 
have,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  reihrict  the  Geologist  and  his  as- 
sistants to  oompeasations  below  those  usually  allowed  for  such  services, 
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— in  regard  to  ivhieh,  howeTer,  I  deem  it  fortuBftte  that  I  have  been 
^le  to  aeeure,  for  oompenaationa  so  inadequate,  aenrioes  ao  eflScieiit  and 
nloable.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  juatioe  to  those  engaged  in  the 
sarve^,  as  well  as  to  the  soirey  itself,  demands  some  addition  to  the  ap- 
propnation  for  theserrice  of  the  rdknaining  two  years. 

The  Geologist  will  hereafter  report  to  me,  as  the  law  iMcea  it  his 
duty  to  do,  an  estimate  for  the  expenses  of  the  next  year,  which  I  will 
transmit  for  the  consideration  of  the  General  AssemUj. 

The  law  authorizing  the  survey,  makes  no  provision  for  preserring 
suites  of  specimens  for  any  purpose.  The  preservation  of  a  suite  to  form 
a  State  cabinet  being,  however,  obviously  indispensable,  I  have  given 
orders  to  the  Geologist  to  that  efiect.  I  have  received  formal  apidica* 
tionsrfor  suites  of  specimens,  from  Middlebury  College,  from  the  Medi- 
cal Collegea  at  Woodstock  and  Castleton,  and  from  the  Troy  Conference 
Academy  at  Poultney.  The  obvious  importance  of  having  collectiona 
of  spechnens  illustrating  the  geology  and  mineralogy  of  the  State,  to 
form  cabinets  in  these  institutions,  as  well  as  in  the  Vermont  and  Nor^ 
wich  Universitiee,  has  induced  me,  though  without  authority  of  law^ 
to  direct  the  Geologist  to  make  his  collection  sufficiently  large  to  ena« 
ble  him  ta  famish  complete  sets  to  all  these  institutions, — ^in  reffaid  to 
which  I  confidently  anticipate  the  sanction  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
the  small  additional  appropriation  which  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
additional  expense. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  a  deep  and  general  interest  has  been  mani&at* 
ed  by  the  people,  in  the  survey  as  it  has  progressed,  which,  it  is  heped, 
may  be  regarded  aa  an  earnest  of  what  is  to  be  expected  through  its  en« 
tire  coarse.  The  science  of  geology,  though  possessiuff  high  practical 
interest,  is  but  little  understood  by  the  mass  of  the  people.  I  regard  it, 
therefore,  as  not  among  the  least  important  benefits  of  the  survey  which 
the  liberality  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  has  authorized,  that  it  will  awaken 
among  all  classes  a  more  general  interest  in  the  science,  and  have  the 
efSect  of  directing  the  active  minds  of  our  people— especially  the  youuff 
of  both  sexes-^o  its  study'— a  study  so  well  adapted  to  discipline,  expand 
and  elevate  the  mind,  while  it  goes  forth  to  investigate  and  admire  the 
usefbl  and  mysterious,  the  beautiful  and  sublime  of  the  Creator's  works* 

fiy  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  the  last  session,  it 
was  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  request  the  delivery  by  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  of  the  four  brass  cannon,  taken  by  the  Green  Moun- 
tain Boys,  from  the  British  at  Bennington,  on  the  16th  of  Augual, 
1777,' '  and  to  cause  the  same  when  recei? ed,  to  be  deposited  in  the 
State  House.  In  obedience  to  the  requirement  of  this  resolution,  I  ad- 
dressed the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  Slst  of  January  last,  requesting 
the  delivery  of  the  cannon.  To  this  I  received  a  reply,  dated  the  90th 
of  February,  saying  that,  *  ^should  the  guns  referred  to  be  found  in  the 
possession  of  the  ordnance  corps,  they  are  among  the  other  trophiea  of 
the  war  of  the  revolution,  and  are  held  as  public  property  of  the  United 
States ;"  and  suggesting  an  application  to  Congress  for  an  order  for 
their  delivery. 

In  reply  to  a  subsequent  communication  fropi  me,  asking  that  an  in- 
quiry roi^t  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  the 
cannon  taken  at  Bennington,  then  in  the  possession  of  the  United 
States,  and  their  location,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
War,  covering  a  report  fiom  the  Ordnance  Department,  by  which  it 
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appeared  that  there  were,  at  the  United  States  aneaal  at  Washington, 
two  hrass  guns,  reported  as  three  pounders,  and  marked  *'  taken  firoai 
the  Germans  at  Bennio^n,  Aogust  16,  1777;"  and  that  '*  no  other 
trophies  captored  on  that  occanon  are  known  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  the  goremment."  Copies  of  this  oorrespondenee,  nnmbered  from  1 
to  5  incloBiTe,  are  herewith  comroonicated  to  each  branch  of  the  Gen- 
ttai  Assembly. 

An  application  to  Congress  being  thus  rendered  neeessary,  I  recom- 
mend such  further  action  as  shaU  be  deemed  appropriate  to  effect  the 
application,  and  render  it  a?ailable. 

The  necessity  of  more  effectual  provision  for  preventing  the  evils  re- 
sulting from  the  practice  of  taking  unlawful  interest,  induces  me  agaia 
to  invite  to  it  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Our  laws  have  long  prohibited  the  taking  of  interest  above  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum.  All  the  reasons  which  have  induced  the 
enactment  and  continuapce  of  the  prohibition,  obviously  urge  its  enforce- 
ment.  Indeed  it  is  urj^ed  by  the  additional  consideration  that  habitual' 
impunity  to  the  violation  of  any  law,  tends  to  weaken  the  force  of 
all  law. 

If  the  law  is  to  remain  on  the  statute  book,  it  should  not  be  left  without 
adequate  provision  for  its  enforcement.  No  such  |)rovision  now  exists. 
The  only  remedy  is  by  an  action  for  money  had  and  received,  or  goods 
sold  and  delivered,  for  the  recovery  of  the  interest  reeeived  unlawfully, 
to  be  sustained  by  common  law  evidence  of  its  payment — a  ]»ocess 
which  experience  has  abundantly  shown,  can  very  raiely  be  made  avail- 
able. To  leave  the  enforcement  of  so  important  a  right  to  the  chanee 
discovery  of  testimony  tO/  a  transaction,  which,  from  its  veiy  nature, 
is  guarded  with  the  profonndest  secrecy,  is  but  a  mockery  of  justice. 

I  submit  whether  some  provision  should  not  be  made,  which  shall 
give  a  remedy,  better  suited  to  the  nature  of  the  case— a  remedy  which 
,  shall  find  its  means  of  enforcement  in  an  appeal,  in  some  finrm,  to  the 
conscience  of  the  receiver  of  unlawful  interest. 

Our  connection  with  the  Federal  Union,  whose  power  readies,  ^nd 
deeply  affects,  our  interests,  makes  it  our  right  and  our  duty,  frequently 
to  review  its  legislation,  and  subject  its  policy, present  and  prospective, 
to  examiitation.  This  duty  has  never  been  more  imperative  than  at  the 
present  moment,  not  only  on  account  of  the  great  importanoe  of  the  ques- 
tions in  issue  before  the  country,  but  from  a  eonsiueration  of  the  obvi- 
ous and  increasing  tendency  to  a  course  of  Federal  administration  wholly 
partisan  in  its  character,  and  so  bent  on  securing  sectional  ascendancy, 
or  ministering  to  purposes  of  political  ambition,  as  to  lose  sight,  too 
often,  of  the  just  limits  of  constitutional  power. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  an  important  step  has 
been  taken^towaids  the  annexation  of  a  foreign  government  to  our  Con- 
federacy. This  has  been  done  by  the  adoption  of  a  joint  resolution  by 
Cotigress,  declaring  its  consent  that  "  the  territory  properly  incJuded  in, 
and  rightfully  belonging  to  the  republic  of  Texas,  may  be  erected  into 
a  new  State,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  admitted  as  one  of  the  States 
of  this  Union."  This  consent  is  declarcKl  to  be  given  upon  the  condition 
that  the  constitution  to  be  formed  by  the  people  of  Texas,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  President  of  the  United  States  *'  to  be  laid  before  Congress 
for  its  final  action,  on  or  before  the  first  of  January  next,"  and  with  a 
provision, among  others,  that  "  new  States  of  convenient  siie,  and  bar-

ing  snffictent  popolitioo,  may,  by  the  consent  of  said  State,  be  ibrmed 
oat  of  the  territory  thereof,  and  entitled  to  admisBion  under  the  provia- 
kms  of  the  Federal  Constitution." 

To  this  resolution  there  was  added  another,  to  the  effect  tha^if  the 
President  should  deem  it  most  adtisable,  instead  of  submitting  the  fdre- 
going  resolution  to  the  Republic  of  Texas,  as  an  overture  for  admission, 
to  negotiate  with  that  Republic,  then  that  the  admission  might  be  efiec- 
ted,  either  by  treaty,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Senate,  or  by  artides  to  be 
submitted  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress,  as  the  President  might  direct. 

Upon  the  passage  of  these  resolutions,  the  President  prmseeded  to 
act  upon  the  first,  and  forthwith  submitted  it  to  Texas,  as  an  o?ertaie 
for  its  admission.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  oTerture,  a  convention  was 
called,  which  has  formed  a  constitution  which  has  been  submitted  to  the 
people  of  Texas  fbr  their  action  on  the  13th  of  the  present  month.  It 
will  probably  be  ratified,  and  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  at  its  next  session  for  their  approval,  which  is  an  indiqpennable 
prerequisite  to  admission  into  the  Umon. 

The  question  of  annexation  being  thus  an  open  question,  the  States 
may,  with  a  view  to  its  final  decision,  as  well  ss  in  reference  to  then: 
duty,  upon  a  possible  consdmmation  of  the  measure,  properly  subject 
it  to  the  ordeal  of  se? ere  scrutiny.  I  deem,  theiefore,  no  apology  neces- 
sary for  inviting  to  it  your  parucular  attention,  nor  for  the  expreasioa  of 
my  conviction  Siat  Vermont  should  irmly  resist  every  advance  towards 
the  consummation  of  a  measure  so  utterly  subversive  of  her  rights  as 
a  member  of  the  existing  Confetteraey. 

This  meditated  ipvasion  of  our  rights  is  not  to  be  regarded,  or  traa* 
ted,  as  an  ordinary  tiolation  of  the  Constitution,  for  which  there  may 
be  a  oonstitutional  remedy  in  the  interposition  of  the  judicial  power .-*- 
No  judicial  power  can  efl^ctuaUy  reach  the  case.  Ijet  the  deed  be  done 
—the  foreign  State  admitted,  and  its  Senators  and  Representatives  be 
actually  in  Congress,  and,  practically^  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
would  be  powerless.  The  truth  is,  the  measure  is  essentially  revolu* 
tiottary.  It  is  a  fraud  upon  the  Constitution,  and  utterly  subversive  of 
it^-cfaaoging  essentially  oyr  domestic  Federal  rehitions,  and  creating  a 
new  union,  of  which  neither  the  present  Constitution,  nor  mutual  con- 
fidence will  constitute  the  bond  ;  a  union  whose  only  bond  will  be,  the 
apprehended  evils  of  actual  separation,  since  it  is  impossible  that  coofi- 
denee  or  afiection  can  exist  wnere  there  is  an  abiding  sense  of  flagrant 
injustice  and  usurpation. 

Much  has  been  said  in  regard  to  the  *^  compromises  of  the  Constitu* 
tioa"  in  favor  of  Slavery  :  and  so  sensitive  are  the  South  on  this  subject 
—so  teoaoions  of  the  concessions  wrong  from  the  North,  as  the  price 
of  the  Union,  that  the  bare  proposal  by  the  leffislature  of  liassaohu- 
•etts,  to  amend  the  Constitution  by  abolishing  the  slave  representatioB 
in  Conj^ress,  has  been  denounced  as  little  less  than  treason  to  the  Union. 
But  this  very  compromise  carries  with  it  an  irresistible  aj^ument 
against  the  measure  of  annexation .  A  sligrht  consideration  of  the  sabjeot 
vnll  lender  it  apparent,  that  the  compromise  securing  a  slave  represen- 
tation, most  have  had  reference  to  a  union  within  the  then  limits  of  the 
United  Slates,  because  it  eoneemed  a  sectional  interest,  the  adjustment 
of  which  in  the  eompromise,  must  neoessaiily  have  had  respect  to  dd^ 
ioite  lemtorial  limita— otherwise  the  balance  mi^ht  be  destroyed,  and 
the  eompromise  praotieally  nullified,  by  the  addition  of  foreign  slave 
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Stttet,  gping  to  the  slave  intemt  aa  onlook^  for  and  ptnuuMoC  pre- 
pondennbe  in  the  Union. 

And  each  nullification  will  be  the  effbet  of  oonaonuDating  the  measure 
of  annexation.  The  eompromisee  towching  the  question  MsUyerywill 
be  at  an  end— as  clearly  so,  as  would  be  one  of  two  depmident  and  re- 
eiiHcocal  obligations  between  individuals,  where  the  other  had  been  vio- 
lated. 

The  truth  is,  that,  at  the  time  of  securing  thegmt  and  fatal  oonoee- 
sion  of  the  slave  representation-rby  whose  votee  in  Congress  almost 
every  question  aflfootinff  the  relative  interests  of  the  slave  and  aon- 
slavehoiding  States,  including  the  question  of  annexation,  has  been  de* 
dded— no  thought  was  any  where  entertained,  of  extending  the  bounds 
of  slavery  beyond  the  then  liniiu  of  the  United  States.  It  was,  on  the 
oontrary,  the  universal  expectation  that  slavery  would  decline,  and  at 
no  diBtant  period,  cease  to  mar  our  Federal  Union.  It  was  in  the 
spirit  of  this  antioioatton  that  it  was  declared,  in  the  articles  of  oonpaet 
embodied  in  the  celebrated  Ordinance  of  Congress  of  '87  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Territory  North  Weet  of  the  River  Ohio— which  passed 
with  but  one  disseoUng  vote*-that  *'  there  shall  be  neither  slaveiy 
nor  involuntary  servitude  therein,  otherwise  than  in  the  punishment 
of  crimes."  And  what  still  more  strikingly  evinces  the  spirit  of  those 
times,  and  the  true  beaiinff  of  that  ordinance  in  respect  to  slavery,  the 
preainble  to  the  articles  of  compsfet  declared,  Uiat  they  were  ordained 
''  for  extending  the  fundamental  principlea  of  civil  and  religious  liberty 
which  form  the  basis  whereon  these  republics,  their  laws  and  eonstttn- 
tions,  are  erected." 

If  it  had  been  asserted  in  the  Convention  that  farmed  the  ConstitutioB, 
that  under  the  clause  declaring  that  **  new  Sutes  ma^r  be  admitted  by 
the  Congress  into  this  Union,"  /oret>n  slave  States  might  and  would 
oome  in,  it  is  very  manifest  that  the  clause  would  not  have  been  adopt- 
ed without  an  express  negatfon  of  such  a  oonstruction — much  more, 
that  a  provision  for  the  representation  of  three-fifths  of  the  slave  popu- 
lation would  not  have  been  permitted  a  place  in  the  Constitution^ — 
The  fact  that  such  a  provision  was  made  is  therefore  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  admission  into  the  Union  of  foreign  slave  States  under  the 
Coostitutioo,  entered  into  no  one's  conceptions,  and  would  have  been 
eniessly  guarded  against  if  suggested  from  any  quarter. 

It  follows  that  every  assertion  by  the  South  of  the  sacredness  of  the 
slave  representation  compromiBe,  is  an  argument  out  of  its  own  mouth, 
that  the  introduction  of  foreign  slave  States  into  ths  Union  is,  itself,  a 
violation  of  the  compromises  of  the  Constitution. — And  it  furthermore 
follows,  that  such  introduction  of  foreign  slave  States,  in  efifoct  dischar^ 
the  North  from  its  obligatiou  to  a  continuance  of  the  slave  representation 
—a  representation  sufficiently  onerous  when  confined  to  the  Onutihh 
HanalVmou,  but  intolerable  when  extended  to  a  new  Union,  formed  by 
the  introduction  of  foreign  slave  States,  for  the  purpose  of  perpetuating 
the  dominion  of  the  slave  power.  Let  the  South  either  relinquish  the 
uarisbteous  advantage  ot  the  slave  representation,  or  cease  to  press 
for  the  admission  of  foreiffu  slave  States.  To  claim  both  is  an  aggrava- 
tion of  injustice,  equalled  only  by  that  of  the  system  for  whoee  support 
and  continuance  it  is  perpetrated. 

Equally  unjust  and  absurd  is  it  to  claim  au  execution  of  the  conatitu* 
tional  stipulation  for  the  surrender  of  fugitives  from  oppression,  and  for 
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proteetioB  against  domestio  Tiolenoe,  while  the  right  is  claimed  and  ex* 
ercised  to  augment  and  perpetnate,  indeflnhelT,  the  bnrdeii  of  theae 
oUiffations,  by  the  annexation  of  foreign  dave  States  to  the  Union. 

Slavery,  moreover,  is  an  element  of  weakness,  inviting  invasion, 
which  the  ConstitatioB  binds  the  nstion  to  repel,  in  whatever  quarter  h 
may  threaten.  How  long  and  to  what  extent  this  obligation  is  to  be 
binding,  may  hereafter  become  a  qaestion .  The  advocates  of  annexation 
wonld  do  well  now  to  consider  it ;  as  they  would  also  Uie  question,  to 
what  extent  there  shall  be  maintained,  at  an  enormous  expense,  a  navy 
to  preveot  the  coastwise  slave  trade,  destined  to  acquire  unwonted  activ* 
ity  under  annexation  policy. 

To  these  motives  for  resisting  the  consummation  of  the  threatened 
measure,  must  be  added  its  injustice  to  Mexico,  and  the  disgrace  of  per- 
petrating it,  because  she  is  uoable  to  resist.  And  to  render  this  injus- 
tice the  more  flagrant,  and  the  grasping  spirit  in  which  the  whole  an- 
nexation movement  originated  and  has  been  conducted,  the  more  mani- 
fest, it  would  now  seem,  that  the  Executive  is  pushing  a  claim  to  ter- 
ritory as  a  pert  of  Texas  dearly  beyond  any  lunits  ever  assigned  to  the 
department  of  that  name,  and  not  even  in  possession  of  the  govemment 
to  whom  the  overture  for  annexation  has  been  made. 

The  impotence  of  Mexico  may  be  to  us  an  efiectual  protectxen.  We 
tre  probably  safe  from  the  injury  her  sense  of  wrong  may  prompt  her 
to  inflibt.  fiut  who  shall  protect  us  from  tl|e  just  judgement  of  an  im- 
parttal  world,  or  blot  the  stain  of  injustiee  from  the  pages  of  our  coun- 
try's history ! 

In  reference  to  the  position  sometimes  taken,  that  the  action  already 
had  upon  the  subject  of  annexation  precludes  us  firom  further  opposition 
to  the  roe^ure,  it  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  no  right  can  be  precluded 
by  any  action,  of  the  character  of  that  legislation  under  which  the  over> 
ture  to  Texas  has  been  made.  It  is  an  attempt  to  annex  by  joint  reso- 
lution of  Congress  ^—the  unconstitutionality  of  which  was  so  apparent 
that  it  became  necessary  to  connect  with  it  an  alternative  resdution 
provkUng  for  annexation  by  treaty.  It  was  by  the  union  of  such  an 
alternative,  that  conscientious  scruples  as  to  annexation'by  joint  reso- 
lution were  quieted,  though  the  alternative  left  it  in  the  power  ofthQ 
President  to  give  effect,  as  he  has  done,  to  the  joint  resolution  itself, 
and  thus  do  the  very  thing  which  those  scrnples  would  not  allow  couM 
be  done. 

We  have,  thus,  a  double  violation  of  the  Constitution  ;  to  which  must 
be  added,  the  fact  that  the  President  elect  made  his  appearance  at  the 
scene  of  action  and  turned  the  trembling  scale,  by  throwing  into  it  the 
weiffht  of  his  incoming  official  patronage. 

Shall  such  an  act,  carried  by  such  means,  have  the  effect  in  this  free 
country,  of  concluding  and  silencing  opposition  to  an  unconsummated 
measure !  Let  the  spirit  of  free,  intelligent  and  unsubdued  Vermont 
answer. 

And  where  will  Vermont  soon  be,  if  the  policy  of  foreign  annexatioa 
is  to  prevail,  and  become  the  settled  policy  of  the  country !  She  wiB 
be  in  the  condition  of  an  aopendage  of  a  vast  slave  empire,  embracing, 
not  Texas  only,  but  California,  and  finafly  every  part  of  Mexico— m1 
of  which-  win  be  overrun  by  slave-holders,  who  will,  m  due  time,  declare 
independence,  and  daim  and  obtain  admission  into  the  Union. 

But  annexation  may  be  consummated !    Slavery  may  triumph.    It 
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aay  Moore  a  aiajority  in  Ike  Seoi^te  of  the  United  States.  It  may  an- 
nal  the  compceauaes  of  the  constitution,  and  destroy  the  bond  thathol^ 
these  States  together.  What,  then,  shall  Vermont  do  ?  What  it  will 
be  her  right  to  do,  admits  of  no  question.  If,  from  a  |:egard  to  peace, 
•he  shall  forbear  to  exercise  her  rifht,  it  should  #  be  with  a  solemn  de- 
claration to  the  Union  and  the  wodd,  that  she  thereby  acknowledges  no 
ri^ht  of  annexation,  and  forbears  from  no  diminished  conviction  that  it 
will  subvert  the  Constitution,  and  essentially  destroy  the  Union  of 
which  it  IB  the  bond ;  and  that  she  reserves  the  right  of  such  future  ac- 
tion as  circumstances  may  suggest. 

But,  in  the  event  of  annexation,  there  will  remain  a  great  practical 
doty  for  us  to  perform.  It  will  be,  to  go  to  the  very  verge  of  our  cod- 
atitutional  power  to  effect  the  abolition  of  slavery,  as  *<  the  chief  evil 
in  our  country,  and  the  great  crime  of  our  age^'*  Slavery  will,  by  an- 
nexatidn,  have  been  taken  under  the  special  protection  of  the  natiooal 
government,  and  made  in  the  highest  sense,  a  national  institution ;  and, 
thenceforth  will  become  a  leading  and  controlling^element  in  the  Union. 
It  will  then  be  seen  in  a  stronger  and  clearer  li^ht  than  it  has  ever  bees. 
The  success  of  annexation  will  have  signally  illustrated  its  charact^ ; 
and  the  time  is  not  distant,  when  it  will  be  able  no  longer  to  adjnat  its 
influence  in  the  scale  of  parties,  so  as  to  maintain  its  ascendancy  by 
Northern  co-operation ;  for  the  North  will  have  learned  the  indispenaa- 
Ue  necessity  of  union,  in  order  to  roll  back  the  tide  of  its  usuipatiom, 
and  so  change  the  policy  of  the  government  that  i^  shall  cease  to  make 
the  support  of  slavery  an  object  of  special  and  paramount  regard.  If 
the  North,  for  the  sake  of  peaoe,  shall  submit  to  annexation,  Sie  South 
must  submit  to  the  Icf^itimate  and  inevitable  cousecuences  of  thus  forc- 
ing, everywhere,  an  investigation  of  the  merits  of  slavery,  and  a  tho^ 
ottgh  exposure  of  the  impossibilitv  of  long  maintaining  a  Union,  em- 
bracing tne  hostile  and  irreconcilable  elements  of  slavery  and  ^edom. 

I  have  received  from  the  Executives  of  several  of  the  States,  reso- 
lutions of  their  respective  legislatures,  touching  the  subject  of  annexa- 
tion, which  I  shall  heretifler  qpmmunicate  for  the  consideration  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

Among  the  papers  received  from  the  Executives  of  other  States  is  the 
solemn  Declaration  and  Protest  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusettt, 
against  the  laws  of  South  Carolina,  under  which,  colored  citizeus  of 
Massachusetts  are  arrested  on  board  her  ships  in  the  harbors  of  Soath 
Carolina,  imprisoned  in  the  jails  of  that  State,  and  sold  into  perp^al 
shivery,  in  default  of  their  commanders  to  give  bonds^to  redeem  them 
and  to  pay  the  expense  of  their  detention — all  which  Massachusetts 
asserts  is  in  violation  of  that  clause  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  which  dedares  that  *'  the  citiiens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States." 

To  protect  her  citixens  from  the  execution  of  these  laws,  Massachu- 
setts commissioned  one  of  her  most  distinguished  citizens  to  proceed 
to  South  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  such  process  as  should 
iHTing  the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  these  proceedings  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  it  is  a  matter  of  history,  that 
the  agent,  on  appearing  in  South  Carolina,  for  the  purpose  of  execu- 
ting a  commission,  thus  looking  to  a  peaceful  and  ordlerly  appeal  to 
the  appropriate  judicial  tribunal,  was  driven  away  by  threats  of  persooal 
violence  of  a  mob ;  and  that  sabsequently,  the  legislature  sanctioned  the 
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met  of  the  mob  by  making  an  order  *'  to  expel  *'  the  agent  ftom  the 
State.    Against  this,  also,  Massachusetts  protests. 

I  have  received  from  the  Grovemor  of  South  Carolina,  the  proceedings 
referred  to,  of  the  legislature  of  that  State.  I  have  also  received  from 
the  Governors  of  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Alabama,  resolutions  <tf 
the  legislatures  of  those  States,  approving  the  outrage  committed  on 
the  agent  of  Massachusetts ;  and  from  the  Governor  of  Connecticut, 
xesolatioas  of  the  legislature  of  that  State,  declaring  that  the  act  of 
South  Carolina  is  **  a  palpable  and  dangerous  violation  of  the  national 
compact."  I  shall  hereafter  transmit  these  papers  with  others  on  va- 
rious subjects,  received  from  the  Executives  of  other  States,  lor  the  use 
of  the  Greneral  Assembly. 

I  have  inade  this  special  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  South  Car- 
olina, for  the  purpose  of  bringing  th^em  into  immediate  connection  with 
the  kindred  subject  to  which  I  have,  at  some  length,  invited  your  atten- 
tion, and  of  submitting  to  you  the  propriety  uid  duty  of  a  full  con- 
sideration of  these  extraordinary  proceedings,  and  an  expression  of 
the  sense  entertained  by  the  Greneral  Assenmly  of  this  State,  of  their 
true  character  and  tendency.  It  would  seem  evident  that  the  Union 
eannot  be  maintained,  if  peaceable  attempts  to  appeal  to  the  appropriate 
judicial  tribunal  for  the  settlement  of  great  constitutional  questions, 
involving  the  relative  rights  of  the  States,  are  to  be  put  down  by  mob 
Tiolenee,  and  the  added  sanction  of  legislative  authori^. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that,  upon  an  attempt  by  South  Carolina  to 
anfoioe  the  same  laws  against  colored  British  subjects,  and  the  remon- 
strance of  the  British  ffovernment  to  that  of  the  United  States,  South 
Cardina  desistea  ;  and  yet  she  rigorously  enforces  them  against  one  of 
her  sister  States,  and  adds  the  extreme  aggravation  of  rudely  expelling 
from  her  territCHry  an  agent  of  that  State,  rather  than  aUow  him  a 
residence  long  enough  to  perfect  the  process  of  submitting  the  ques- 
tion of  difference  to  the  decision  of  the  constitutional  tribunu. 

Several  of  the  slave  States,  it  is  understood,  have  laws  on  this  sub- 
ject, simikr  to  those  of  South  Carolina.  Their  enforcement  in  Louisia- 
na induced  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  to  send  an  agent  to  that 
State  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  a  similar  process,  who  was  also  driven 
from  the  State  by  threats  of  mob  violence. 

If  slavery  cannot  exist  without  the  protection  which  such  an  exemp- 
tioQ  from  eonstitutioBal  law  will  give  it,  then  it  is  evident  that  slavey 
and  the  constitution  are  at  irreconcilable  variance.  Massachusetts  has 
forborne  to  retaliate,  and  contented  herself,  for  the  present,  with  a  sol- 
eam  protest  and  ap]^  to  the  world  and  impartial  posterity,  against 
these  acts.  But  it  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  there  will  be  no  limit 
to  forbearanoe  ;  or  that  the  Union  can  always  withstand  the  power  of 
sseh  attempts  to  rend  it  asunder. 

The  question  of  protection  to  labor,  in  its  otherwise  ruinous  competi- 
tioa  witA  the  starved  and  cheapened  labor  of  other  countries,  continues 
to  be  one  of  undiminished  interest.  Indeed,  its  interest  has  increased, 
as  efibrts  to  give  ascendency  to  free  trade  principles  have  become  more 
selive  and  systematic  Of  the  existence  of  such  activity  and  system, 
we  have  bat  too  oondusive  evidence,  in  all  the  mdications,  official  and 
semi-official,  of  the  new  administratiou.  It  is  ^iven  out,  in  wajrs  not 
to  be  nusunderstoody  that  the  head  of  the  financial  deparunent  is  indus- 
tiioBslj  engaged  in  maturing  a  plan  for  reducing  the  tariff  to  the  "  rev« 
H3 
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enae  standard."  What  that  standard  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  school  of 
political  economists  to  which  the  Secretary  belongs,  may  be  gathered 
from  a  Tery  elaborate  report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of 
the  Honse  of  Representatives,  at  the  first  session  of  the  28th  Congress, 
hi  which  it  was  declared,  that —  ' 

"  Every  duty  is  to  be  considered  and  is  properly  denominated  a  rev- 
enne  doty,  the  rate  of  which  yields  the  largest  amount  of  revemie  from 
the  importations  of  the  article  upon  which  it  is  imposed  ;  and  every  dnty 
is  to  be  considered  and  is  properly  denominated  a  protective  duty,  tho 
rate  of  which  is  so  high  as  to  diminish  the  amount  of  revenae  derived 
from  the  importations  of  the  article  upon  which  it  is  imposed,  and  the 
rates  of  which  require  to  be  reduced,  to  increase  the  revenue.  And 
when  a  given  amount  of  revenue  is  desired  to  be  raised  upon  any  given 
article  of  importation,  the  committee  regard  the  Iwiest  rate  of  duty  which 
will  effect  the  result,  as  the  true  andlegitimate  revenue  duty/''  The 
committee  add — "  The  protection  afforded,  under  a  revenue  tariff  thus 
defined,  they  would  denominate  incidental.  The  protection  afforded hj 
a  protective  tariff,  according  to  the  same  definition,  is  direct  and  pon- 
ttve— operates  to  diminish  or  destroy  the  revenue,  and  constitntes  an  ex« 
^rcise  of  the  power  to  lay  and  collect  duties,  entirely  indefensible  in 
principle  and  policy . " 

It  thus  appears  that  "  direct  and  positive  protection  " — ^that  is,  pro- 
tection which  has  the  effect  to  diminish  revenue  from  any  given  article, 
liB  entirely  indefensible  in  principle  and  policy — ^the  only  allowable  pro- 
tection being  that  which  is  **  incidental"  to  a  revenue  duty — that  is,  in- 
cidental to  that  duty  which,  without  any  reference  to  protection,  will 
^eld  *'  the  largest  amount  of  revenue  from  the  importations  of  the  ar- 
ticle upon  which  it  is  imposed." 

The  mere  statement  or  this  doctrine  is  sufficient  to  show  that  it  strikes  a 
fetal  blow  at  the  principle  of  protection,  because  that  rate  of  dnty  can,  ob- 
viously, furnish  no  stable  protection,  which  is  made  to  depend,  not  on  tiie 
degree  of  protection  it  will  furnish,  but  on  the  amount  of  revenue  it  will 
yield— since  it  is  well  known  that  a  rate  of  dnty  on  a  given  article,  whidi 
will  yield  little  or  no  protection,  may  be  the  very  rate  which  will  yield  the 
most  revenue.  There  is  not  a  protected  interest  in  the  country  that  can 
stand  a  single  year,  under  the  application  of  such  a  principle  as  this. 

The  true  principle  may  be  thus  stated :— A  tariff  which,  while  it  shall, 
in  the  aggregate  of  its  duties,  yield  the  amount,  and  no  more  than  the 
amount,  neeaed  for  the  treasury,  shall  be  so  adjusted,  in  its  detaOs,  ai 
to  throw  80  much  of  that  ageregate  upon  articles  needing  proteetioD, 
as  to  give  the  protection  neeaed — ^the  balance  being  thrown  upon  arti- 
cles needing  little  or  no  protection. 

It  is  agamst  the  principle  of  a  revenue  diity  with  incidental  proteetioB, 
in  the  Protean  shapes  it  will  be  made  to  assume,  that  we  are  doomed  to 
contend  ;  and  it  is  a  contest  with  fearful  odds,  when  we  take  into  ac- 
count the  power  and  influence  of  the  new  administration,  aided  by  the 
deceptive  application  of  Ae  sliding  rule  of  protection  inddenial  to  a  fwe- 
nueduty. 

Nor  fe  this  the  only  aspect  of  the  danger.  The  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, whose  purpose  to  destroy  the  protection  afibrded  by  the  tariff  of 
1843  is  not  attempted  to  be  concealed,  is  engaged  in  the  unprecedented 
work  of  collecting,  without  the  authority  of  Congress,  and  by  replies  to 
certain  questions  propounded  to  manufacturers  and  others,  to  he  answer- 
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ed  without  oath  or  cross-examination — information,  to  enable  him  to 
carry  his  destructive  pmrpoee  into  execution. 

Vermont  has  too  osep  an  interest  in  the  great  question  thus  about  to 
be  forced  to  a  fearful  and  perilous  issue,  to  remain  indifferent  or  silent. 
It  is  due  to  the  great  value  of  our  interests  iuToWed  in  the  true  principle 
of  protection,  that  we  thoroughly  scrutinize  the  false  principle  on  whidi, 
by  a  combination  of  its  pretended  friends  with  its  open  enemies,  protee^ 
tion  is  to  be  made  to  reet.  The  imminenoy  of  the  impending  danger 
would  seem  to  call  for  a  decided  expression  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly on  this  subject. 

I  have  received  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Amenoan 
Peace  Society  a  communication  on  the  subject  of  Peace,  with  a  request 
that  I  would  lay  it  before  the  General  Assembly.  In  complianoe,  I  send 
herewith  copies  of  the  communication  for  your  consideration.  This 
request  appears  to  be  part  of  a  general  movement  of  that  Society  to  inn 
press  upon  the  rulers  of  States  and  Nations  the  duty  of  reconsidering  the 
question  of  war,  as  it  stands  cpnneoted  with  the  temporal  and  spiritnid 
interests  of  men,  and  to  inculcate  the  importance  and  practicability  of 
superseding  its  supposed  necessity,  by  the  principle  of  Arbitration,  ap* 
plied  to  nations  as  it  now  is  to  individuals. 

It  would  seem  necessary  to  do  little  more  than  to  announce  this  dlnect, 
to  secure  for  it  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  rulers  of  every  Chris* 
tian  people.  War  is  the  greatest  of  all  the  calamities  that  ever  afflicted 
the  haman  race  ;  and  yet  the  world,  after  having  been  involved  in  its 
erimes  and  felt  the  terrific  sweep  of  its  desolations,  for  near  sixty  cen- 
turies, seems  bnt  jmst  awaking  nrom  the  delusion  that  it  is  necessaiTy 
and  consistent  with  the  spirit  and  principles  of  ja  religion  whose  ail- 
pervading  element  is  love. 

Our  own  country,  more,  perhaps,  than  almost  any  other,  needs  this 
awakening  influence.  The  freedom  happily  enjoyed  by  our  people, 
aeems  to  engender  the  restless  spirit  favorable  to  war,  while  it  receives 
additional  impulse  from  the  popular  appeals  incident  to  our  system  of 
free  suffrage, — appeals  made,  often,  by  men  who  love  distinction  and  ex- 
citement more  than  their  country,  while  their  appeals  act  on  minds  in 
no  condition,  from  the  association  of  numbers  and  other  causes,  to  feel 
their  true  individual  responsibility  for  the  erimes  and  consequences  of 
war. 

The  maxim — *'  In  peace  prepare  for  war,"  is  moreover  a  standing  ex- 
citement to  war, — performing  the  double  offioe  of  protoking  aggretoion, 
and  prompting  inconsiderate  and  rash  resistance  to  it.  The  state  oi  so- 
ciety in  the  Southern  and  South  Western  portions  of  our  Vmon  is  an 
illustration  in  private  life,  of  the  pnotical  resnlls  of  this  maixim*-*«9 
apparently  just,  and  yet  so  really  questionable. 

There  is,  however,  a  preparation  for  war,  which  does  not  invito  it. 
It  is  the  preparation  of  simple,  open-hearted,  uniform  fairness  and  jus- 
tice,-^e  exhibition  of  a  stronger  solicitude  to  do  right,  than  to  exact 
it  from  others ;  and  a  sensibility,  which  habitually  feels  that  the  stain  of 
disboBor  is  inflicted  not  by  SiffbrW  wrooff ,  but  by  doing  it.  The  nation 
who  shall  cultivate  this  spirit— who  sliaU  fiuriy  nin  the  Teputation  of 
The  Justy  will  possess  a  defenoe,  in  ao  age  nued,  as  this  is  beffinning 
to  be,  by  enlightened  public  sentiment,  more  sure  and  effective  thaa  the 
power  of  fort^cations,  and  armies,  and  nafies,  combined,  can  ^ve. 

But  while  the  spirit  of  peace  and  scrupulous  regard  to  justice,  wOl, 
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by  their  silent  inflaenoe,  check,  if  they  do  not  entirely  sabdae,  the  spirit 
of  affgressLOD,  they  will  not,  necessarily,  pretent  the  occonenoe  or  in- 
tematiooal  differences,  nor,  in  the  present,  if  in  any  future  state  of  the 
world,  supersede  the  necessity  of  some  formal  proTision  lor  their  ad- 
justment. This  necessity  suggests* a  resort  to  the  princmle  of  Arbi- 
tration, and  the  introduction  into  treaties  between  nations,  or  stipulations 
to  that  efiect. 

It  is  to  the  furtherance  of  this  object,  by  acting  on  the  public  senti- 
ment of  our  own  country  and  the  world,  that  the  Ameiican  Peace 
Society  solicito  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  ;  and 
I  could  hardly  be  mTited  to  the  performance  of  a  more  giateful  duty 
than  to  become  the  medium  of  asking  your  attention  to  it,  and  recom- 
mending, as  I  do,  such  action  as  mar,  in  your  wisdom,  most  eflfectually 
lend  the  influence  of  this  State  in  furtherance  of  this  greal  movement 
of  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  towards  men.  The  government  of 
the  United  States  has  already,  in  three  memorable  instances,  submitted 
matters  of  difference  with  other  nations  to  the  arbitrament  of  friendly 
powers — ^in  two  of  them,  with  results  which  have  been  effectual  to  the 
settlement  of  the  difieiences  submitted. 

I  must  be  permitted  to  add  an  expression  of  the  sense  I  entertain 
of  the  great  value  of  the  efferts  of  the  friends  of  peace,  through  the 
organiiation  of  peace  societies,  in  dispelling  the  delusion  so  long  prev- 
alent in  regard  to  war,— exposing  the  anti-Christian  princi^es  on 
which  it  has  so  long  rested,  and  showing  the  extent  to  which  it  has 
paralyied  the  industry,  wasted  the  wealth,  corrupted  the  morals,  bm- 
talixed  the  passions,  blasted  the  hones,  and  vitally  injured  the  high- 
est interests  of  men.  The  results,  thus  far,  of  the  quiet  and  persever- 
ing efforts  of  these  associations,  has  furnished  a  most  grati^ing  illus- 
tration of  the  silent  power  of  truth,  in  the  hands  of  Christian  benev- 
olence, to  reform  and  save  the  world. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  tender  to  the  Greneral  AssemUy  my  hearty 
cooperation  in  every  wise  and  well  directed  efibrt  to  promote  the  public 
ffood — trusting  that  we  shall  all  feel  how  much  we  need  the  wisdom 
mat  comes  ftSok  above,  to  enable  us  to  comprehend  the  true  diancter 
of  that  ^[ood,  and  direct  as  to  the  adoption  of  measures  best  adi^^ted  to 
ensure  its  successful  accomplishment.

Mr.  Swift,  from  the  Joint  committee  to  report  Joint  Rules,  reported 
the  following 

JOINT  RULES.  ' 

1.  A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  certain  State  and  County  officers,  and  Judges  of  Probate,  in 
which  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary  of  the 
^enate,  shall  officiate  as  Clerk.  It  shall  be  formed  only  at  such  time, 
and  for  such  specific  purpose,  as  may  be  expressed  in  a  concurrent  res- 
olution of  both  houses  ;  and  may  adjourn  firom  time  to  time  during  the 
sitting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

3.  The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the  resolutions 
ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

3.  Previous  to  the  meeting  of  any  joint  assembly  for  the  election  of 
county  officers  and  Judges  of  Probate,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  from  ^e  several  counties,  shall  meet  in  con- 
ventions, and  make  a  nominatioa  of  all  the  officers  to  be  elected  in 
their  respective  counties,  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  residing  in  the  several  Probate  districts,  shall  meet  in 
convention  and  make  nomination  of  the  Judges  of  Prol)ate  for  their  res- 
pective districts,  and  present  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  joint 
assembly ;  and  no  nomination  of  any  county  officers  or  Judges  of  Probate 
shall  be  finally  acted  on  by  the  joint  assembly,  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  the  aforesaid  conventions. 

4.  The  rules  of  the  Senate,  so  fju"  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed 
in  regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly. 

6.  A  jomt  committee  of  three  Senators  and  tiuee  Representatives 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  houses  respect- 
ively, to  whom  maybe  referred  all  documents  transmitted  by  the  Gover- 
nor for  the  use  of  the  Greneral  Assembly,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
that  House  from  which  they  were  received. 

6.  The  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  to 
whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  referred,  may,  for  the 
purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet  together  as  a  joint  conunitiee,  and 
make  a  joint  or  separate  report  to  either  or  both  houses,  as  they  may 
think  expedient.  ^ 

7.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  it  either  shall  request  a  conference  and  appoint  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall  also  appoint  a 
committee  on  its  part,  such  committees  shall  meet,  at  a  convenient  houi\ 
to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen,  in  the  conference  room,  and  state 
to  each  other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  house  for  its 
vote  on  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely  thereon,  and 
make  report  of  their  doings  to  their  respective  houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

8.  Committees  of  comerence  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  from 
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each  house,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them  to  thai  house 
which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement. 

9.  When  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses,  they 
shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  house 
lespectiTely. 

10.  After  bills  have  passed^  both  houses,  and  a  certificate  showing 
the  one  in  which  they  respectively  originated  has  been  duly  endorsed 
thereon,  they  shall  be  delivered  to  a  joint  standing  committee  of  two 
Senators  and  two  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  be  de- 
signated the  Committee  on  Bills,  who  shall  make  careful  examination, 
and  see  that  thejrare  correctly  engrossed,  and  when  satisfied  of  their 
accuracy,  shall  present  them,  first  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, and  then  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  for  their  official 
signatures,  and  having  obtained  them,  they  shall  forthwith  deliver  them 
to  the  Govempr  for  lus  approval,  and  shall  make  true  report  to  both 
houses  of  the  day  on  which  such  bill  was  delivered  to  ^e  Governor, 
which  shall  be  duly  entered  upon  the  journal  of  each  house. 

11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  wmch  shall  have  passed  one  house, 
is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  in 
which  the  same  shall  have  passed ;  and  all  such  rejected  bills  or  res- 
olutions, with  the  accompanying  papers,  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left 
in  custody  of,  the  house  which  first  acted  upon  them. 

12.  "Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded ;  and  should  such  biU  or  resolutioa 
pass  both  houses,  the  same  papers  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Grovemor, 

13.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disagreement, 
a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

14.  No  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  one  house,  shall  be  sent  for- 
eoncurrence  to  the  other,  on  either  of  the  two  last  days  of  the  session.

Mr.  Swift,  from  the  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the 
resolution  introduced'by  Mr.  Buibank  on  the  13th  instant,  instructmg 
said  Committee  to  inquire  whether  any  member  is  holding  a  seat  in  this 
House  from  an  unorganized  town,  made  the  following  Report : 
To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

The  Judiciary  Committee,  who  were  instructed  to  "  inquire 
whether  any  member  is  holding  a  seat  in  this  House  from  an  unorganized 
town,"  report, 

That  the  only  case  which  has  come  before  the  Committee  for  exam- 
ination, is  the  case  of  the  sitting  member  from  East  Hayen,  in  the 
County  of  Essex.  The  following  are  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  organ- 
ization of  that  town.  A  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  that  County  gave  no- 
tice, as  required  by  law,  for  a  meeting  of  the  freemen  of  that  town  os 
the  28th  day  of  July,  1845.  There  were  at  the  time  fourteen  families 
in  the  tovm.  The  freemen  met  in  porsuance  of  the  notice,  the  meethig 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Justioe,  and  under  his  snpenntendence  a 
Moderator  was  chosen.  The  question  was  then  taken  whether  the  lewn 
should  be  organised,  which  was  decided  by  a  clear  majority  in  the  negap 
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live.  It  was  then  Toted  by  a  decided  majority,  without  a  diitentiiif  v^e, 
to  dissolve  the  meetincr,  and  the  meeting  was  accordingly  declaied  by 
the  Moderator  to  be  dissolved.  Most  of  the  voters  then  went  home, 
and  did  not  again  return  to  the  meeting.  After  this  dispersion,  the  few 
remaining Toters  were  called  to  order  by  the  Justice  again,  and  they  pro- 
ceeded to  organise  the  town,  and  elected  a  Town  Clerk  and  Constable. 
The  freemen's  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  was  duly 
warned  by  the  Constable  so  chosen ;  both  parties,  as  well  those  who 
were  opposed  to  the  organization,  as  those  who  were  concerned  in  pro- 
rooting  it,  attended,  and  elected  John  Walter,  Jr.,  the  sitting  member,  as 
their  representative  ;  who  was  furnished  with  credentials  in  legal  form, 
by  means  of  which  he  has  taken  his  seat  in  this  House.  It  was  the  do- 
sipn  of  the  persons  opposed  to  the  organisntion  of  the  town,  at  the  time 
of  the  election,  that  tne  person  who  uiould  be  elected  should  remain  at 
home  and  nut  claim  his  seat,  but  afterwuds  they  advised  that  he  should 
take  his  seat,  and  submit  the  question  to  the  consideration  of  the  House. 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Legislature  is  not  the  proper 
tribunal  to  decide  the  question,  whether  the  town^was  legally  organised, 
except  so  far  as  that  question  may  affect  the  right  of  the  sitting  member 
to  his  seat.

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Gaoli^cal  Surrey  for  the  enaoiiiff  year,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  contem- 
plates the  necessity  of  a  small  aaditioDal  expenditure,  for  the  purpose 
of  preserving  six  additional  suits  of  specimens  for  certain  literary  and 
mescal  insutations. 

To  those  at  all  familiar  with  the  subject,  the  importance  is  obTious,of 
depositing  suits  of  specimens  illustrating  the  Geology  and  Mineralogy 
of  the  State,  in  each  of  the  institutions  referred  to— institutions  to  which 
so  many  of  our  young  men  resort  for  an  education,  which,  in  the  present 
state  of  science,  cannot  be  regarded  as  complete  without  some  Knowl- 
edge of  the  interesting  and  useful  sdence  of  Geology. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  appropriation  in  the  act  authorizing  the  sur- 
vey, is  much  below  appropriations  for  similar  surreys  in  other  States. 
T^e  experience  of  the  past  year,  moreover,  shows  that  the  progress  of 
the  surrey  has  been,  necessarily,  somewhat  retarded  hy  the  odleotion 
of  additional  suits  of  specimens  for  the  institutions  referred  to,  made 
under  the  order  which  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  to  the  Geoloj^and 
his  assistants.  The  addition^  labor  and  expense  is,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Geologist,  equivalent  to  the  services  and  travelling  expenses  of 
an  additional  assistant — in  which  opinion  Messrs.  Hall  imd  Thompson, 
employed  as  assistants  duringf  the  'past  season,  concur. 

The  smn  required  to  meet  the  additional  expense  is  not  large,  while 
the  object  to  be  attained  is  of  very  great  importance  to  the  profitable 
study  of  the  science  of  Greology,  by  the  young  men  and  women  of  this 
State. 

While  the  Geologist  has,  from  motives  of  delieaoy,  refrained  from 
making  an  estimate  which  would  embrace  a  provision  for  an  ad- 
dition to  his  own  salary,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  repeat  the  suggestion 
made  in  my  annual  message,  that  it  would  be  but  justice  to  him  and  his 
assistanto  that  their  compensations  should  be  somewhat  increased — ^the 
sum  to  which,  after  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  survey,  I 
have,  by  the  present  appropriation,  been  complslled  to  restrict  them,  be- 
ing greatly  below  the  compensations  allowed  for  similar  services  in  other 
States.

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Mountain  Boys  from  the  British,  at  Bennington,  on  the  16th  of  Auffust, 
1777,  and  deposit  the  eame,  'when  receiTed,  in  the  State  House  at  Mont- 
pelier  ;  and,  whereas,  it  appears  by  the  annua]  message  of  the  GoYer* 
nor,  that  upon  application  by  him  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  delivering 
of  the  cannon  has  been  declined  by  the  National  Executive,  and  the 
Governor  referred  to  Congress,  as  the  appropriate  authority  to  place 
said  cannon  at  th6  disposal  of  this  State  ; 

Therefore,  Tlesohedyhy  Ihe  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That 
the  Senators  of  this  State  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  the  Represen- 
tatives requested  to  use  their  exertions  to  obtain  an  order  of  Congress 
for  the  delivery  of  said  cannon,  to  be  deposited  in  the  State  House  of 
this  State,  as  a  memorial  of  the  valor  which  achieved  the  victory,  so 
honorable  to  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  as  well  as  signally  beneficial  to 
the  country. 

Which  was  read  and  passed  in  concurrence.  "^ 

A  message;  from  'the  Governor,  received  this  forenoon,  was  read,  and 
is  as  foUows : 
To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

1  transmit,  herewith,  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly, 
sundry  resolutions  and  other  proceedings  of  the  Legislatures  of  several 
States  of  the  Union,  referred  to  in  my  annual  message  of  the  11th  inst., 
viz : 

The  report  of  a  special  Joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses  of  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  annexa- 
tion of  Texas  to  the  United  States,  with  the  resolutions  of  the  Legisla« 
ture  relative  thereto,  adopted  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  joint  reso- 
lutions of  Congress,  making  pvertures  to  Texas  for  its  admission,  to- 
gether with  the  resolutions  of  the  same  Legislature,  adopted  subsequent 
to  the  passage  of  said  resolutions  of  overture ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  Legislatures  of  Ohio,  Delaware,  and  Rhode 
Island,  against  the  measure  of  annexation,  and  of  the  Legislatures  of 
New  Hampshire  and  Alabama  in  favor  of  the  same  ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois,  disapproving  the  pro- 
posal of  Massachusetts  to  amend  the  Constitution,  so  as  that  the  number 
of  free  persons  shaU  be  the  basis  of  the  representation  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  ;  and  resolutions  of  the  State  of 
Alabama,  declaring  said  proposed  amendment  to  be  evincive  of  a  dispo- 
sition on  the  part  of  Massachusetts  to  dissolve  the  Union  ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  asserting  the  right 
of  the  United  States  to  the  territory  of  Oregon,  to  the  54th  degree  of 
North  Latitude ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  disapproving  the 
treatment  of  Thomas  W.  Dorr,  by  the  State  of  Rhodd  Island ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  relative  to  said  reso- 
lutions of  New  Hampshire,  and  directing  the  return  of  the  same  ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Maine,  protesting  against  the 
proceedings  in  the  case  of  Thomas  W.  Dorr,  and  resolutions  of  Rhode 
Island  expressive  of  its  sense  of  the  interference  of  Maine  in  the  matter ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  approving  the  proceed- 
ings of  Rhode  Island  in  the  case  referred  to ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  in  favor  of  a  Ta- 
riff for  revenue,  with  incidental  protection  ;  against  a  distribution  of 
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the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands ;  in  fivor  of  the  system  of 
the  Independent  Treasury;  and  declaring  that  newspapers  ought  to 
to  pass  free  of  postage  to  every  part  of  the  State  where  printed  ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  State  of  Alabama  against  the  altering  or  abo]. 
ishing  of  the  Veto  power ;  against  a  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands ;  against  a  high  protective  Tariff;  against  the 
Tariff  of  1842 ;  against  a  National  Bank ;  against  repudiation  of 
State  debts ;  and  declaring  that  the  joint  occupancy  of  Oregon  by  Eng- 
land and  the  United  States  should  cease ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  North  Carolina  and  Indiana,  approving  the  plan 
of  an  exchange  of  laws  and  Judicial  decisions  between  the  several  States, 
and  of  the  latter  State  against  a  repurjiation  of  State  debts  ; 

Also,  a  copy  of  a  memorial  to  Congress  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Missouri,  in  favor  of  an  extension  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  over 
the  territory  of  Oregon. 

I  have  the  honor,  also,  to  inform  the  House  of  RepresentatiYes  that  I 
have  this  day  transmitted  to  the  Senate,  for  the  use  of  the  Greneral  As- 
sembly, resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  South  Carolina,  requesting  the 
Grovernor  of  that  State  to  expel  from  its  limits  an  agent  of  Massachu- 
setts, charged  with  the  duty  of  taking  measures  to  carry  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  the  question  of  the  validity  of  certain  laws  - 
of  South  Carolina,  by  virtue  of  which  colored  citizens  of  Massacba- 
setts  are  seized  on  board  the  ships  of  Massachusetts,  in  the  harbors  of 
South  Carolina,  and  imprisoned,  and  sold  into  slavery,  in  delauit  of  their 
commanders  to  redeem  them  and  psy  the  expense  of  their  detention ; 

Also,  the  declaration  and  solemn  protest  of  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts against  said  laws  of  South  Carolina,  and  against  the  expulsion  of 
the  Agent  of  Massachusetts  from  its  limits ; 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Alabama,  approvioff 
the  expulsion  of  the  Agent  of  Massachusetts  from  South  Carolina ;  and 

Also,  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut,  disapproving  the 
proceedings  of  South  Carofina. 

T  have  dso  transmitted  to  the  Senate  a  copy  of  a  Joint  resolution  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Kepublic  of  Texas, 
dated  on  the  4th  of  July  last,  and  transmitted  to  me  by  the  President 
of  the  Republic,  expressive  of  its  sense  of  the  *'  services  rendered  by 
Major  General  Andrew  Jackson,  to  the  cause  of  civil  and  religious  liber- 
ty,'' and  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Republic,  tendering  to  him  the 
homage  of  the  nation's  gratitude. 

I  have  also  transmitted  to  the  Senate  a  memorial  addressed  to  me  by 
Mr.  Alexander  Vattemare,  of  Paris,  on  the  subject  of  *' international  ex- 
changes of  the  productions  of  nature  and  of  mind,"  with  a  request  that 
I  would  lay  it  before  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State'.  Mr.  Vatte- 
mare has  long  be^  engaged  in  making  arrangements  for  effecting  such 
exchanges,  and  has  established  for  that  purpose  a  Depot  at  Paris,  where, 
in  the  language  of  his  memorial,  '*  every  State  can  forward  the  produc- 
tions of  her  intellect,  industry,  government  and  national  resources,  and 
exhibit  them  to  Europe ;" — Paris  being  **  the  literary  and  intellectual 
centre  of  the  Continent — a  place  from  whence  they  can  be  discriminating- 
ly distributed,  and  where  the  governments,  writers,  painters,  sculptors, 
engravers,  geologists,  and  other  learned  sons  of  France,  can  offer  their 
gius  to  the  members  of  the  American  family.'' 

Mr.  Vattemare  says  he  has  established  the  Depot  by  request  of  many 
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of  the  first  men  of  both  continents,  and  that  he  has  been  appointed  as ' 
agent  to  effect  exchanges  by  the  Legislature  of  Maine,  and  the  National 
Institute  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  asks  a  small  appropriation  to 
cover  expenses  of  transportation,  postage,  «&c.,  his  own  services  being 
gratuitously  rendered. 

I  deem  this  a  malter  of  'sufficient  importance  to  justify  me  in  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  it,  with  a  view  to  the  furnishing  to  the 
Depot  of  exchanges  at  Paris,  such  of  the  laws  and  documents  of  this 
State,  as  may  fall  within  the  description  in  the  memorial  referred  to- 
being  pursuaded  that  we  shall  receive  in  return  more  than  an  equivalent 
for  any  expense  we  may  incur  for  this  object.

(H.  116.)  Mr.  Rice,  from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to 
which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  "  An  act  establishing  the  fees  of 
the  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs  for  certain  services,"  report- 
ed that  the  same  ought  to  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enact- 
ing clause  and  inserting  the  foUowing  :

The  Joint  Assembly  having  concluded  its  session, 

(H.  110.)  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hall,  the  House  proceeded  to  consider 
the  bill  entitled  **Anact^to  incorporate  the  Western  Vetmont  Rail 
Road  Company ;''  and  the  question  recurred  on  the  amendments  moved 
by  Mr.  Thomas  on  the  29th  of  October,  and  the  amendment  of  Hr.

'*  Sec.  29,  The  said  corporation  shall  at  all  times,  when  the  Post 
Master  General  shall  require  it,  be  holden  to  transport  the  mail  of  the 
United  States  from  and  to  such  place  or  places  on  said  road  as  required, 
for  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation.  And  in  case  the  corporation 
and  the  Post  Master  General  shall  be  unable  to  acfree  upon  the  compen- 
sation aforesaid,  the  Legislature  shall  determine  the  same." 

'*  Sec.  30.  And  said  corporation  after  they  shall  commence  the  re- 
ceiving of  toll,  shall  be  bound  at  all  times,  to  have  said  road  in  good  re- 
pair, and  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable  caniages  and  vehicles  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  and  articles,  and  be  obliged  to  receive,  at  all 
proper  times  and  places,  and  convey  the  same,  when  the  appropriate 
tolls  therefor  shall  be  paid  or  tendered ;  and  a  lien  is  hereby  created  on 
all  articles  transported,  for  the  tolls  due  for  the  transportation  thereof. 

Mr.  Hall's  amendment  to  said  amendment  was,  to  amend  said  section 
39  to  read  as  follows : 

'*  Sec.  29.  The  corporations  hereby  established  shall  be  required 
to  transport  upon  their  respective  railroads  by  their  regjular  trips,  the 
mails  of  the  United  States,  and  in  case  of  any  disagreement  between 
the  said  corporations  and  the  agents  of  the  General  Government,  touch- 
ing the  compensation  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme 
Ck>urt,  on  application  of  either  of  the  parties,  to  establish  and  define  the 
rates  of  compensation  ;  which  rates  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties, 
until  altered  by  said  court  upon  similar  application." 

And  the  question  being  taken,  the  House  adopted  the  amendment 
moved  by  Mr'.  Hall. 

And  the  amendments  moved  by  Mr.  Thomas,  as  thus  amended,  were 
adopted. 

The  14th  section,  which  empowers  the  corporation  to  enter  the  road 
of  the  Champlain  and  Connecticut  River  Rail  Road  at  some  convenient 
point  in  East  Rutland,  on  certain  conditions,  was  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  "  East*^  before  the  word  **  Rutland^''^  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Button. 

Mr.  Thomas  moved  to  amend  the  16th  section,  which  confers  upon 
the  State  the  right  to  purchase  the  road  after  fifty  years,  by  striking  out 
the  word  ^^  fifty* ^  and  inserting  the  words  **  itoenty-five  " ;  which  amend- 
ment was  disagreed  to. 

Section  14,  which  provides  for  the  construction  of  the  road  over  high- 
ways, streams,  and  private  ways,  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Thomas,  by  inserting  therein  the  following  : 

'*  And  the  said  Company  shall  constantly  maintain  in  good  repair  all 
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bridges,  with  their  ojbutments  and  embankmeata,  which  they  may  con- 
struct for  the  purpose  of  conducting  said  road  over  any  turnpike,  prirate 
way,  or  highway,  or  for  conducting  such  turnpike,  private  way,  or  high* 
way  over  said  rail  road,  and  in  default  thereof,  shall  be  liable  in  an  ac- 
tion on  the  case  to  pay  all  damages  to  any  party  aggrieved." 

Mr.  Barlow  moved  to  amend  the  10th  section,  which  authorizes  the 
Supreme  Court  to  alter  the  rates  of  toll,  in  snch  manner  that  said  Com- 
pany shall  not  receive  less  than  ten  per  centum  for  the  first  fifty  years, 
by  striking  oot  the  word  ^^fifty,^*  and  inserting  the  words  *•  twenty-five;^^ 
virhich  amendment  was  rejected. 

Ordered,  That  said  bill  be  engrossed  and  read  the  third  time. 

(H.  21.)  On  motion  of  Mr.  Harlow,  the  House  took  into  considera*^ 
tion  the  bill  entitled  *'  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Black  River," 
which  had  been  laid  on  the  table.

I  lishment  of  a  General  Convention  or  Congress  of  Nations,  for  the  pur-, 
pose  of  settling  the  principles  of  international  law,  and  of  orgaoiaing  a 
High  Court  of  Nations  to  decide  all  cases  of  difficulty  which  may  be 
brought  before  them,  by  the  mutual  consent  of  two  or  more  nations. 

4.  That  his  Excellency  the  Grovemor  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy 
of  these  resolves  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  Vermont  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  Stages,  with  a  request  that  they  use  their  influ- 
ence, as  they  may  find  occasion,  in  furtherance  of  this  important  object.

A  message  from  the  Grovemor,  received  this  afternoon,  was  read,  and 
is  as  follows  :       ' 
7b  the  House  of  Representatives : 

1  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  House  of  Representatives  that 
I  have  received  a  communication  from  Henry  Stevens,  Esq.,  relative  to 
the  collecting  of  papers  illustrative  of  the  early  history  of  the  '*  New 
Hampshire  Grants,"  which  I  have  transmitted  to  the  Senate  for  the  use 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Mr.  Stevens  was  appointed  in  1841,  to  in- 
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vestigate  the  facts  touching^  a  suppoeed  claim  of  this  State,  on  the  Gor- 
ernment  of  the  United  States,  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  Revoluiionary 
War ;  and,  io  the  prosecution  of  his  inquiries,  discovered  numerous  ps- 
pers  connected  with  our  eaHy  history,  as  appears  by  j^ports  made  by 
him  in  1842  and  1843,  and  by  a  report  made  to  me,  at  the  last  session, 
by  a  Committee  appointed  by  my  predecessor  to  examine  the  papers  col- 
lected by  him. 

The  communication  of  Mr.  Stevens  refers  to  various  papers  which  he 
deems  it  important  to  obtain, /in  order  more  fully  to  illustrate  the  history 
of  *'  The  Grants  ;  "  and  for  defraying  the  expense  of  procuring  which, 
he  asks  an  additional  appropriation. 

He  has  also  collected  sundry  manuscript  papers,  connected  with  the 
early  administration  of  the  government  of  this  State,  which  he  deems  it 
important  should  be  bound  in  volumes,  for  preservation,  and  the  conven- 
ience of  future  reference. 

He  also  suggests  the  propriety  of  arranging  the  files  and  records  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  uf  the  date  of  1778,  and  for  several  subsequent 
years,  the  preservation  of  which  he  deems  important  to  aoonect  knowl- 
edge of  the  early  judicial  history  of  the  State. 

The  subject  of  collecting  and  preserving  the  papers  connected  with  the 
early  ami  extraordinary  history  of  this  State  is  one  of  great  interest.  Other 
States  have  made  similar  collections,  and  a  very  valuable  and  extensive  col- 
lection ,  forming  a  documentary  history  of  the  Colonies  of  North  America, 
is  in  the  process  of  publication  by  the  United  States — several  volumes 
of  which  are  in  our  State  Library.  Such  collections  are  of  ffreat  im- 
portance for  the  purposes  of  history.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  much 
care  and  judgment  are  requbite  in  making  selections  from  the  materiab 
which  will  be  disclosed  upon  a  search  for  the  papers  of  revolutionary 
times. 

I  have  transmitted  Mr.  Stevens's  communication  to  the  Senate,  for  the 
information  of  the  Greneral  Assemblv,  and  such  action  thereon,  as  the 
subject  may,  in  its  wisdom,  seem  to  demand.

By  striking  out  the  word  "^i/Vy"  and  inserting  the  words  "/Arce 
hundred;^*  which  amendment  was  adopted.

'*  Sec.  8.  In  makinff  the  division  of  the  public  school  moneys  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  Section  32  Chapter  18  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
the  Selectmen  shall  not  direct  the  payment  of  the  share  of  any  district, 
in  which  the  school  has  been  kept  after  the  first  of  March  next,  by  a 
teacher  who  has  not  been  examined  and  received  a  certificate  accordiog 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act.*'

Mr.  Chase  of  Franklin,  from  the  Select  Committee  to  which  was  re- 
ferred so  much  of  the  Goveroor*s  message  as  relates  to  Slavery,  and  the 
Annexation  of  Texas,  submitted  a  report  which  was  read ;  [for  Report, 
see  Appendix  N.]  and  also  reported  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  in  the 
name  of  our  constituents,  and  for  ourselves,  we  make  this  our  solemn 
protest  against  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  our  Federal  Union  ;  and  our 
Senators  in  Congiess  are  hereby  instructed,  and  our  Representatives  re- 
quested, to  use  every  constitutional  means  in  their  power,  to  prevent 
the  coosnmmation  of  a  scheme  so  obviously  pro-slavery  in  its  character, 
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80  oomrpt  in  its  designs,  so  dangerous  in  its  undoubted  results  on  the  har- 
mooy  01  the  American  Union, — so  dishonorable  to  our  nation,-— and  so 
much  condemned  by  the  oinlized  worid,  and  by  the  God  of  the  oppressed. 

Eesohedf  That  the  aocomplishment  of  the  proposed  scheme  of  Annex- 
ation will  be  regarded  by  this  State,  and,  vre  believe,  by  all  the  Free 
States,  as  such  a  violation  of  the  compromise  touching  slavery,  as  in  ef- 
fect will  discharge  the  North  from  its  obligation  to  the  continuance  of 
the  slave  representation,  a  representation  onerous  enough  when  confined 
to  the  ConiUuHonal  Union,  but  intolerable  when  extended  to  a  new  un- 
ion, formed  by  the  introduction  of  a  foreign  nation,  for  the  purpose  of 
extending  and  perpetuating  the  dominion  of  slavery. 

Beiohedy  That  as  Slavery  is  of  itself  an  element  of  weakness,  inviting 
invasion  from  abroad,  and  insurrection  in  the  Slave  States,  which  the 
Constitution  of  the  present  Union  binds  us  to  aid  in  repelling,  we  shadl 
be  Constrained  to  regard  the  accomplishment  of  this  uncoustitutional  and 
dangerous  scheme  of  Annexation,  as  deciding  that  the  obligation  will  be 
binding  upon  the  Northern  States  no  longer,  when  involuntarily  made  a 
minority  of  a  vast  slave  empire,  under  a  predominant  slave  power. 

Therefore  :  In  the  alternative  of  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  on  terms  admitting  and  perpetuating  slavery,  and  compelling 
us  to  recognize  in  the  act  our  complete  discharge  from  the  onerous  bur- 
den of  the  three-fifths  representation,  and  from  the  oUigation  to  repel, 
at  can,  invited  foreign  invasion,  or  provoked  domestic  violence  in  Uie 
Slave  States, 

Resolved y  That  upon  such  a  decision  by  the  South,  it  will  be  optional 
with  the  Free  States,  to  take  into  consideratiou  the  expediency  of  adopt- 
ing such  measures  as  will  most  effectually  and  amicably  secure  the 
blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  ovlt  posterity,** 

Resohed,  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the  Governor  of  each  of  the  States 
of  this  Union,  to  the  President  of\he  United  States,  and  to  each  of  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Clarke,  their  Secretary : 
Mr.  Speaker  : — The  Senate  have  passed  a  resolution  relative  to  re-

Stevens,  and  for  furnishing  certain  books  from  the  State  Library  to  the 
Vermont  Historical  and  Antiquarian  Society ;  in  which  resolutions  they 
reouest  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Senate  have  considered  the  amendment  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  the  resolution  for  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Assembly  this  tf- 
ternoon  to  elect  a  State  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  and  have 
resolved  to  concur  in  the  samel 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Assembly,  porBO- 
ant  to  the  concurrent  resolution  of  the  two  Houses,  the  Senate  appeared 
in  the  Hall  of  the  House. 

The  Joint  Assembly  having  conclnded  its  session, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens,

noon by  Mr.  Chase  of  Franklin,  upon  the  subject  of  Slavery  and  the 
Annexation  of  Texas.

Resolved^  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ,  That  the  Con- 
stitation  of  the  United  States  confers  no  power  on  Congress  to  incorpo- 
rate with  this  Union  any  foreign  independent  State  whatever. 

Resolved,  That  the  Union  of  Texas  to  the  United  States  for  the  avow- 
ed purpose  of  extending  and  perpetuating  Slavery,  will  immediately 
tend  to  weaken,  if  not  dissolve,  the  bonds  of  union  now  subsLsting  be- 
tween the  States.  , 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  Vermont, 
do  hereby  solemnly  protest  against  the  admission  of  Texas  to  this  Union, 
without  the  consent  of  each  and  everv  State  in  the  Union. 

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be  re- 
quested to  oppose,  by  all  legal  and  Cnnstikitional  means,  the  proposed 
union  of  Texas  with  the  United  States. 

And  the  question  being  taken,  the  House  adopted  said  resolutions  thus 
moved  as  substitutes  for  those  reported. 

Mr.  Thomas  moved  to  lay  said  resolutions  on  the  table. 

When,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Barlow, 
The  House  adjourned. 
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EVENING. 


Mjr.  Dill  moved  that  a  mesaage  be  seDt  to  the  Senate,  to  request  a  re-

Mr.  Speaker  : — The  Senate  have  considered  the  amendment  of  the

A  message,  in  writing,  from  the  Grovernor,  received  this  evening, 
was  read,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Housfi  of  Repreientalives : 

I  have  received  and  considered  a  bill  presented  to  me  for  approval,  en- 
titled *'  An  act  to  pay  Guy  C.  Sampson  the  sum  therein  mentioned/* 
and  herewith  return  the  same,  with,  my  objections  theTe:o,  to  the  Hon^e 
of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated. 

It  is  declared  in  the  bill  that  the  sum  therein  directed  to  be  paid,  is 
**  for  labor  and  expenses  in  preparing  a  digested  Index  of  all  sneh  por- 
tions of  the  Revised  Statutes  passed  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  as  have  been  altered  or  repealed,  and  all  public  acts  passed 
since  such  revision,  with  the  poUie  laws  passed  at  tne  sessioa  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  for  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ibity^ 
four."  i 

It  appears  that  the  service  in  question  was  performed  by  Mr.  SamfK 
son,  under  an  appointment  made  by  the  Grovernor,  in  puiauance  of  the 
following  resolution,  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly : 

^*  Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  the  Gov^ 
ernor  be  requested  to  appoint  some  person  to  make  a  digested  Index  of 
.  all  such  portions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  passed  in  1839,  as  have  been 
repealed  or  altered,  and  all  public  acts  of  tliis  State  )»8sed  since  said  re- 
vision, with  the  public  laws  passed  at  the  present  session  of  this  Legisla- 
ture, and  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  with  tlie  laws  passed  at  this 
session.  Provided,  the  whole  expense  of  puhlishinff,  with  cora|nlin£ 
the  same,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  doUan,— and  provided  it  shaB 
not  cause  a  delay  in  the  publication  of  the  laws  passed  at  the  present 
session,  of  more  than  ten  days." 

It  will  be  observed,  on  an  inspection  of  the  lesolntion,  that  the  Index 
was  to  be  published  with  the  laws  of  the  session  of  1844.  It  became 
the  duty,  therefore,  of  Mr.  Sampeon,  to  furnish  an  Index  in  seanon  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  person  who  had  eontiaoied  to  print  tke  laws,  by  the

time  be  was,  by  bis  ooiitmot,  to  have  ibem  ready  for  delivery — which 
it  appears  was  on  the  first  of  December. 

As  the  (Governor  was  to  cause  the  Index  to  be  published,  it  was,  of 
course,  to  be  sent  to  him,  when  completed, — and  that,  for  the  obvious  rea- 
son that  he  would  be  held  responsible  (as  by  the  resolution  it  was  evidently 
intended  he  should  be)  for  its  correctness.  The  Genera]  Assembly  could 
not  have  intended  to  impose  on  him  the  duty  of  publishing  any  Index  which 
might  be  famished  him  by  the  person  he  should  appoint,  because  it 
would  hare  subjected  him  to  the  hazard  of  severe  censure  for  sending 
forth  an  erroneous  or  defective  Index,  besides  suspending  the  public  in- 
terest upon  the  same  baxard.  The  Lejiiislature  evidenUy  intended  the 
double  security  of  ordinary  care  in  making  the  aupointment,  ana  the 
subsequent  supervision  of  the  Governor  himself— else  they  would  have 
TOovided  that  the  person  appointed  to  prepare  the  Index,  and  not  the 
Governor,  should  cause  it  to  be  published. 

But  notwithstandinjBf  this  obvious  and  necessary  construction,  Mr. 
Sampson  took  upon  himself  to  determine  that,  af\er  making  the  appoint- 
ment, I  had  nothing  more  to  do  with  tho  matter ;  and  that  the  index 
was  not  to  be  sent  to  me,  but  to  the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  that  he 
was  bound  to  see  that  it  was  published  with  the  laws — their  publication 
b^ff  subject  to  his  superintendence.  He  accordingly  sent  the  Index  to 
the  Secretary ;  but  not  until  the  28th  of  November,  two  days,  only, 
before  it  was  to  go  into  the  hands  of  the  printer  for  publication.  The 
Secretary,  on  the  29th,  very  properly  sent  it  to  me.  On  examining  a  few 
paffes,  I  found  several  errors  in  the  references  to  the  pamphlet  laws  pub- 
fished  since  the  revision — the  appropriate  references  being  to  the  years 
of  their  passage,  and  the  pages  of  the  pamphlet^  in  which  they  were 
published— *which  in  numerous  cases  were  found  erroneous  in  one  or 
both  these  particulars.  Great  errors  and  deficiencies  were  also  found 
in  the  descriptive  part  of  the  Index,  while  tu  a  great  number  of  impor- 
tant unrepealed  sections  of  laws,  there  was  no  reference  i4rhatever.  Of 
0ection#not  thus  noticed,  I  have  found  more  than  thirty,  on  a  recent  ex- 
amination of  about  one  half  the  Index. 

The  errors  to  which  I  have  referred,  were  specified  in  a  paper  accom- 
panying my  communication  on  this  subject,  to  the  Senate,  on  the  3d 
instant ;  with  which  I  also  sent  the  Index  itself,  wit^  a  request  that  it 
might  be  preserved  in  the  archives  of  that  body,  as  appropriate  evidence 
of  my  fidelity  to  the  trust  committed  to  me.  The  Index  and  accompa- 
nying explanation  were  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Claims  of  the  Sen- 
ate, before  whom  I  was  requested  to  appear,  and  by  whom  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  my  specification  of  errors  was  correct,  and  that  the  Index, 
as  it  came  to  my  hands,  was  not  such  as  should  have  been  published. 

I  did  not  publish  the  Index  ;  and  but  for  the  previous  preparation  of 
another  without  my  authority  ^  which  at  tliat  juncture  I  decided  to  ac- 
cept, none  would  have  been  published. 

But  it  has  been  contended,  that  the  Index  should  have  been  returned 
to  Mr.  Sampson  for  correction  ;  and  that  because  it  was  not,  he  is  en- 
titled to  compensation  for  making  it,  though  it  was  fatally  defective. 
To  tliis  position  I  will  devote  a  iioroent's  attention. 

Upon  examining  the  Index  on  the  29th  of  N4>vember — the  day  that  I 
received  it — I  not  only  saw  that  I  could  not  order  its  publication,  but 
that  if  I  should  return  it,  I  could  not  trust  to  any  corrections  which  Mr. 
Sampson  might  make,  without  a  subsequent  inspection  of  it,  since  very 
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gross  errors  had  escaped  htm  in  a  copy  tpreparad  with  apoareot  oare,  for 
the  press.  And  besides,  as  he  bad  deaied  my  right  of  sapcrrisioo  ia 
the  case,  I  had  reason  to  doubt  whether  he  would  submit  the  Index  to 
me  after  he  should  have  attempted  to  correct  it.  The  proper  eonee- 
tions  would,  moreover,  have  involved'  the  necessity  of  re-eoDStruetiBg, 
and  re-drafting  it,  which,  it  was  apparent,  could  not  be  efiected,  and  tSe 
whole  submitted  to  Hie,  and  necessary  time  allowed  me  tnt  its  re-ezam- 
ination,  before  the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  when  the  printing  of  it 
should  be  completed — much  less  could  aU  this  have  been  dooe  with-  - 
in  the  twenty>four  hours  which  only  remained  between  my  examination 
of  it,  and  the  iirst  of  December.  Indeed,  it  could  not  have  even  retched 
Mr.  Sampson-^is  residence  then  <being  at  Montpelier— about  seveat? 
miles  distant  from  me— until  the  first  of  December, — the  da^  whea  it 
should  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  at  Burlington,  m  a  condi- 
tion to  be  published. 

I  did  not,  therefore,  return  it  to  him  ;  and  I  am  unable  to  aee  upon 
what  principle  my  omission  to  do  it  can  lay  a  foundatioD  for  a  dairn  on 
his  part,  for  compensation.  It  is  evident  that  my  return  of  it  eooM  not 
have  resulted  in  its  publication  with  the  laws,  which,  before  it  coakl 
have  reached  the  hands  of  the  printer,  would  have  been  completed,  aad 
in  the  process  of  delivery  to  the  Sheri&  for  distribution,  and,  of  course, 
that  even  if  corrected,  it  could  not  have  been  made  available  to  the  State 
in  the  way  contemplated  in  the  Resolution  under  which  it  was  prepared 
— namely,  its  publication  with  the  laws  of  the  last  session. 

The  truth  is,  it  was  the  duty  of  Mr.  Sampson  to  prepare  an  Indtac— 
not  a  defective  one,  but  an  Index  fit  t0  be  jmbHsked-^in  such  aeaaoii  that 
it  might  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  by  the  first  of  De- 
cember. Having  failed  to  do  this,  he  &iled  to  do  the  duty  which,  fay 
accepting  the  appointment,  he  contracted  to  perform.  And,  having 
thus  foiled,  I  am  unable  to  see  on  what  principle  applicable  to  the  ordi- 
nary affairs  of  life,  he  can  be  entitled  to  compensation ; — ^how,  indeed, 
he  18  more  entitled  to  it  than  one  would  be  who,  having  engaged  to  fur« 
nish  an  article  of  maou&cture  by  a  given  time,  furuished  a  defective 
one,  unadapted  to  the  purposes  of  its  construction. 

But  Mr.  Sampson  claims  that,  having  performed  labor,  under  an  Ex- 
ecutive ap|>ointment,  it  is  hard  for  him  to  lose  it,  and  that  he  needs 
compensation  for  it.  But  the  question  is  not  one  of  necessity,  but  of 
principle  ; — not  whether  labor  was  performed,  but  whether  it  was  worth 
any  thing, — not  whether  the  article,  which  was  the  product  of  that  la- 
bor, could  have  been  re- produced  in  a  more  perfect  form  at  some  sobse- 
quent  time,  but  whether  it  could  have  been  re-produced  within  the  time 
when  it  must  have  been  forthcoming  in  a  state  of  reasonable  perfoctioo, 
iu  order  to  have  served  the  purpose  of  the  Legislature  in  providing  for  it. 

Pressed  by  this  view  of  the  matter,  Mr.  Sampson  has  even  contended 
that  though  the  Index  might  have  been  imperfoct,  and  could  not  have 
been  made  otherwise  iu  season  for  publication  with  the  laws  of  last  year, 
vet  that  it  should  (to  use  the  language  of  his  letter  to  me  of  the  5iii  of 
)?^ebruary  last)  have  been  *^sent  back  for  correction,"  and  ^'have  rest- 
ed until  1845  for  the  action  of  the  LegisUiture,  as  (to  continue  his  lan- 
guage) the  4>roviso  says, — in  case  it  shall  not  delay  the  printing  of  the 
laws  ntore  than  ten  days — plainly  implying,"  (still  to  continue  his  lan- 
guage,) *'that  there  might  not  be  time,  and  then  the  Index  need  not  be 
published.*' 
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Stioh  has  beeu  Mr.  Sampson's  reasoniDgoii  tbe  snbjeel— reasoning  as 
defectite  as  was  ihe  Index  be  sent  ine  for  publication. 

I  admit  that  I  made  a  mistake  in  appointing  him  to  the  serriceinques- 
tion^thoogh  it  was  done  upon  what  1  deemed  a  satisfactory  recommen- 
dation ;  but  I  cannot  admit  that  he  is  entitled  to  compensation  for  work 
acknowledged  to  be  worthless,  or  that  he  could  jnstlv  claim  to  be  allow- 
ed until  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  to  make  it  what  it  should 
be. 

For  the  reasons  thus  stated,  I  feel  constrained  to  perform  the  unplea^ 
sant  duty  of  declining  to  approve  and  sign  the  bill  allowing  Mr.  Samp- 
son sixty  dollars  for  the  service  in  question,  and  to  return  it  to  the  Hosse 
of  Representatives  for  their  re-consideration.  I  need  hardly  say  that  I 
feel  no  little  embarrassment  in  the  performance  of  this  duty,  becaose  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  thus  returning  bilb  places  the  Chiaf  Maflistrate 
in  a  position  of  conflict  with  the  representatives  of  the  people.  Ishould 
feel  an  additional  embarrassment,  from  the  coi^sideration  that  my  own 
agency  has  been  concerned  in  the  transaction  in  question,  had  I  not  un- 
derstood that  the  Committees  of  Claims  in  both  Houses  have  especially 
exonerated  me  from  all  blame  in  this  matter.  I  am  left,  therefore,  to 
a  consideration  of  the  simple  question  of  the  justice  of  tbe  claim,  to  which 
I  am  asked  to  sive  the  sanction  of  my  approval.  On  this  point  I  have, 
with  perfect  freedom,  and  yet  with  perfect  respect  for  the  General 
Assembly,  expressed  the  convictions  of  my  own  judgment,  and  the 
grounds  of  them. 

I  will  only  add,  that  I  perform  this  act  with  the  less  reluctance,  be- 

-  cause  it  still  leaves  the  bill  within  the  control  of  bare  majorities  of  the 

Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  with  whom  I  am  very  happy  to 

be  permitted  to  leave  the  responsibility  of  giving  the  efiect  of  law  to  an 

act  which  my  own  judgment  cannot  approve.

SECOND  REFORT  OF  STATE  GEOLOGIST. 


To  m$  Excellency  William  SlaJe  : 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  law  providing  for  a  Geoloffical 
Survejr  of  Vennoat,  which  makes  it  the,  duty  of  the  Geologist  to  sabmit 
an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  ensuing  year,  1  have  to  state  that  the 
account  and  estimates  of  the  current  vear  on  page  85  of  the  Report, 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  on  the  first  inst.,  may  be  taken  as  esti- 
mates for  the  ensuing  year ; — with  the  exception  of  the  expenses  neoes- 
sariiy  incident  to  the  collection  of  the  six  suites  of  specimens  for  the  Ut- 
orary  and  medical  institutions  mentioned  in  y^our  Excellency's  Anooal 
Message,  for  which  no  provision  was  made  in  the  act  antlM>rising  the 
survey,  and  which  were  not  therefore  contemplated  in  the  appropnation 
deemed  sufficient  to  secure  the  objects  of  the  survey.  The  labor  of  get- 
ting out,  trimnrfng,  packing,  examining  at  the  depot,  and  putting  tickets 
on  several  thousand  specimens,  must  necessarily  consume  much  time, 
besides  involvioff  additional  expense  of  transportation  and  of  the  fixtures 
and  rent  of  a  place  of  deposit.  The  whole  addition  is  fully  equivalent 
to  the  services  and  tral^lling  expenses  of  one  assistant,  and  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  is  the  least  amount  requisite  to 
meet  this  expense.

Tlie  Undersigned  having  been  ippnJnle^  k  CommJf  tec,  t>y  Crorprrtnr 
^^ttocks,  pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution »  No,  &0 ,  of  the  Generar  A  wsembly . 
passed  A.  D.  1843,  entitled  •'Resobnioii  relative  to  tho  accounts  of  lllc 
16th  Regiment  of  Militia,"  respectfully  report,  thnt  they  met  it  St. 
Johnsbury  on  the  2d  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1844,  for  th^^  purpose  coniem- 
plated  in  said  Resolution. 

Your  Committee,  after  a  careful  esnfni nation  of  the  nfllicers  ofsairi 
Resiment  and  documents  relating  to  llic  a^.^sc^sment  of  fines,  and  the 
collection  and  disbursement  of  the  ^stime.  found  iht*  record*,  kept  in  ati 
extremely  loose  and  unsatisfactory  manner.  Howt^ver^  your  ComTwitlee 
'were  able  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  hnd  been  lines  irnposi^tl 
on  various  indiridnala  belonging  to  ^md  Hegimcnt,  under  the  MiKlia 
Laws  of  1837,  1839  and  1840,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $^10,15,  and 
costs  to  the  amount  of  $  131,33,  nmonnling^  in  the  whole  to  §  3ih*8. 
It  appeared  from  the  certificate  adjutant  that  iifiliU  »um  ^^n^OQ  ^a« 
decidedly  worthless. 

Your  Committee  find  that  of  the  above  fines  and  costs  1 98^40  waa  ed^ 
lected  and  disbursed  towards  defVaying  the  expenses  of  Court?  Mttrtiiil^ 
Your  Committee  were  unable  to  determine  what  had  iKvomt!!  of  the  bal- 
ance, amounting  to  $334,09,  including  the  costs,  of  S  KUi33.  ThcT 
were  unable  to  determine  whether  all  or  any  part  of  it  had  been  collectea, 
from  the  proper  documentary  evidence  or  any  other  source.  Tfcolleeted , 
it  is  not  properly  accounted  for,  and  if  not,  much  of  it  haa  probably  been 
lost  through  carelessness.   ' 

But  your  Committee  do  not  find  sufllcient  evidence  of  the  misapplica- 
tion of  moneys  arising  from  said  fines,  to  authorize  them  to  commence 
suits  in  behalf  of  the  Stfitf\  aa  roincmpkled  by  ^id  rc^mlution. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  siibramed  by  yoor  Commit  t<w.       "^^h

REPORT 

OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  PRISON. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  Prison,  to  whom  were  relerrad  the  ae- 
companyinf  ReaolatioaB,  ask  leave  to  report,  that  thej  hare  had  the 
sabjects  comiected  with  the  State  Prison  undar  consideration,  by  then- 
selves,  and  in  connection  with  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Semte, 
and  have  spent  considerable  time  with  a  view  of  ascertainjog  the  amiwiBt 
of  appropriations  necessary  to  be  made  to  pay  the  liabilities  of  that  in- 
stitution ;  and  notwithstanding  the  Snperintenident  has  been  atteotiTe  to 
the  calls  of  the  Committee,  and  at  all  times  evinced  the  moat  peitet 
willinffness  to  afford  the  Committee  all  the  information  in  his  power,  yet 
from  the  manner  in  which  the  Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Prison  is 
made,  the  Committee  have  been  unable  to  &}l  upon  the  som  necessary  to 
be  appropriated,  with  that  degree  of  certainty  which  they  could  wah. 
This  aifficalty  has  mainljr  arisen  on  account  oif  the  Report  of  the  Dixee- 
tors  not  distinguishing,  in  all  cafes,  between  aoaUahu  and  tmmmitide 
property. 

Taking  the  Report  of  the  Directors  as  a  basis, 
All  the  property  of  the  Prison  exceeds  its  liabilities  by  $  605,09

And  the  Committee  herewith  present  a  Bill  for  that  purpose. 

The  Committee  hare  alao  taken  into  consideration,  the  subject  of  the 
loeane,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  directed  m  the  Re- 
port of  the  Superintendent,  and  herewith  present  a  Bill  **  for  the  relief 
of  losaoe  Prisoners  in  the  State  Prison,''  to  whidi  they  iuTlte  the  &- 
Torable  consideration  of  the  House. 

The  Committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  the  case  of  Eogeoe 
Clifford  9  couTicted  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to  solitary  confinement  in 
the  State  Prison  until  the  punishment  of  death  shall  be  inflicted.  Clif- 
ford has  been  in  solitary  confinement  nearly  two  years  and  a  half,  and 
there  is  now  little  or  no  probability  ^at  he  will  cTcr  be  executed.  The 
Committee  can  see  no  adrantage  to  be  derived  from  a  longer  confinement 
is  the  Mlitary  of  this  unfortunate  being,  and  are  of  opinion  that  hnman- 
:>  ity  reqoires  that  his  punishment  be  commuted  to  that  of  confinement  to 
hard  labor  in  the  State  Prison  for  life ;  and  they  herewith  present  a 
Bill  for  that  purpose. 

There  is  one  other  rabiect,  which,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Supeiio- 
"^tendent,  the  Committee  nave  considered,  and  have  reported  a  Biu  ^r 
the  ooosideration  of  the  House.  This  is  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  the 
Old  Stone  Prison.  This  building  is  composed  of  rough-hewn  granite, 
probably  about  80  by  30  feet,  th^  stories  high,  divid^  into  celb,  wiUi 
iron  doors.  This  whole  Prison,  since  the  erection  of  the  new  brkJc 
PrisoOf  has  become  nearly  uselegis,  and  is  now  a  mere  incumbrance  in 
the  Prison  yard  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  interest  of  the  State  requires 
that  the  same  should  be  sold,  and  the  avails  thereof  deposited  in  the 
Treasurv  of  the  State. 

A  Bill,  to  define  the  duties  of  the  Directors  in  making  their  Apfmi- 
ssls  and  Reports,  and  to  extend  their  powers  to  contract  the  service  of 
the  ooBvicts  for  the  period  of  five  years,  will  be  presented  to  the  Senale 
by  their  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  the  subject  relating  to  the 
internal  Police  of  the  Prison  has  been  referred  by  that  body.

REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  CLAIMS,  ON  THE  PETITION  (ff 
SYLVESTER  PHELPS.  * 

To  the  Itouse  of  JRepresentativeSf  mho  in  session : 

Tho  Committee  of  (]!laimH,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petitlod  of 
Sylvester  Pbelps,  survivor  of  Jedediah  P.  Ladd  and  James  WHsob, 
praying  to  be  cdmpeusated  for  tobacco  seized  and  confiscated  aader  the 
uoQ-intercourse  law  of  1813,  have  had  the  same  under  oonsideraiioo,aiMl 
respeotfolly  re{>ort  : 

That  the  petitioner,  one  Jedediah  P.  Ladd,  and  James  Wilson,  then 
DQrtoers  in  trade,  were  causing  to  be  conveyed  across  the  waters  of 
Lake  Champla  into  the  province  of  Canada,  thirteen  kegs  of  tobacco,  etch 
keg  weighing  200  lbs. ;  that  said  tobacco  was  seized  and  h' belled  by  noe 
John  Downing,  in  the  month  of  June,  1813,  at  Alburgh,  aboot  three 
miles  soath  of  Canada  line,  under  the  Vermont  Non-Intercourse  Act, 
passed  November  6,  1813.  On  the  same  day  of  the  seizure,  at  Albugb 
aforesaid,  the  said  John  Downing  filed  his  libel  against  said  tobacco  be- 
fore Lewis  Sowles,  Consider  Hammond  and  Joseph  Sewall,  ^"'J 
Court  organized  uader  said  law.  That  prooeedings  werd  thereopoo  bad 
in  said  Court,  and  the  taid  tobacco  was  by  said  Court  adjudged,  con- 
demned, apd  forfeited,  one-half  to  the  said  libelant  and  the  other  half  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  The  said  tobacco  was  9m  tt 
Alburgh  aforesaid,  and  one- half  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  was  paid  to 
said  libelant,  and  the  other  half,  amounting  at  that  time  to  $  1^^* 
was  paid  to  said  Court  for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  Sute  of  Ver- 
mont. The  affidavit  of  Israel  P.  Richardson  was  before  your  Coromittec 
— in  which  he  states  that  at  the  time  of  the  seisare  he  was  a  ^^^ 
officer  of  the  United  States,  and  refused  to  seize  said  tobacco  oatbe 
ffTOond  that  it  was  not  a  contraband  article  ander  the  laws  of  the  Vmted 
Sutes  then  in  foree.  . 

It  was  also  proved  that  the  said  Richardson  directed  the  tobacco^  ^ 
seized,  but  whether  the  direction  was  to  seize  under  the  United  oute» 
or  the  Vermont  law  does  not  app|^,  otherwise  than  by  the  teftioony 
of  said  Richardson.  It  is  snfficientVat  the  subsequent  pioeeedings  were 
under  the  law  of  Vermont.  No  effort  seems  to  have  been  made  br  tM 
petitKMier  or  either  of  his  partners  aforesaid  to  recover  the  value  of  »jw 
tobaooo  of  either  of  the  persons  who  acted  under  the  supposed  aotbornj 
of  the  act  aforesaid,  antu  the  year  1838.    The  principal  reason  now  s^* 
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ftt^ed  by  the  petitioner  for  not  having  commenced  a  suit,  or  suits,  in 
this  State,  for  the  recovery  of  the  value  of  the  property  seized,  is,  that  al- 
though the  courts  had  decided  the  act  aforesaid  to  be  unconstitutional 
and  void,  new  judges  were  elected,  and  the  change  in  the  judicial  bench 
rendered  it  doubtful  whether  the  former  dei)!;isions  would  be  sustained, 
and  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  law  confirmed.  They  chose  to  defer 
prosecuting  the  claim  till  an  'opportunity  should  be  afiorded  to  try  its 
merits  in  the  New  York  Courts. 

It  appears  that  a  suit  was  commenced  in  1833  against  the  aforesaid 
Lewis  Sowles,  by  the  petitioner  and  the  said  Jedediah  P.  Ladd,  survivors 
of  James jWilson,  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  which  suit 
was  finally  determined  before  the  Hon.  John  Will^rd,  in  the  Clinton 
County  Circuit,  in  the  year  1839 :  the  plaintiffs  having  been  non-suited 
on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  action  did  not  accrue  within  six  years 
next  before  the  commencement  of  the  suit.  The  petitioner  is  now  the 
only  survivor  of  the  three  partners  aforesaid.  The  said  Wilson  died 
about  the  year  1818,  and  the  said  Ladd  within  the  last  year. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  claim  of  the  petitioner  and  said  Ladd  was 
investigated  at  the  Legislative  session  of  1843,  by  a  committee  of  the 
Senate. 

By  a  reference  to  the  report  of  that  committee,  found  in  the  journal  of 
the  Senate  of  that  session,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  evidence  tend- 
ing to  show  that  the  aforesaid  suit  against  Sowles  in  the  New  York 
courts,  was  decided  upon  the  ground  that  the  plaintifis  were  engaged  in 
an  illegal  trade.  It  is  however  believed  by  your  committee,  who  have 
had  before  them  a  letter  from  Judge  Willard,  before  whom  said  cause 
was  tried,  that  the  suit  was  finally  decided  upon  the  statute  of  limita- 
tion. 

The  petitioner  represented  to  your  committee  that  the  claim  had  never 
been  before  the  General  Assembly  except  at  the  session  of  1843.  In 
this  the  petitioner  was  mistaken.  By  referring  to  the  Journal  of  the 
Senate  of  1842,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  same  claim  was  presented  by  pe- 
tition,  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  and  that  Mr.  Briggs,  of  said 
Judiciary  Committee,  reported  adversely  to  the  petitioner's  prayer. 

'At  the  session  of  the  Greoeral  Assembly  in  1830,  said  Sowles  present- 
ed his  claim  for  defending  the  above  named  suit  against  him,  and  was  al- 
lowed  the  sum  of  $380,78. 

Inasmuch  as  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  law  under  which  said  to- 
bacco was  seized,  has  lou^  since  been  universally  admitted  ;  All  persons 
who  acted  under  its  provisions  were  liable  in  damages  for  the  seizure 
and  detention  of  property  ;  and  the  State  are  bound  to  indemnify  all  per- 
sons  and  officers  who  were  by  said  law  authorized  to  institute  any  pro- 
ceedings whatever.  But  inasmuch  as  it  was  the  settled  policy  of  the 
State,  and  the  law  was  unjustifiable  only  upon  the  ground  of  its  uncon- 
stitutionality ;  your  committee  cannot  believe  that  the  State  is  bound 
to  protect  and  indemnify  those  persons,  who,  contrary  to  its  provisioos— 
in  violation  of  the  policy  and  expressed  wishes  ot  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Vennont,  and  in  oppoeitioD  to  the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  were,  from  selfishness  or  other  cause,  fur- 
nishing the  least  facility  to  its  determined  enemy. 

In  all  judicial  proceedings,  the  stalenese  of  the  claim  is  presumptive 
evidence  of  its  demerit.  And  although  there  is  no  statute  of  limitatioii 
to  bar  the  petitioner,  the  loag  delay  in  prosecutiog  the  olaim  eeems  to 
HSO 
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be  a  proper  sobject  of  inquiry .  The  firal  attempt  to  leoorer  tbe  valoe  of 
said  tob»Dco  was  in  1833,  twenty  years  after  the  seixure.  The  reaaoD 
assigned  by  tbe  petitioner,  that  he  wished  to  hnng  the  sobject  before  the 
New  York  Courts,  is  to  yonr  committee  wholly  unsatisftM^ry ;  they  see 
no  good  reason  why  said  daim  was  not  prosecuted  before  the  Comts  of 
this  State. 
This  claim  was  first  present^  to  the  Legislature  in  1843,  tweaty-ntie 

J^ears  after  the  seizure  and  confiscation  of  the  property.  During  tkii 
ong  interval  of  time,  many  &cts  may  have  become  obscure  or  eotiielj 
forgotten  by  the  living,  and  more  sealed  up  with  the  dead.  The  wtnt 
of  any  satisfactory  reason  for  this  long  delay  is  to  your  conunitteeltroqg 
presumptive  evidence  that  there  is  litde  merit  in  the  petitioner's  daiiD. 
In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  oogkt 
not  to  be  granted,  and  they  recommend  that  the  petitioner  have  leave  to 
withdraw  his  petition.

REPORT 

OF  THE  MAJORITY  OF  THE  GENERAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  LICENSE  LAW. 


7b  the  House  of  Representalives,  now  in  session  : 

The  Greneral  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  bill  entitled 
*<  An  act  to  repeal  the  act  of  1844,  relating  to  Licenses  to  Inn-keepers 
and  Retailers,"  report  that  in  their  opinion  said  bill  onghtnot  to  pass,  for 
the  following  reasons : 

The  bill  proposes  to  repeal  a  law  of  the  last  session,  which  provides 
that  the  people  shall  exercise  the  power  of  determining  in  their  sereral 
oonnties,  whether  licenses  shall  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liqooTS  to  be  used  as  a  bererage.  The  repeal  of  that  law  will  have  the 
effect  of  restoring  the  preTious  law,  which  committed  the  qnestion  of 
lieenses  to  the  decision  of  the  County  Courts,  so  that  the  first  and  ffreat 
question  is — shall  the  people,  or  the  courts,  exercise  the  power  of  decid- 
ing whether  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks  shall  be  licensed  in  this 
State.  Your  Committee  have  sought  in  vain  for  any  reasons  which  will 
justify  the  transfer  of  this  power  from  the  people  to  the  Courts.  They 
are  constrained  to  believe  that  the  people  are  the  appropriate  deposito- 
ries of  that  power.  The  question  is  one  in  which  they  are  directly  and 
Titally  interested,  with  the  evils  connected  with  the  traffic  in  qnestion 
thej  are  well  acquainted,  and  we  believe  they  are  fully  competent  to  de- 
cide the  question  of  its  continuance.  To  deny  this,  is  in  effect  to  denj 
that  they  are  capable  of  self  government.  There  are  questions,  we  ad- 
mit, which  the  people  cannot  wdl  decide  in  their  primar^r  assemblies, 
such,  ibr  example,  as  the  questions  appropriate  for  submission  to  the 
judicial  tribunals.  It  is  self  evident  there  must  be  courts  for  the  triial 
and  determination  of  such  questions ;— but  it  is  eaually  evident  that  such 
a  question  as  that  of  keepinff  establishments  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
drinks — the  good  or  evil  of  which  comes  directly  home  to  the  business 
and  bosoms  of  the  whole  peopl»--they  are  not  only  competent,  but  pecu- 
liarly well  (|uahfied  to  decide .  We  haxard  nothing  in  saying,  that  in  every 
ease  in  which  the  people  can  conveniently  deci<&  questions  which  afi^ 
iheir  immediate  interests,  it  is  but  a  just  carrying  out  of  the  true  democrat-" 
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ic  principle,  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  decide  them.  Your  Com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  the  law  in  question  should  not  be  repealed,  for 
the  further  reason  that  it  is  of  but  recent  enactment,  and  that  the  qaea- 
tion  of  repeal  should  not  be  agitated,  till  mure  time  shall  have  been  al- 
lowed to  test  its  policy.  Frequent  changes  should  not  be  made  witboat , 
urgent  reasons,  such  as  may  be  expected  usually  to  manifest  themselves 
by  decided  expressions  of  popular  dissatisfaction  with  existing  laws. — 
Your  Committee  are  not  aware  that  dissatisfaction  exists  to  any  ejeat 
extent  in  the  present  case.  The  most  natural  expression  of  it  woiud  be 
by  petitions  for  repeal  of  the  law,  only  one  of  which  has  been  preeenied. 
The  people  seem  satisfied  with  possessing  the  power  of  deciding  the 
question  of  licenses,  and  will  not,  your  Conmiittee  believe,  approve 
any  attempt  to  take  it  out  of  their  hands. 

It  is  said  that  the  law  is  not  executed,  and  should  therefore  be  repeal- 
ed. As  a  general  rule,  your  Committee  consider  this  no  valid  reason 
for  repealing  existing  laws,  for  it  is  no  evidence  that  a  law  is  not  good, 
because  those  entrusted  with  its  execution  fail  of  performing  their  duty. 
There  may,  indeed,  be  a  popular  sentiment  against  a  law,  so  strong  and 
and  universal  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  execute  it ;  but  so  far  as  the 
law  in  question  has  failed  of  execution,  we  are  confident  it  has  not  re- 
sulted from  this  cause.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  it  has  result- 
ed mainly  from  doubts  with  regard  to  the  constitutionahty  of  the  law, 
arising  from  rumors  of  divided  opmion  upon  the  question  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  in  tlie  oase  carried  up  from  Massachusetts. 
Many  of  the  friends  of  the  law  are  indisposed  to  urge  prosecutions  for 
its  violation  until  the  question  of  its  constitutionality  is  decided  by  that 
tribunal,  which  will  probably  be  done  during  the  coming  winter. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  wise  to  wait  till  that  decision  shall  have  been 
made  before  wetagitate  the  question  of  repeal.  If  it  be  decided  uncon- 
stitutional, it  will  become  a  dead  letter ;  if  otherwise,  it  will  remain  to 
be  seen  whether  the  public  sentiment  will  sustain  proper  efibrts  to  carry 
it  into  efifect. 

Your  Committee  are  called  on  to  express  their  opinion  upon  another 
bill  referred  to  them,  on  the  subject  of  lioenses,  against  which  they  deem 
it  their  duty  to  report. 

This  bill  proposes  to  repeal  the  license  law  of  last  year,  and  substi- 
tute for  it  an  act,  the  essential  part  of  which  confers  on  the  listers  io 
each  town  in  the  State  the  power  of  licensing,  and  fixes  the  amoant  to 
be  paid  for  licenses  at  sums  from  ten  to  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid 
into  the  town  treasuries  for  the  benefit  of  Schools.  Your  Committee 
deem  it  important,  for  obvious  reasons,  that  the  power  to  grant  or  with- 
hold licenses  to  sell  intoxicating  drinks,  should  not  appertain  to  any  exist- 
ing office,  or  be  connected  with  any  other  official  duties ;  and  beskk  this, 
we  think  it  obvious  that  license,  or  prohibition,  should  be  by  coanties, 
and  not  by  towns  ;  else  it  may  so  hsf^n  that,  though  nine-tenths  of  the 
people  of  a  county  should  desire  to  be  exempt  from  the  evils  of  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors,  the  other  tenth,  consisting  of  one  or  two  towns, 
might  e&ctuallv  thwart  their  wishes,  and  in  spite  of  their  efibrts  inflict 
on  them  the  evils  of  iotempeianoe. 

The  benefit  to  Common  Schools,  contemplated  iit  the  bill,  wonld,  in 
the  estimation  of  yoor  Committee,  be  no  compensation  for  the  mani- 
fold evils  which  would  be  connected  with  that  benefit ;  and  besides, 
there  seems  to  ns  to  be  a  manifest  impropriety  in  supporting  Bcbooia 
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from  means  drawn  from  licenses  to  demoralize  and  impair  the  intellect 
of  community.  We  are  persuaded  the  people  are  too  wise  and  too  con- 
sistent to  sanction  such  an  absurdity. 

Upon  a  view  of  the  whole  ground,  your  Comnjiltee  are  of  opinion 
that  sound  policy,  as  well  as  the  popular  voice,  demands  that  the  pres- 
ent law  should  remain  undisturbed,  at  least  until  its  merits  have  been 
fairly  tested.

REPORT 

OF  THE  MINORITY  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LICENSE 

LAW. 

To  the  House  of  Repreieniaiives,  now  in  session  : 

The  minority  of  your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  Bill  entitled 
an  act  to  repeal  an  act  relating  to  licenses  to  Retailers  and  iDokeepers, 
have  bad  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  Report  : 

We  find  that  under  the  operation  of  the  license  law  of  1844,  licenses 
have  been  granted  in  several  of  the  counties  to  the  extent  demanded  ; 
while  in  other  counties  licenses  have  been  withheld  .except  for  medical, 
mechanical  and  chemical  purposes ;  that  in  those  counties  where  dealers 
are  licensed,  the  sale  or  use  of  ardent  spirits  has  not  been  much  afiected 
in  any  respect  by  the  law  of  1844.  In  those  counties  where  liceiiaes 
have  been  withheld,  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  has  not  been  lessened  to 
any  great  extent.  In  all  the  counties  it  has  been  sold  as  a  beverage, 
either  openly  or  secretly,  and  in  at  leastthree  counties  the  sale  has  b^n 
open  and  in  defiance  of  the  law,  and  the  Grand  Juries  have  refused  to 
notice  any  violations  of  the  existinjg  license  law,  and  their  action  has 
been  sustained  by  public  opinion  in  those  counties,  and,  consequently, 
the  law  is  wholly  inoperative  there  ;  and  the  dealing  in  spirits  is  (aUing 
into  the  hands  of  irresponsible  persons,  and  results  in  much  mischief. 

The  proper  enforcement  of  aJl  laws  in  this  country,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure depends  upon  pnblic  opinion  ;  and  any  law  that  is  not  in  accordance 
with,  or  is  in  advance  of  public  opinion,  or  any  law  that  a  respectable 
portion  of  the  people  regard  as  a  violation  of  their  rights,  cannot  be 
enforced.  It  is  believed  by  a  very  large  portion,  if  not  a  majority,  of 
the  people,  that  the  existing  license  law  is  wrong  in  principle,  unequal 
and  unjust  in  its  operation,  and  an  invasion  of  pnvate  rifl^hts,  and  one 
of  those  insidious  encroachments  upon  public  liberty  mat  should  be 
resisted  by  all  legal  means. 

The  provision  of  the  law  of  1844  that  prohibits  under  a  penalty  *'  any 
person  keeping  a  house  of  entertainment,  or  shall  furnish  therein  any 
victuals,  lodgings,  or  accommodation  for  guests,"  is  manifestly  a  viola- 
tion of  private  rights,  and  cannot  be  enforced  ;  nor  is  the  whole  law,  as 
construed  in  some  counties,  any  less  a  violation  of  constitutional  rights. 
The  minority  of  your  Committee  do  not  deny  the  right  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  regulate,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors ;  but 
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they  do  deny  tha)  the  Leffislattire  can  rightfaHy  prohibit  the  sale.  If 
the  Legislature  can  rightfully  prohibit  the  sale,  they  can,  by  the  same 
right,  prohibit  the  use.  iThe  operation  of  the  law,  under  the  construc- 
tion put  upon  it  in  several  counties,  is  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirits  ex- 
cept for  medical,  mechanical  and  chemical  purposes ;  and  if  the  Legis- 
Latare  hate  the  right  to  enact  that  it  shall  not  be  sold  as  a  beverage, 
they  may  enact  that  it  shall  not  be  used  as  a  beverage.  This  conceded, 
and  the  whole  ground  is  abandoned  to  the  enactment  of  sumptuary  laws 
whenever  a  majority  see  fit  so  to  do. 

The  ground  upon  which  the  friends  of  the  law  base  the  right  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale,  is  that  the  traffic  is  immoral.  That  the  Legislature  have 
the  right  to  prohibit  and  punish  any  immoralities,  is  not  denied ;  but  a 
question  of  morals  cannot  be  settled  by  act  of  legislation,  but  that 
mast  still  be  regarded  as  moral,  which  has  always  been  so  considered. 
In  short,  a  set  of  enthusiasts  ought  not  to  he  permitted  to  establish  a 
new  code  of  morals  upon  which  to  base  a  new  system  of  legislation. 

It  is  understood  that  the  existing  license  law  was  urged  upon  the 
Legislature  by  those  who  claimed  to  be  the  exclusive  friends  of  temper- 
ance. The  minority  of  your  (Committee  are  unable  to  discover  that 
temperance  has  been  promoted  anywhere  by  the  operation  of  this  law  ; 
but  that,  on  the  contrary,  in  some  of  the  counties  that  refused  licenses 
the  evil  of  intemperance  has  increased  in  consequence  of  the  virtual  ab- 
sence of  all  laws  upon  the  subject. 

The  minority  of  your  Committee  believe  that  the  law  in  question  has 
failed  to  accomplish  the  end  desired  by  its  friends,  that  it  has  promoted 
intemperance,  that  it  is  expensive  in  its  operation,  unnecessarily  calls 
the  freemen  together  to  elect  Commissioners,  that  in  some  counties  it 
yields  no  revenue,  that  the  total  disregard  of  this  law  in  lar^e  sections 
of  the  State  is  calculated  to  bring  contempt  upon  all  law,  that  it  abridges 
the  rights  of  the  people,  that  it  is  unjust  and  unequal  in  its  operation, 
and  that  its  repeal  is  demanded  by  the  people. 

Therefore,  m  the  opinion  of  the  minority  of  your  Committee,  the  bill 
entitled  an  act  to  repeal  an  act  relating  to  licenses  to  Innkeepers  and 
Retailers,  ought  to  pass  and  become  a  law.

The  Committee  of  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  entitled 
*' An  act  to  pay  Guy  C.  Sampson  the  sum  therein  mentioned,"  have 
had  the  same  under  considetation,  and  respectfully  report : 

That  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  requesting  the  GrOTemor  to  appoint  some  person  to 
make  a  digested  index  of  such  portions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  passed 
in  18S9  as  have  been  altered  or  repealed,  and  of  all  public  acts  of  this 
State  passed  since  said  revision,  together  with  the  laws  passed  at  the 
last  session  ;  Grovemor  Slade  appointed  and  commissioned  the  said 
Sampson  to  prepare  said  Index  ;  that  an  Index  was  made  by  said  Samp- 
son and  submitted  to  the  Grovernor  for  inspection ;  that,  upon  examina- 
tion, said  Index  was  rejected  by  him  on  account  of  its  imperfections. 
Your  Committee  arc  of  the  opinion  that  the  imperfections  justified  its 
rejection.  They  also  believe  that  Mr.  Sampson  intended  to  perform  his 
duty  faithfully,  and  to  make  such  an  Index  as  was  required  b^  the  reso- 
lution. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  the  bill  ouffht  to  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  *'  one  hundred  "  in  the  6ui  line,  and  inserting 
instead  thereof  the  word  **  fifteen,"  and  when  so  amended,  they  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  same.  H.  CLARK,

OF  THE  MINORITY  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  CLAIMS  ON 
THE  CLAIM  OF  GUY  C.  SAMPSON. 

The  Minority  of  tne  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
bill  to  pay  Guy  C.  Sampson  the  sum  therein  mentioned,  are  compelled 
to  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  majority  of  said  Committee  for  the  fol« 
lowing-  reasons,  viz : 

It  appeared  before  the  Committee  that  Gov.  Slade  appointed  Mr. 
Sampson,  under  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  passed  in 
1844,  to  prepare  a  digested  Index  of  all  such  portions  of  the  Rerised 
Statutes  passed  in  1839,  as  have  been  repealed  or  altered,  and  all  public 
acts  of  this  State  since  said  revision,  with  the  public  laws  passed  at  the 
(then)  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

At  the  time  of  the  appointment  no  direction  was  given  to  Mr.  Samp- 
son by  the  Governor,  as  to  the  plan  of  the  Index  or  the  manner  of  its  ex- 
ecution, bdt  a  request  that  he  would  consult  with  D.  P.  Thompson,  Esq. 
(who  had  compiled  a  Volume  of  our  Laws,  and  made  an  Judex  tfiereto,) 
as  to  the  plan  and  arrangement  of  the  same. 

Mr.  Sampson  proceeded  with  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  ap- 
pointment, and  had  frequent  recourse  to  the  aid  and  advice  of  Mr.  Thomp- 
son, as  requested  by  the  Governor. 

When  the  Index  was  completed  it  was  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  by  him  to  the  Governor,  for  publication,  in  season  to  comply 
with  the  resolution  under  which  he  was  appointed. 

It  further  appeared,  that  said  Index  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  has  refused  to  deliver  the  same  to  Mr«  Sampson  upon  his  re- 
quest. 

It  was  in  evidence  before  the  Committee  that  the  value  of  compiling 
Mr.  Sampson's  Index  was  seventy  or  seventy-five  dollars. 

But  the  Minority  of  the  Committee  would  take  the  specification  of  one 
hundred  dollars  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  for  compiling  and  publish- 
ing the  Index,  as  the  basis  of  compensation.  It  was  proved  to  your 
Committee  that  the  requisite  number  of  copies  of  Mr.  Sampson's  Index 
conld  be  published  for  the  sum  of  forty  dollars,  which  being  deducted 
fiom  the  one  hundred,  leaves  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars  for  the  compilation. 

They  would  therefore  reconmiend  that  the  words  •*  one  hundred" 
should  be  stricken  from  the  Bill,  and  the  word  *^  sixty"  should  be  insert- 
ed in  lieu  thereof,  and  that,  so  amended,  the  Bill  should  pass.

LUM FOR  THE  INSANE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  RepresetUatives  : 

YovLX  Committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the  condilioa  of  the  YeX' 
mont  Adjlom  for  the  Inaane,  hate  had  the  sabjeet  under  eoaaideration, 
and  respectfolly  report : 

That  having  examined,  under  oath,  the  Auditor  appoiBled  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Asylum,  they  find  that  the  Trustees  receiTed, 
By  the  Will  of  Anna  Marsh,  $  10,000  00 

Also  for  interest,  819  70 

By  sundry  appropriations  from  the  State,  23,000  00 

Making  in  all  the  sum  of  $  33,819  70 
That  the  Trustees  have  appropriated  the  same  as  follows : 

In  the  purchase  of  the  flBirra  of  about  fiAy  acres,  $8,705  40 
In  the  purchase  of  the  first  building,  and  lands  adjacent 

thereto,  3,504  96 

In  the  purchase  of  springs  and  aqueducts,  >  550  00 

In  repairing  the  first  buuding  and  additions,  3,560  65 

In  erecting  the  centre  building  and  west  wing,  12,399  67 

In  erecting  the  east  wing,  7,769  87 

In  extending  the  west  wing,  4,054  89 

Making  in  all,  $35,145  39 

The  balance  over  the  receipts,  being  $  1,335  69 

has  been  paid  out  of  the  income  of  the  Asylum. 

We  find  the  present  state  of  the  Asylum  as  follows,  to  wit :

Deduct  amount  due  from  the  Asylum,  9,598  66 

Balance  in  favor  of  the  Asylum,  $  1 ,035  94 

Add  real  estate,  at  cost,  35,145  39 

Personal  property  as  appraised  1st  August  last,  6,567  50 

Total  value,  $49,748  83 
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We  find,  also,  that  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  three 
thoosand  dollars  was  granted  for  the  relief  of  the  Insane  Poor  of  the 
State,  to  be  drawn  b^  the  Trustees  in  the  month  'of  August  annually, 
with  a  DTOTision  that  if,  in  any  year,  the  expenses  of  supporting  such 
Insane  Poor  at  the  Asylum,  at  $  1,50  per  week,  including  the  expense 
of  transporting  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  mile,  should  be  less  than 
three  thousand  dollars,  the  Trustees  should  not,  for  such  year,  be  enti- 
tled to  a  greater  sum  than  the  aggregate  amount  of  said  expense, 
That,  on  reference  to  the  Trustees'  Keport  to  the  Auditor  of  Accounts, 
it  appears  that  the  expense  of  such  support  and  transportation,  from  the 
first  day  of  January  to  the  first  day  of  August  last,  amounts  to  the  sum 
of  $4,930  78,  which  sum  exceeding  said  appropriation,  the  Trustees 
haye  dbrawn  said  $  3,000  and  distributed  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the 
towns  which  have  availed  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  said  act.  That 
137  patients  of  Ibis  class  have  received  the  benefits  of  this  appropriation, 
the  annual  expense  of  which,  at  the  Asylum,  would  be  about  10,000 
dollars. 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  amount  now  appropriated  will  pay 
but  about  one-third  of  the  expense  of  supporting  the  Insane  Poor  at  the 
Asylum,  and  will  hardly  afford  a  suficient  inducement  for  the  towns  to 
send  their  Insane  Poor  there. 

To  secure  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum  to  this  unfortunate  class,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  the  annual  appropriation  be  increased 
two  thousand  dollars,  which  would  leave  about  half  the  expense  to  be 
paid  by  the  several  towns  on  whom  their  support  devolves. 

Your  Conunittee,  considering  the  lar^  amount  appropriated  by  the 
State,  and  the  importance  of  the  Institution,  recommend  that  a  Commis- 
sioner, residing  in  the  vicinity,  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture to  visit  the  Asylum  monthly,  or  oftener,  and  act  in  concert  wi&  the  ' 
Trustees,  and  report  to  the  Legislature  annually  fhe  condition  and  man- 
agenaent  of  the  Asylum,  with  such  suggestions  as  the  interests  of  the 
Institution  and  the  State  may  seem  to  require. 

From  the  foregoing  facts,  the  Committee  find  that  the  Institution  is  in 
a  prosperous  coi^ition,  and  has  been  judiciously  managed,  and  strongly 
recommend  it  to  the  fostering  care  of  the  State,  for  its  influence  in  di- 
minishing, in  so  great  a  degree,  the  volume  of  human  misery. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  : 

Sir  : — I  have  ^reat  pleasure  in  communicating  any  information 
in  my  power,  pertaining  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  'my  office, 
which  comes  within  the  design  of  the  resolution  lately  passed  by  the 
House  of  Representatives.  / 

The  services  for  which  payment  was  made  by  order  No.  1 12  of  the 
Auditor  of  Accounts,  and  which  are  deemed  by  the  Kesolation  referred 
to,  to  require  special  elucidation,  wefe  rendered  in  obedience  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Militia  Law  of  1842,  which  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Quar- 
ter Master  General  to  attend  to  the  preservation,  safe  keeping,  &c.,  of 
the  public  military  property  of  the  State,  and  which  place  that  property 
exclusively  within  his  control  for  these  purposes.  I  take  the  liberty  to 
refer  you  to  sections  104,  251,  252,  and  253  of  the  Militia  Law  referred 
to,  for  the  authority  under  which  I  acted  in  the  premises.  I  think  it  will 
be  discovered  to  be  quite  sufficient  to  justify  a  much  more  extended  tour 
of  examination  through  the  State,  than  the  Quarter  Master  General  has 
yet  felt  called  on  to  make. 

The  "objects"  for  which  the  Quarter  Master  General  visited  Norwich, 
Northfield,  and  Windsor,  were  to  discharffe  faithfully  what  he  conceived 
to  be  his  official  duty.  His  attention  bad  been  repe&tedly  called  to  the 
fact  that  a  piece  of  Ordnance,  the  property  of  the  State,  was  in  the 
hands  of  irresponsible  persons  at  Northneld.  His  "  object'*  in  visitiog 
that  town,  therefore,  waste  inquire  into  the  matter,  and,  if  foand  neces- 
sary, cause  this  piece  of  Ordnance  to  be  transoorted  to  the  public  Arse- 
nal at  Vergennes.  The  compliance  of  the  Artillery  Company,  after  some 
delay,  with  the  requirements  of  the  laws,  by  giving  the  necessary  bond, 
rendered  this  latter  proceeding  unneceasary. 
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The  *'  object''  of  Tisiting  Norwich,  was  to  aaoertam  the  conditum  of 
the  pablic  property  loaned  tO'  Capt.  Partridge,  by  a  resolutioDW  the  Le- 
gislature, tor  the  use  of  the  Norwich  UniTersity ;  and  to  learn  why  an 
order  from  the  Quarter  Master  Greneral's  Department,  directing  the  Iraas^ 
fer  of  thatpublic  property  from  the  possession  of  Capt.  Partridge  to  that 
of  Major  General  Ransom^  was  not  obeyed.  Tiie  misunderstanding  aad 
controversy  which  had  arisen  between  these  gentlemen  in  reference  to 
the  arms  in  question,  and  which  had  their  influence  in  determining  the 
Q.  M.  General  to  yisit  Norwich,  it  is,  perhaps,  unnecessary  to  recite. 

The  '*  object"  of  the  Tint  to  Windsor,  was  to  take  special  charge  of 
a  quantity  m  public  military  property  which  had  been  permitted  to  re- 
main in  the  State  Prison,  without  youohers  or  guaranties  for  its  protec- 
tion or  safe  keeping,  since  1837 ;  and  which,  under  the  treatment  to 
which  it  was  subjected,  was  lapidhr  becoming  entirely  Valudess^  The 
property  in  question,  consisting  of  stands  of  Arms,  was  remoTed  from 
the  State  Pnson,  and  nlaced  m  such  keeping  as  will  prevent  its  being 
hereafter  used  without  lawful  authority. 

1  allow  myself  to  hope.  Sir,  that  1  have  been  able  to  explain  these 
'*  objects'*  in  a  manner  thai  will  enable  you  to  communicate  to  the  Hoo<-^ 
orable  body  who  have  souffht  them,  the  details  contemplated  by  the  res- 
olution ;  and  I  very  cheerfully  tender  to  you  my  services  in  any  further 
investigation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  this  Office  have  bees 
performed,  which  the  public  good  may  appear  to  demand.

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REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO  WHOM  WAS  REFERRED  SO 
MUCH  OF  THE  GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE  AS  RELATES 
TO  SLAVERY  AND  THE  ANNEXATION  OF  TEXAS. 

To  the  Honorable  House  of  Represeniatives : 

Tour  CoDunittee  to  whom  was  referred  so  miieh  of  the  Gro? - 
ernor's  Menage  as  relates  to  Slaveiy  aod  the  Annexatioa  of  Texas, 
have  had  the  subjoot  under  consideration,  and  respectfully  report : 

That  in  their  opinion,  the  subject  to  which  the  attention  or  the  Legis- 
lature is  called  in  the  portion  of  the  Grovemor's  Message  referred,  is  of 
such  importance  as  demands  an  investigation  of  the  growth  of  slave 
power,  and  its  present  assumptions  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the 
scheme  of  Annexation. 

In  making  this  investi^tion  we  would  not  assume  the  attitude  of 
belligerents,  but  that  of  foends,  claiming  the  rights  of  reciprocity.  And 
actinff  under  the  ties  of  our  Constitutiou,  which  is  itself  the  offspring  of 
conciliation,  we  regard  it  as  imperative  that  its  conciliatory  spirit  be 
preserved,  and  its  reciprocal  oUigations  sacredly  observed. 

However  much  the  people  of  this  State  may  diflfer  in  relation  to  sys- 
tems of  national  policy  ip  matters  of  Revenue,  rrotection,  and  Commerce, 
tfaeve  can  be  but  one  unifonn  candid  judgment  cherished  in  Vermont, 
in  relation  to  slavery  and  its  designed  extension  and  perpetuation  by  the 
annexation  of  Texas. 

In  the  first, draft  of  our  Declaration  of  Rights,  as  drawn  up  by  Thomas 
Jefferson,  one  complaint  against  the  British  Government  was,  that  Eng* 
land  had  endangered  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  good  people  of  these 
colonies,  by  the  introduction  of  slaVes  among  them. 

But  when  the  Constitution  was  adopted,  some  gentlemen  at  the  South 
thought  best  "  not  to  let  the  Egyptians  go  free,"  but  to  retain  them  in 
aervitude ;  and  taking  advantage  ox  our  condition,  in  the  infancy  of  our 
national  being,  they  insisted  on  a  slave  representation  in  Congress. 
The  North,  nom  the  necessity  of  the  case,  conceded  to  the  prc^poeed 
compromise. 

But  in  that  great  and  fatal  concession,  by  which  the  right  of  tiie  three- 
fiiihs  slave  representation  is  now  claimed,  no  thought  was  entertained, 
by  the  fraraem  of  the  Constitution,  of  extending  the  bounds  of  slavery 
beyond  the  then  limits  of  the  United  States,  nor  that  the  slavery  which 
then  existed,  could  long  exist  in  a  confederacy  of  Stipes  mutually  adept- 
ing  a  Constitution  which  in  its  basis  and  its  superstructure  declares  it- 
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self  ordained  and  established  *•  to  secure  the  blessings  of  Liberty  to  our- 
selves'and  our  posterity," — that  **  aJl  men  are  created  equal," — '*  that 
they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  inalienable  rights — that 
among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness," — that  "  do 
person  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  without  due  process 
of  law,"  and  which  "guaranties  to  every  State  in  the  Union  a  republi- 
can form  of  Government." 

But  it  was  the  general  **  expectation  that  slavery  would  de«*line,  and 
at  no  distant  period  cease  to  mar  our  Federal  Union."  And  if  the 
Southern  States  had  let  slavery  rest  wh«re  the  compromise  left  it,  to 
work  its  own  destruction  under  a  Constitution  whose  elementary  princi- 
ples were  all  so  averse  to  oppression,  that  destruction  would  long  ago 
have  been  complete. 

But  instead  of  thus  leaving  it,  the  Southern  leaders  in  our  National 
Government  have  turned  the  great  chart  of  our  nation  into  a  pro-slavery 
instrument,  and  expounded  it  to  please  slave-holders,  and  to  politically 
work  their  will. 

The  ninth  section  of  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  by  declaring  that  prior  to  1808  **  Congress  shall  not  pro- 
hibit the  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as  any  of  the  States 
then  existing  should  think  ptoper  to  admit,"  more  than  intimates  that 
the  fraraers  of  the  Constitution  were  ashamed  of  slavery — that  they  in- 
tentionally avoided  using  the  term  in  the  Constitution — that  they  viewed 
it  as  an  evil  then  disapproved  by  public  opinion,  and  soon  to  be  con- 
demned as  inconsistent  with  our  Bill  of  Rights,  or  republican  form  of 
Government  and  a  republican  atmosphere.  If  we  look  at  the  early 
Declarations  and  Laws  of  the  several  Northern  States  subsequently  to 
the  formation  of  the  Union,  and  at  their  corresponding  actions  setting 
free  their  colored  inhabitants, — and  at  the  growing  dissatisfaction  <5* 
many  of  the  Southern  States,  in  relation  to  slavery,  as  expressed  by 
them  in  public  meetings  previously  to  1819,  we  see  with  what  fearfnl 
apprehensions  the  States  generally  viewed  the  existence  of  slavery  in  a 
free  republic. 

In  1778,  Thomas  Jelferson  introduced  a  bill  into  the  Le^dature 
of  Virginia,  "  to  pretent  the  further  importation  of  slaves."  This  bill, 
he  says,  *'  passed  without  opposition,  and  stopped  the  increase  of  the 
evil  by  importation,  leaving  to  future  efforts  its^nal  eradication." 

Massachusetts,  in  abt)lishiYig  slavery,  avoided  using  the  term,  that 
their  public  annals  might  never  show  to  coming  generations  that  slavery 
ever  existed  it  the  Commonwealth. 

In  1786  Vermont  passed  an  act  against  slavery  ;  in  the  preamble  to 
which  they  declared,  **  The  idea  of  slavery  is  expressly  and  totally  ex- 
ploded from  OUT  Government." 

And  in  perfect  keeping  with  such  views  and  soch  expectations,  laws 
were  enacted  both  by  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  for  abolishing 
the  Slave-Trade «  under  the  mctst  tremendous  penalties.  And  by  the 
tenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  signed  Dec.  34th,  1814,  our  nation 
was  put  under  the  roost  solemn  obligation  to  use  her  national  influence 
for  abolishing  the  traffic  in  slaves.  The  words  of  the  treaty  are  these  : 
"  Whereas,  the  traffic  in  slaves  is  irreconcilable  with  the  principles  of 
hnmanity  and  justice ;  and,  whereas,  both  His  Majesty  and  the  United 
States  are  desirous  of  contributing  their  efiorts  to  promote  its  eniire  dfo- 
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Ution,  it  is  agreed  that  both  the  conttaetiog  parties  shall  use  their  best 
endeavors  to  accomplish  s^  desirable  an  object." 

This  agreement  being  made  by  the  treaty*making  powers,  imposes 
upon  every  branch  of  our  Grovemment,  Executive,  Legislative,  or  Judi- 
ciary, the  duty  of  employing  all  the  powers  which  it  constitutionally  may 
possess,  to  fulfil  by  its  decisions  this  engagement  of  the  nation.  On  the 
part  of  England  this  article  of  the  treaty  has  been  most  faithfully  res- 
pected and  obeyed.  In  spite  of  long  continued  opposition  from  West 
India  planteis,  England  has  abolished  the  traffic  in  slaves  from  her  do- 
minions. ^ 

But  what  has  the  Government  of  the  United  States  done  ?  Instead 
of  lending  every  encouragement  and  aid  in  her  power,  to  the  removal  of 
this  great  cancer,  battening  with  its  roots  in  the  jugulars  of  the  republic, 
she  has  nourished  the  evil !  Instead  of  Presidential  and  Gnbematorial 
messages,  urging  Congress  and  the  State  Legislatures,  under  this  stand* 
ing  paramount  treaty-law,  to  do  all  in  their  power,  within  their  respee- 
tive  jurisdictions,  to  abolish  slavery,  this  ^^ peculiar  instiiuiion  "  has  been 
nourished  as  a  first  bom  son,  till,  at  length,  lifted  up  by  the  f/vHy  tact  of 
southern  politicians,  and  a  few  '*  northern  men  with  southern  principles," 
and  by  abuse  of  Executive  influence,  slavery  has  moanted  the  high  pla- 
ces of  power,  and  turned  the  Capital  of  our  free  Republic  into  a  flesh 
market,  from  which,  by  the  constitution  of  Texas,  that  nation  is  to  be 
supplied  for  generations  to  come. 

Holding  ourselves  pledged  to  abide  by  the  compromise,  till  an- 
nulled by  others,  and  appealing  to  our  national  journals  and  registers 
for  particular  fiBicts,  we  ask  southern  gentlemen  to  look  at  the  increase 
of  slavery,  and  the  assumptions  of  slave  power,  sanctioned  by  the  en- 
croachments and  the  abuse  of  Executive  influence  in  swelling  our  army 
and  navy  to  protect  slavery — in  commencing  and  prosecuting  a  Florida 
war,  at  some  forty  millions  cost,  to  work  the  will  of  slaveholders — in  pre- 
scribing the  character  of  our  forei((n  relations  to  foster  slavery — ^in  ex- 
pounding the  Constitutiou  for  pto-slavery  purposes,  so  as  to  make  it  speak 
a  language  foreign  to  its  preamble  and  declaration  of  rights — ^in  mould- 
ing the  Judiciary  to  defend  slavery,  and  to  aid  in  kidnapping  from  the 
North — ^in  proscribing  the  discussion  of  slavery,  orally  or  by  mail— in 
building  several  huge  prisons  in  the  District  of  Columbia  (at  a  cost  of 
some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars)  for  a  slave  market — ^in  taxing  the 
North  some  600,000  dollars  annually  to  transport  the  mail  for  the  South 
— in  swelling  the  expenses  of  Government  annually  some  ten  or  twelve 
millions,  to  build  up  and  sustain  slavery,  enlarge  its  borders,  recover 
its  fugitives,  and  support  our  extra  and  undue  proportion  of  pro-slavery 
men  in  office ;  and  we  ask  with  fraternal  candor, — are  these  things  in 
perfect  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution,  and  with  the  expec- 
tation of  the  parties  in  the  compromise ! 

We  wish  to  abide  by  the  Constitution  and  its  original  compromise,  and 
we  claim  their  recifMrocal  rights. 

But  since  slavery  has  thus  mounted  the  high  places  of  power,  in  vio- 
lation of  every  expectation  at  the  time  of  the  compromise,  and  as  our 
Government  now  proposes  to  fasten  the  rule  of  slavery  irrevooably 
dpon  us  as  a  nation,  by  annexing  foreign  territory  to  the  Union,  under 
snch  eircumstances  as  will  enlarge  the  neld  of  slavery,  and  give  future 
increase  of  representation  to  me  slave  States,  and  thus  throw  into 
the  hands  of  the  South  a  preponderance  of  power  in  aU  coming  time, 

H  SI 
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we  recommeod  to  your  honorable  body  the  adoption  of  the  fbllowing 
resolutions : 

Rcsohedj  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate,  That  in  the  name  of  onr 
constituents,  and  for  ourselves,  we  make  this  our  solemn  protest  against 
the  annexation  of  Texas  to  our  Federal  Union ;  and  we  instruct  our  Sen- 
ators, and  request  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  everv  constito- 
tional  means  in  their  power,  to  prevent  the  consummation  of  a  scheme 
80  obviously  pro-slavery  in  its  character, — so  corrupt  in  its  designs — so 
dangerous  in  its  undoubted  results  on  the  harmony  of  the  American 
Union — so  dishonorable  to  our  nation — and  so  much  condemned  by 
the  civilized  world,  and  by  the  Grod  of  the  oppressed. 

Resolved,  That  the  accomplishment  of  the  proposed  scheme  of  Annex- 
ation will  be  regarded,  by  this  State,  and  we  believe  by  all  the  free 
States,  as  such  a  violation  of  the  compromise  touching  slavery,  as  in  ef- 
fect will  discharge  the  North  from  its  obligation  to  a  continuance  of  the 
slave  representation,  a  representation  onerous  enough  when  confined  lo 
the  Constitutional  Union,  but  intolerable  when  extended  to  a  new  union, 
formed  by  the  introduction  of  a  foreign  nation,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending and  perpetui^ting  the  dominion  of  slavery. 

Resolved,  That  as  slavery  is  of  itself  an  element  of  weakness,  inviting 
invasion  from  abroad,  and  insurrection  in  the  slave  States,  which  the 
Constitution  of  the  present  Union  binds  us  to  aid  m  repelHng,  we 
shall  be  constrained  to  regard  the  accomplishment  of  this  unconstitution* 
al  and  dangerous  scheme  of  Annexation,  as  deciding  that  thb  obliga- 
tion will  be  binding  upon  the  northern  States  no  longer,  when  involun- 
tarily made  a  minority  of  a  vast  slave  empire,  under  a  predominant  slave 
power. 

Therefore,  in  the  alternative  of  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  the  United 
States,  on  terms  admitting  and  perpetuating  slavery,  and  compelling  ns 
to  recognize  in  the  act,  our  complete  discharge  from  the  onerous  burden 
of  the  three-fifths  representation,  and  from  the  obligation  to  repel,  at  call, 
invited  foreign  invasion  or  provoked  domestic  violence  in  the  dave 
States : 

Resohed,  That  upon  such  a  decision  by  the  South,  it  will  lie  optional 
with  the  free  States  to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of  adopt- 
ing such  measures  as  will  most  effectually  and  amicably  ^'  secure  the 
blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity, ^^ 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the  Governor  of  each  of  the  States 
of  this  Union,  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  each  of 
our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress. 
,  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT 

OF  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  RESOLUTIONS 
RELATIVE  TO  THE  RIGHTS  OF  TH^  CENTRAL  RAIL 
ROAD  COMPANY. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  ^  now  in  session  : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  resolutions  re- 
lating to  the  Charter  of  the  Centra]  Rail  Road  Company,  have  taken  the 
matters  thereof  into  consideration  so  far  as  the  limited  time  allowed  for 
thepurpose  would  permit,  and  ask  leave  to  present  the  followinfir  Report : 

The  legislation  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont 
during  the  session  of  1843,  upon  the  subject  of  Rail  Roads,  having  been 
well  sustained  by  the  people,  will  constitnte  an  important  era  in  the 
progress  of  internal  improvements  in  the  State.  The  roads  tlien  charter- 
ed, will,  when  built,  make  a  very  important  part  of  a  general  system  of 
internal  communication  for  the  transaction  of  the  domestic  business  of 
all  classes  of  citizens,  for  the  transmission  of  their  surplus  products  to 
market,  and  for  the  return,  in  exchange  therefor,  of  such  commodities 
as  their  wishes  may  dictate,  or  their  necessities  require.  In  addition  to 
this,  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  general  commerce  of  the  country 
Mali  unquestionably  pass  over  them  in  its  transit  to,  and  return  from, 
market.  We  believe  it  will  prove  highly  beneficial  to  all  sections  of  the 
State,  and  every  interest  in  the  commumty ,  if  these  corporations  are  ad- 
ministered with  integrity  and  wisdom,  under  judicious  legislative  re- 
straints and  limitations,  and  subject  to  the  wholesome  influence  of  a  fair 
and  natural  competition  ;  but  highly  iniurious,  if  unusual  and  exlraordi* 
nary  rights,  powers,  and  immunities  shall  be  conferred  upou  any  partic- 
ulax  corporation,  such  as  will,  inevitably,  aid  to  make  others,  not  their 
competitors f  but  their  mere  servants,  in  bringing  the  business  and  travel 
of  the  country  to  the  favored  line. 

The  plainest  principlesof  common  justice,  as  well  as  the  general  good 
of  the  whole  people,  imperatively  require  that  the  privileges  and  immu- 
nities of  all  corporations  granted  by  the  Legislature,  should  be  placed 
upon  a  common  and  equal  basis.  It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  in 
construing  these  grants,  sound  public  policy  requires  that  a  strict  and 
rigorous  construction  should  prevail.  Ir  the  charters  are  really  defective 
because  too  little  is  given,  a  tuture  legislature  may  supply  the  omission; 
but  while  the  hith.  oT  the  State,  once  legitimately  pleoged,  should  be 
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honesU J  adhered  to,  nothing  shoold  be  considered  as  having  been  grant- 
ed by  mere  implication,  or  as  the  resalt  of  a  latitudinoas  construction. 

Your  Committee  feel  called  upon  to  make  these  observations,  from 
the  extent,  and  alarming  nature,  (Xf  the  claims,  which,  your  Committee 
are  advised,  are  made  by  the  Vermont  Central  Railroad  Company,  under 
their  Charter.  Your  Committee  are  advised,  that  said  Company  ckim 
the  right  to  commence  their  road  at  the  extreme  North  line  of  the  State, 
and  to  continue  it  thence  to  Burlington,  and  thence  up  the  Valley  of  the 
Onion  river.  The  language  of  their  Charter  is,  that  they  may  build  s 
road  **  from  some  point  on  the  £astern  Shore  of  Lake  Cbamplain,  thence 
up  the  Valley  of  Onion  river,  and  extending  to  a  point  on  the  Cooneeti* 
cut,  most  convenient  to  meet  a  Rail  Road,  either  from  Concord,  N.  H. 
or  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  to  said  river."  If,  under  this  Charter,  they  have  a 
right  to  commence  some  forty  miles  from  the  mouth  of  Onion  river,  at 
the  North  line  of  the  State,  then  they  would  have  the  right  to  commence 
at  a  point  as  far  South  as  this  State  borders  on  Lake  Champlain ; — one 
is  as  much  within  the  terms  and  true  intent  of  their  Charter  as  the  oth* 
er.  With  the  widest  latitude  of  construction,  such  an  extent  of  territory 
could  not  possibly  be  given  to  them.  In  granting  Charters  for  Rail 
Roads,  legislatures  have  always,  as  they  should  do,  sought  to  define 
them  with  reasonable  certainty ;  and  the  words,  in  the  Charter  under 
consideration, — "  thence  up  the  Valley  of  Onion  river" — ^must  be  consid- 
ered as  words  not  of  description  merely,  but  of  significant  limitation. — 
The  Company  should,  therefore,  be  held  to  the  selection  of  such  a  point 
on  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Champlain,  either  in,  or  at  any  rate  adja> 
cent  to,  the  Valley  of  Onion  river,  as  will,  all  things  considered,  best 
accommodate  their  business,  without  conflicting  with  other  rights  equal- 
ly sacred  ;  and,  in  the  language  of  their  Charter,  proceed  thence  up  the 
V  alley  of  Onion  river.  Yet  this  Company  claim  the  right  to  run  some 
forty  miles,  on  the  shore  of  the  Lake,  and  across  the  Vdleys  of  the  Mis- 
sisquoi  and  Lamoille  rivers,  before  they  reach  the  Valley  of  Onion  river. 
Your  Committee  are  constrained  to  say  that  they  find  in  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  incorporating  the  Vermont  Central  Kail  Road  Company,  no 
warrant  whatever  for  such  a  claim. 

We  are  next  to  consider  how  extensive  are  their  rights  and  territory 
at  their  eastem  point  of  termination.  This  Company  claim  the  right  to 
construct  their  road  from  the  VaUey  of  Onion  river  to  the  Connecticut, 
and  thence,  down  the  Connecticnt,  to  Bellows  Falls,  and  even  to  the 
South  line  of  the  State,  if  they  choose,  to  connect  with  a  Rail  Road, 
from  Fitchburg,  Mass.  The  language  of  their  Charter  is : — ^*  and  cx- 
cendin|  to  a  pomt  on  the  Connecticut  most  convenient  to  meet  a  rail  mad, 
either  trom  Concord  N.  H.  or  Fitchburg,  Mass.  to  said  river ;"  and  the 
90th  Section  of  said  Charter  provides  that  *'  nothing  in  this  act  shall  au- 
thorize said  Company  to  construct  a  rail  road  in  the  Valley  of  Connects 
cat  river  so  as  to  interfere  with  any  rail  road  that  may  hereafter  be  au- 
thorized to  be  made  in  said  Valley.*'  By  a  reference  to  the  situation  of 
matters  at  the  time  the  Charter  was  granted,  it  is  obvious  that  this  i^t 
wae  given  in  the  alternative,  because  it  was  then  regarded  as  questiooa- 
ble  wnat  road  from  Boston  would  first  be  completed  through  to  the 
Connecticut  river.  If  it  had  been  supposed  that  it  was  reasonably  cei^ 
tain, that  a  road  would  have  beea  secured,  and  shortly  oomp1eted,thToa^ 
from  Concord  to  the  Connecticut,  we  think  it  is  endent  that  the  Legia- 
lature  would  haTe  required  the  Central  Company  to  terminate  their  road 
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at  a  point  convenient  to  connect  with  such  extension  of  the  Concord 
road.  The  Charter  of  the  Connecticatand  Pasbumpsic  RiTers  Rail  Road 
Company,  granted  in  1835,  and  reyived  in  1843,  covers  one  of  the  most 
important  great  lines  of  intercommnnication  in  this  State.  It  constitutes 
a  base  line  for  all  the  roads,  running  in  an  easterly  and  westerly  direc- 
tion, that  desire  to  enter  upon  it,  and  all  such  lines  ought  to  be  allowed 
to  enter  upon  it  on  equal  terms.  To  allow  a  corporation  whose  main 
line  is  running  in  an  easterly  and  westerly  direction,  to  control  forever 
an  intervening  portion  of  this  route,  and  have  it  in  their  power  to  dictate 
the  terms  upon  which  the  Valley  above  shall  communicate  with  the 
VaUey  below,  would  be  highly  inexpedient,  and  manifestly  unjust. — 
With  a  wise  forecast,  the  legislature  of  1843  guarded  these  important 
rights  by  the  provisions  of  the  20th  Section  of  the  Act  incorporating  the 
Central  Rail  Road  Company,  above  recited ;  and  in  the  judgment  of 
your  Committee,  the  claim  asserted  by  said  Company,  to  construct  their 
road,  down  the  Valley  of  the  Connecticut,  some  seventy  miles  below  a 
point  convenient  to  connect  with  a  Rail  Road  from  Concord,  N.  H.  di- 
rectly interferes  and  conflicts  with  the  rights  granted  to  the  Connecticut 
and  rassumpsic  Rivers  Rail  Road  Company,  has  no  proper  foundation 
in  a  fair  and  just  construction  of  the  terms  of  their  Charter,  and  cannot 
be  conceded  without  detriment  to  the  public  welfare. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  unanimously  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  resolutions  referred  to  them.

Sufficient  subscriptions  having  been  first  obtained,  this  corporation 
was  fully  organized  on  the  23d  day  of  July  last,  by  the  choice  of  seren 
Directors,  who  at  once  proceeded  to  the  appointment  of  the  necessary  of- 
ficers. An  assessment  of  five  dollars  on  each  share  was  ordered,  paya- 
ble on  the  1st  of  September  last.  Surreys  "preparatory  to  the  location 
of  the  line  of  the  road  were  commenced  at  the  earliest  moment  practica- 
ble, and  have  embraced  territory  within  the  Counties  of  Franklin  and 
Chittenden  on  Lake  Champlain,  and  the  valleys  of  Onion,  White,  and 
Connecticut  Rivers.  The  surveys  are  so  far  completed  as  to  warrant 
the  location  of  the  line,  a  part  of  it  at  least,  within  the  present  month ; 
and  notice  has  been  given  that  proposals  for  grading  will  be  received  op 
to  the  5th  of  November  next. 

The  receipts  of  the  Company,  being  paymenta  on  the  capi- 
tal stock,  amounted  on  the  1st  inst.  to  $91,790,00 
And  the  expenditures  for  surveyor's  instruments,  surveys,
